There is another medal with this clasp in the 
Douglas-Morris Collection at the Royal Naval Museum, Portsmouth. 

George Gibbons was born in 1767 at Appleby, Westmorland. He presented 
himself at the Rendezvous in Sunderland to offer his services to the Crown on 13 
April 1793, which means he was aged eighty-two when he claimed his N.G.S. 
medal.

Charles Warren is confirmed as an Ordinary Seaman aboard Virginie for her 
action with the Dutch frigate Gelderland , captured in the Western Approaches on 
19 May 1808. Two other men of this name are shown on the medal roll, one for 
the clasp 'Centaur 26 Aug 1808' (39 issued), and another for 'Syria'. None of 
these three appear to have been recorded on the market before. 
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Naval General Service 1793-1840, 1 clasp, Martinique (Bryan Crawley) 
original ribbon, retaining most of original frosted finish , nearly extremely 
fine £1200-1500 

Confirmed on the roll as a Boy aboard H.M.S. Penelope at the capture of 
Martinique. 

Bryan Crawley was born at Thornby, Northants, and entered the Royal Navy as a 
Boy 3rd Class aboard H.M.S. Penelope on 24 March 1807, aged 11 years. He 
served a full 40 years in the Navy, his ratings including those of Gunner's Mate, 
Commander's Cook, Ship's Corporal, Gunner's Crew, and Boatswain's Mate. His 
last ship was the San Josef which he left on 30 September 1843, before being 
admitted to Greenwich Hospital on 29 October 1847. Sold with copies of his 
statement of service and Penelope's Muster & Pay Book for the period covering 
the capture of Martinique, February 1809.

Only 26 N.G.S. medals issued to Chaplains in the Royal Navy, more than half of 
which received clasps for Navarino or Syria. This clasp for Martinique is unique 
to a Chaplain. 

Edward Brice entered the Navy on 24 November 1807, as Chaplain on board the 
York 74, Captain Robert Barton, and proceeding to the West Indies, was there 
present, in 1809, at the reduction of Martinique and the Saintes, and the capture 
of the French 74-gun ship Haupoult. He left the York in 1810, and was 
afterwards appointed, in 1812, to the Medway 74, flagship of Sir Charles Tyler, at 
the Cape of Good Hope; April 1816, to the Salisbury 50, flagship of Rear-Admiral 
John Erskine Douglas, at Jamaica, where he was for two years Acting Chaplain to 
the Naval Hospital at Port Royal; December 1818, to the Hyperion 32, Captain 
Thomas Searle, at Leith; April 1819, to the Windsor Castle 74, Captains Thomas 
Gordon Caulfield and Charles Dashwood, at Plymouth; November 1823, as 
Supernumerary Chaplain, to the Ocean 110, Captain Lucius Ferdinand 
Hardyman, at the same port; and July 1824 and July 1828, to the Britannia 120, 
flagship of Sir James Saumarez and Lord Northesk, also at Plymouth, and Victory 
104, flagship of Hon. Robert Stopford, at Portsmouth. He was placed on the 
retired list about June 1829. Mr Brice has received a medal for the capture of 
Martinique. He is incumbent of Humshaugh, a living in the gift of Greenwich 
Hospital (Ref O'Byrnes Naval Biography, 1861).

Joseph Kiddell served as a Landsman aboard the Ajax. He is recorded as having 
entered this ship on 3 August 1813 at the age of 26 years. His place of birth is 
given as Norfolk, and he was paid off on 1 7 July 1816. 
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The unique Boat Service medal which purports to have been awarded 
to Lieutenant Andrew Bulger, Royal Newfoundland Fencibles, for the 
capture of two American schooners in Lake Huron in 1814; he also 
received the medal for Fort Detroit and Chrystler's Farm 

Naval General Service 1793-1840, 1 clasp, 3 & 6 Sep Boat Service 1814 

(A. B.Lieut. R.N. Fencibles) surname mostly erased but parts of some 

other letters discernible, 'Fencibles' engraved in contemporary serif 
capitals, the clasp rather buckled and the medal generally worn overall , 
therefore good fine £2000-3000 


This unique clasp was issued to Lieutenant Andrew Bulger, Royal Newfoundland Fencible Infantry, for the capture of the American 
schooners Tigress and Scorpion by boats in the Detour Passage, Lake Huron. This medal was found recently in an Antique store in 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, Canada, hidden in an old box of clothing buttons. The dealer has no knowledge of where the buttons came 
from or how long they were in the back of his shop. With the initial 'A' and surname beginning with 'B', there does not appear to be 
any other possible recipient on the rolls as a Lieut. R.N. See web site for enlargement of clasp and naming details. 

Andrew Bulger was born in Newfoundland on 30 November 1790, and was appointed ensign in the recently established 
Newfoundland Regiment of Fencible Infantry on 26 October 1804, and within two years he received his commission as lieutenant. He 
served with his unit, which became the Royal Newfoundland Regiment in 1806, in Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, and Lower Canada 
until the outbreak of war with the United States in 1812 when he was sent to the Niagara frontier in Upper Canada to serve under 
Major-General Isaac Brock. He was present at the capture of Detroit in August 1812, and that fall he was attached to the naval force 
which harassed the enemy along the upper St Lawrence. He also participated in the battles of Fort George (Niagara-on-the-Lake, Ont.) 
and Stoney Creek in May and June 1813, and in the battle of Crystler's Farm in November [For these actions he received the M.G.S. 
medal with clasps, Fort Detroit and Chrystler's Farm]. As adjutant to Lieutenant-Colonel Robert McDouall, Bulger was with the 
reinforcements sent to Fort Michilimackinac (Mackinac Island, Mich.) in 1814. The force of 10 officers and some 200 men left Kingston 
in early February, and after a difficult winter trek by way of Lake Simcoe to Georgian Bay they proceeded by boat, arriving at the fort 
on 18 May. The repulse of an American attack on 4 August, coupled with the daring capture of the American schooners Tigress and 
Scorpion in early September, ensured British supremacy on the upper Great Lakes for the duration of the war. Bulger was prominent in 
both of these engagements and was slightly wounded during the boarding of the Tigress. 

In October Bulger, with the local rank of captain, was appointed commandant of Fort McKay, at Prairie du Chien (Wis.) on the upper 
Mississippi River, an American fort captured in July by William McKay, commander of the Michigan Fencibles, a provincial corps. The 
situation at Fort McKay was both dangerous and delicate, but through determined leadership Bulger preserved the security of the 200 
French Canadian inhabitants of the area and maintained the Indians' allegiance to the British flag. In early January 1815 he suppressed 
a near mutiny among the Michigan Fencibles, stationed at the fort, by convening a general court martial and having the three worst 
offenders summarily flogged. 

Bulger also had an ongoing quarrel with Robert Dickson, agent and superintendent to the Western Indians, stationed at Prairie du 
Chien, over relations with the Indian allies. In his instructions Bulger was given jurisdiction over the distribution of provisions and gifts 
to the Indian families, and the young officer refused to allow the Indian agent to interfere with his authority. Dickson was finally 
recalled to Michilimackinac early in 1815. In spite of this unfortunate power struggle, Bulger's general conduct was endorsed by the 
inhabitants of Prairie du Chien in an address of 15 January 1815, thanking him for his leadership and protection. McDouall was equally 
complimentary and praised him for his "judicious, manly, and energetic conduct." 

News of the peace settlement signed at Ghent on 24 December 1814 reached Prairie du Chien in April 1815. Bulger succeeded, with 
some difficulty, in convincing the Indian allies on the upper Mississippi to ratify the treaty, which recognized American sovereignty 
over the area south of the lakes. Then on 24 May, after distributing food and gifts among them, he burned the fort and abandoned the 
area to American occupation. He proceeded by way of Michilimackinac to Quebec where he learned to his "mortification" that he had 
not received the captaincy to which McDouall had recommended him in late 1814. The Royal Newfoundland Regiment was 
disbanded in June 1816 and he was placed on the half-pay list as lieutenant. Bulger spent most of the next few years in England where 
he attempted to gain remuneration for his services during the war, a military appointment, and promotion to half-pay captain. Although 
his several applications were always fully supported by senior British officers, it was not until 1820 that he finally succeeded in 
obtaining a compensation of £500 and military allowance equal to the half pay of a captain [in the Royal Navy]. 

In the winter of 1821-22 Hudson's Bay Company director Andrew Colvile, upon the recommendation of Sir Gordon Drummond and 
on behalf of the executors of the estate of Lord Selkirk, offered Bulger a three-year appointment as secretary and registrar for the Red 
River settlement (Man.). He was also to form and train a militia force of 100 settlers. Bulger accepted the offer and, in order to bolster 
his authority in the colony, he was made governor locum tenens of Assiniboia, at a salary of £250. He arrived at Red River on 
28 June 1822 and within a few weeks he was so thoroughly disillusioned with his "life of slavery and of exposure to the insults and 
threats of some of the most worthless of God's creatures, in one of the most miserable countries on the face of the earth," that he 
submitted a year's notice of his intention to retire. Bulger also deplored the lack of a military or police force to provide him with the 
power to maintain order within the colony and to preserve it from the constant threat of attack from the Sioux. 

The HBC's chief factor at Fort Garry (Winnipeg), John Clarke, quickly antagonized Bulger by officially serving notice to him that he was 
prohibited from trafficking in furs, and as a consequence any hope of cooperation between Bulger as civil governor and Clarke as the 
company's chief representative vanished. This situation contributed to the poor state of health from which Bulger suffered for most of 
the winter of 1822-23. Much of the difficulty he experienced in managing the colony arose from the ill-defined relationship between 
the settlement and the fur trade and from the confusion surrounding the rights of the settlers, given the fur-trade monopoly granted to 
the HBC by its charter. Nevertheless, after learning of the dispute between Clarke and Bulger, in May 1823 the London committee of 
the HBC exonerated the governor and condemned their own officer as "imprudent and indiscreet," and on some counts "preposterous 
and indecorous." 

Bulger had written a lengthy letter to Colvile in December 1822 about the state of the colony. He recommended that a system of courts 
and magistrates be set up, that a company of troops be sent to the colony to enforce the laws and keep the natives in order, that the 
settlers be allowed to purchase provisions and skins for clothing from the Indians and Metis, and that money be circulated. He also 
asked Colvile to find a market for the colony's surplus grain. "If these things cannot be done," he warned, "spend no more of 
Lord Selkirk's money upon Red River." 
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Although his recommendations concerning provisions and currency were implemented by return post, the appeal for troops and 
markets remained unsatisfied for many years. Bulger left Red River in August 1823 and returned to England. Although he had made 
enemies in the colony and was later criticized by HBC governor George Simpson as wasteful and extravagant, he had inspired 
confidence and loyalty in his councillors and was appreciated by the settlers who credited him with bringing peace and prosperity to 
the settlement. In the summer of 1825 Bulger sailed for Quebec to become principal and confidential clerk to the military secretary. His 
health, never again robust, continued to deteriorate. He was nonetheless conscientious and industrious in the service of Quebec's 
various military secretaries. In 1839 he moved with the civil administration to Montreal, where he continued to serve faithfully until his 
death on 2 March 1858 ( Dictionary of Canadian Biography refers).

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A Naval General Service Medal for Algiers awarded to Lieutenant 
Lewis Dunbar Tate, R.N., who was severely wounded in the action 
when serving as a Midshipman on H.M.S. Granicus 

Naval General Service 1793-1840, 1 clasp, Algiers (L. D. Mitchell, 
Midshipman) good very fine £2000-2500 

Lewis Dunbar Mitchell was born on 3 December 1796. He entered the Royal 
Navy as a 1 st Class Volunteer on board the Theseus (74) on 28 March 1811. He 
served on board the ship for over two years in the North Sea, mostly in the 
capacity of a Midshipman. On board the ship he sailed to St. Helena for the 
purpose of conveying home a large China fleet and in December 1813 he 
removed to the Granicus (36). The ship was at first employed off the coasts of 
Portugal and Spain, where he had charge of signals. On 2 December 1814 the 
Granicus captured the U.S. privateer Leo (6) with 76 men. On the same vessel he 
served at the bombardment of Algiers, 27 August 1816, being severely wounded 
in the leg. The ship in total suffered 16 men killed and 42 wounded in the action. 
In January and April 1917 he successively joined, at Portsmouth, the 
Impregnable (104) and Lee (20). In September he joined the Primrose (18) in the 
West Indies. Mitchell was promoted to Lieutenant in October 181 7 when serving 
on the Larne (20). He then returned to the Primrose , October-December 1818 
and then the Ramillies (74) November 1825-December 1828. Service with the 
Coast Guard followed, December 1828-October 1831 after which he was placed 
in command of the Greyhound revenue cruiser, October 1831-October 1834. In 
December 1837 he was appointed an Admiralty Agent on board a contract mail 
steam vessel. However, in June 1842 he was obliged to resign his position due to 
the lingering effects of the wounds he received at Algiers.

The Muster Lists confirm that Edward Moore was aboard Agamemnon at 
Trafalgar and St Domingo as an Ordinary Seaman. He joined H.M.S. Bedford in 
August 1809 as an Able Seaman, being advanced to Carpenter's Mate aboard her 
in November 1810. He remained in Bedford until 1815. Sold with relevant 
copied muster lists and other research.

26 clasps issued for '28 June Boat Service 1810'; 132 for 'Lissa'; and 67 for 
'Pelagosa 29 Novr. 1811'. Six medals issued with this three-clasp combination. 

Charles Friend was born at Ramsgate on 16 September 1793. He entered the 
Royal Navy on 2 December 1805, as First Class Volunteer on board the Camel 
store ship, from which, after visiting Gibraltar and the Rio de la Plata, he was 
transferred to as Midshipman, in November 1807, to the Grampus 50, then at the 
Cape of Good Hope. In the boats of the Active , of 46 guns, Captain James 
Alexander Gordon, whom he joined on 2 July 1809, he contributed to the 
capture, on 29 June 1810, of a convoy in the harbour of Grao. He next, on 12 
February 1811, assisted in bringing out another from Ortona, although 
encountered by the most fearful obstacles; and, on 27 July in the same year, he 
was officially reported in the highest terms for his instrumentality, as Master's 
Mate, in capturing and destroying 28 sail of merchantmen, defended, in a creek 
off the island of Ragooniza, by 3 gun-vessels and a body of 300 troops. 

On 3 March 1811, he was further present in the memorable action off Lissa, when a British squadron, carrying in the whole 156 guns 
and 879 men, completely routed, after a conflict of six hours, and a loss to the Active of 4 killed and 24 wounded, a Franco-Venetian 
armament, whose force amounted to 284 guns and 2,655 men; and, on 29 November ensuing, he shared in a hard-fought combat of 
an hour and a half, which, in rendering the Active captor of the Pomone , of 44 guns and 332 men, 50 of whom were killed and 
wounded, occasioned her a loss of 8 killed and 27 wounded, including Captain Gordon, who lost a leg. 

As a reward for his conduct off Lissa, Charles Friend, on his passing certificate reaching the Admiralty, was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant by commission dated 12 June 1812. He was employed, from the following October until July 1814, in the Eclipse 18, in the 
West Indies, and from 21 April until 9 December 1815, in the Hardy 14, in the Channel. He was advanced to the rank of Commander 
28 July 1851. For several years he held the appointment of Government Agent for Emigration at Cork. 
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Military General Service 1793-1814, 2 clasps, Salamanca, Toulouse (T. 
Appleton, Drummer, 11 th Foot) a little polishedminor edge nicks and 
bruises , otherwise better than very fine £1200-1500 

The 'Bloody Eleventh 1 earned their soubriquet at the battle of Salamanca where 
they suffered casualties amounting to 45 killed and 296 wounded. Only 62 men 
lived to claim the clasp to their M.G.S. medal. 

Thomas Appleton joined the 1st Battalion 11th Foot as a Drummer on 30 
September 1807, a volunteer from the Royal East Middlesex Militia, for 7 years 
service. Posted to Madeira for guard duty with his regiment, he fell sick in March 
1809 and remained at Madeira when the 11th Foot departed for Portugal the 
following July. After a lengthy period of sickness he finally rejoined his regiment 
in the Peninsula in April 1812, subsequently taking part in the battles of 
Salamanca and Toulouse. He was discharged on 31 December 1814, having 
completed his period of service. Sold with muster roll details.

He served in the Peninsula from April 1813 to April 1814, and 
afterwards in North America and at New Orleans. He was appointed Assistant 
Surgeon, 7th West India Regiment, 27 July 1815; half-pay, 3 September 1816; 
qualified M.A. and M.D. (Glasgow) 1818; full pay on the Staff, 23 July 1818; 
Assistant Surgeon, 30th Foot, 20 February 1823; Assistant Surgeon, 45th Foot, 15 
March 1827; Surgeon, 55th Foot, 27 December 1833; Surgeon, 93 Foot, 20 
March 1835; retired pay, 20 March 1849; employed on the Retired List as 
Medical Officer, Greenhaw Prison, 23 April 1849.

Alexander Charles Craufurd was born on 30 June 1 794, son of Sir James Gregan- 
Craufurd, 2nd Baronet, and Maria Theresa Gage. He entered the Army as an 
Ensign in the 3rd Foot Guards, by purchase, on 28 May 1811, aged 17 years. He 
purchased a Lieutenancy in the 10th Hussars on 9 December 1813, and, 
similarly, a Captaincy in the 2nd Ceylon Regiment on 9 June 1814. He was 
placed on Half Pay in 1815 in consequence of being attached to the 12th Light 
Dragoons by the Duke of Wellington, with the permission of the Commander-in- 
Chief, and, in the capacity of Volunteer served at Waterloo with that regiment. 

He exchanged to Full Pay as Captain in the 12th Light Dragoons in October 1820 
and was promoted to Major in the Army in October 1821. This latter promotion 
was evidently the result of his representations to the King, in August of that year, 
when he pointed out that The Duke of Wellington and Colonel Ponsonby, with 
whose regiment (the same in which I now command a troop) I served as a 
Volunteer at the battle of Waterloo, both desired me to refer to them on any 
occasion where their testimony could be of use to me.' 


He purchased a Majority in the Cape Corps of Cavalry in August 1824, and removed to the 8th Royal Irish Hussars in June 1825. In 
what was clearly a well financed career, Craufurd finally purchased a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in the 94th Foot on 10 June 1826, but was 
placed on Half Pay the following day from ill-health. He married, 23 July 1818, Lady Barbara Coventry, daughter of the 7th Earl of 
Coventry.

Thomas Patterson Smith was born on 16 April 1783, and arrived in India as a 
Cadet on 20 August 1799. He was appointed Ensign in November, and was 
posted Lieutenant to the 1st Bengal European Regiment in 1801. After serving in 
the Second Mahratta War at the Battle and Capture of Deig, he transferred to the 
newly-raised 25th Native Infantry and served as Captain with the 2nd Battalion in 
the 4th Division, under General Marley and Sir George Wood, during the first 
two campaigns of the Nepal War. In Ochterlony's victorious campaign of 1816, 
he commanded the battalion during its service with the 3rd Brigade, Centre 
Column, and was present at the battles of Chirriaghati and Muckwampore. 


In 1817-18, he took part in operations against the Pindarries and shared in the Deccan Prize Money. He became Major on 12 January 
1821 while serving as Commandant of the newly-raised 1st Fatehgarh Infantry Levy. Having relinquished that appointment in 1822, he 
transferred to the 49th N.L (late 1 /25th N.L) in 1824, as Lieutenant-Colonel, and commanded the regiment in the First Burma War. 
During operations in the Arakan, he was mentioned in despatches for leading a reconnaissance of several companies across the Jeyah 
River (London Gazette 1 October 1825). On 9 May 1825, he was removed from the 49th N.L following an enquiry concerned with the 
mutinous conduct of the Sepoys, which the Governor-General and Commander-in-Chief agreed was due to the 'culpable neglect of 
duty as Commg. Officer of Lt. Col. T. P. Smith...' He was successively posted to the 2nd European Regiment, the 8th N.L and the 18th 
N.L From 1837 until his death, he was on the rolls of the 1 7th N.L serving as regimental Colonel during the Second Sikh War with the 
Army of Reserve at Jagraon. Smith attained the rank of Major-General in 1838 and that of Lieutenant-General while on furlough in 
1851. Lieutenant-General Smith died suddenly in Paris on 27 September 1852.

Ernest James "Dukie" Grimes was born in Chatham, Kent, in December 1882, and enlisted as a boy recruit in the Wiltshire Regiment in 
Guernsey in November 1897, having attended the Royal Military Asylum Chelsea, where he was a musician. 

Posted to the 2nd Battalion in November 1900, he witnessed active service out in South Africa (Queen's Medal & 5 clasps), and was 
appointed a Bandsman in March 1902 - but not before having been sentenced to imprisonment with hard labour for 112 days on being 
convicted of receiving stolen goods. 

Noted in regimental records as a cornet and violin player, Grimes was advanced to Band Corporal in July 1907 and to Band Sergeant in 
November 1912, but, on account of such N.C.Os not being permitted to proceed overseas in the early stages of the War, he was 
transferred to the 3rd Battalion soon after the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

However, after volunteering to rejoin his old Battalion as a duty Sergeant, he was embarked for France in April 1915, where he was 
quickly advanced to Company Sergeant-Major. Present at Festubert, where he took command of a platoon, and at the battle of Loos 
that September, where, by his own account, he was rendered deaf for six hours by the noise of a battery of guns firing near him. He 
was also suffering from Myalgia and, in November 1915, was admitted to the 1st Canadian General Hospital at Etaples, and thence to 
the Reading War Hospital. 

Having then been declared fit for home duties only, he rejoined the 3rd Battalion, from which he transferred to the Devonshire 
Regiment as C.S.M. in March 1916 and found his way back out to France in the 12th (Labour) Battalion that June. Advanced to R.Q.M. 
S. at the year's end, he was subsequently recommended for a commission by his Battalion C.O. and, in April 191 7, he was appointed a 
2nd Lieutenant in the 21st Battalion, Manchester Regiment. But owing to ongoing deafness and other ailments, he was invalided home 
that June and saw no further active service. 

Placed on the Retired List as an Honorary Captain in February 1920, he was, however, recalled to the Manchester Regimental Depot in 
April-June 1921, during the National Emergency. Grimes, who fought a long and bitter battle for compensation for his deafness, died at 
Bexhill-on-Sea in February 1967; sold with extensive copied research, including Medal & clasp roll verification.

John Frederick Houston was born in Carleton Place, Ontario on 21 November 
1890. He was educated there and became a teacher and taught in Western 
Canada to finance his medical studies at Queen's University. With the outbreak 
of the Great War, he went overseas serving 8 months as a Private in the C.A.M.C. 
but was returned to complete his final year at Queen's because of the shortage of 
military doctors. He then returned to active service overseas in 1917 with the C. 
A.M.C. After the war he took postgraduate studies in New York and in the early 
1920's opened an office in Hamilton. Dr Houston returned to military duty with 
the onset of the Second World War. Promoted to Major he was in charge of the 
permanent medical board in Hamilton until his return to private practice in 1943. 
He was also a Past President of the Hamilton Academy of Medicine, a former 
Chairman of the General Hospital's Medical Board, and a Past President of the 
Hamilton Association of Occupational Therapy. Dr Hamilton died in Hamilton 
on 21 August 1974.

The master was wounded in the head and was stunned when the bridge protection collapsed on him. The chief engineer twice went 
below to search for missing men but he was unsuccessful owing to steam and flooding. The master, who was still dazed, saw 
everybody off the ship before leaving to board a destroyer. He called for volunteers to reboard the ship, as he thought it still might be 
possible to save those trapped in her. The chief engineer was among the first to respond, but he was again unable to find the missing 
members of the crew. Although the ship's back was broken, the master tried to reboard her, but the swell prevented him, and it was 
with the greatest difficulty that he was persuaded not to jump on board his ship.' 

In the same gazettes, Chief Engineer Percy George Ludlow was awarded the M.B.E. and Lloyd's Medal for Bravery at Sea. With copied 
extracts.

M.B.E. not gazetted as the recipient was a foreign national. 

'The S.S. "Empirer Knight" was on a voyage from St. John, New Brunswick to New York when she stranded on Boon Island Ledge on 
February 11th 1944 and became a total loss. The weather was extremely bad with wind at gale force, heavy seas and the temperature 
well below zero. Of the crew of 44, the Master, Chief Officer and 22 others were drowned. The majority of the crew, including the 
Master, were of Danish nationality. 

The Third Officer, with the assistance of two other crew members, managed to lower one of the boats. Owing to the heavy seas the 
boat capsized, but righted itself and the three men were able to get into it again. The Third Officer was the only one fully able to row 
the boat, and this he continued to do even though his hands froze to the oars. These three survivors were, in due course, picked up by 
an American ship.' (ref. Lloyd's Medals 1836-1989 , Awards for Courage and Exceptional Services, by Jim Gawler).

September 1940

B.E.M. London Gazette 27 June 1941. 'John Wilkins, Leader; Jack Weeks, Labourer, A.R.P. Rescue Party, Holborn' 'Owing to enemy 
action buildings collapsed and caught fire. People were trapped in a ground floor room and Wilkins, followed by Weeks, reached it 
through a service hatch. Two brick columns leant over towards a wall and between these was a large heap of debris. Hindered by the 
fire raging on the other side of the wall and drenched by fireman's hoses, Wilkins and Weeks removed the debris. Because of the 
removal of this support to the leaning columns, the whole of the wreckage was liable to collapse on to them. They were finally 
successful in extricating a woman, who was passed to safety through the safety hatch.' 

A report by the Officer in Charge of the Rescue Services, Holborn, adds further details: 'At about 21.30 hours on the 24th September 
1940, a mine fell in Tottenham Court Road outside the Central Y.M.C.A. premises. Wilkins was the leader of the first rescue party to 
arrive and he proceeded to help in searching for casualties on the upper floors and in their removal to the basement. On the 
completion of this work he and his men came out of the building. Wilkins was then informed by a Warden that there were trapped 
casualties in the rear premises at the side of the Blue Posts Public House on the opposite side of Tottenham Court Road at the corner of 
Hanway Street. On this side of the road many buildings had collapsed and fierce fires were raging. Wilkins was taken into a ground 
floor room and shown the adjoining room where the casualties were. He gained access to the latter room through a service hatch the 
small size of which would only permit one of his men, Weeks, to follow.'

'When his ship was sunk the Second Officer took charge of the navigation of a crowded boat and brought her people to land 
after seven days. When he himself was prostrate with illness, the handling of the craft was carried on by Able Seamen Folwell, Holman 
and Hooper. It was largely due to their untiring efforts and example that the lives of the 33 survivors were saved.' 

The British steamship Earlston was torpedoed and sunk by a German submarine on 5 July 1942 in the Barents Sea on a voyage from 
Iceland to North Russia. Twenty-three of her crew and three passengers were lost. 2nd Officer David Meredith Lyon Evans was 
awarded the M.B.E. and three crew members (above) were awarded the B.E.M. for their services and conduct in the days following the 
sinking.

B.E.M. London Gazette 27 July 1943. 'One night in April, 1943, a Blenheim aircraft crashed and burst into flames. The aircraft had 
been seen to dive by Sergeant Barrie, who hurried across fields to the scene three-quarters of a mile away. He scrambled down a steep 
cutting to get to the aircraft and as he reached it an explosion occurred which broke it in two. He then saw the pilot, who was in the 
wreckage. Sergeant Barrie took off his own tunic and, after wrapping it round his head, entered the burning wreckage. He was able to 
drag the badly wounded pilot away to safety. Sergeant Barrie then returned to the blazing wreckage and searched for other survivors 
until he was satisfied that there were no others who could still be alive. This airman showed complete disregard for his own safety, 
which was jeopardised by fire, exploding tanks and pyrotechnics. His unselfish heroism was responsible for saving the pilot's life.' 

Only a fews days later, Sergeant Barrie, aged 33 years, an Air Gunner of No. 51 Squadron, took off in Halifax bomber No. DT628, 
taking part in Operation Stettin. The bomber was reported lost with all its crew on 20 April 1943. He was the son of Alexander and 
Alison Barrie and husband of Lilian F. Barrie of Highbury, London. Having no known grave his name is commemorated on the 
Runnymede Memorial. However, some 68 years later it was established that the bomber had been shot down over Denmark and the 
previously unknown remains of the crew had been laid to rest at Bisperbjerg Cemetery.

Citation reads: 'On the 23rd May 1945, five Dutch children were playing in the wreckage of American aircraft stored in a factory yard 
opposite an Ordnance dump at Enschede, Holland. The children had apparently kindled a fire in one of the wrecked fuselages, with 
the result that it caught fire and they were trapped in one of the compartments. When the alarm was given, Bombardier Bodkin and 
Gunner Trott, who were stationed nearby, immediately proceeded to the scene and, despite the fact that the wreckage was blazing 
fiercely, they proceeded to fight their way into the fuselage and to rescue the children inside. Two of the children were very seriously 
burnt, and one died later. All who witness the incident were full of praise for the way in which Bombardier Bodkin and Gunner Trott 
had worked as they both disregarded personal safety and showed coolness and determination in their effort.' 

Gunner Leslie Marwood Trott, R.A. was also awarded the B.E.M. With copied gazette extract and other research. 
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An Edward Medal for Mines in Bronze awarded to Shiftman Isaac Graham, for gallantry at the Wellington Pit Fire, 
Whitehaven, 11 May 1910 

Edward Medal (Mines), E.VII.R., bronze (Isaac Graham) good very fine £900-1200 

E.M. London Gazette 22 July 1910. 'On the 11th May, 1910, a terrible fire occurred in the Wellington Pit, Whitehaven, at a point about 
4,500 yards from the shafts. Various rescue parties, with great courage and self-devotion and at considerable risk, descended the mine 
and endeavoured to extinguish the fire and penetrate to the persons in the workings beyond the same. Thorne and Littlewood, fitted 
with breathing apparatus, reached within a distance of 150 yards of the fire, but were driven back by the great heat and effusion of 
gases. The others got to within about 300 yards of the fire, working in the smoke backing from the fire. It was found impossible to 
penetrate to the scene of the fire or to rescue any of the entombed miners. 

Had an explosion occurred — a by no means unlikely eventuality, seeing that the mine is a very gassy one — they would undoubtedly 
all have been killed. 

Special gallantry was shown by John Henry Thorne, to whom the Edward Medal of the First Class has already been awarded, and by 
James Littlewood'. 

For their great gallantry in attempting to rescue the entombed miners, a bar to the Edward Medal in Silver was awarded to John Henry 
Thorne; an Edward Medal in Silver was awarded to James Littlewood and 63 Edward Medals in Bronze were awarded to others helping 
in the rescue operations, including one to Isaac Graham, a Shiftman from the William Pit. 

In the enquiry that followed, the underground fire and explosion was found to have been caused by firedamp propagated by coal dust 
and set off by a safety lamp. In the disaster 137 miners perished.

An Edward Medal for Industry in Bronze awarded to Edward Naylor for assisting in the rescue of a steeplejack 
overcome by fumes from a chimney, 150 feet high, in Sheffield

E.M. London Gazette 20 February 1920. 'His Majesty the King has been pleased to Award the Edward Medal to Charles Whelpton, 
Edward Naylor and Horace Ball, under the following circumstances: 

On August 26th, 1919, two steeplejacks were engaged in repainting the brickwork at the top of a chimney 150 feet high at the Atlas 
Works of Messrs. John Brown, and Co., Ltd., at Sheffield. Before the work was completed, gas fumes were accidentally permitted to 
pass through the chimney, with the result that one of the men was overcome. His companion, a lad, was able to attract attention, but 
was unable to assist him. 

Whelpton, Naylor and Ball, who were not steeplejacks, but had formerly been used to work at a height; at once ascended the ladder, 
which, however, only reached a spot 7 feet from the summit. They then had to climb outwards over a projecting chimney crown by 
means of the steel straps which run round the shaft. On reaching the top, which was only 9 inches wide, they applied artificial 
respiration to the unconscious man for 20 minutes, and then with great difficulty lowered him to the ground in a canvas ambulance 
sling, which had in the meantime been passed up by means of a rope. 

All three men undoubtedly risked their lives in saving the life of another.' 
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A Sea Gallantry Medal awarded to Alexander Forbes, a Ship Builder, of Peterhead, for services at the wreck of the 
Genoa, 12 April 1863

her crew, in attempting to reach the shore, were drowned. The survivors (ten) were rescued by the Coastguard, at great personal risk, by 
means of the Coastguard boat, which was hauled off to the wreck by a rocket line. On several previous occasions Mr Beatson and Mr 
Forbes had rendered very important and gallant services'. (Ref. P.R.O. BT.261.1). 

For this rescue, silver medals were awarded to Mr G. B. M. Beatson, Inspecting Officer of Coastguard, Fraserburgh, and to Mr A. 
Forbes, ship builder, Peterhead; five bronze medals were awarded to coastguard boatmen. 


394 A Sea Gallantry Medal awarded to Richard Humphrys for service at the wreck of the Ellen in Cemaes Bay, Anglesey, 
18/19 January 1881

'Dismasting of the Schooner "Ellen". On the 1 7th inst. the Schooner "Ellen" of Beaumaris, on account of contrary weather, was obliged 
to anchor in Cemaes Bay. A heavy storm from the eastward came down on the 18th obliging the crew to dismast the vessel at two 
o'clock p.m. Every attempt to save the crew, by both the lifeboat and life apparatus, proved fruitless on account of the severity of the 
storm. The weather abated a little by the morning of the 19th, and a boat from the harbour went out and brought the crew ashore. They 
were kindly attended to at the Victoria House. The names of the crew are Captain Williams, of Bangor; O. Parry, of Traeth; and W. T. 
Evans, of Bangor.' (Ref. North Wales Chronicle , 22 January 1881). 

One silver and four bronze medals for gallantry were awarded by the Board of Trade for this rescue. The request for the medals was 
sent to the Royal Mint on 22 February, 1881, and the medals were duly supplied on the 1st March. There is an interesting note on the 
next request to the Royal Mint: "In engraving names on the rim of medals, no stops should be put between the Christian and Surname, 
as has been done in the past, when the Christian name is written in full. A stop should only be put where the first letter of the Christian 
name is given." (Letter dated 9-3-1881).

Charles Livermore was born in Babraham, Cambridgeshire on 23 March 1874. A Labourer by occupation, he joined the Royal Navy as 
a Boy 2nd Class on 19 July 1890, being advanced to Boy 1st Class in June 1891. He was promoted to Ordinary Seaman when on 
Collingwood in May 1892, to Able Seaman in July 1893 when on Penguin ; to Leading Seaman in November 1898 when at Pembroke I; 
Petty Officer 2nd Class in April 1900 when on Crescent and Petty Officer 1st Class in May 1901 when at Pembroke. Livermore was 
appointed a Boatman in the Coastguard on 14 March 1902. Based at the Sutton Coastguard Station, Kingston, Dublin, he was awarded 
the S.G.M. in Bronze for his services at the stranding of the Confido on 16 March 1903. From August 1903 until the outbreak of war he 
served at the Mouth of the Boyne, becoming a Leading Boatman in April 1910. With the war he reverted to the rank of Petty Officer in 
the Royal Navy, serving mainly at shore bases, though serving on the old battleship Albemarle, November 191 5-September 1916. The 
ship suffering damage due to heavy weather in in the Pentland Firth in November 1915 and having to put in for repairs, she was the 
only ship of her class (other than Montagu, wrecked in 1906) not to serve in the Mediterranean. 

In February 1919 Livermore returned to the Coastguard Service as a Leading Boatman in Northern Ireland. He served as a Petty Officer 
at Costello Bay from March 1919. Awarded the Long Service Medal in May 1907; awarded a Gratuity on 1 April 1914 and a Pension 
on 5 May 1919. 

Details of the services leading to the award of the S.G.M., taken from The Sea Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett, read: 'Made three 
attempts to help the stranded ketch Confido (70 tons, built 1884), of Faversham, each time launching the station boat under great 
difficulty and considerable risk owing to the heavy sea running. Stranded in Dublin Bay on 16 March 1903 with a crew of four, whilst 
on a voyage from Shoreham to Workington with a cargo of iron and scrap/ 

Six bronze Sea Gallantry Medals were awarded for the above rescue work. With copied service papers and other research.

Feb. 3rd 1908', last with slack suspension, mounted for 
wear, second with minor edge bruising, good very fine and better (3) £1000-1200

The St. Cuthbert was abandoned on fire in the N. Atlantic, her boats having been destroyed. The White Star liner Cymric bore down to 
render assistance but at first it was considered too dangerous to launch a boat owing to the high sea. Eventually the Chief Officer and a 
crew of volunteers manned a life-boat and in three trips rescued 41 men - 14 were lost. The rescue occupied 10 hours in the face of a 
heavy gale and high dangerous sea with occasional blinding snow storms and the final trip was made in the darkness'. 

The British steamship St. Cuthbert , en route from Antwerp to New York, was destroyed by fire off Cape Sable on 3/4 February 1908. For 
their services in bravely rescuing most of those on board, the Board of Trade awarded Chief Officer John Stivey a Silver Medal for 
Gallantry and a binocular glass; the seven volunteers, including Matthews were each awarded the Silver Medal for Gallantry and a 
gratuity of £3. Stivey in addition was awarded gold medals from the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society and the Shipwrecked 
Fishermen and Mariners Royal Benevolent Society. The volunteers were each awarded a Silver Medal from the latter society and all 
received Bronze Medals from the Humane Society of Masssachussetts. The Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners Royal Benevolent 
Society awarded Captain William Finch of the Cymric a pair of marine binoculars. With copied research. 
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A Sea Gallantry Medal awarded to Thomas Watkins, Third Mate of the S.S. Devonshire, for courageously saving life 
from the S.S. Hughenden in the Bay of Biscay, 21 December 1911 

Sea Gallantry Medal, G.V.R., silver (Thomas Watkins, "Hughenden" 21st December 1911) in fitted case of issue, 
extremely fine £350-400 

The Hughenden, a steel screw steamer of 3,097 gross tonnage, was built in 1900 and owned in Sunderland, was carrying barley from 
Smyrna to Dublin. On 21 September 1911, during a hurricane in the Bay of Biscay, she became unmanageable owing to accidents to 
her steering gear. The Devonshire approached as near as was prudent and stood by. During a squall the Hughenden heeled over and 
sank. The Devonshire manoeuvred amongst the wreckage and rescued two men who were afloat on hatch covers. One of them caught 
a line, but the other was too faint to do so and was saved by Mr Watkins, who jumped overboard in the mountainous sea and made the 
line fast to him. In the state of the sea it was considered no boat could be launched. Twenty-five lives were lost, only two: those of 
Brandt and Macneill were saved, (ref. derived from The Sea Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett). 

The medal was presented by King George V at Buckingham Palace on 19 April 1913. With copied research. 
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A Sea Gallantry Medal group of four awarded to Seaman Isaac Jewell of the S.S. Shirvan for rescuing the crew of the 
S.S. Laleham in the North Atlantic, 31 March 1926 

Sea Gallantry Medal, G.V.R., bronze (Isaac Jewell, "Laleham" 31st March, 1926); British War and Mercantile Marine War 
Medals (Isaac Jewell); Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners Royal Benevolent Society Medal, silver (Isaac Jewell, A.B. S.S. 
"Laleham" March 31. 1926) with 6th type 'double-dolphin' slip bar, good very fine (4) £650-750 

The steamship Laleham, of London, with a crew of 37 hands was in distress in the North Atlantic Ocean on 31 March 1926. She had 
met with very severe weather which had smashed two boats and caused the ship to take a serious list. Her WT call for assistance was 
answered by the Shirvan which reached the scene about 5.45 p.m. and soon after 6 p.m. Mr Strowger went off in a lifeboat with the 
men named. It was not possible to go alongside the Laleham and 20 of her crew were drawn through the water to the boat by means of 
a line with lifebuoy attached. They were transferred to the Shirvan by the same method. The operation was repeated and the remaining 
17 survivors taken off, the operation being completed by 10.30 a.m. These services were hazardous owing to the high seas. Darkness 
added to the risk and the latter part of the rescue had to be carried out in the light of burning oil barrels on the Laleham.' (ref. The Sea 
Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett). 

Chief Officer Strowger was awarded the S.G.M. in Bronze and a binocular glass from the Board of Trade; the six members of the boat's 
crew, including Jewell were each awarded the medal in bronze and a gratuity of £2. King George V presented the medal to Jewell on 
13 July 1926. 

The rescue, being deemed by the Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners Royal Benevolent Society, as the best for 1926, rewarded 
Captain Richard Ernest Goodricke and Chief Officer Herbert Alonzo Strowger, of the Shirvan, with the society's Emile Robin Award. 
The Society awarded Captain Goodricke with a gratuity of £1 6; Chief Officer Strowger with the Society's silver medal and £4, and each 
of the boat's crew were awarded the silver medal and £2. With copied research. 
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A Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Service) awarded to the American Seaman Thomas Finnegan, of the Pennsylvania, for 
rescuing the crew of the Falcon in the North Atlantic, 16 November 1890 

Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Services), V.R., small, silver, 'From the British Government, For Gallantry and 
Humanity' (Thomas Finnegan, 16th November 1890) nearly extremely fine £300-350 

The British steamship Falcon, of Glasgow, was wrecked in the North Atlantic Ocean on 16 November 1890. The lifeboat of the 
Pennsylvania, of Philadelphia, was launched in very heavy seas, and at great risk took off the Falcon's crew. After 11 days on board the 
Pennsylvania the survivors were landed at Philadelphia.' (ref. The Sea Gallantry Medal, by R. J. Scarlett). 

One S.G.M. (Foreign Service) in gold and four in silver were awarded for this rescue. 
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A Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Service) awarded to Fireman W. Brown, of the Stonewall for rescuing the crew of the 
Donald T, in the North Atlantic, 15 January 1921 

Sea Gallantry Medal (Foreign Services), G.V.R., silver, 'From the British Government, For Gallantry and Humanity' (W. 
Brown, "Donald T" 15th January 1921) good very fine £300-350 

'On 15 January 1921, the schooner Donald T, of Lunenburg, Nova Scotia, was abandoned in the North Atlantic Ocean. After two to 
four hours work the shipwrecked crew of six were safely transferred to the steamship Stonewall, of New York. Considerable risk was 
incurred owing to the heavy seas and the boat being smashed against the ship's side and swamped.' (ref. The Sea Gallantry Medal, by 
R. J. Scarlett). 

Seven S.G.M. (Foreign Service) in silver were awarded for this rescue. The medal to Brown was presented to him by the Consul General 
of Philadelphia, on 21 December 1923.

402 Royal Humane Society, large silver medal by Pingo (R.H.S. Do Wales vitam ob servandam dono date 1803) fitted with a 
base silver frame inscribed, 'Go and Do Thou Likewise', with swivel suspension, at one time glazed, correction to 'ob'

With a newspaper cutting titled, 'A Century Ago, from the Norwich Mercury, April 16th, 1803' 'On Friday se'nnight as Mr Thos. 
Farrow, innkeeper, of Nordelph, was standing upon the bridge at Downham Market, in conversation with Mr Wales, surgeon, of that 
place, and incautiously leaning his back against the rail of the bridge, it suddenly gave way, and he was instantly precipitated not less 
than 12 feet into deep water. Mr Wales immediately threw off his coat and hat, and plunging in to his assistance, caught him (after 
many efforts) as he was rising the last time exhausted spent, and yielding to his fate. In that perilous moment Mr Wales providently (and 
with an almost unparalleled presence of mind) sprang at one of the piers of the bridge, and clinging to the same with one arm 
supported the willing man with the other, till further assistance arrived and relieved them both from their hazardous situation! - We too 
often read of medals awarded and dignitaries conferred for deeds of little import - but what honour is not due to that man, who at the 
imminent peril of his own life, nobly preserves that of a fellow creature.'

'The humble Petition of Alexander Simson, John Sells, Richard Francis, John Rodhouse, George Spiers, John Giles, James Pethers and 
James Knight, sheweth, that the first two named men, being at work by the side of the River Thames, at the corner of Hammersmith 
Terrace, on Thursday the 11th of July instant, discovered the body of a man in the water, on the opposite side of the river (who, it 
afterwards appeared, had gone in for the purpose of destroying himself), that they immediately procured a boat, rowed to the spot, and 
succeeded in raising the body out of the water, with which they rowed back to the shore on the Hammersmith side, and then with the 
assistance of Richard Francis and John Rodhouse, they conveyed the body to the Black Lion that being the nearest public house, where 
they were joined by John Giles and James Pethers; that the above named men were all actively employed for nearly two hours, in 
rubbing the body, in procuring heated bricks, hot water for a bath, and in affording other assistance under the direction of the surgeon 

present, by which means the body was happily restored to life.' 'I hereby certify, that the matter contained in the above petition is, 

to the best of my knowledge and belief, true; and that the recovery of the patient Thomas Clay depended on the prompt assistance that 
was afforded by all the parties above mentioned, as the body was perfectly cold, and without pulse, when I arrived, and nearly two 
hours elapsed before re-animation was completely restored. Signed George Pring, Surgeon of Hammersmith'

'On the 5th October 1842, James Clarke fell into the river Derwent, at Malton: from the best calculation that could be arrived at, it is 
thought that he remained in deep water nearly ten minutes. On his body being found, life appeared all but extinct, but after ceaseless 
use of remedial measures for nearly three hours, animation was restored. Doctor Francis Borton, a resident physician of that place, took 
a very active part in the direction of the case, and in the application of the measures which were had recourse to. Mr William Rymer, 
surgeon to the public dispensary, very actively assisted also on the occasion.' (ref. Acts of Gallantry). 
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405 Pa/'r: Able Seaman George Moore, Royal Navy 

China 1857-60, 1 clasp, Taku Forts 1860, unnamed; Royal Humane Society, large bronze medal (successful) (George 
Moore, A.B., H.M.S. Simoom, Vit. ob Serv. D.D. Soc. Reg. Hvm. 13 July, Dec 1858) fitted with a ring suspension, nearly 
extremely fine (2) £280-320 

Able Seaman George Moore, H.M.S. Simoom, rescued Richard Cram and a boy from the same vessel, from the waters of Trincomalee 
Harbour, Bombay, on 13 July 1858. Cram accidentally fell overboard and sank whilst bathing. Moore jumped overboard on both 
occasions and rescued them. (R.H.S. Case No. 16,320) 



Pair : Gunner W. H. Tatton, Royal Navy 

New Zealand 1845-66, reverse dated 1863 to 1864 (W. H. Tatton, Gunr., H.M.S. Esk); Royal Humane Society, large bronze 
medal, successful (W. H. Tatton, Gunner, H.M.S. "Oberon" Vit. ob Serv. D.D. Soc. Reg. Hvm. 30 Aug. 1860) fitted with 
a ring suspension, mounted for display, good very fine (2) £550-650 

William Henry Tatton was born in Portsmouth, on 22 February 1824. Serving in the Royal Navy, he was appointed a Gunner 3rd Class 
in January 1857, being advanced to 2nd Class in November 1860 and 1 st Class in July 1865. 

Gunner Tatton and a boat's crew of four men from H.M.S. Oberon, went to the assistance of nine seamen of a merchant ship, off 
Buenos Ayres, and rescued them; one of the boat's crew by the name of Joshua Chesterman being drowned. With copied service 
papers and details of the rescue. 



Royal Humane Society, large bronze medal (unsuccessful) (J. H. Clyne, Quarter Master, H.M.S. Severn, Vit. Peric. Expos. 

D.D. Soc. Reg. Hvm. 11th July 1863) fitted with ring suspension, some edge bruising , good very fine £150-200

On 11 July 1863, Quartermaster James H. Clyne, R.N., serving aboard H.M.S. Severn, in Trincomalee. A man, Nickton accidentally fell 
overboard. Clyne jumped overboard after him but his attempt to rescue failed as Nickton sank. (R.H.S. Case No. 1 7,1 77). 


408 Royal Humane Society, large bronze medal (successful) (Elias Wannell, Shipwright, Vit. ob. Serv. D.D. Soc. Reg. Hvm. 2 
Dec. 1865) fitted with ring suspension, good very fine £150-200 

It is recorded in the R.H.S. Annual Report for 1866: 

That the courage and humanity displayed by Elias Wannell, in having on 2nd December, 1865, jumped into the Basin, at Devonport, 
to the relief of William Spiller who had fallen therein, and whose life he saved, call forth the sincere Thanks of this Committee, which 
are hereby presented to him inscribed on Parchment .' 

Whilst the award by the Royal Humane Society of a Parchment to Wannell is recorded (above), the award of a medal is not. A letter 
from the R.H.S., dated 1996, speculates as to whether the recipient took it upon himself to 'upgrade' his award. 
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409 Royal Humane Society, small silver medal (successful) (Frank Escombe, 29 May 1869) with silver buckle on ribbon, 
contact marks, nearly very fine £250-300 

'Statement of the circumstances attending the assistance by Mr Frank Escombe, in the rescue from drowning, in Yokohama, in Japan, of 
three persons on the 29th May, 1869: viz., John Kiddie Black, H. J. Black, and a Japanese seudo or boatman. 

"The occurrence took place in the Yokohama Roadstead, in about four fathoms water, the wind blowing fresh. Harry James Black, the 
son, had been knocked overboard, from a small schooner (pilot boat), by the giving of the mizen spanker; the father went in and 
supported him for some time, until the seudo, seeing no assistance at hand, jumped in and swam to their assistance. Being a strong 
swimmer, the father, who had all his heavy woollen clothes on, and was pretty tired, gave the boy up to the seudo, but he, not being 
able to support him, seized hold of the father's hands to preserve his own life. At this time Mr Escombe, who was in a cutter that was 
competing in a sailing-match, threw himself into the water and swam to the assistance of the three; he had a considerable distance to 
swim, but arrived in time to render effectual assistance, by taking the little boy: the seudo, not immediately recovering himself even 
when he had but himself to look to, then seized hold of Mr Escombe, but fortunately a boat by this time arrived, and all were saved. Mr 
Escombe's arrival was so timely, that had he not come when he did the boat would have been too late.'" (ref. Acts of Gallantry: R.H.S. 
Case No. 18,436). With copied rescue details. 
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Four : A. Grandfield, Commissioned Boatman, H.M. Coastguard 

Crimea 1854-56, 2 clasps, Sebastopol, Azoff (A. Grandfield, H.M.S. Princess Royal), depot impressed naming; Baltic 
1854-55, unnamed as issued; Turkish Crimea 1855, Sardinian issue, unnamed, pierced with ring and straight bar 
suspension; Royal Humane Society, small bronze medal (successful) (Andrew Grandfield, Comd. Boatman, C.G. 30 Sept. 
1871 ) mounted for display, contact marks , nearly very fine and better (4) £500-600 

Andrew Grandfield was born in Dingle, Co. Kerry, Ireland in January 1827. He joined the Royal Navy in January 1852 and served the 
war against Russia in the Baltic and the Crimea. Later as a Commissioned Boatman, H.M. Coastguard, at the Northend Station, Deal, 
Kent, he was awarded the R.H.S. in bronze for rescuing Henry Irvine, a Boatman of Deal on 30 September 1871. With a dangerous surf 
on the beach, a boat containing Irvine turned over. Grandfield rushed into the surf, lifted the boat and landed the man on the beach. (R. 
H.S. Case No. 18,840). With copied research. 
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Three : Colonel F. M. Aitken, Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders 

India General Service 1895-1902, 1 clasp, Punjab Frontier 1897-98 (Capt. F. M. Aitken, 2nd Bn. Arg. & Suth'd. Highrs.) 
correction to initials; Coronation 1902, silver; Royal Humane Society, small silver medal (successful) (Lt. F. M. Aitken, 93rd 
Highlanders, 28th Nov. 1880) claw tightened, slight contact marks , very fine (3) £650-750 

Francis Macnamara Aitken was commissioned into the 93rd Highlanders on 9 July 1879. He was promoted to Lieutenant in July 1881; 
Captain in November 1888; Major in December 1898 and Lieutenant-Colonel in April 1905. He retired in April 1910 but was re¬ 
appointed Lieutenant-Colonel to the 13th Battalion Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders in November 1914. Aitken served on the Staff, 
1915-19 and received the honorary rank of Colonel in 1920. 
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In 1880, Lieutenant F. M. Aitken, 93rd Highlanders, in company with Lieutenant 
A. H. Middleton, 93rd Highlanders and Lieutenant C. R. Orde, Rifle Brigade, 
were awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Silver (R.H.S. Case No. 21,1 72). 

'On the 28th November, 1880, they were out sailing in Gibraltar Bay in a yawl belonging 
to the officers of the 93rd Highlanders. At 6 o'clock p.m. the wind, which had been 
blowing hard all day, suddenly dropped, and an attempt was made to tow the yawl by the 
means of the dinghy, in which Mr. Campbell and Private Buchanan commenced rowing. 
The other officers manned the sweeps of the larger boat, keeping the mainsail and jib set. 
The wind suddenly sprung up and the yawl forged ahead, dragging the other boat swiftly 
through the water; at this juncture an attempt was made to transfer the tow line from the 
stern to the bow of the dinghy, and in doing so, the boat became swamped, immersing 
Mr. Campbell and the soldier. The latter succeeded in reaching the yawl at once, but Mr. 
Campbell was unable to see the boats in the darkness, and after swimming a considerable 
time, became exhausted and found himself sinking. 

Mr. Aitken, who was steering the yawl at the time of the accident, seized a life-buoy and 
jumped overboard without divesting himself of clothing, and swam to the assistance of his 
brother officer. Mr. Middleton followed only removing some of his clothes, and taking 
with him another life-buoy. After swimming about fifty yards they heard Mr. Campbell 
calling for help; they went in the direction of the sound, and at first could see nothing until 
the phosphorescent light in the disturbed water showed where Mr. Campbell had gone 
down. 

Mr. Aitken dived and succeeded in reaching the body, but owing to Mr. Campbell's struggles and the loss of his life-buoy, he had difficulty in keeping 
on the surface and holding the other. Mr. Middleton then arrived and assisted in placing the other life-buoy under Mr. Campbell; in doing so, the 
three officers sank several times. 

Mr. Orde in the meantime went overboard, swam to the dinghy, then forty yards off, and brought it to the officers; they succeeded in making Mr. 
Campbell hold on to it, and shouted to Private Buchanan to pull on the attached tow rope. Mr. Campbell then became unconscious, and the dinghy, 
which hitherto had floated right way up now, turned over. 

Mr. Middleton then succeeded in getting Campbell on the keel, and with Mr. Orde's assistance they reached the yawl. It was now found that Mr. 
Aitken was missing; they went in the dinghy and found him 250 yards off. Thunder and lightning with heavy rain continued all the time. 

The case was sent by desire of His Royal Highness the Field Marshall Commanding-in-Chief, strongly recommending the above named officers for 
honorary reward, especially Lieutenant Aitken/ (Ref. Acts of Gallantry).

Three : Chief Officer E. Fippin, H.M. Coastguard, late Royal Navy 

Ashantee 1873-74, no clasp (E. Fippin, Boy 1CL, H.M.S. Active 73-74); Royal Navy L.S. & G.C., V.R., narrow suspension 
(E. Fippin, Boatman, H.M. Coastguard); Royal Humane Society, small bronze medal (successful) (Ernest Tipping (sic), H.M. 
Coast Guard, 30 July 1884) with second award clasp, '29th July 1890', mounted for display, note variation in surname, 
first two with contact marks > nearly very fine and better (3) £550-650 

Ernest Fippin was born on 15 May 1 856. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in January 1872. He served on H.M.S. Active , 
July 1873-April 1 877, being promoted to Ordinary Seaman in June 1874 and Able Seaman in August 1876. Fippin was promoted to 
Leading Seaman in December 1880 when on H.M.S. Invincible and to Petty Officer 2nd Class when on the same ship in November 
1881. Transferring to the Coast Guard as a Boatman in November 1882; he was advanced to Commissioned Boatman in September 
1886. Based at Leith, he was appointed Chief Boatman in October 1893 and Chief Boatman-in-Charge in March 1894. Appointed 
Chief Officer at Inverness in March 1904. 

Awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Bronze for a rescue in 1884 (R.H.S. Case No. 22551) when he was a Boatman, H.M. Coast Guard, at 
Pennan, near Fraserburgh, Scotland. The rescue took place at Torpoint Ferry, Devonport, 30 July 1884. A boy, Ernest E. Reep, aged 9 
years, of 33 Macey Street, Torpoint, fell overboard from a small boat whilst sculling across the harbour, 20 yards from shore, 12 feet 
deep. Fipping, who was one of the crew of the galley (Lord Warden) which was waiting for the captain, immediately jumped 
overboard, swam to the drowning boy and rescued him. 

Six years later, as a Boatman, H.M. Coast Guard, at Sandhaven, he was awarded a clasp to his medal (R.H.S. Case No. 25,068). On 29 
July 1890, at Sandhaven, a boy, George Mitchell, aged 6 years, 6 months, was fishing from the stern of a boat when he fell overboard 
and the tide swept him seawards, 30 yards from shore, 10 feet deep. Fipping jumped into the boat, 9 feet from the top of a wall, and 
then dived in after the child and brought him safely out/

413 Pair: Captain of the Forecastle John Davy, Royal Navy 

Abyssinia 1867-68 (J. Davy, Boy 1 CL, H.M.S. Satellite) suspension refixed; Royal Humane Society, small bronze medal 
(successful) (John Davy, Capt. of Forecastle, H.M.S. Sparrowhawk, 22 July 1886) with bronze buckle on ribbon; together 
with a 'Friendly Society' Jewel, silver cross, unnamed, with a 1902 King Edward VII sixpence at its centre, with silver 
suspension, slip and top bars, inscribed, 'D & MOEBS', 'Pres, to Sr M. A. Davy, President 1905-07', 'Princess Alexandria 
No. 18', good very fine (3) £380-420 

John Davy was born in Totnes, Devon on 16 December 1850. He entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on H.M.S. Impregnable 
on 24 June 1865. He served on H.M.S. Satellite , December 1867-December 1870, qualifying for the Abyssinia Medal and being 
advanced to Ordinary Seaman 2nd Class in January 1869. He was promoted to Able Seaman when on H.M.S. Daphne in September 
1872. Davy was promoted to Leading Seaman in September 1875 when on H.M.S. Royal Adelaide; to Petty Officer 2nd Class in July 
1876 when on H.M.S. Endymion and Petty Officer 1st Class in August 1878 when on H.M.S. Cruiser. He was rated as Captain of the 
Forecastle when on H.M.S. Sparrowhawk in September 1885 and Quartermaster in September 1888 when on Royal Adelaide. 
Quartermaster Davy was pensioned ashore from H.M.S. Impregnable on 23 February 1889. 

Davy as Captain of the Forecastle serving on H.M.S. Sparrowhawk , at great personal risk, rescued Nathaniel Johnson, aged 28 years, 
from drowning, at Barbados, West Indies, on 22 July 1886. Johnson, under the influence of liquor, was in difficulties in the water. Davy 
jumped off a bridge opposite the ship (a height of 12 feet) and swam about 30 yards and although Johnson struggled, he succeeded in 
bringing him ashore. For this rescue he was awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Bronze (R.H.S. Case No. 23,293).

Ship's Corporal James MacLennan, R.N., serving aboard H.M.S. Daphne, was awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Bronze for attempting to 
save the life of Samuel Lavey from drowning in Callas Bay, Peru on 24 November 1889. Lavey was a merchant seaman from the 
barque Samakand. (R.H.S. Case No. 24,803). 

'Lavey was bathing and as the surf was running very strong his repeated efforts to reach the shore were ineffectual and he was carried 
seaward; 2 to 3 fathoms deep; 30 yards out. MacLennan jumped from the sea wall, 20 feet high, swam out to the man and tried to 
catch him by the hair, but this been so short he was unsuccessful and the man sank to rise no more.'

Ralph Hall, aged 43 years, a Fireman of 
Academy Hill, South Shields; his attention being called, ran to the quay, jumped in with all his clothes on and succeeded with great 
difficulty in saving the boy.

Colour Sergeant John Kellie, 2nd Battalion Highland Light Infantry, aged 32 years, attempted to rescue Private A. Milne, aged 20 years, 
of the same battalion, at Fyzabad, India, on 1 July 1893. 

'The Regiment was practising outpost duty when Milne fell into the well owing to the darkness from trees. The depth from the surface 
to the water was 45 feet, with 15 feet of water. Kellie volunteered to go down and was lowered by two ropes. He dived twice but was 
not successful in reaching the man who was unfortunately drowned.' (R.H.S. Case No. 26,873).

John Henry Collin was born in Walton in 1874 into a seafaring family, his father, Captain Henry Collin being a ship-owner and master 
mariner. 



John Henry served in his father's vessels, the Blue Funnel and Leyland Lines for 
many of his initial years at sea. Whilst serving on the Sultan, a British tramp 
steamer, in the Red Sea in 1896, he jumped overboard into a monsoon torn and 
shark infested sea, to rescue a lascar seaman swept overboard. For his valorous 
and successful rescue he was awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Silver; the Lloyd's 
Medal for Saving Life at Sea and the Imperial Merchant Service Guild Cross. He 
was further honoured with the Stanhope Medal for 1896, awarded for the best 
rescue of that year. 

A full account of the rescue reads: 'On the 28th July, 1896, Esmolla, a Lascar 
fireman, belonging to the steamship "Sultan" fell overboard .... A life-buoy was at 
once thrown to him, which he secured, and the steamer was manoeuvred in 
order to pick him up, but owing to the immense sea which was running at the 
time, the man aloft was unable to keep him in sight. After wearing the steamer 
several times he was sighted on the port beam, but by reason of the high sea it 
was impossible to launch a boat, as it would have endangered the lives of those 
who might have volunteered to man her. At once H. H. Collin, second officer, 
without any previous warning sprang overboard with a line and swam after the 
man, who had now been three hours in the water. He succeeded in reaching 
him, and making fast the line, by which he was hauled on board in an exhausted 
state. Extreme risk was incurred, not only from the high sea running but from 
sharks, several being seen around the steamer, and their presence was known to 
Mr Collin before the rescue.' (R.H.S. Case No. 28,627). 
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In 1899 he was granted his Certificate of Competency as master of a foreign-going ship by the Lords of the Privy Council for Trade of 
the Board of Trade. During the South African War 1899-1902, he served as 3rd Officer of the Leyland Line S.S. Jamaican , employed in 
transporting troops to South Africa - for which service he was awarded the Transport Medal. As a Captain he served in the Great War, 
serving with distinction, being torpedoed, mined and attacked by enemy aircraft - for which he was awarded the British War and 
Mercantile Marine War Medals. 

In 1931, after a long illness Captain John Henry Collin passed away at his home at 17 St. Mary's Street, Wallasey and was laid to rest at 
Wallasey Cemetery.

The Stanhope Gold Medal for 1899 awarded to Gunner William Hall, Royal Artillery, for rescuing a man and his three 
children from a room filled with deadly prussic acid fumes

William Hall was born in St. Pancreas, Middlesex. A Waiter by occupation, he attested for service in the Royal Artillery at London on 15 February 
1893, aged 18 years. With the Royal Artillery he served at Home, February 1893-February 1903. On 28 December 1898 he performed an act of great 
gallantry for which, in the following year, he was awarded the Royal Humane Society Medal in Silver (R.H.S. Case No. 29,865). He was further 
honoured being awarded the Society's Stanhope Gold Medal for 1899 for the bravest rescue feat of lifesaving for the year. 

'At 3.40 p.m. on the 28th December, 1898, a man named Carrington Franklin was at work in an electro-plating establishment in an upstairs room at 
42, Clerkenwell Close, Clerkenwell, London, when he was visited by his wife and three children aged respectively ten, four, and two years. On the 
floor were various vessels containing chemicals used in the business, and it is supposed that the children in their play upset two basins containing 
cyanide of potassium and vitriol. Fumes of prussic acid were at once generated and filled the room, rendering Franklin and the children unconscious. 

Mrs Franklin managed to escape, and called for help. Gunner Hall, who was on furlough, happened to be passing, and on being told what had 
occurred he, without hesitation, stuffed his handkerchief into his mouth, and rushing in found the eldest boy near the bottom of the stairs and carried 
him out. He then made three journeys up the stairs and into the room where the others lay, bringing out first the children and last of all the father. 
From inhaling the fumes he was now so exhausted that he fell with Franklin at the foot of the stairs, and was assisted out by his brother, who had 
come on the scene. When outside he became unconscious, but soon recovered. 

Extreme risk was incurred, and without doubt all four persons would have lost their lives but for his prompt action and presence of mind.'

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Five : Chief Gunner R. W. Martin, Royal Navy

Robert William Martin was born in Broadstairs, Kent on 28 October 1875. An Errand Boy by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal 
Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 14 April 1891, being advanced to Boy 1st Class in November the same year. Serving on H.M.S. 
Collingwood he was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in October 1893 and to Able Seaman in April 1895. Serving on H.M.S. Thetis, 
February 1898-June 1901, he was promoted to Leading Seaman in September 1898 and Petty Officer 2nd Class in October 1899. He 
was promoted to Petty Officer 1st Class in August 1901. In January 1908 he was appointed Acting Gunner, serving on H.M.S. Shannon 
and was confirmed in that rank in January 1910. During the Great War he served as such on H.M. Ships Leda and Earl of Peterborough, 
being advanced to Chief Gunner in September 1918. Martin retired from the Navy with the rank of Lieutenant on 16 July 1925. 

During his naval career he was the recipient of the R.H.S. Medal in Bronze and Clasp: 

'At 10.30 p.m. on 20th April 1900 in Durban Harbour, T. Conneely (a stoker of H.M.S. Thetis) fell overboard from the ship, 400 yards 
from the shore, into water 21 feet deep. Sharks infest the harbour. Robert Martin, Petty Officer of H.M.S. Thetis, jumped in and 
supported Conneely till a rope was thrown and he was taken to the gangway.' (R.H.S. Case no. 30,839). 

'At 2.10 p.m. on 3rd February 1914 at sea three and a half miles off Clacton, the cutter Snipe, sank while being towed by H.M.S. Leda. 
Filled and sank in water 40 feet deep. Seeing that Abbott (A.B.) was in difficulty. Robert Martin (Gunner, R.N.) swam to him with a 
biscuit tin and kept him afloat till they were picked up.' (R.H.S. Case no. 40,632).

'At 12.30 p.m. on the 20th September, 1904, Miss Milman, with her sister, Miss R. 
Milman, and Miss D.F. Richmond, took a boat and went some distance out on Lake 
Windermere with the intention of bathing. Miss D. Milman dived in from the boat, Miss 
Richmond, who was a poor swimmer, going in from the opposite side, while Miss R. 
Milman remained in the boat. Suddenly Miss Richmond got into difficulty, and on Miss D. 
Milman going to her assistance she was clutched and dragged under water. An oar was 
now thrown to them from the boat, but was insufficient to support both, and they again 
went under. The boat had now drifted some distance away, and with only one oar Miss R. 
Milman was unable to reach them owing to the rough water and current, and she 
therefore paddled to the nearest land, and running to the boat-house, got another boat, 
with two oars, with which she returned. Meantime the boat she had left drifted some way 
out, and Miss D. Milman, being much exhausted, made a supreme effort, and reaching it 
got in and paddled back to where the body was. Finding it impossible to get Miss 
Richmond from the water, she being now apparently dead, Miss D. Milman again jumped 
in, and the sisters, by their united efforts, got the body into the boat which Miss R. Milman 
had rowed out. Both then began artificial respiration, but it was half an hour before any 
sign of life appeared. They were now noticed and assisted to land, where the treatment 
was continued until Miss Richmond recovered. 


Great risk was incurred by Miss D. Milman from her prolonged efforts in deep water.' (ref. Acts of Gallantry). 

The Silver Medal was voted to Miss D. Milman, and the Resuscitation Certificate to Miss R. Milman (R.H.S. Case no. 33,636). 
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421 Five: Driver Herbert Clements, Army Service Corps

'On the 16th July 1905, Claud Allen became exhausted while bathing in the Ouse at St. German's, Kings Lynn. H. Clements and H. 
Hastings, at great risk, went in, and with considerable difficulty succeeded in bringing him out.' 

Both Clements and Hastings were awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Bronze for the rescue (R.H.S. Case no. 34,033). 

During the Great War Clements enlisted into the Army Service Corps on 20 January 1915 and entered France on 20 November 1915. 
He was discharged due to sickness on 27 July 191 7 and was awarded the Silver War Badge (not with lot).

423 Four: Gunner R. Simm, Royal Field Artillery, who died on 22 October 1917

medal (successful) (Robert Simm, June 10 1906) with bronze buckle on ribbon; Memorial Plaque (Robert Simm) good

'At 5 p.m. on 10 June 1906, a four year old boy, Richard Drape, fell into the Tyne, near the swing bridge at Newcastle. It was nearly 
high tide at the time. Robert Simm and William McNally both plunged in, but Simm reached the boy first, and, at great risk, was able to 
rescue him, swimming with him to some moorings where they were got out.' Simm was awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Bronze and 
McNally the R.H.S. Testimonial on Vellum (R.H.S. Case no. 34,615). 

Robert Simm was born in Newcastle-upon-Tyne c.1886, the son of William and Sarah Simm. Listed in the 1905 Census as a Slater's 
Labourer and in the 1911 Census as a Slater, living with his parents in Newcastle. Serving with the Royal Field Artillery during the 
Great War, he entered France on 18 April 1915. He died on 22 October 1917 and was buried in the Boisguillaume Communal 
Cemetery Extension, Seine-Maritime, France.

Both were awarded the R.H.S. Medal 
in Bronze, (ref. R.H.S. Case no. 39,894). 

Frederick James Cade was born in Peckham, London. A Boot Salesman by occupation and a member of the East Surrey Militia, he 
joined 'K' Division Metropolitan Police on 19 August 1901. Involved in the rescue of woman attempting to commit suicide during April 
1913, he was awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Bronze and was commended by Magistrates. He was transferred to 'P' Division in 1921.

Medals, these unnamed; Royal Humane Society, small bronze medal (successful) (Gunner Harry Bevis, R.N. 18th Feby. 
1923) with bronze buckle on ribbon; Marine Society Reward of Merit, silver (Harry Bevis, 7 March 1910) ring suspension, 
nearly extremely fine (9) £240-280 

Harry Bevis was born in St. Leonards, Sussex on 9 May 1886. From the training ship Warspite he joined the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd 
Class on 27 January 1902, being advanced to Boy 1st Class in October the same year. Serving on H.M.S. Centurion he was promoted 
to Ordinary Seaman in May 1904 and Able Seaman in December 1904. He was promoted to Leading Seaman when on H.M.S. 
Bonaventure in August 1912. During the Great War he served at H.M.S. Dolphin, March-May 1915 and June-August 1917 and was 
promoted to Petty Officer whilst serving there in April 1915. Having served as an Acting Gunner he was confirmed in that rank in 
January 1919. On 18 February 1923 he effected the rescue of an able seaman whilst at sea for which he was awarded the R.H.S. Medal 
in Bronze (R.H.S. Case no. 46,704). Bevis was appointed a Commissioned Gunner in June 1927 and retired with the rank of Lieutenant 
on 9 May 1936. Mobilised on 28 September 1938, he served in the Far East and was listed as a 'prisoner of war since the fall of Hong 
Kong'. He retired with the rank of Lieutenant-Commander in October 1946. Bevis was recalled for service in August 1952, being 
involved in 'degaussing work' before being returned to the Retired List once more in August 1955.

Six : Major Philip Brudenell Morris, Royal Army Service Corps

Philip Brudenell Morris, the son of Colonel T. Morris, O.B.E., M.C., a Radley 
Schoolboy, aged 17 years, effected a successful rescue at Filey Brig, North 
Yorkshire on 1 7 August 1937. A newspaper reported: 

'Towards the end of August last, a Mrs Ward, of Goole, slipped on the rocks at 
Filey Brig, Yorkshire, and fell into 10 feet of sea. The Brig is extremely dangerous 
with any sea running, owing to the deep water and the effect of the waves 
pounding among the jagged rock. Mrs Ward being unable to swim, and those in 
her party being in like case, she was being rapidly carried out to sea. However, 
young Philip Brydenell (sic) Morris, a Radley boy, the son of Major Temple 
Morris of Ours, who had witnessed from nearby the scene of what would have 
been a certain catastrophe, ran across, dived in, and brought her to a rock where 
she could be lifted out. A strong sea was running at the time, which added 
considerably to the difficulty of the achievement. When Mrs Ward had been 
brought to shore by a relay of visitors, a doctor who had been summoned found 
that she had sustained a compound fracture of both legs. 

Young Philip Morris after seeing Mrs Ward in safe hands, went off without giving 
his name. 

He has since been awarded the Royal Humane Society's Bronze Medal and 
Certificate, which will be presented to him at Radley, and he has also been 
presented by Mrs Ward with a gold watch bearing a charming inscription.' 

After leaving Radley in 1939 he attended the Royal Military College, Sandhurst. On 31 December 1939 he received a commission as a 
2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Army Service Corps. Later, as a Captain in the R.A.S.C. he was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 
23 May 1946). He went on after the war to serve as a Major in the R.A.S.C. 

With original certificate to accompany the R.H.S. Medal; Commission Document, 31 December 1939 and M.I.D. Certificate. The 
certificates held in a card tube addressed to 'Major P. B. Morris, R.A., D.W.D., G.S.(W), Room 043, War Office, London, S.W.1.';

'At 9.20 a.m. on the 26th September, 1940, at Flathouse Quay, Portsmouth, a Motor Torpedo Boat was lying alongside with some 1,500 gallons of 
petrol on board, when an explosion occurred, followed by a very serious fire on board, and many petrol fires started in the sea. Fitter James Robbins, 
badly injured in the head, together with Thomas A. Wilkins, Leslie Jones and T. Harrison, were blown into the sea. Two other persons lost their lives, 
and eighteen were seriously injured. 

Robbins, in spite of scalp wounds, burns and shock sustained by himself, seized and supported Wilkins, who was seriously injured, until relieved by 
Percy le Clercq. 

Apprentice Fitter Percy le Clercq dived 20 feet from the quay fully clad, swam about 20 yards to the burning Motor Torpedo Boat, and taking the 
injured Wilkins from Robbins, brought him to the launch. He then swam to where Jones, also injured, was clinging to the Motor Torpedo Boat and 
took him to a dinghy. 

Aircraftsman Charles W. Gard, Royal Air Force, who also dived from the quay fully clad, swam to the spot where it was believed Harrison had sunk. 
He dived repeatedly in the water covered with burning petrol in an effort to find Harrison, but without success. Harrison's body was found in tangled 
wreckage later. 

Both rescued men were non-swimmers. Danger of further explosions/ (ref. Acts of Gallantry). 

Silver Medal awarded to James Robbins, and Bronze Medals to Percy le Clercq and Aircraftsman Charles W. Gard.

John Joseph Phelan was born a Roman Catholic in Plymouth, Devon on 29 May 1907. An Errand Boy by occupation, he enlisted into 
the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on 21 November 1922, being advanced to Boy 1st Class in September 1923. He was promoted to 
Ordinary Seaman in May 1925 when on H.M.S. Resolution and Able Seaman in November 1925 when on H.M.S. Watchman. 

On 19 October 1931, Phelan was serving as an Able Seaman aboard H.M.S. Vidette in the Firth of Forth. On that day Able Seaman 
Bertie G. Emery fell overboard whilst hoisting out the target for gunnery practice. Wind 25 mph, sea choppy. Sub Lieutenant Alistair G. 
G. Tulloch (23) swam with a line 40 yards windward of the man who sank. Phelan swam to the man and tried to tow him to a lifebuoy 
but had to let go. Both Tulloch and Phelan were awarded the R.H.S. Medal in Bronze (Unsuccessful) (R.H.S. Case no. 51,052). 

Phelan served on the cruiser H.M.S. Gloucester from January 1939; being advanced to Acting Leading Seaman in October 1939 and 
confirmed in that rank in October 1940. He was awarded the L.S. & G.C. with gratuity on 27 September 1940. 

On 11 January 1941, the Gloucester in company with Southampton , taking part in Operation Excess - supporting convoys between 
Malta and Greece, came under attack from Stuka dive-bombers. The Gloucester was hit by a bomb which resulted, according to the 
ship's log, in 'one officer, S. Lt. Burford, R.N.V.R., 7 Marines, 1 Torpedoman killed, 14 wounded'. Amongst the dead was Leading 
Seaman Phelan. H.M.S. Southampton was badly damaged in the attack, suffering 22 officers and 59 ratings killed, and later had to be 
scuttled.

'H.M.S. Vengeance and H.M.S. Alamein were in company in a position. [Bay of Biscay] ... when Petty Officer Janes (32), attempting 

to secure a gangway on board H.M.S. Vengeance fell over the side. Petty Officer Henthorn (27) at once went in with a line from H.M.S. 
Alamein , and swam 20-30 yards to the man. At the time there was a short choppy sea running which made swimming very difficult. 
Henthorn supported Janes until both were hauled alongside. Janes was completely exhausted. The rescue took 10 minutes and was 
attended with "considerable risk of drowning". Salvor was fully clothed.' (R.H.S. Case no. 61,361). With copied rescue details.

The rescue took place in the sea off Christmas Island, Pacific Ocean, on 8 September 1957 and involved men serving on a Royal Fleet

'On leaving the ship, Able Seaman George Edward Baxter was sat in the forward part of the Liberty Boat. As the boat was proceeding 
towards the shore, Baxter apparently decided to sit on the gunwhale of the boat, although he knew this was against the regulations. In 
doing so, he overbalanced and fell from the boat into the sea. Radio Officer John Mark Sutton dived overboard, swimming to Baxter's 
assistance and kept him afloat until the Liberty Boat could be turned round and brought alongside the two men. Sutton dived into what 
was known to be shark infested sea, to the assistance of Baxter, who is a heavily built type of man and who was at the time in a state of 
panic. The total time Baxter was actually in the water may have been about five or six minutes. After being taken out of the water 
Baxter was conscious and violently sick.' (R.H.S. Case No. 65,644). With R.H.S. copied extracts.

The Committee also took into consideration Wheeler's action in saving four of the crew of the brig Percy of Sunderland, wrecked on 
the rocks close under Tynemouth Castle about three years earlier.' (ref.

In no doubt that they were heading for disaster, Dr. Cahill persuaded the Master of a 
small steam tug in Berwick-on-Tweed to go to their rescue. The Doctor and two other volunteers went with the Master and his two man 
crew. Making the best possible speed, they caught up with the boat just in time to save the seaman and his wife from destruction. Had 
they arrived 10 or 15 minutes later, the boat would have reached a position where it would have been impossible for the tug to follow. 
The sea over the bar at the mouth of the river was so heavy that the tug was thrown on her broadside when crossing it on her 
return.' (ref. Lifeboat Gallantry , by Barry Cox)

'6-10 April 1858: the barque Mary Stoddart, standing from Carlingford, Co. Louth, Ireland, into Dundalk Bay in a gale, was seen to be 
in distress by Captain Johnston who went to her assistance. Acting on his advice, the barque managed to anchor near the rocks and, 
after more than six hours, he returned to Dundalk with a high sea running. Next day, in another boat, Captain Johnston returned and 
managed to get aboard the casualty where the weather forced him to remain; his boat steamed off to seaward. By the end of the day the 
Mary Stoddart had dragged one and a half miles and was aground in 12 feet of water, with five feet over her deck and the crew in her 
rigging. On the 8th, although the gale was still fierce and the sea very high, boats were manned with Mr Connick in charge of one of 
them, but they were soon forced to return. The following morning found the gale blowing with great fury yet other boats made further 
rescue attempts, those led by Mr Lewis and Mr Gilmer among them. None was successful, except that at 1 p.m. a boat from Ballurgan 
got alongside the casualty but the survivors were too weak to do anything. Meanwhile, other attempts were being mounted and, at 5 p. 
m. a boat in the charge of Mr Shankey put off from Gyles Quay and was able, three hours later, to land Captain Johnston and six men. 
Returning to the wreck with two fresh hands in his crew, Mr Shankey brought ashore the remaining survivors at 6 a.m. on the 10th. 
Seven members of the barque's crew had perished.' 

Chief Boatman Robert Shankey, H.M. Coastguard, Dundalk was awarded a Silver Medal and Clasp; Captain Bernard Johnston of the 
Steamer Enterprise; John Connick, Agent of the Shipwrecked Fishermen and Mariners Society; Thomas Lewis, Mate of the Earl of Erne 
and William Gilmer, 1st Mate of the steamer Pride of Erin - were each awarded a Silver Medal; as were four other men, not mentioned 
above, who had led rescue boats in sustained efforts: Nicholas Crosby; George Elphinstone; John Hynds, and Thomas McArdle. (ref. 
Lifeboat Gallantry, by Barry Cox)

The two women returned home to Boness Road, Grangemouth, struck a match and ignited a gas leak, which resulted in a major 
explosion, which blew the front of the house away. Thomas D. Scott, a Postman, who was passing by, rushed into the ruined house 
and saw the two women with their clothes on fire. He took off his coat and smothered the flames and brought the women to safety 
outside the burning building. Scott was awarded the Society's Bronze Medal with a gratuity of £2.2.0. (Case No. 15,283).

Aubrey Ernest Herbert Deschamps Woollard was born on 26 August 1884 and was educated at Wimborne, Paris and Shrewsbury, and 
was later employed as an Engineer living in New Zealand and Australia. In his service papers he stated he had served as a ranker in the 
137th Battery R.F.A. during the Boer War; followed by seven years as a Trooper in the Legion of Frontiersmen. In September 1914 he 
stated he had enlisted and served with the 1 st Australian Expeditionary Force. Being commissioned into A.S.C. in May 1915, he arrived 
in France on 30 June 1915-1914-15 Star confirmed. 

On 13 November 1915 Lieutenant Woollard, A.S.C. and Lance-Corporal Albert C. Bird, A.S.C. performed a rescue which resulted in 
them being awarded the Society's Silver Medal (Case No. 15,630) - both were recommended, unsuccessfully, for an Albert Medal. 

'On 13th November 1915, a French Fireman was saved from a fire in Guines, France, cause of the fire was unknown. (Ref. Saved from 
the Flames, by Roger Willoughby & John Wilson). With a number of copied service papers, together with m.i.c. and extracted Society 
records.

At 9.50 p.m. on the 11th, a lifeboat from the stricken vessel was sighted by the S.S. City of Nagpur, of 
Liverpool, en-route from Suez Bay to Colombo. Picking up the lifeboat the City of Nagpur made for Socotra. On the following three 
days boats brought off all but one of the passengers and crew of the Euphrates (one man committed suicide), the City of Nagpur being 
assisted by boats from the steamships Tambora and Collegian. For his services in the rescue operations, Second Cabin Steward Beecroft 
was awarded the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane Society's Marine Medal in Silver and from the French authorities he received a 
Medal of Honour in Bronze.

A letter to the The Times , dated 12 March 1842 provides details of the rescue and the attendant difficulties encountered: 

'Shipwreck off Calais - Gallant Conduct of the crew of Her Majesty's Ship Widgeon' 'Sir- On the 9th inst., about 8 or 9 o'clock p.m., a 
heavy storm arose, and in the offing this morning was discovered a brig, with all her sails in shivers. About 11 o'clock a.m. today, she 
let go her anchor to the eastward of the pier, about a mile from shore, a most tremendously heavy sea running. About 3 o'clock the life¬ 
boat of this place was after great persuasion, and after a reward of 50s, was offered, sent to the assistance of the vessel. From some 
great mismanagement on the part of the French authorities the launch was not effected. At half-past 6 o'clock the vessel in the mean 
time cut away her anchors, hoping to drift ashore. She struck, and no further attempt was made by the French. The tide was coming in, 
and the sea breaking over her. The cries for help of the unfortunate crew were dreadful. She was within a quarter of a mile at that time 
of land. The French to their disgrace, in every way opposed all succour. At half-past 7 o'clock p.m., Mr Slater, second master of the 
Widgeon steam-packet of Dover, with a crew of six men, five of whom were of the Widgeon, with the assistance of Lieutenant Scriven, 
Commander, procured from the Harbour-Master, after two applications and immense difficulty, a boat belonging to the Humane 

Society, and then only upon Mr Slater guaranteeing the payment of any damage that might occur.They started from the westward, 

and had to pass the head of both piers, a very dangerous service even in mild weather, it took them half an hour to get through the bar, 
and but for the gallant intrepidity and dexterity of this noble officer and his crew, they must have been all lost. Two hours elapsed 
before they succeeded in their gallant enterprise, they reached the vessel and saved from a watery grave seven human beings, 10 
minutes more and every soul must have perished. The brig was the Minerva of Jersey, bound from Sunderland, the master William 

Perry, laden with coal, tonnage 163.As an Englishman, I feel called upon to say a few words to the evident want of humanity and 

feeling evinced by the French authorities, a more cowardly callous system I never before witnessed. Two English gentlemen, at 3 
o'clock, offered them £50 for the boat, and they refused the loan of it, as it belonged to the Humane Society. And why! because the 
boat was to be manned by Englishmen. They absolutely turned the men out of the boat! Some considerable time afterwards she was 
manned by six young men, principally boys - six rowers only! Instead of putting her head close to the pier, they launched her in the 
middle of the breakers, after half an hour's vain and foolish attempt they gave it up, and returned the boat .... The crew of the vessel 
were left to their miserable fate ... The Humane Society instead of procuring another boat, were dressing themselves to go to the 
theatre. But for the immense and meritorious exertions of Mr Slater (who went twice to the harbour master to procure the boat they 
embarked in, and he would not then give up the key of the boat house unless assured of being paid for any damage it might receive) 

these poor fellows would now have been corpses and their wives and families destitute.I hope and trust that the Lord of the 

Admiralty will not lose sight of the service that has been performed by Mr Slater, of the Widgeon , for I find it is not the first time this 
active young officer has evinced it. The names of those brave men who manned the life-boat are Richard Canney, quartermaster, 
Thomas Sinclair, Thomas Lawrence, Watkin Edwards and Daniel Trim, able bodied, all of the Widgeon and Nicholson of the Frederick , 

of Sunderland, a collier, a young man whose intrepidity and gallant conduct throughout ought to meet with a higher reward.A more 

gallant action since the time of Grace Darling, I believe, has not been performed and I sincerely hope that the gallant men to whom so 
much credit is due will be handsomely rewarded. The well conducted portion of the French here, are disgusted with the pusillanimity 
evinced by their countrymen, and well may they be.' 

The Times of 30 March 1842 recorded that the Lords of Admiralty authorised the payment of £5 to each of the seaman engaged under 
the direction of Mr Slater at the rescue; that the Municipal Council of Calais voted Mr Slater a silver cup, worth 300F and that the 
Humane Society of Calais had applied to the General Shipwreck Society for a gold medal to be awarded to Mr Slater; silver ones to the 
English sailors involved, gold medals to the pilots and silver ones to the French sailors who made an unsuccessful rescue attempt. With 
copied Times extracts.

'At 8.50 a.m. on the 1st October, 1911, in the North Sea, the Union Castle Steamer "Cawdor Castle" sighted the Dutch Steamer "Willy" 
flying signals of distress. It was blowing a gale with a high sea. 

The "Willy", with a heavy list to starboard, rolled badly, and the crew who were on the bridge wearing life-jackets signalled that they 
wished to abandon the vessel. The "Cawdor Castle's " starboard lifeboat was accordingly cleared away and manned by a crew of 6 
seamen in charge of the Chief Officer. The boat was successfully launched and left for the "Willy", now a quarter of a mile away. By 
this time she had listed much more and the seas were breaking completely over the foredeck. The sea was very heavy, with squalls of 
hurricane force. After several attempts the lifeboat succeeded in getting under the lee of the Willy, and the crew of 16 men were safely 
taken into the lifeboat, some of them having to jump into the water to reach it. Twenty minutes after the last of the crew had left the 
"Willy" she heeled over and sank by the head in 31 fathoms of water. The boat reached the "Cawdor Castle" badly damaged and half 
full of water, while the crew and survivors were completely exhausted. All hands were safely taken on board, and after the gear had 
been taken out of the lifeboat it was abandoned. The time occupied in the rescue was about 2 1/2 hours'. 

The Committee of Lloyd's awarded their Silver Medal for Saving Life at Sea to Chief Officer Henry Broderick Harvey and the Bronze 
Medal to Quartermaster Ernest Frank Jones and each of the five other members of the boat's crew for their services in saving the life of 
the crew of the Dutch steamer Willy. The South Holland Lifeboat Institution awarded the Captain and Chief Officer of the Cawdor 
Castle their Gold Medal, and awarded their Silver Medal and £1 to each other member of the boat's crew.

The following report of the rescue of the crew of the schooner, Faustina, of St. John's, Newfoundland, by the S.S. Wearwood, of 
Middlesborough (Captain F. W. A. Hurworth), was published by the Mercantile Marine Department of the Board of Trade. 

The Faustina, carrying a crew of six persons, was in distress in the North Atlantic on the morning of the 15th October, 1930, when the 
S.S. Wearwood proceeded to her assistance. 

At this time the weather conditions were fine with a moderate north-westerly wind, but a heavy swell was running. A lifeboat was sent 
away from the Wearwood, in charge of the first mate, Mr J. W. Fryatt, being manned by D. B. Storey (Apprentice), O. Nilson (Bo'sun) 
and W.E. Wills (A.B.). and after about one and a half hours the six members of the crew of the schooner were taken off and transferred 
to the steamer. 

Owing to the heavy swell at the time the rescuing boat required very careful manoeuvring in order to prevent it from striking the 
Faustina and thus being capsized. 

Note: The Dominion Government of Newfoundland have awarded a formal letter of thanks to the Captain of the Wearwood.' (taken 
from the Society's Annual Report). 

The Society's Silver Medal was awarded to Captain Hurworth of the Wearwood and to Chief Officer Fryatt and the three members of 
the boat's crew. The Captain and Chief Officer were also awarded the Society's Emil Robin Award; it being adjudged the most 
meritorious rescue for the year 1930.

On 21 January 1854 the emigrant ship John Tayleur foundered off Lambay Island, Ireland. A fund was started for the relief of the 
survivors, with the surplus used for the award of life-saving medals in the future. Medals from the fund were first awarded in 1861 to 
men of H.M.S. Ajax and others for their gallantry in the attempted rescue of men from the brig Neptune and brigantine Industry which 
were wrecked against Kingstown pier in a storm. Such was the fury of the storm that 1 7 ships were lost in the vicinity. 

The medal was awarded for the first time for the above rescue operations; 2 gold and 22 silver medals being awarded. See ' The Tayleur 
Fund Medals', by John Wilson, L.S.A.R.S. Journal 22, for an excellent account of the drama.

The French brigantine Cygne (Captain Emile Belin), was to the westward of 
Bermuda ... when she encountered heavy storms on 20th November 1879. She 
battled with the weather for a few days but at six o'clock in the evening, when 
lying under foretopsail on the starboard tack, a heavy sea carried away the 
bowsprit and foremast. The ship was thrown upon her end beams and the ten 
man crew laboured desperately to cut the wreckage free and keep the ship afloat. 
However, there was a foot of water in the hold and by the 22nd it was apparent 
that she would soon sink. The Cygne put up a flag of distress when they spotted a 
passing steamer and this was soon seen as the steamer ( Illyrian ) immediately 
altered course to bear down on the wreck from the windward side. A life boat 
was sent out in charge of two officers, Henry Kayzar and Martin Frampton, with a 
crew of nine men, who, in spite of the dangerous sea then running, safely 
transported the Cygne's crew back to the Illyrian. During the return journey the 
life boat filled with water and was battered against the steamer's side.' (ref. The 
Awards for Gallantry of the Mercantile Marine Service Association, by John 
Wilson, L.S.A.R.S. Journal, No. 31). 

For the rescue the Association awarded their Silver Medal to Captain Henry 
Armstrong and officers Henry Kayzar and Martin Frampton of the Illyrian.

'The hero of the fog period in Paisley this week was undoubtedly James Ferns, a 
porter at Gilmour Street Station, who risked his life to save that of an elderly lady 
who had fallen on to the permanent way in front of an oncoming train. That he 
succeeded is a tribute to his alertness and presence of mind. 

The lady in question, Miss Macfadyen, Bridgend, Broomfield, Houston Crosslee, 
was waiting for the train to convey her to the village and was accompanied by 
her brother. The fog was very thick at the time and she did not notice that she 
was so near the edge of the platform, and while walking fell headlong on to the 
rails. 

In the fall she bruised her left arm, and though greatly upset by the incident she rose at once, and her brother attempted to pull her up 
to the platform. 

The porters at the station were awaiting the arrival of the Stranraer Express at the time, and it was in this position that Mr Ferns found 
the pair as he walked down the platform. He realised the train would be upon them at any moment, and acted without delay. 

In an interview with a "Gazette" representative he said, "I recognised that there was no time to get her to safety by trying to pull her up, 
for I could just see the glow of the lamp of the oncoming train. I then jumped down on to the rails, and, catching hold of the woman, I 
pulled her to the side of the railway between the near rail and the platform, and threw myself behind her just as the train passed." 

The incident created considerable excitement amongst those on the platform, for it was felt that the plucky porter had not had time to 
avert disaster. However, when the train came to a standstill, it was not long until he made his appearance between the running boards 
and the platform, which he mounted, and Miss Macfadyen was assisted up to the platform.... 

The hero of the incident is a young married man of 25 years of age, residing in Springburn, Glasgow. He has been nine years in the 
railway service ...' (Extract from the Paisley and Renfrewshire Gazette , 1 7 November 1934). 

Following the incident a testimonial fund was opened for the benefit of the porter. He was subsequently awarded the Carnegie Hero 
Fund Bronze Medal, £20 and the St. Andrew's Ambulance Association Bravery Medal for Saving Life. (See St. Andrew's Ambulance

The Fleetwood fishing smack The Osprey , with James Fogg, master and crewed 
by James Abram, Robert Greenall, George Wilkinson and a boy - John Robert 
Tomlinson (sic), went to the aid of a schooner in distress during a violent storm in 
Morecombe Bay, 7 November 1890. Despite the fact that The Osprey had also 
suffered severe damage in the storm, they went to the rescue of the schooner. 
During the rescue operations, Abram and Greenall lost their lives and Wilkinson 
owed his life to the gallant efforts of the boy Tomlinson, (ref. The Fleetwood 
Express and The Storm of 1890). 

The Fleetwood Humane Society was established in 1891, probably as a result of 
the 'storm of 1890' - research indicates that the Society was disbanded shortly 
afterwards. For his great bravery, John Robert Thomason/Thomlinson was 
awarded a Gold Medal by the shortlived society. 

There is a memorial in Euston Park Esplanade, Fleetwood 'to the gallant memory 
of James Abram and Robert Greenall'.

RESCUE FROM SEA - Dive to Save Drowning Man at Plymouth - The cries of a 
drowning man in the sea a few yards from Plymouth pier, early yesterday 
afternoon, were heard by Percy Rashbrook, Portland Road, Stoke, and Arthur 
Matthews, Albany Place, who immediately rushed to his assistance. Matthews 
promptly dived from the rocks, and, with the help of companions brought the 
unconscious man ashore, he recovered after nearly an hour's artificial respiration 
had been applied by the officers of the George St. Ambulance Brigade, and a 
police constable. 

At the Homeopathic Hospital it transpired that he was William Alfred Pengelly 
aged 40, a labourer of Moon St., Plymouth. It is stated that he had been in failing 
health for some months past' (Ref: Western Morning News, 19 April 1921).

On the evening of 28 November 1897 a gale blew up, increasing to storm force 
overnight. The strong winds and heavy seas continued for several days. In the 
early hours of 2 December 1897, the Margate surf boat Friend to All Nations was 
called to assist the London fully rigged ship Persian Empire which had earlier 
been in collision with the Hartlepool steamship Carlisle City. As the surf boat 
with its crew of 13 reached the toe of Nayland Rock, a monster wave struck the 
boat, turned her over and capsized her. Some 15 minutes after this and oblivious 
to the fate of the Friend to All Nations, the National Lifeboat Quiver was 
launched and successfully made her way to assist the Persian Empire. Daybreak 
disclosed the sad fate of the Friend to All Nations as the wrecked boat and the 
bodies of the dead washed up on the shore. Of the 13 man crew, only four 
survived - John James "Jacko" Gilbert being one of the survivors. 

The whole town of Margate was plunged into mourning. A national subscription 
was started to bring relief to the widows and orphans left behind. A funeral 
service was read over the nine coffins at St. John's Church, Margate on 8 
December - in a procession along the streets from The Parade to the church, the 
townsfolk turned out 3 or 4 deep and the procession itself was estimated to be 
composed of some 3,000 mourners. 

The Quiver Magazine started life in 1865 as an illustrated Sunday paper. The magazine took a particular interest in acts of bravery, on 
land or sea, reported to it. It later started a fund which provided for several lifeboats named ' Quiver ' as well as for a gallantry medal. 
Medals were awarded to all four survivors of the Margate Surf Boat Disaster. It is believed some 58 Quiver Medals were awarded.

James Jack was born in Arbroath, Forfar, in 1868. A keen swimmer, he was a member of the Arbroath Swimming Club which used a 
natural pool in the rocks adjacent to the Arbroath Cliffs - these a site of frequent accidents and drownings. This was where the young 
James Jack, aged 13 years, carried out a rescue for which he was awarded the Club's Life Saving Medal in 1881. In 1897, he played a 
part in the attempted rescue of a Mr Reid, a solicitor of Arbroath. James Jack became a Chemist with premises in Arbroath High Street. 
The name of the Arbroath Swimming Club was later changed to the St. Thomas Swimming Club - Jack was President of this club from 
1909 to 1949. In 1908 he served as Joint Secretary of the Arbroath Arts, Crafts and Industries Exhibition. In 1914 he joined the Arbroath 
Burgh Special Constabulary, serving with them for many years. He died in the early 1950's. Sold with copied research.

The Annie was one such 
beach boat. The medal is referred to in L.S.A.R.S. Journal No. 17, p.18-20. With newspaper clipping re. the sinking and rescue and a 
copied photograph of the Niger.

E. J. Moat was awarded a silver medal by the Explosive Loading Company for his 
services following the explosion at the Company's factory at Uplees Marshes, 
Faversham, Kent, on 2 April 1916. 

At about midday of 2nd April 1916, sparks from a boiler house set alight some 
empty sacks by the side of a shed containing T.N.T. and ammonium nitrate. 
Despite the best efforts of the work force, the fire took hold of the shed and the 
area was ordered to be cleared. Soon afterwards, at about 1.20 p.m., the building 
blew up and the resulting explosion triggered further explosions from the nitro¬ 
glycerine washing plant nearby. The main explosion left a crater some 40 yards 
across and 20 feet deep, destroying adjacent buildings and causing fires 
throughout the factory complex. Some 20 and 40 minutes after the main 
explosion two further explosions occured and throughout the factory there was 
the continual danger of smaller but equally deadly detonations from munitions 
and mines. Into this lethal environment, teams of factory workers, fire brigade 
and army personnel attempted to tackle the blaze and rescue the injured, many 
of whom had suffered terrible burns.

On the morning of 13th January 1866, the Austrian brig Osip (Captain Guiseppe Descovich of Fiume), with a crew of 11 plus the 
Falmouth pilot, en route from Falmouth to Hartlepool with a cargo of maize, ran aground in a storm on the Holm Sands off Lowestoft. 
The yawl Young Prince made for the ship but her help was refused. With the storm increasing another yawl, the Albatross sailed 
towards the brig but was unable to communicate with those on board and so for her safety made for shore. The lifeboat Victoria then 
made for the wreck, towed part of the way by the tug Rainbow but because of the high sea and the wreckage from the ship she was 
unable to get near and had to return to the shore. A second attempt was then made by the lifeboat, Rainbow again towing it part of the 
way. This time the gallant lifeboatmen were successful and although nothing much of the Osip remained above water, 7 of the crew 
were brought away to safety. The Captain and the Pilot were amongst those who were lost. 

The gallant action in saving Austrian nationals was reported to the Austrian government but being distracted with a war with Prussia at 
the time, no awards were made. It was not until 1893, twenty-seven years after the incident that privately made medals were issued. 
These were presented by the Mayor of Lowestoft to the men of the lifeboat who had made one or both trips to the Osip. 29 medals 
were awarded. The lifeboat Victoria was renamed Laetitia in 1869. See The Osip Medal to the Crew of the Laetitia by Bill Fevyer, L.S.A.

'On Wednesday evening guns were heard from the lightships. The crew of the 
Elizabeth Simpson (Gorleston private volunteer lifeboat) at once mustered at the 
boathouse. A message had already been sent to Gorleston to tell the Institution 
(R.N.L.I.) not to put off as the John Burch (Yarmouth Lifeboat) was just leaving the 
beach. The Elizabeth Simpson was however launched and at once made for the 
wreck. The vessel proved to be the three-masted schooner Christean, a Swedish 
craft of about 141 tons from Fowey in Cornwall to Leith with a cargo of China 
Clay. She lay on the Cross Ridge Sand in about 3 to 4 feet of water and great 
difficulty was experienced by our boat in reaching her, the Elizabeth Simpson 
grounding 3 times and taking 3 hours to warp down to the doomed ship. Three of 
the crew of the Christean were drowned before the arrival of the lifeboat, they 
having taken to a small boat which was swamped. After about three and a half 
hours hard work, the Elizabeth Simpson returned to the harbour having brought 

in the 3 survivors of the crew of 6. This is indeed a splendid piece of work 

and for the fact of the launching of the Elizabeth Simpson we dare not think of 
the consequences as the Yarmouth Lifeboat was not able to reach the ship 
against the head wind and tide.' 

All the crew of the Elizabeth Simpson involved in the rescue received a specially 
made medal.

On 17 August 1931, the yacht Buck Jones, of the New York Yacht Club, was anchored in the Port of St. Johns, Quebec, on the 
Richelieu River, near the premises of the St. Johns Yacht Club. The seven year old son of the yacht's owner, John Ernest Stein of New 
York, was enjoying a swim in the river when he got into difficulties and shouted for help. The yacht's cook, Williamson Vestes, plunged 
into the river and contacted the boy whilst a crew from the yacht, including John Hastie had launched a boat and were rowing towards 
the boy and Vestes. The pair were reached and the boy taken on board the boat, but Vestes, in an exhausted condition, slipped beneath 
the surface of the water and drowned. The boy was subsequently taken to the yacht and made a full recovery. The body of Williamson 
Vestes was not recovered until sometime later. 

John Ernest Stein suitably rewarded the family of Williamson Vestes and also presented gold medals to the crew of the rescue boat. The 
Royal Canadian Humane Society also presented bronze medals to men of the rescue crew. With copied research.

On Christmas morning 1966 the trawler St. Finbarr owned by Thomas Hamling & 
Co, Hull, was steaming off the coast of Labrador. Fire broke out down below and 
a mayday signal was immediately sent out. Her sister ship, the Orsino answered 
the distress call and proceeded at her best speed. Some 41/2 miles away, the 
Orsino took 20 minutes to arrive on the scene by which time the St. Finbarr was 
engulfed in flames and a violent explosion had disabled the vessel. The crew of 
the St. Finbarr were unable to launch their own boat and it required a boat from 
the Orsino to rescue 13 of her sister ship's crew. The remaining 12 had become 
trapped and perished. The Orsino then took the St. Finbarr in tow in an attempt 
to reach St. John's, Newfoundland but the ship sank some 14 miles from St. 
John's where the survivors of the crew were landed. It is believed that Mr J. E. 
Palmer was one of the boats' crew from the Orsino who assisted in the rescue.

As a Lieutenant on H.M.S. Galatea , 
he was awarded a second award clasp for a rescue at the Falkland Islands on 24 February 1871 (Case No. 18722). Lord Beresford 
mislaid/lost this clasp because the R.H.S. casebook records that a duplicate clasp was delivered by hand to his address at 30 Charles 
Street, London, on 24 November 1871. In a photograph of Beresford, taken during the 1880's, he is shown in Naval uniform, wearing 
his R.H.S. Medal with its distinctively shaped clasp. However, when his medals were sold at Christies, 21 July 1987, the clasp on the 
medal was a rectangular one. Presumably during the interim, the replacement clasp was again mislaid/lost and an unofficial 
replacement substituted. The clasp above is likely to be the replacement clasp issued by the R.H.S. in November 1871. With copied 
research.

James Grieve Smith was born in the Gorbals, Glasgow on 7 December 1925. Leaving school at 14 he was initially employed as an 
Errand Boy before securing an apprenticeship to train as an Engineer. His apprenticeship was interrupted in 1943 when he reached the 
age of 18 and was eligible for service in the armed forces. He served for the remainder of the war with the Fleet Air Arm of the Royal 
Navy. After the war he resumed his apprenticeship and continued to work as a qualified Engineer until his retirement in 1990. Smith 
died in 2010. 

On 26 July 1949 James Grieve Smith, of 38 Greenside Street, Millerston, Glasgow, and John Robertson Waddell, of 57 Greenside 
Crescent, Millerston, Glasgow, rescued an 11 year-old boy, Ronald Cyril Geoffrey Fielding, of 10 Jubilee Street, Rugeley, Staffordshire, 
when he got into difficulties whilst bathing in Horns Pool, Slitting Mill, Rugeley. Smith and Waddell were near the pool and saw the 
boy disappear under the water. Smith dived in several times and eventually brought him unconscious back to land. Together the men 
applied artificial respiration for half an hour before the boy was restored to consciousness. He was then taken to hospital where he 
made a full recovery. Both Smith and Waddell were awarded the R.H.S. Testimonial for their services - these being presented by the 
Chief Constable of Glasgow.

Citation: 'After a massive explosion inside the Westray Coal Mine at Plymouth, Nova Scotia, on May 9, 1992, nearly 200 men 
attempted to rescue twenty-six miners trapped underground. For the next five days, rescue teams searched around the clock for 
survivors. Despite the perilous mixture of highly volatile gases, they repeatedly went underground, beneath a largely unsupported and 
unstable roof structure. They crawled around twisted pieces of steel that had once been supporting arches, passed machinery that was 
no longer useful or recognizable, climbed over rockfalls and debris, and waded through brackish water. The teams moved cautiously 
and silently, fearing that the slightest noise or vibration would cause further rockfalls or explosions. Rescue efforts were finally 
abandoned after more than a kilometre of the mine had been searched, with no sign of survivors. The rescuers recovered the bodies of 
fifteen of the twenty-six victims.'

George Bowring was born in Poole, Dorset on 6 April 1875. Circa 1891 he entered the Royal Navy, serving as a Boy 2nd Class. He 
later served in the Merchant Navy and it was whilst serving on the S.S. Silvia, of Liverpool, in 1913 that his services in rescuing the 
crew of the Lottie Beard gained him the prestigious award of the U.S.A. Presidential Gold Lifesaving Medal. Bowring continued to serve 
in the Merchant Navy during the Great War and was awarded the British War and Mercantile Marine War Medals. Having survived the 
war, he drowned when serving on the King Gruffydd, off Rosario, Argentine, on 1 7 September 1928. 

'Captain Lawry of the American schooner Lottie Beard, with his wife and crew were landed at Southampton yesterday by the steamer 
Sylvia (sic), which picked them up. Lawry's story was that he was engaged in the coasting trade, and was bound from New Jersia (sic) to 
Maine when his vessel was overtaken by a storm. He ran for shelter to the Nantucket shoals and stayed there for 15 days, going on 
again when the wind dropped. But he had not proceeded far before another storm even worse than the first, started. The masts and 
fittings of the Lottie Beard were carried away, and ships and souls were in a desperate plight when the Sylivia, thinking that the 
schooner was deserted and a danger to shipping, went to have a look at her. Captain Lawry's last act was to set fire to his own ship 
which was uninsured, and which represented his life's savings.' (Ref. Grey River Argus, 4 November 1913). 

For the rescue of the master, his wife and crew of the Lottie Beard, the Master of the Silvia, J. A. Prowse, was awarded a gold watch and 
chain with charm; the Chief Officer, J. W. Jones, was awarded a pair of binoculars, and four members of the crew, including Seaman 
Bowring, were each awarded a Presidential Gold Lifesaving Medal.

Glorious First of June 1794, engraved coin, a William III Halfcrown, rev. engraved with three-masted ship sailing left, 
The Glorious Firft of June' above, '1 794' below, obv. engraved 'H. Gibb. Queen' in two lines divided by a potted plant, 
a salmon above, plain edge, 33mm, 12.55g (Comfort -) fine and very rare £350-450 


Comfort only describes one engraved coin commemorating Earl Howe's victory over the French fleet on 1 June 1 794. H.M.S. Queen , a 
98-gun second rate of 1,876 tons, was launched at Woolwich in 1769. The vessel took part in the relief of Gibraltar in 1782-3 and, as 
the flagship of Admiral Alan Gardner, she led the van in the engagements that led up to the battle of 1 June 1794, closing with the 
Jemappes, a French man-of-war, and in the battle that followed disabled her, forcing the Jemappes to strike her flag in token of 
surrender. However, before the Jemappes could be taken as a prize, a full squadron of the French fleet swept down upon Queen fore 
and aft. Surrounded by the French men-of-war she was exposed to fierce fire from all quarters. Her captain, John Hutt, fell mortally 
wounded upon her quarterdeck and her first officer, Mr Mitchell, and 36 seamen also died while 67 seamen lay wounded on her 
decks. Disdaining the enemy's summons to surrender, the survivors fought back gallantly until finally Lord Howe's squadron came to 
the assistance of the Queen and drove off her attackers, although the vessel was seriously damaged. 

Sold with a transcript of a letter from Jno. Wilkinson, steward to the ward room on Queen, written from Spithead in July 1 794, in which 
he describes the action, as well as further background information on the life of the ship, which was broken up in April 1821.

Hugh Sutlej Gough was born on 4 February 1848, the eldest son of General Sir 
John B. Gough, G.C.B. He was educated at the Royal Navy School, Gosport and 
Emmanuel College, Cambridge. He served in the Royal Navy, 1862-65 before 
entering the Army as a Cornet in the 10th Royal Hussars in 1868. He was 
advanced to Captain in 1875, Major in 1881, Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in 1884; 
Colonel in 1888 and Major-General in 1900. He served as A.D.C. to the 
Commander-in-Chief, India, 1876-81. Served in the Afghan War, 1878-79; Egypt 
Campaign, 1884 (despatches); and Bechuanaland expedition, 1884-85. Served as 
Lieutenant-Governor and Commander of Troops at Jersey, 1904-10 and was later 
Hon. Colonel of the Royal Militia of the Island of Jersey and Colonel-in-Chief of 
the 20th Hussars. Latterly living at Caer Rhun, Tal-y-Cafn, North Wales; he died 
on 30 March 1920.

Ballard served on the 
battleship H.M.S. Albemarle , January 1906-August 1908 and was advanced to Bombardier in July 1907. As an Acting Bombardier 
aboard the ship, he won the Naval Good Shooting Medal in 1906. He was appointed a Corporal in May 1911 and a Sergeant in March 
1914. During the Great War he served at home, being awarded the Long Service Medal in October 1915. Sergeant Ballard, R.M. died 
on 21 September 1916 and was buried in the Portsmouth (High Road) Cemetery. Also entitled to a British War Medal. With copied 
service paper.

He was buried in the Cement House Cemetery, 
Belgium. He was the son of Margaret Jane Taylor of 4 Station Road, Hebburn, Co. Durham and the late William Henry Taylor.

Bernard Horace Wright was killed in action on the Somme on 3 April 1917, while serving in the 2/5th Battalion, Leicestershire 
Regiment - according to his entry on the register of the Commonwealth War Graves Commission, 'he was killed in a voluntary effort to 
carry mails to his comrades through enemy fire.' The son of Mr. and Mrs. G. A. Wright of Barrow-on-Soar, Leicestershire, he was 20 
years of age and is buried in Roisel Communal Cemetery Extension, France. 

Interestingly, the same source confirms that he also 'served throughout the Irish Rebellion', when as part of the 59th Division, the 2/5th 
Battalion, Leicestershire Regiment, was indeed ordered to Ireland.

McClellan Eric Sutton Robinson, who was born in Johannesburg in February 1919, was originally allocated to a gunner's course on 
entering the South African Air Force after the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, but was later transferred to a pilot's course. 

Duly qualified, he was posted to No. 1 (S.A.A.F.) Squadron, a Hurricane unit, in August 1942, and quickly went into action over the 
Western Desert, claiming a half-share in a Ju. 87 over El Alamein on 2 November. The Squadron having meanwhile been re-equipped 
with Spitfires, Robinson claimed a Me. 109 destroyed south-west of Tamet on 14 January 1943 and, on 25 March, over the Gabes 
sector, a confirmed Me. 210 and another 109 damaged. He then raised his status to fighter ace with a 109 destroyed over Tunisia on 2 
April, another in the Cap Bon area on the 21st, and two more in a celebrated action on the following day, when both of his victims 
dived into the sea in balls of fire, while fellow pilots picked-off several giant Me. 323 transports above him. 

It was about this time that Robinson won acclaim for informing the unit's Intelligence Officer that "when I saw the 109s I peeled off 
onto them. Mind you, I was below the telegraph wires myself at the time." Quite what he reported to the I.O. following events on 14 
July remains unknown, but we may be confident the "Warrior" Squadron's line-book contained some colourful language: he was shot 
down by an American P-38 and obliged to take to his parachute over the sea off Sicily - and was fortunate indeed to be picked up by a 
passing Greek destroyer. 

Tour expired, and a newly elected member of the Caterpillar Club, Robinson was awarded the D.F.C. (London Gazette 28 September 
1943 refers), and returned to the Union to take up employment as a flying instructor at 11 O.T.U., Waterkloof. Tragically, however, he 
was killed on 14 November 1944, when one of his pupils collided with his Kittyhawk. The husband of Mary Robinson of Johannesburg, 
he was 25 years of age, and was buried in the Thaba Tshwane (New) Military Cemetery.

Wellington College, The King's Medal, G.V.R., 'military bust', by Bertram Mackennal (Derek Gordon Harington Hawes), 
45mm., 18ct. gold, 56.2g., in case of issue, ref. B.H.M. 4009, edge bruising , very fine £1450-1650 

Wellington College, Sandhurst was erected by subscription in memory of the Duke of Wellington for the education of the orphan sons 
of commissioned officers. The building being opened by Queen Victoria on 29 January 1859. From 1860 a gold medal was awarded 
annually to the most outstanding student of the year. 

Derek Gordon Harington Hawes was born on 13 May 1907, the son of Colonel C. H. Hawes, D.S.O., M.V.O. Educated at Wellington 
College, 1920-25, he was King's Medallist in 1925 and Head of School and Captain of the Rugby XV. After attending the R.M.C. 
Sandhurst he was commissioned into the 2nd/14th Punjab Regiment, serving during 1927-34. He was then employed in the Indian 
Political Service, 1924-47. Post independence, he was engaged by the King Edward's Hospital Fund for London, 1949-62 and was 
latterly Director-General of the International Hospital Federation, 1962-75. He died on 7 November 1986.

The Sir Gilbert Blane Gold Medal (Fleet Surgeon Thomas Henry Knott, H.M.S. "Lion" 1887) 22 carat gold, 50g., in its

In 1830 the late Sir Gilbert Blane, Bart., established a fund, vested in the Corporation of the Royal College of Surgeons of London, in 
trust, for the purpose of conferring a gold medal once in every two years on each of the two Medical Officers (Fleet, or Staff Surgeons, 
or Surgeons) who shall produce the most approved journals of their practice "in the form in which they have been kept from day to 
day" while in Medical charge of a ship of war in the Royal Navy. 

Thomas Henry Knott, M.R.C.S. Eng, L.S.A. Lond., was appointed a Surgeon in the Royal Navy on 12 November 1867 and was 
advanced to Staff Surgeon in December 1872, Fleet Surgeon in February 1883 and Deputy Inspector-General in May 1892. He attained 
the rank of Inspector-General of Hospitals and Fleets on 4 April 1898.

The Fowke's Medal was established by the officers of the School of Military 
Engineering, Chatham and awarded in memory of Francis Fowke, as an annual 
architectural prize, 'to the officer who specially distinguished himself in the 
construction course, and also to the non-commissioned officer or sapper who 
acquired distinction in the Department of Estimating and Construction'. The 
medal was first awarded in 1872. 

Captain Francis Fowke, Royal Engineers and architect (1823-65) was designer of 
the Museum of Science and Art in Edinburgh; planner of the buildings in the 
International Exhibition of 1862 and was largely responsible for the design of the 
Royal Albert Hall, London. 

Major N. J. Hopkins, R.E. served in France/Flanders, 16 August-2 September 
1914 and was wounded. He was awarded the Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel and 
the Legion of Honour 5th Class. Awarded the 1914 Star with clasp trio.

Colonel R. Y. Armstrong, C.B., F.R.S., joined the Corps in 1858, retired in 1892 
and died two years later. He contributed greatly in the development of signalling 
and submarine mining services, and was in succession, Instructor in Telegraphy 
at Chatham, 1875-83 and Inspector of Submarine Defences at the War Office, 
1884-91. A memorial to the Colonel was founded by the Corps in 1899. The 
memorial took the form of a silver medal, awarded to the cadet in each batch at 
the Royal Military Academy, who showed the greatest proficiency in Electricity 
and a watch or other present, given to the best N.C.O. in the course for Military 
Mechanist Electricians. 

Lieutenant J. A. C. Pennycuick, R.E. entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 
18 August 1914 and was wounded twice. Three times mentioned in despatches 
(.London Gazette 19 October 1914, 14 December 1917 and 5 July 1919) he was 
awarded Distinguished Service Order and Bar (London Gazettes 9 December

The Haynes Medal was named after Captain A. E. Haynes, R.E., who as a junior officer was selected by Colonel Charles Warren to 
accompany him on the Palmer Search Expedition in 1882 and in the Bechuanaland Expedition of 1884-85. He was Assistant Instructor 
in Survey at the School of Military Engineering from 1889 to 1894. In 1896, while taking the 43rd Company to Mauritius, he with his 
company joined the Matabeleland Expedition. Haynes was killed in the successful attack on the Matabele stronghold. A subscription 
was raised by his family in order to erect a monument in Rochester Cathedral. The balance of the fund was used to provide bronze 
medals. A medal was awarded to an officer in each batch of young officers after going through the course of fieldworks, the nomination 
being made by the Commandant. A medal was also given to the sapper in each batch of recruits, best qualified in fieldworks, after 
going through the recruits' course in that subject. The nomination being made by the Officer Commanding the Training Battalion. The 
first medals were awarded in 1902.

Hugh Foss was born in Japan on 13 May 1902, the son of the Rt. Rev. Hugh Foss, a missionary bishop. He was educated at 
Marlborough College and Christ's College, Cambridge. In December 1924 he joined the Government Code and Cypher School. During 
the 1920's he worked on the early models of the 'Enigma' cypher machines. In September 1934 Foss and Oliver Strachey broke the 
Japanese Naval Attache Cypher and on 8 May 1940 he broke the German Enigma Code - the day was thence known as 'Foss Day'. At 
Bletchley Park Foss headed the Japanese Naval Section (Hut 7) during 1942-43. In December 1944 he went to Washington and worked 
with U.S. Navy Cryptographers on Japanese cyphers. Because of his sandal wearing habit, he was known as the 'Lend-lease Jesus'. Foss 
retired from G.C.H.Q. in 1953 and died in St. John's Town of Dairy, Scotland on 23 December 1971.

John Primrose Douglas was born in Perth on 22 February 1908 and was educated at Perth Academy and St. Andrew's University, 
where he graduated in Medicine in 1930. He joined the R.A.M.C. in 1933. His first overseas posting was to Gibraltar, where in 1937, 
during the Spanish Civil War, he treated two batches of naval casualties which were evacuated to the Military Hospital. For his services 
he was awarded the German Third Reich Order of the Red Cross in 1937 and the British M.B.E. in 1938. He served throughout W.W.2, 
being with the B.E.F. in France in 1940; then served at the War Office and in 1945 he was with 21 Army Group as A.D.M.S., then D.D.

Appointed to the temporary rank of Brigadier in October 1942, while employed 
at the War Office, Blomfield returned to operations as C.O. of 71st Infantry 
Brigade, 53rd Division, 12 Corps in the summer of 1944, and was recommended 
for the award of the D.S.O. in the following terms: 

'Since his arrival in France, Brigadier Blomfield has commanded his Brigade with 
outstanding ability and success. The Brigade has recently been engaged in a 
series of operations the continual success of which is largely due to his coolness, 
organisation, leadership and personal example. He is quite imperturbable and 
has the ability of inspiring those around him with the same quality.'

G.C. London Gazette 24 December 1940:'For most conspicuous gallantry in carrying out very hazardous work.' 

The original recommendation - written in conjunction with that for fellow R.A.O.C. officer, Captain R. L. J. Jones - states:'On various 
dates Lieutenant Eastman, with Captain R. L. J. Jones, R.A.O.C., worked under dangerous and trying conditions and performed acts of 
considerable gallantry in dealing with large numbers of various unexploded bombs, some of which were in a highly dangerous state 
and of the German delay type. 

On one occasion, these officers showed particular gallantry in dealing with an 11001b. German bomb. Two attempts were made to 
explode this bomb but it failed to detonate; at the third attempt when it was in a most dangerous state, they succeeded in detonating it. 

On a second occasion, these officers, assisted by a Master Rigger of H.M. Dockyard, succeeded in removing a 4001b. high explosive 
Italian unexploded bomb which had been under water for a week in a 20ft. deep well inside a house. This bomb, fused at both ends, 
was in a dangerous state. It had to be raised to the ground floor by means of a gin, tackle, sling and ropes. This operation was doubly 
dangerous, as: (a) There was a possibility of the sling slipping while the bomb was being hauled up and (b) The bomb was two and half 
ft. long, the mouth of the well three ft. one inch wide, and for safety the bomb had to be kept horizontal, if possible, and pulled up 
thus. Lieutenant Eastman assisted the Master Rigger, guided the bomb from the floor of the well, and Captain Jones went to the top to 
guide it through the opening. They succeeded in getting the bomb out although there was only a six inch clearance as it came through 
the mouth of the well.' 

William Marsden "Bill" Eastman was born in Brentford in October 1911 and was educated at Uppingham and Cambridge University, 
but had to leave the latter seat of learning on his father's death, in order to take over the family dyeing and dry-cleaning business. And 
it was as a result of his knowledge of chemicals drawn from that business that he was recommended for a commission in the Royal 
Army Ordnance Corps on volunteering shortly before the outbreak of hostilities. Having then attended the Inspecting Ordnance 
Officer's course at Bramley, he was embarked for Malta in March 1940. Subsequent events are best summarised by Brigadier Sir John 
Smyth, V.C., in The Story of the George Cross: 

'At this period of the war in Malta, no expert Royal Engineer Bomb Disposal units had been formed and the job of attending to 
unexploded bombs and mines dropped on the Island had to be handled by the R.A.O.C. - in fact Jephson Jones and Eastman. They had 
no great special equipment, no trained staff and very little knowledge of the mechanism of German and Italian missiles. They just had 
to learn as they went along. 

They were told that they would have to deal with all unexploded bombs and mines which fell on the Island except those which 
dropped in the dockyard area and on airfields, which were dealt with by the Royal Navy and the Royal Air Force. No one imagined - or 
at any rate no one in Malta had imagined - that Malta would become such a target for the venom, first of the Italian Air Force and then 
of the Germans. But between 10 June and mid-November 1940, when their job was taken over by a properly constituted and trained R. 
E. Bomb Disposal unit, Jephson Jones and Eastman dealt with some 275 unexploded bombs. Their courage was beyond all praise and it 
was a miracle that they both remained alive. 

They were awarded the George Cross on Christmas Eve 1940 and were given a choice of receiving the decoration immediately from 
the Governor or waiting until they were posted back to the Middle East or the United Kingdom. They both chose the latter and were 
invested together by the King at Buckingham Palace in December 1944.' 

A number of anecdotes survive from Eastman's hair-raising sojourn in Malta, one of them recounting the occasion he worked in his 
shirt-sleeves on a hot day as a UXB was dug out, but then donned his tunic and Sam Browne before returning to diffuse it - when asked 
why by an onlooker, he replied, "If I have to die, I might as well die decent"; while another describes the occasion he journeyed to a 
UXB site on a motorbike, with his girlfriend, Yvonne Vassallo, along for the ride - she unhesitatingly accepted his invitation to sit on the 
UXB and steady it as he went about his perilous work! 

Eastman was posted to G.H.Q., Cairo as Chief Ordnance Officer in 1942, but not before carrying out further gallant deeds, a case in 
point being his "clearance" - over three days - of the valuable cargo of ammunition, kerosene and aviation fuel aboard the 
merchantman Talabot , which ship was eventually sunk at her moorings in Marsaxlokk harbour; so, too, on a later occasion, his 
clearance of a cargo of 'infamous Dutch Anti-tank Mines' from the holds of no less than seven ships, all the while conscious of the fact 
a mere 18-inch drop would set-off their hyper-sensitive detonators. 

Remaining in the Regular Army after the War, he was latterly a popular Commandant of the R.A.O.C. Training Centre at Blackdown, 
and finally retired as Brigadier in 1966. Settling in Malta in the same year, he died at Sliema in April 1980 and is buried in Ta' Braxia 
Cemetery; see One Step Further; Those Whose Gallantry Was Rewarded With The George Cross, by Marion Hebblethwaite, for more.

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William Raymond Oakley 

1931-2012 



Bill was a private person who kept very much to himself. However, to the village in which he lived all his life, 
Barnt Green, he was ever the helpful friendly neighbour. If he did something for anyone, it was because 
he wanted to and never looked for anything in return. He was known to put peoples' bins out on bin day, take in 
their deliveries and perform many other similar acts of good-neighbourliness. 

Thanks to his good biking friend, Ken Haddow, we are able to learn more about Bill's early days. 

Bill, also known as Ray, attended The Blue Coat School in Harborne and later The King's Norton Grammar School. 
He did his National Service in the REME from 1950-52 with a posting to Germany before returning to H.W. Wards, 
the machine tool manufacturer in Birmingham, where he had been an apprentice beforehand. 

His main passion in life was cycling. He never owned a motor car and cycled the 8 or so miles to work 
virtually every day of his life. He thus commuted some 3,500 miles to work annually. One story that typifies 
Bill’s character and integrity was of the time when, due to heavy snow in the early 60s, he chose instead to walk 
that distance to work only to find the plant had been closed for the day and he faced a very cold and long walk back. 

Bill was a very active member in all aspects of The Beacon Cycling Club, which he had joined in 1948. A 
typical racing day for Bill meant getting up around 4:30am and riding up to 20 miles to the race HQ with 
loaded saddle bag and racing wheels strapped to the front of the bike for a 6am start. After the race, it was normal to 
then ride to a pre arranged meeting for lunch with that Sunday's club run and spend the afternoon riding with them. 

As a racer, Bill reached his full potential late in life as a veteran, setting many new club records. One of them, 
achieved in 1975 was 404 miles in The Catford 24 Hour Race, which still stands today. 

Bill had many other interests. They included fishing, where Bill would spend many a day pitting his wits against 
the fish at Bittell Reservoir and as a member of The Birmingham Orchid Society, for which he grew many a prize 
winning specimen. His other main passion was Militaria. At a time when it was not so fashionable, Bill collected, 
predominantly, modern era gallantry medals; but as their values grew in recent years, he could no longer afford to 
buy them. However, he would tease the odd trusted fellow collector with the occasional viewing of one or two of 
his medal nuggets. In his earlier days, during his lunch break, he would cycle to Midland Medals in Birmingham 
and meet other collectors. For a long time he helped his good friend Peter Taylor on his stall at the Yate and 
Stratford Fairs. 

As a result of his ownership of the posthumous QPM, MM & Bar group to James O'Donnell, Bill developed a 
long and close relationship with The Irish Guards (W. Midlands) Regt. Association. It was they who accorded him 
their highest compliment by turning out in force and piping in Bill's coffin with an Irish Guards piper at his 
funeral. However, the final compliment was the amazing turnout by his village in their support and memory 
of Bill. And also Jo and her colleagues at Handyman's, his local DIY shop, have helped raise funds for a teak 
bench, inscribed to Bill's memory, to be placed across the road from his home. 

This Collection is Bill's lasting legacy and will surprise many who knew him. It is primarily, a fine and 
eclectic selection of gallantry medals for the modern era, many having been acquired within his Birmingham 
neighbourhood and never been seen on the open market before now.

'For most conspicuous gallantry in carrying out hazardous work in a very brave manner.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'On 14 September 1940 a large unexploded bomb fell in an important factory. Excavation supervised by Sergeant Gibson was begun, 
during which time another bomb which had dropped nearby exploded. Despite the knowledge that the bomb on which he was 
engaged was of a similar type the N.C.O persevered and eventually the bomb was uncovered. On uncovering it an unusual hissing 
noise was heard coming from the bomb, whereupon Sergeant Gibson sent his men away and immediately set to work on the fuse. This 
he extracted safely and the bomb was eventually removed. His prompt and courageous action saved a very dangerous situation.' 

Michael Gibson was born at Chopwell, near Gateshead, in June 1906, the son of a miner. Himself employed at Chopwell Collery, and 
a pre-war member of the Durham Light Infantry (Territorials), he was in fact seconded to the Royal Engineers soon after the the 
outbreak of hostilities, and, in July 1940, was posted to the newly formed No. 9 Bomb Disposal Company. Originally based in 
Birmingham, the Company comprised seven officers and 160 other ranks, and was charged with rendering safe UXBs and mines in 
areas way beyond Warwickshire's borders, including Worcestershire, Herefordshire, Staffordshire and Shropshire. 

Such was the shortage of qualified officers in those early days of bomb disposal work, that N.C.Os were often left to deal with UXBs, 
and, as cited above, Michael Gibson found himself leading just such an enterprise on 14 September 1940 - his prompt and extremely 
gallant work saving an important factory in Coventry.

The recommendation for Gibson's decoration was submitted to Brigade H.Q. on 6 October 1940, just 12 days after the George Cross 
came into being, the King having signed the relevant Royal Warrant on 24 September. No surprises then that he was originally 
recommended for the Empire Gallantry Medal, though not before the well-meaning - but patently misinformed - C.O. Birmingham and 
South Staffordshire District had proposed the Military Medal: in short, Gibson's G.C. must be one of the very first to have been 
approved. 

Contemporary sources suggest that Gibson was a member of No. 68 Bomb Disposal Section, a component of No. 9 Company, 
commanded by 2nd Lieutenant A. F. Campbell, R.E., and future events certainly confirm that contention. Thus, as an experienced N.C. 
O., he was most probably present on the occasion of Campbell's G.C.-winning exploits at Coventry on 17 October 1940. The 
recommendation for the latter's award states: 

'2nd Lieutenant Campbell was engaged with his section [No. 68 Bomb Disposal Section] on the removal of a 250-kilo unexploded 
bomb at the Triumph Engineering Co's Works, Coventry, situated in the centre of the city. This bomb had caused cessation of war 
production in two factories involving some 1,000 workers, and the evacuation of a number of residents. For this reason, 2nd Lieutenant 
Campbell worked practically without rest for nearly 48 hours until the bomb was removed. 

On Thursday 17 October, the bomb was finally exposed and examined by 2nd Lieutenant Campbell - it was fitted with a delayed 
action fuse which it was impossible to remove. He decided to remove it to a safe place for destruction. Recognising the extreme danger 
involved, he removed the bomb by lorry for a distance of approximately a mile, himself lying along side the bomb listening for action 
by the clockwork mechanism. The bomb was disposed of. 

He was thoroughly experienced in the work of bomb disposal, and knew exactly what risks he was taking. In view of all the 
circumstances, his instant decision to act as described and complete lack of consideration for his personal safety constitute an act of 
gallantry of the highest degree and I strongly recommend an immediate award fitting to the act. 

It is with deep regret that I have to report that this officer was killed the following day (1 8 October) while dealing with another bomb.' 

In fact Campbell's section was annihilated on the 18th, when a UXB detonated on being unloaded from a truck on Whitley Heath, an 
incident to which Major A. B. Hartley refers in his famous history, Unexploded Bomb : 

'The condenser of the Type-50, anti-handling fuse can hardly have remained charged so long after the bomb's descent, though 
comfortable theories about the maximum active life of German E.C.R. fuses were early challenged by a disaster at Coventry where an 
unexploded 250-kg. bomb which had fallen in Chapel Street was uncovered eighty-one and a half hours after it had fallen. The fuse 
was of - apparently - the simpler electric variety but was so battered that the officer called on to deal with the incident, 2nd Lieutenant 
Campbell, could not remove it. However, after using the Crabtree discharger he judged that the condensers might reasonably be 
believed empty, and since the bomb could not be exploded in situ loaded it into his truck and departed to the stretch of open country 
earmarked as a bomb cemetery. The journey was successfully accomplished but on unloading the bomb exploded, killing Campbell 
and all six soldiers of his squad [Gibson among them]. 

Like that of the three at Bexley, the death of these seven men is typical of the sort of casualties sustained by bomb disposers up and 
down the country, and although in such instances there was often little practical evidence left of the cause of the detonation which had 
wiped them out of existence, they were far from dying in vain. It was only the resolution shown in the face of repeated, long-drawn-out 
hazards that made an advance of knowledge and eventual success possible. Unless both men and officers had been ready to accept 
such risks as a matter of course there would have been no salvaged specimens available for research.' 

Gibson's widow, Elizabeth, was informed of her husband's death while with her two children in an air raid shelter. 

A memorial plaque, set in stone, and erected by the Whitley Local History Group in 2008, today marks the spot where the bomb 
detonated, the inscription stating: 

'In Memory of the Seven Men of the Royal Engineers 9th Bomb Disposal Company Who Lost Their Lives When an Unexploded 
German Bomb Removed from the City Centre Exploded Whilst Being Unloaded Near This Spot for De-Fusing on Whitley Common on 
18 October 1940: 

2nd Lieutenant A. F. Campbell, G.C., Age 42 

Sgt. M. Gibson, G.C., Age 34 

Sapper W. Gibson, Age 22 

Sapper R. Gilchrist, Age 23 

Sapper J. Plumb, Age 25 

Sapper R. W. Skelton, Age 20 

Driver E. F. Taylor, R.A.S.C., Age 32'

'On 26 April 1945, 4th Battalion, The Welch Regiment, was ordered to occupy 
the north eastern portion of the aerodrome to the east of Botersen. The enemy 
had a considerable number of S.P. Guns and mortars in the area, which had been 
very active. A P.W. the previous night said there were numerous infantry on, and 
around, the aerodrome. It was thought, however, that the enemy intended to 
withdraw further west. 

A Carrier Patrol, under the command of Lieutenant Daniels, was therefore sent 
out to discover if the enemy had withdrawn overnight. The only possible route 
for the patrol to take, in view of the distance to be covered and the necessity for 
speed was along a straight ride through thick woods running down to the 
aerodrome. Lieutenant Daniels had led his patrol almost to the end of the ride 
when fire was opened by a party of the enemy concealed around a small road 
block in front. Lieutenant Daniels deployed the patrol, and with great skill led his 
men around through the trees and assaulted the enemy post. Two of the enemy 
were killed (one by this officer himself), the remainder making off through the 
trees towards the aerodrome. 

Not satisfied that the presence of this enemy post gave proof that the aerodrome 
was still held in strength, Lieutenant Daniels determined to push on. Having got 
through the road block, the patrol came to a bend in the track, where the latter 
led onto the airfield. Here, the leading carrier blew up on a mine, and was 
completely destroyed. At the same time, fire was again opened on the patrol, this 
time from a small house, a few yards down the track. Although badly shaken by 
the blast from the blown up carrier, Lieutenant Daniels completely ignored the 
fact that the track was mined and without hesitation - and with the utmost 
bravery and disregard for his own safety - dashed, alone, across the open ground, 
under heavy Schmeiser fire, into the house, killing one German and capturing 
another. 

Leaving behind the bulk of his patrol to clear a way through the minefield for the use of the Battalion - Lieutenant Daniels - using one 
man to cover him forward, moved up to the limit given for his patrol, namely the aerodrome administrative buildings, and personally 
searched them. Having only now satisfied himself that he had completed his task, he withdrew his patrol. 

As a result of this absolutely reliable information brought back, and the aggressiveness shown, by Lieutenant Daniels, the Battalion was 
able to make a rapid advance onto the aerodrome, without suffering a single casualty - and was able to keep in contact with, and 
further destroy, the retreating enemy. Lieutenant Daniels had led his patrol, under most difficult and dangerous conditions, with great 
singleness of purpose and the highest degree of bravery and disregard for his own safety.' 

James Gerallt Daniels, whose brother, Idris, was a well-known Welsh baritone and B.B.C. artist, was educated at Pencader Council 
School, Llandysul County School and Trinity College, Carmarthen, and was appointed Headmaster of Llanllwni Primary School at the 
early of age of 21 years. 

The War having intervened, he was commissioned in the Welch Regiment and, as cited above, was awarded the M.C. for his gallantry 
in capturing Botersen airfield - an award ultimately approved by Montgomery, who decorated him in the Field. Post-war, Daniels 
returned to his duties as Headmaster of Llanllwni Primary School at Pencades, Carmarthenshire, and it was in the same capacity that he 
was awarded the M.B.E. in 1960.

M.C. London Gazette 31 August 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'For courage and leadership displayed during the enemy attack at Hauger on evening of 8 June 1944. The enemy had broken through 
the position covering the Commando left flank and were advancing up a valley straight towards Commando H.Q. which was being 
held by only a few men. Lieutenant James realised the danger of the situation and immediately called a few men and started a counter 
attack. Although the enemy strength was estimated at one platoon he advanced with his small force and held the enemy's thrust. He 
personally accounted for many of the enemy by first firing a Bren gun until the ammunition for that gun was expended. He then 
continued to fire with a rifle until all the ammunition for that weapon was gone and finally he picked up a Garrand Rifle, continued to 
fire and succeeded in holding the enemy until a force arrived to assist his small party to drive the enemy back. By his prompt and brave 
action he undoubtedly prevented the enemy overrunning the position and by containing them formed the base for the counter attack 
which restored the position.' 

William Thomas Brinley "Jimmy" James, a native of Barry, Glamorganshire, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Welch 
Regiment in May 1941. At which point he joined No. 4 Commando remains unknown, but, as cited above, he was very much part of 
the team by D-Day, when, as part of No. 1 Special Service Brigade, 6th Airborne Division, he came ashore under a heavy fire on Gold 
Beach - the Commando having been disembarked from the infantry landing ships Princess Astrid and the Maid of Orleans. 
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Nor was the run-in to Sword beach, or the actual landing, an uneventful one, No. 4's M.O. recalling that 'bullets rattled against the 
craft and splinters whined overhead ... There was thick smoke over the beach, and the tide low but flooding. There were many bodies 
in the water; one was hanging round one of the tripod obstacles. The shoals were churned with bursting shells. I saw wounded men 
among the dead, pinned down by the weight of their equipment'. Another witness recalled seeing 'bodies lay sprawled all over the 
beach, some with legs, arms and heads missing, the blood clotting the wet sand'. 

These harrowing first scenes were largely the result of the reception afforded the men of the East Yorkshires, who had been sent ahead 
to clear the beaches of mines and other obstacles before the arrival of Commandos. Nonetheless, at least one enemy pill-box was still 
very much in action as James and his comrades made their way up to the enemy's wire, and before too long No. 4 Commando had its 
own mounting casualties, estimated by this stage to be to the tune of 40 men. Their first task had been to storm the enemy's battery at 
Ouistreham, but in the event that "honour" fell to the French Commandos, or certainly the spearhead of the attack, which ended in 
victory after a ferocious hand-to-hand encounter. Thereafter, the survivors from No. 4 commenced fighting their way inland, in order to 
link up with the Airborne on the River Orne, an objective achieved after further casualties, that evening, the latter including their C.O. 

And it was at the same location, on a ridge near Sallenelles, beside Hauger Chateau, that James won his M.C. 48 hours later, when he 
so courageously fended off a determined counter-attack and saved D Troop, then commanded by Dieppe V.C. winner Captain "Pat" 
Porteous. 

Originally it had been intended that the Commandos would be withdrawn from the frontline after a few days, but such was the ferocity 
of the enemy's resistance that James and his comrades in No. 4 remained on active service in France until early September - by D-Day 
+ 4 alone, the Commando's strength had been reduced from 455 officers and men to 160; see James Dunning's The Fighting Fourth 
and Murdoch McDougall's Swiftly They Struck, for full details of these operations. 

Also described as having onetime been attached to No. 47 (Royal Marine) Commando, it is not known whether James was still with 
No. 4 at the time of the famous Walcheren landings. 

He remained in the Territorial Army after the War and onetime served as a Captain in the South Staffordshire Regiment. 
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A poignant Second World War North Africa operations D.C.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant A. Darby, Royal 
Artillery, who commanded a mobile Deacon gun of 76th Anti-Tank Regiment in a classic desert action against Tiger 
tanks and 88mm. guns - hit in the chest by a shell splinter he died of his wounds just over two months later

D.C.M. London Gazette 1 June 1943. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On the morning of 27 March 1943, at first light, the rear of the Divisional Artillery Group which was situated about (T.) Y9313, was 
attacked by some ten tanks and four 88mm. guns. Sergeant Darby was commanding a Deacon 6-pounder which was travelling near the 
rear of the column. The going was extremely bad but Sergeant Darby extricated his Deacon and drove straight for the oncoming tanks 
and 88mm. guns, one of which was already in action, and he wheeled his gun into action and immediately engaged the enemy, getting 
off some eight rounds before his gun was knocked out. 

By his prompt and gallant action he unquestionably halted the whole enemy force and made them pause for a vital five minutes during 
which the rest of the Battery, which was strung out along the column and some distance away, was able to concentrate and engage the 
enemy on good terms. As a result, all four 88mm. guns and tanks were knocked out. The action was witnessed by many of his 
comrades who are unanimous in his praise. Sergeant Darby was wounded in this action.' 

Albert Darby was 29 years of age at the time of his death and left a widow, Edith Lillian, of Ladywood, Birmingham. He is buried in the 
Tripoli War Cemetery. 

A good account of 76th Anti-Tank Regiment's part in the early stages of the Mareth battle in March 1943 appears in the Royal Artillery 
Commemoration Book 1939-45, so, too, mention of Darby's gallantry in the action near El Hamma on 27 March 1943: 

'A single Deacon had a stalking match with a Tiger Mk. VI tank, but did not succeed in getting within effective range. The Tiger had 
had a 17-pounder shot through the piece, so was naturally not anxious to close. Soon afterwards the crew of this Tiger abandoned it 
and came walking across the desert. They were a tough gang, extremely truculent and with a lot to say for themselves. Apart from the 
Deacon which had a wheel smashed in the first few minutes, the only other mishaps were a shot through the cab of another Deacon, 
and another that disabled the steering-gear. Both these vehicles were left on the ground but recovered some time later. The shot 
through the cab wounded Sergeant Darby, the No. 1, who had so gallantly sailed in first to attack the enemy tanks and 88s at the 
beginning of the action; he had a splinter in the chest which was thought nothing of at first. He died, however, some three months later 
in a Tripoli hospital from lung trouble, having meanwhile received a D.C.M.' 
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An outstanding Second World War North Africa operations group of six awarded to Lance-Sergeant A. Ashton, Irish 
Guards: decorated for successive acts of gallantry during the desperate Bou action of April 1943, when he 'probably 
had the largest total individual score of Germans to his credit' and also his comrade Patrick Kenneally was awarded 
the V.C., he subsequently died of wounds in the Anzio beachhead in January 1944

D.C.M. London Gazette 8 July 1943. The original recommendation states: 

This Lance-Sergeant took part in the attack on Point 212 on 27 April 1943 and 
was a leading figure in the defence of Point 214 throughout the whole period till 
the Battalion was relieved at 0300 on 1 May. As the senior Sergeant left in No. 3 
Company he took over command when Lieutenant Kennard was wounded on the 
morning of 30 April, and proved a worthy successor. But before this he also 
displayed the highest courage and devotion to duty and was an example of all 
that an excellent soldier should be. 

He was with Lieutenant Kennard in the attack on the M./Gs and it was he who 
turned one gun on the retreating Germans and then brought it back to our 
positions, having destroyed the other. After the armoured car, which had got up 
on to the Ring Contour North of Point 214 had been halted, it was he who 
prevented the crew from dismantling their guns by his skilful and accurate L.M.G. 
fire, and having got them pinned down, handed over the gun, crawled forward 
and eliminated the crew, who had either gone to ground or were hiding inside 
the car. In this way he removed a serious threat to the Battalion's position, and 
no other armoured cars attempted to come up that way again. During the attacks 
and counter-attacks he was always to the forefront, and I strongly recommend 
this N.C.O. for his numerous acts of bravery and initiative, of which only two 
have been mentioned.' 

Anthony Ashton was born in Burnley, Lancashire in February 1920 and enlisted in the Irish Guards at Caterham in July 1940. 
Embarked for the Middle East in February 1943, he fought in the Tunisian campaign with the 1 st Army and was decorated for his part in 
the vital action at Bou Aoukaz on 27- 1 May 1943, when the "Micks" were ordered to capture and hold this mountain feature at all 
costs - otherwise General Alexander's future plans in North Africa - and indeed plans for Sicily and Italy - would have been placed in 
jeopardy. 

On the afternoon of 27 April, with the Scots and Grenadier Guards in support, the 1st Battalion, Irish Guards, launched an assault on 
the Bou feature, where, just three days earlier Captain Lord Lyell had died winning the V.C. in a similar attack. Advancing over open 
ground and under German observation and a blazing sun, the "Micks" came under a hail of fire, one German prisoner later stating that 
they had not believed that anyone could cross the plain and survive. As it transpired, few did, but by the evening the survivors - 
numbering five officers and 173 other ranks - had secured nearby Points 212 and 214. Here, then, the scene of Ashton's numerous acts 
of gallantry, when in 'attacks and counter-attacks he was always to the forefront' and, by the time the Battalion was relieved on 1 May, 
'probably had the largest total individual score of Germans to his credit'. The "Micks" fared little better - of the 178 men who had 
reached Points 212 and 214 on 27 April, only 80 were still standing by 1 May. 

Ashton was awarded an immediate D.C.M., while one of his comrades, Lance-Corporal Patrick Kenneally received the V.C. The 
citation for the latter award lends depth to the overall picture of this desperate battle and to the extraordinary example set by the likes 
of Ashton and Kenneally: 

'The Bou feature dominates all ground East and West between Medjez El Bab and Tebourba. It was essential to the final assault on 
Tunis that this feature should be captured and held. 

A Guards Brigade assaulted and captured a portion of the Bou on the 27 th April, 1943. The Irish Guards held on to Points 212 and 214 
on the Western end of the feature, which points the Germans frequently counter-attacked. While a further attack to capture the 
complete feature was being prepared it was essential for the Irish Guards to hold on. They did so. 

'On the 28 l April, 1943, the positions held by one Company of the Irish Guards on the ridge between Points 212 and 214 were about to 
be subjected to an attack by the enemy. Approximately one Company of the enemy were seen forming up preparatory to attack and 
Lance-Corporal Kenneally decided that this was the right moment to attack them himself. Single-handed he charged down the bare 
forward slope straight at the main enemy body, firing his Bren gun from the hip as he did so. This outstanding act of gallantry and the 
dash with which it was executed completely unbalanced the enemy Company which broke up in disorder. Lance-Corporal Kenneally 
then returned to the crest further to harass their retreat. 
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Lance-Corporal Kenneally repeated this remarkable exploit on the morning of the 30 th April, 1943, when, accompanied by a Sergeant 
of the Reconnaissance Corps, he again charged the enemy forming up for an assault. This time he so harassed the enemy, inflicting 
many casualties, that this projected attack was frustrated: the enemy's strength was again about one Company. It was only when he was 
noticed hopping from one fire position to another further to the left, in order to support another Company, carrying his gun in one hand 
and supporting himself on a Guardsman with the other, that it was discovered he had been wounded. He refused to give up his Bren 
gun, claiming that he was the only one who understood that gun, and continued to fight all through that day with great courage, 
devotion to duty and disregard for his own safety. 

The magnificent gallantry of this N.C.O. on these two occasions, under heavy fire, his unfailing vigilance, and remarkable accuracy 
were responsible for saving many valuable lives during the days and nights in the forward positions. His actions also played a 
considerable part in holding these positions and this influenced the whole course of the battle. His rapid appreciation of the situation, 
his initiative and his extraordinary gallantry in attacking single-handed a massed body of the enemy and breaking up an attack on two 
occasions, was an achievement that can seldom have been equalled. His courage in fighting all day when wounded was an inspiration 
to all ranks.' 

Ashton was severely wounded and taken prisoner at Carroceto in the Anzio beachhead on 30 January 1944, and died in enemy hands 
on 2 February - he was just 23 years of age and today lies in the Beach Head War Cemetery at Anzio.

Sergeant J. F. Lewis, Royal Electrical Mechanical Engineers, late Royal Army Ordnance Corps, who, as a member of 
8th Armoured Brigade's workshop, regularly recovered tanks under fire

D.C.M. London Gazette 25 November 1943. The original recommendation - upgraded from an M.M. - states: 

'This Warrant Officer has, from the outset of the campaign, displayed outstanding devotion to duty and has never hesitated to carry out 
the recovery of all types of equipment including A.F.Vs in the face of the enemy. On many occasions he has taken recovery vehicles 
under shell and mortar fire to disabled tanks and vehicles and by his skill and coolness under fire has organised and supervised their 
immediate recovery. 

On the night 22-23 April 1943, he supervised the recovery of six tanks and one Scorpion under direct shell fire from the minefields to 
the North of the Takrouna feature near Enfidaville. 

On the night 23-24 April 1943, he again recovered two tanks from the same minefield as the previous night and also 2 more tanks from 
the west of Takrouna. 

On the night 24-25 April 1943, he supervised the recovery of two tanks from the North-West of Takrouna and personally went on 
hands and knees to investigate another tank under shell fire so intense that no vehicle could get near to it. To do this he had to cross a 
field known to contain booby traps and mines. Several subsequent attempts were made to recover this one remaining disabled tank and 
finally on 14 May 1943 he succeeded in doing this under shell fire, first of all taking welding equipment to the tank to cut away very 
badly jammed tracks which had rendered previous recovery impossible. 

These are but a few examples of the outstanding initiative shown by this Warrant Officer which have proved a fine example and 
inspiration to all ranks who have worked with him in his recovery section.' 
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A rare Second World War Italy armoured operations D.C.M. group of six awarded to Sergeant H. Moore, 10th Royal 
Hussars, who was decorated for taking out a Panzer Mk. IV Special at 15 yards range, thereby saving a vital 
bridgehead on the Cosina during the advance on Faenza in November 1944

D.C.M. London Gazette 10 May 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award - upgraded from an M.M. - states: 

'On the morning of 23 November 1944, near St. Lucia, Sergeant Moore was commanding a tank supporting the Infantry Battalion 
which had crossed the river Cosina during the night. The Infantry had captured intact the only remaining bridge over the river, and 
were holding a very small bridgehead beyond it. 

It was vital for the success of the operations of the whole Division that this bridge be held. The enemy realised this and made every 
effort to recapture and destroy the bridge. Sergeant Moore got his tank across the bridge just before first light. He pushed forward in the 
most determined way in the half-light, and in conditions which confined his movement to the roads, which he knew would be covered 
by anti-tank fire. By his determination and disregard for danger he advanced several hundred yards and thus enabled the infantry to 
enlarge the all-important bridgehead. 

Enemy defensive fire by guns, mortars and nebel-werfers was very heavy, and eventually forced the Infantry to withdraw a short 
distance. Undaunted by this, and by the fact that his vision and field of fire were very greatly impeded by houses and the close nature 
of the country, Sergeant Moore held his ground. Although he knew that enemy snipers and bazooka men might well be stalking him he 
dismounted from his tank and went into the upstairs window of a house to get observation. From there he spotted the enemy Tiger tank 
manoeuvring into position 400 yards from him. Whilst he was endeavouring to engage this another enemy tank appeared, approaching 
at a fast speed down the road. With the greatest coolness and speed he engaged this and knocked it out, thereby effectively blocking 
the road to other enemy tanks. As a result the enemy soon abandoned his counter-attack with tanks, and the remaining tanks 
withdrew. Twenty-one enemy infantry then surrendered to Sergeant Moore, some of them from positions in his rear. 

This N.C.O. showed the most outstanding skill and initiative in very awkward conditions, and by remaining in his most advanced 
position alone he stemmed the enemy counter-attack in this vital sector. His coolness and example were a magnificent encouragement 
to the infantry he was supporting and probably was decisive in enabling the bridgehead to be held/ 

Horace Moore was born in West Bromwich in 1914 and enlisted in the 10th Hussars in the early 1930s. Embarked for the Middle East 
November 1941, he was present in Operation "Crusader" and at the battles of Alam Haifa and El Alamein. But it was for his gallant 
deeds in Italy that he was awarded the D.C.M., an incident summarised in the following terms in Dawnay's The 10th Royal Hussars in 
the Second World War 1939-45 : 

There had been a certain amount of armour-piercing shot flying about in the 2nd Troop's area from a Tiger tank. It was now confirmed 
by an air observation post that an enemy tank was heading for the little bridgehead on the left. This turned out not to be the Tiger but a 
Mark IV Special, which Sergeant Moore of the 1st Troop, quickly destroyed at about fifteen yards' range. For this and his other actions 
in this bridgehead he was subsequently awarded a well-merited Distinguished Conduct Medal.' 

Moore, who received his decoration at a Buckingham Palace investiture in March 1946, afterwards worked as a factory foreman in the 
Birmingham area, and died, aged 94 years, in November 2008; sold with a local newspaper cutting. 
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A fine Second World War Normandy operations D.C.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant A. G. Dix, Royal 
Warwickshire Regiment, who, in a classic battle of the Bocage, refused to be evacuated when seriously wounded

D.C.M. London Gazette 21 December 1944. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'During an action at Butte de Chene, which lasted continuously from the evening of 29 July to the morning of 1 August 1944, Sergeant 
Dix was a Platoon Commander of 'B' Company, 1 /7th Battalion, Royal Warwickshire Regiment. This Company had been ordered to 
capture and hold the Butte de Chene feature. The enemy position was found to be very strongly held by infantry who were protected by 
artillery and mortars and whose positions were heavily protected by 'S' mines laid, in depth, along hedgerows. 

Sergeant Dix's platoon, although suffering many casualties, captured its own objective, but only through Sergeant Dix's inspiring 
leadership, courage and disregard for his own safety. Sergeant Dix was severely wounded in the back and shoulders during the last 
stages of the attack, but remained in command of his platoon. 

During the short period of daylight left, Sergeant Dix rapidly set about reorganising and consolidating his position, a task which he 
carried out without the assistance of his Company Commander who had been badly wounded. This task, already made difficult by 
many 'S' mines in the area, was successfully carried out despite the enemy's heavy and continuous counter-fire with both mortars and 
Spandaus which continued throughout the night. 

Throughout 30 July Sergeant Dix's platoon was subjected to intensive enemy fire both from small arms and mortars and further 
casualties were suffered but Sergeant Dix by his frequent visits to his sections kept up the morale and fighting spirit of the remains of his 
platoon. During the night 30-31 July the new Company Commander took over 'B' Company and, noticing that Sergeant Dix was badly 
wounded, gave orders for him to be evacuated. Sergeant Dix, however, refused medical aid saying that his 'men needed his presence 
in order to maintain the efficiency of the platoon as a fighting body as the devastating fire of the enemy tended to a certain extent to 
unnerve them.' 


Sergeant Dix, therefore, remained with his platoon, which during the night beat off further counter-attacks by enemy infantry who had 
close heavy mortar and Spandau support. It was not until 1 August, when the enemy had failed to dislodge his platoon, and the 
situation was quieter, that Sergeant Dix allowed himself to be evacuated. 

There is no doubt, whatsoever, that the courage, gallantry and high standard of leadership displayed by Sergeant Dix, coupled with his 
total disregard for his wounds and personal safety, resulted in this key portion of the battalion objective being captured and firmly held 
in our hands.' 


Arthur George Dix, who was from Shipton in the Cotswolds, joined the Royal Warwickshire Regiment around the outbreak of 
hostilities in 1939. Sometime thereafter posted to the 1 /7th Battalion, he was awarded his D.C.M. during his unit's advance on Caen, 
the regimental history stating of the fighting that took place between 29 July and 1 August 1944: 

'Accordingly, next afternoon, on 29 July, the 1 /7th made a limited advance, with two squadrons of Churchill tanks in support and an 
artillery programme, to clear up suspected enemy localities in the Butte du Chene area.The attack was attended by a series of grievous 
mis-chances. In the first place, it proved extraordinarily difficult to keep direction and to maintain communications. In the second 
place, the enemy laid down a deadly carpet of mortar and shell-fire, affecting the forward companies and rear troops alike. Thirdly, the 
forward companies (B on the right, A on the left) were pinned by fire 400 yards short of their objective. Major Hancock (who had been 
awarded the MC for his part in the Landet Spur battle) and Captain Manton, commanding B and A Companies respectively, were both 
wounded. And, fourth, mines were encountered, in far greater profusion than anyone had anticipated.The personnel of one section of 
carriers sent forward to assist the rifle companies became casualties on dismounting into an area sown with S-mines. And then in the 
late evening, when D Company was ordered to come forward and establish itself south of Etregy, the party ran unsuspectingly into 
another area of S-mines. There were several casualties; and, by the worst blow of all, the Company Commander, Captain Bushill, was 
killed. 

Meanwhile, however, B and A Companies had struggled on to their objectives. Much was owed here to Lieutenant D. E. Hosker, who 
was awarded the M.C. for his energetic and resourceful leadership of B Company after Major Hancock was wounded. Like other units 
in Normandy, the 1 /7th was experiencing an acute shortage of officers. On arriving from England at this juncture, with the Battalion's 
rear-party, Captain R. A. Purnell was put in command of A Company, to which he had belonged. But on the morning of 30 July, A 
Company was counter-attacked, Captain Purnell, was wounded, and his men fell back upon C Company in their rear. 

Here, almost on top of the Battalion command post, they were joined with C Company, all under the leadership of Captain Soole. Not 
until the next day, 31 July, was Battalion H.Q. able to move back a little. All through 30 July the crump of enemy mortaring was heard 
around the position. Though everyone dug in, several more men became casualties, and movement of any kind was extremely risky. A 
Major of the King's Regiment, sent by the Brigadier to help, took command of B Company, but in less than an hour had been wounded 
by mortaring. Where so few officers were left, the good N.C.Os who were left played an outstanding part. Sergeant A. G. Dix insisted 
on remaining with his platoon for three days after being hit in the back by mortar-fire. This splendid example of devotion to duty 
brought him the D.C.M.' 

Dix's D.C.M. was approved by Montgomery.

D.C.M. London Gazette 1 March 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On the night of 10 September 1944, Lance-Sergeant Helliwell was commanding the leading section of a platoon detailed to capture 
the De Groote Barrier over the Meuse-Escaut Canal, in co-operation with a troop of tanks. This N.C.O. led his section with a 
magnificent dash across this bridge which was swept with three 88mm. anti-tank guns and Spandaus, the bridge itself having been 
prepared by the enemy for demolition. He, himself, was wounded during the assault but did not allow this to interfere with the 
execution of his duty to establish a firing point to secure the bridge against a German counter-attack. This N.C.O's great bravery and 
the splendid example he set to the men under his command cannot be spoken of too highly.' 


Frederick Halliwell was born in Yorkshire in January 1921 and enlisted in the Irish Guards in May 1939. Posted to the 3rd Battalion in 
October 1941, he first saw action after landing in Normandy in late June 1944 and, more especially, with the Arnhem Relief Column 
under Lieutenant-General Sir Brian Horrocks of XXX Corps. 

As for his D.C.M.-winning exploits on 10 September 1944, it would appear the bridge he captured was renamed "Joe's Bridge" in 
honour of one of XXX Corps' more colourful characters, Lieutenant-Colonel J. O. E. Vandeleur, the six foot devil-may-care commander 
of the Irish Guards Armoured Group. Be that as it may, the wound in his left arm was sufficiently serious to cause his evacuation to the 
U.K. 48 hours later. 

He saw no further action, though he appears to have attended a a Platoon Weapons Course with the S.A.S. in the summer of 1945 
(accompanying copied service record refers). Presented with his D.C.M. by the King in November of the same year, he was finally 
placed on the Regular Army Reserve in May 1946. 
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'His sense of duty was of the highest order and his loyalty to his colleagues, superiors and subordinates alike was 
something to be experienced to be believed. He was a great man. I personally will miss Inspector O'Donnell terribly and 
I can pay no greater tribute than that expressed to me by a well-known criminal\ who said, "Jim O'Donnell was fair in all 
things." ' 

Deputy Chief Constable J. M. Rodgers 

The unique Q.P.M. for Gallantry, Second World War M.M. and Bar group of four awarded to Detective Inspector J. 
O'Donnell, County Borough of Blackburn Police, late Irish Guards: the only Irish Guardsman so honoured in the last 
War - for bravery in the Hook of Holland in May 1940, when wounded and captured, and his persistent escape 
activity thereafter - he won a posthumous Q.P.M. for Gallantry for attempting to disarm a maniac who had shot his 
wife dead and wounded another policeman in December 1958

Q.P.M. London Gazette 14 August 1959: 

The Queen has been pleased to award the Queen's Police Medal for Gallantry to 
the late Inspector James O'Donnell of the Blackburn Borough Police.' 

Police Gallantry , by J. Peter Farmery, states: 

'On 12 December 1958, a taxi-driver drove to police headquarters and reported 
that he had seen a man, soon identified as Henry King, standing in Brewery 
Road, Blackburn holding a shotgun. Constables Halliwell, Colvill and Riley 
immediately went to the scene, and entered the house. There were several 
persons present, including King, who was holding a shotgun. As Constable 
Colvill approached, King fired the shotgun without warning, hitting the Constable 
in the groin. Constables Riley and Halliwell immediately dragged their injured 
colleague out of the kitchen and into the front room. 

Soon afterwards Detective Inspector O'Donnell and Inspector Harrison arrived, 
and went into the kitchen and started talking to the man with the gun. Inspector 
O'Donnell persuaded the man, whom he had arrested before, and therefore 
knew him as Henry King a local small time criminal, to let him into the back 
room. There he found King standing over his wife, whom he had already shot 
dead. King said that he wanted to make a statement, and Inspector O'Donnell 
said that he would write it down. However King became very agitated when he 
could not see the Inspector writing anything, and as Inspector O'Donnell turned 
to speak to him, King suddenly fired a shot without warning, hitting Inspector 
O'Donnell in the chest. Inspector Harrison and Constable Halliwell took their 
fatally wounded colleague out of the room, and he was removed to hospital 
where he later died.' 


M.M. London Gazette 21 February 1946: 

'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in the Field.' 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 6 June 1946. The original recommendation states: 

'O'Donnell was captured at The Hague on 15 May 1940, and spent the greater part of his imprisonment in Poland. 

He was wounded and in hospital at the time of his capture, but unsuccessfully tried to evade the Germans through the American 
Legation. 

After a short period in hospital he was sent to Thorn where he escaped in August 1940 by posing as a member of a working party. He 
was recaptured the next day. 

In February 1942 he allowed himself to be caught out of bounds so that he should be sent to a working party for punishment. He was 
sent to a farm but his preparations were noticed and he was returned to the Stalag. 

During August 1942 he slipped away from his guard when working outside the camp and started walking to Warsaw disguised as a 
Pole. After four days he was recaptured. 
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In February 1943 he climbed the wall at Fort 13 but was quickly recaptured. 

By May of the same year he had again obtained a passport, clothing and money. He hid close to the main gate, and when it was dark, 
climbed over the wall and railings. He caught a train for Danzig but the forged passport did not satisfy an official on the train. 

O'Donnell was then confined indefinitely in Fort 16 but managed to find Poles who were prepared to help him. 

He escaped in November 1943 by bluffing the guard and spent the next ten days in Thorn trying to obtain a satisfactory passport. He 
was recognised and recaptured by a Gestapo official who had caught him on a previous attempt. At this stage O'Donnell was 
guaranteed his passage to England if he agreed to collaborate with the Germans for six months. 

By February 1944 he was ready for another escape. He and one companion hid in a load of Red Cross boxes which were being sent to 
a Stalag nearby. With the help of a Pole, they were hidden in a room attached to the German Officers' Mess but, having failed to obtain 
forged papers, they decided to travel by train to Gotenhafen. They were discovered near Marienburg. 

When clothing was being moved from Fort 15 to Thorn in May 1944, O'Donnell hid in one of the sacks and escaped. He put up in a 
working camp so that he could forge papers and then set out for Danzig on foot. He was recaptured several days later. 

Later that year, the camp were under orders to move and he managed to pass into the German compound and climb over the perimeter 
wire. On this occasion he was free for four days. 

Whilst on the march in April 1945, he escaped from the column and joined our troops in Bergen.' 

James O'Donnell was born in the parish of St. Mary's, Bolton, Lancashire, in April 1911, and enlisted in the Irish Guards in September 
1929. However, in September 1932, he transferred to Army Reserve, having opted for a new career in Blackburn Police. 

Double M.M. 

Recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, he was advanced to Lance-Sergeant and accompanied a composite battalion 
of the 2nd Irish Guards to the Hook of Holland in May 1940, where, among other duties, the Battalion oversaw the evacuation of the 
Dutch royal family. But, as described in The History of the Irish Guards in the Second World War, by Major D. J. L. Fitzgerald, M.C., 
the Germans were fast approaching: 

'It was the first heavy air raid on the Battalion in the area. Flights of bombers roared over the village, bombing and machine-gunning. 
The Battalion had been expecting this all day, but they could offer no effective opposition. The anti-aircraft gun posts came into action 
at once. They were necessarily in very exposed positions, but they fired continuously throughout the raid. Lance-Sergeant J. 
O'Donnell's A./A. post was particularly exposed, but he stood to his gun, pumping a steady stream of tracer, till he collapsed badly 
wounded by machine-gun bullets ... This air-raid killed seven Guardsmen and wounded twenty-three. Three of the casualties were 
wounded some distance from the R.A.P. [including O'Donnell]. A local doctor treated them and then, with the best intentions, drove 
them to hospital in The Hague, where, unfortunately, the Germans collected them.' 

His bravery on this occasion resulted in the award of the M.M., while his remarkable tally of subsequent escape attempts - as cited 
above - resulted in a Second Award Bar.

Posthumous Q.P.M.. - gunned down in cold blood 

Returning to the U.K. from Bergen on 23 April 1945, he was placed back on the Army Reserve and, after further medical treatment, 
rejoined the Blackburn Police, and, by the time of his part in "The Brewery Street Siege" in December 1958, he was serving as a 
Detective Inspector and Head of C.I.D. 

The following extract, taken from Blackburn Police records, describes events after O'Donnell entered Henry King's House: 

'A short time after Inspector O'Donnell entered the room mention was made by King that he would make a statement, whereupon the 
Detective Inspector took out his notebook and a pencil. He held the notebook in his left hand and the pencil in his right hand. In order 
to pacify King he agreed to write down any statement which he cared to make. King spoke in an incoherent manner, saying something 
about Inspector O'Donnell was not writing. O'Donnell then turned in his direction and without the slightest warning or provocation 
King raised the gun and shot O'Donnell in the lower chest. He then pointed the gun at Inspector Harrison, who jumped through the 
open doorway into the front room and took up a heavy dining chair to defend himself. 

At this time Inspector O'Donnell was shuffling on his buttocks through the doorway into the front room. He was obviously badly hurt 
and in great pain. He was taken from the house by Inspector Harrison and rushed to the Blackpool Royal Infirmary where an 
emergency operation was performed on a gun shot wound in the left side of the lower part of his chest, and for severe lacerations to the 
large and small intestines. During the afternoon of that day Inspector O'Connell's condition deteriorated, and despite a further 
emergency operation which was carried out he died at about 11.45 p.m. A post-mortem examination revealed the cause of death to be 
shock and haemorrhage from a gunshot wound to the lower left chest and abdomen. 
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Following the removal of Inspector O'Donnell from the scene, King refused to leave the house and threatened to shoot anyone who 
entered. 

Despite repeated requests to King to leave the kitchen he refused to do so and it became necessary to take positive action to bring him 
out. A police dog was called to the scene and tear gas bombs were obtained from the military barracks at Fulwood, Preston. Shortly 
after 2.15 a.m. tear gas bombs were thrown into the kitchen through the window and immediately afterwards the report of a shotgun 
inside the house was heard. The police dog, accompanied by Police Officers, then entered the house and on going into the kitchen 
found King, who was suffering from a minor gunshot wound to the left side of his chest and his left arm. Mrs. King was lying on the 
floor in front of the fireplace and was apparently dead. 

King was taken to Blackburn Royal Infirmary and detained for treatment to his injuries. Three days later he was discharged from 
hospital and appeared before the Magistrates on charges of (i) the murder of his wife, (ii) the murder of Detective Inspector James 
O'Donnell, and (iii) the attempted murder of Constable John Col vi 11. He was committed for trial at Assizes.' 

As it transpired, King was convicted of manslaughter and sentenced to life imprisonment. 

In addition to O'Donnell's posthumous Q.P.M., which his widow received from Prince Phillip at Buckingham Palace, the following 
were awarded the Queens Commendation for Gallantry: Inspector Jack Harrison; Constable Peter H a 11 i we 11; Constable Jack Colvill and 
Constable Jack Riley (London Gazette 14 August 1959 refers). 

For his own part, the gallant O'Donnell is commemorated on a special plaque at Blackburn Police Station and by the "O'Donnell 
Trophy", a rarely issued but much coveted award for bravery; sold with a box file of substantial research. 
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A fine Second World War Italy operations M.M. and Bar group of five awarded to Lance-Corporal W. F. Cull, Royal 
West Kent Regiment, whose gallantry as a stretcher bearer saved many lives: 'during relatively few months of fighting 
he has shown such valour and devotion to duty as I have rarely witnessed before' - his C.O. in a letter to the 
recipient's parents

130 Military Medals and just the one Second Award Bar were awarded to 
members of the Royal West Kent Regiment during the 1939-45 War. 

M.M. London Gazette 7 December 1944. The original recommendation for an 
immediate award states: 

'On the night 22-23 June 1944, the forward platoon of 'B' Company was heavily 
shelled, and a message came back reporting 15 casualties. Private Cull, a 
company stretcher bearer, already extremely tired after a very hard day's fighting, 
immediately set out to find the casualties and had to go a distance of half a mile 
under heavy enemy shell and mortar fire, to the platoon area. He then personally 
dressed the wounds of all the casualties, and, working alone, arranged for their 
speedy evacuation. When he had dealt with the wounded he returned to assist in 
salvaging equipment left behind by the wounded men. The R.M.O. reported that 
all the dressings were of a very high standard - a brilliant effort since Private Cull 
worked throughout this period in the dark. His initiative, bravery and skill 
undoubtedly saved the lives of several of these casualties, and his cool disregard 
of personal danger was a splendid example to the company. 

On 25 June 1944, 'B' Company were again under very heavy shellfire, and again 
with complete disregard for his personal safety Private Cull attended the 
wounded and encouraged those who were badly shaken. In this work he 
continued for twelve hours.' 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 12 April 1945. The original recommendation - for an immediate award of the D.C.M. - states: 

'Lance-Corporal Cull is a stretcher bearer in 'B' Company. On the night 24-25 October 1944 the Company made an attack on the 
Casetta feature. The rear platoon ran into a minefield just short of the objective. Lance-Corporal Cull immediately entered the mined 
area and proceeded to attend to the many casualties regardless of the mines surrounding them. With great gallantry he then evacuated 
the casualties from the mined area. An escort party bringing back prisoners of war ran into more mines, blowing themselves up. Lance- 
Corporal Cull entered this mined area and successfully reached the casualties whom he evacuated under heavy mortar and shell fire. 
The Company Commander, moving back to meet his C.O., was wounded on the minefield and Lance-Corporal Cull managed to get to 
him and dress his wounds. He then stayed with him under fire, since he could not be moved, until he died. Lance-Corporal Cull then 
moved to the forward platoon and was himself blown up but not wounded. Although badly shaken he refused evacuation and went on 
to deal with casualties in the forward position. 

These consecutive acts of gallantry were carried out in the dark, single handed and under intense shellfire and mortar fire. Lance- 
Corporal Cull working ceaselessly, with calm efficiency attended the wounded at the same time showing an extremely high morale to 
all the company as he went about his work. He was undoubtedly responsible, by virtue of his gallantry and efficiency, for saving the 
lives of many of the wounded. The high standard of his work throughout this period had an inestimable bearing on the confidence and 
morale of his company.' 



William Frederick Cull, who was from Addlestone, Surrey, was serving in the 6th Battalion, Royal West Kents at the time of the above 
cited deeds.

M.M. London Gazette 8 July 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'On 28 February 1943, part of 'A' Squadron were returning to take up their position at first light in the area 3247 (Tunisia, Sheet 4), 
when Major W. H. Ketchell's tank was hit through the turret at close range. The Operator and gunner were killed and Major Ketchell 
seriously wounded. 

Trooper Johnston and Lance-Corporal Moriarty, the two drivers, immediately jumped out of the tank and succeeded in rescuing their 
Squadron Leader from the turret and carrying him to safety. This action was performed under considerable M.G. fire and in full view of 
the enemy who were approximately 300 yards away. They undoubtedly saved the life of Major Ketchell as his tank was subsequently 
set on fire and totally destroyed by enemy fire. Their conduct was most inspiring to their comrades/ 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 23 September 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'On the afternoon of 22 April 1943, Captain MacKean, 'A' Squadron Reconnaissance Officer, was commanding a troop when his tank 
hit a mine at 593432. Trooper Johnston got down and in spite of M.G. fire made a full investigation and report. The suspected M.G. 
position was then engaged and many attempts were made to restart work. Eventually the W. Gunners surrendered. Trooper Johnston 
then proceeded to work on the track in the middle of a German minefield and after doing the final work in the dark it was mended by 
2130 hours. The tank was then driven out of the minefield but broke down again 300 yards further on with final drive trouble. Trooper 
Johnston again gave every possible assistance to prepare the tank for fitters by breaking the track and stripping down as much as 
possible. The work was carried out under shell fire and on the following morning under long range M.G. fire. Trooper Johnston 
displayed throughout the utmost coolness while under fire and by his devotion to duty and skill he helped very materially to get the 
tank back into harbour by 26 April. Trooper Johnston had no thought for his personal safety and his only aim was to help to recover his 
tank at all costs. His conduct was exemplary in every way. 

Trooper Johnston was recommended by me for the M.M. on 9 March 1943 for evacuating under fire his Squadron Leader out of a tank 
that had been hit by an 88mm. anti-tank gun. Up to the present this award has not been granted and I would like this second 
recommendation to be taken in conjunction with the first if it has been turned down.' 


Samuel Johnson arrived in North Africa with the North Irish Horse, Royal Armoured Corps (R.A.C.), towards the end of the desert 
campaign in February 1943 and, remarkably, won a brace of M.Ms over the next eight weeks, the latter during the celebrated tank 
action at Longstop Hill. 

And he would have witnessed a good deal more action following the regiment's arrival in Italy in January 1944, commencing with the 
assault on the Hitler Line near Cassino. In this battle, the North Irish Horse, still equipped with Churchill tanks, faced one of the 
strongest defensive lines ever constructed, but, aided by the gallant 1st Canadian Infantry Brigade, the line was taken after some of the 
bitterest fighting on record, the regiment losing 35 tanks in the process: by way of recognition, The Canadian C.-in-C. awarded the 
North Irish the unique distinction of wearing the Maple Leaf; see The North Irish Battle Report - North Africa - Italy 1943-45 (W. & G. 
Baird, Belfast, 1946) for full details, a copy of which is included. 
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A fine Second World War North Africa operations M.M. group of six awarded to Warrant Officer Class II R. H. Little, 
Scots Guards, who was decorated for his courage in the famous Sidi Rezegh action of December 1941: he was killed 
in action near Monte Cassino in November 1943

M.M. London Gazette 24 February 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'At Sidi Rezegh on 5 December 1941, the German Army was in retreat under constant shell fire. The Platoon to which Lance-Corporal 
Little belongs was ordered to the O.P. area for possible mopping up operations. A large body of Infantry was seen marching away 
towards Italian defended positions - these were eventually identified as captured New Zealanders under escort. A party which included 
Lance-Corporal Little went out after them, routed the escort, and bought back some 200-300 New Zealanders on foot and in trucks. 
There were several seriously wounded still to be collected. It was late afternoon, there was little daylight left, and there was much 
enemy M.T. movement in the area. Lance-Corporal Little volunteered to go with his truck. He went off and with another vehicle, was 
away for IV 2 hours, returning with eight wounded men. The party had been subjected to heavy M.G. fire, and had had to lie low while 
enemy M.T. passed close to them. An officer has said that "throughout the enterprise Lance-Corporal Little's example was magnificent - 
his determination to save the wounded men and his disregard for his personal safety were beyond praise." ' 


Robert Herbert Little was born in Carlisle, Cumberland, in December 1918 and enlisted in the Scots Guards in April 1938. Posted to 
the 2nd Battalion, he was embarked for Egypt in November 1938, where he was still serving on the outbreak of hostilities. 
Subsequently decorated for his gallant deeds at Sidi Rezegh in early December 1941, he served in Syria from September 1942 until 
February 1943, and landed with his Battalion - as a Company Sergeant-Major in 'G' Company - at Salerno, Italy, in mid-September 
1943. Sadly, however, as stated above, he was killed while directing a burial party on 12 November. The son of Stephen and Elizabeth 
Little of Crosby, Isle of Man, he was 24 years of age and is buried Cassino War Cemetery. 
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A fine Second World War North Africa operations M.M. group of eight awarded to Warrant Officer Class 2 E. Lawrie, 
Royal Tank Regiment, who remained in action after losing three finger tips

M.M. London Gazette 18 February 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'Whilst assisting in the break through from the Gazala Line with 50 Division on 15 June 1942, Sergeant Lawrie displayed great coolness 
and determination in the face of enemy fire. He led a large column of 'B' vehicles right through the enemy lines west of the Gazala 
Line and was heavily shelled most of the way. These vehicles, except those completely destroyed by shellfire, all eventually reached 
the Egyptian Frontier. 

And again in the attack on Bardia on 31 December 1941, Sergeant Lawrie's tank was hit in the suspension as it crossed the anti-tank 
ditch and was badly damaged. The shock of the hit caused the flaps to fall on his fingers, taking away the tops of three of them. 
Sergeant Lawrie bound his fingers up and remained in action all day and refused to be relieved. He fired his guns and rendered great 
assistance to his Troop Commander, and kept his damaged tank going for a period of 16 hours, at the end of which time it had to be 
towed out. He was in great pain during the whole of this time but refused to be relieved. This N.C.O., by his fine example and great 
devotion to duty throughout all operations in the of summer of 1942, and in November 1941, is thoroughly deserving of a decoration.' 

Eric Lawrie was serving in the 8th Battalion, Royal Tank Regiment, at the time of the above cited deeds.

M.M. London Gazette 24 September 1942. The original recommendation states: 

This N.C.O. was one of a section operating in front of the guns of a Jock Column in the area of Bir Hamsa, when the position was 
overrun on 25 June 1942, and he and many of the column were made prisoners. For three days he travelled without food until arrival 
in Tobruk on 28 June where he remained until 6 July. 

Determined to escape, he and two O.Rs of the South African Forces, feigned dysentery, and succeeded in remaining in Tobruk when 
the rest of the British prisoner personnel were evacuated. These men attempted to escape on night of 6 July but failed owing to the 
activity of the R.A.F. They succeeded, however, the following night, and after five or six days trekking across the desert, reached Fort 
Capuzzo where they fell in with some Senussi who provided them with food. 

Continuing their journey these men were unlucky in being discovered by Italians who again made them prisoners and conducted them 
via Mersa Matruh to Sidi Barrani. Here he and several other additional prisoners, who had fallen into the hands of the enemy, were sent 
back under the escort of four Italians to Tobruk. On the first night, after having stopped for food near Kilo 45, the party, now twelve 
strong, overpowered their guards and forced the Italian driver of one lorry to drive them up Halfaya Pass in an attempt to reach Siwa. 
Owing to shortage of oil and loss of direction by night the party decided to give up the attempt to make Siwa, and headed north to the 
coast road, where after a further two days of travelling they fell in with a British patrol, and were rescued. 

By his grim determination not to remain in enemy hands and his ability to carry on without food and with little water, over a period of 
several days trekking in the desert, this N.C.O. has proved himself to be a very efficient soldier and leader, and has set a fine example 
of coolness and determination to all his comrades.' 

James McGarvey was serving in the 2nd Battalion, Highland Light Infantry at the time of the above deeds. 
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A fine Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of seven awarded to Lance-Corporal J. R. Mountford, 
Coldstream Guards, who was decorated for his gallantry manning a hideout in the Salerno sector - while enemy 
armoured cars past within three yards of him: he was severely wounded by gunshots to his neck and right leg a week 
later and again, after returning to duty, in an air raid in June 1944

M.M. London Gazette 27 January 1946. The original recommendation states: 

'On 14 September 1943 this N.C.O's Company was holding a position near Battipaglia. That night the Company on his right was 
heavily attacked by tanks and infantry. Lance-Corporal Mountford had from first light been manning a listening post well forward of the 
Battalion's Forward Defended Localities (F.D.Ls) and in a position which happened to be the line of approach for the enemy tanks and 
the forming up area of the enemy infantry. From this position he gave warning by telephone of the impending attack and thereafter, 
when the attack had commenced, remained reporting invaluable information with tanks and infantry moving within a few yards of his 
post. When his position appeared no longer tenable he was ordered to withdraw. This he did bringing back with him his telephone. An 
hour later, when the battle on the immediate flank of his platoon was at its height he volunteered again to go forward to his previous 
position. With intense small arms fire from both sides flying in every direction he again went forward and continued to report the 
movements of the enemy around him. Flere he remained throughout the night in spite of enemy armoured cars passing within three 
yards of his hideout. Throughout the whole of the action this N.C.O. set a fine example of determination and cheerfulness of the 
highest order.' 


John Richard Mountford was born in Birmingham in August 191 7 and, standing at a little over 6 feet, made the perfect recruit for the 
Coldstream Guards in April 1936. Posted to the 3rd Battalion, he served out in Palestine prior to the outbreak of hostilities in September 
1939, and afterwards in North Africa where, in 1943 alone, he suffered 13 attacks of malaria. 

Nonetheless, he was present when the 3rd Battalion landed at Salerno on 9 September and quickly distinguished himself for the above 
cited deeds near Battipaglia on the 14th. But, as referred to above, he was seriously wounded by multiple gunshots a week later, as a 
result of which he was evacuated to to an American hospital via Field Ambulances and a Casualty Clearing Station. Fie appears to have 
returned to active service at the end of the year and, as verified by an accompanying typed statement of services, he was again 
wounded in late June 1944, this time in an air raid. Mountford was finally discharged to the Reserve in January 1946. 
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An outstanding Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of five awarded to Lance-Corporal J. O'Connor, 
Grenadier Guards, who rushed an enemy machine-gun post with his Tommy gun, holding his fire until just four yards 
off - three of the enemy were killed outright, another wounded, and the remainder 'ran screaming away'

M.M. London Gazette 8 February 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

On 5 September 1944, in a daylight patrol on M. Pomino, Lance-Corporal O'Connor was ordered to take his section round an enemy 
M.G. post in order to bring fire to bear a flank. On the way the section had to cross a piece of open ground which was being sprayed 
with enemy M.G. bullets. Lance-Corporal O'Connor skilfully manoeuvred his section across this without loss and managed to place 
himself between the enemy M.G post and their main positions. He then, on his own initiative and without orders from the patrol 
leader, rushed in single handed on the enemy post in which there were seven Germans. He held his fire until four yards off and then 
emptied his Tommy-gun magazine into the enemy, killing three, wounding one. The remaining four ran screaming away. Although the 
object of the patrol, which had been to dominate the ridge by offensive patrolling, had been achieved, Lance-Corporal O'Connor led 
his section at a further post on the reverse slope of the hill and succeeded in wounding at least two Germans with fire. During this 
episode, Lance-Corporal O'Connor's complete disregard for his own personal safety was an example to all and was largely responsible 
for the success of the patrol. 

In active operations since June 1944 this Lance-Corporal has always shown outstanding courage in every engagement but his acts of 
bravery have not as yet been given recognition. I recommend Lance-Corporal O'Connor for the immediate award of the M.M.' 


James O'Connor was born at Hulme, Manchester, in January 1915 and enlisted in the Grenadiers in May 1935. Clearly a bit of a 
colourful character, he was twice convicted by the Civil Powers in Manchester - once in December 1941 and again in August 1942 - 
activities that appear to have resulted in his transfer to the Reserve. In September 1943, however, he joined the British North Africa 
Force as a member of the 3rd Battalion, Grenadiers, in which capacity he was actively engaged in the Italy campaign, winning a 
memorable M.M. for the above cited deeds at Pomino, near Florence in September 1944. 

Returning home in August 1945, he was discharged in September 1946, a notation on his service record stating that he appeared at the 
Salford Hundred Quarter Sessions, Bolton, in January 1949; sold with the recipient's original Buckingham Palace M.M. forwarding 
letter, together with two letters to his mother from the Grenadiers London H.Q., dated 9 February and 20 September 1945. 
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An outstanding Second World War D-Day M.M. group of six awarded to Signalman A. M. McGregor, Royal Corps of 
Signals, attached 1st Special Service Brigade Signal Troop: landing with the first wave on Gold Beach, he took 'two 
shrapnel wounds in the head, three bullet wounds in the arm and a shrapnel wound in the leg' - but refused to be 
evacuated and continued to maintain vital wireless contact with the Commandos

M.M. London Gazette 31 August 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'During the landing of Advance H.Q. of the Brigade [on 6 June 1944], all signallers were wounded by mortar and M.G. fire, 50% being 
incapacitated. Signalman McGregor received two shrapnel wounds in the head, three bullet wounds in the arm, and a shrapnel wound 
in the leg. In spite of his wounds he continued to operate his set, and enabled essential information to be passed to the main body of 
Brigade which was still afloat. He refused all assistance, denying that he was seriously hurt, and continued to operate his set during the 
initial stages of the advance until he was unable to rise after taking cover from further mortar fire. It was only then that the seriousness 
of his wounds became apparent. His devotion to duty was largely responsible for communications being maintained at an extremely 
critical period of the operation.' 

Angus McKenzie McGregor, a member of the 1st Special Service Brigade's Signal Troop, landed ahead of the main body of his unit on 
"Queen Red" Gold Beach at 0750 hours, accompanied by his C.O., Captain J. R. Alexander, and three other signallers and, in common 
with the men of the East Yorkshires and the armour of the 13/18th Hussars, came under murderous fire. Notwithstanding his own 
multiple wounds, he remained on duty, as a result of which vital communications were maintained with No. 4 and No. 6 Commandos, 
the primary task of his Troop that day. An extremely rare immediate M.M. for D-Day

M.M. London Gazette 31 August 1944. The original recommendation - for a D.C.M. - states: 

'At Chateau D'Amfreville on 10 June 1944, the Troop to which this N.C.O. belongs was in support of another Troop holding a garden 
wall. This Troop suffered heavy casualties from the enemy's barrage and it's Troop Commander came back to the cellar where the 
supporting Troop was sheltering in perfect security. He asked for three men to fill up gaps in his line. Corporal Walsh immediately 
volunteered for this dangerous duty, setting a most valuable example to the young soldiers with him, at a time when they were 
reluctant to leave their companions without a lead. 

This N.C.O. previously distinguished himself by his courage at Vaagso on 27 December 1941, when he was wounded in the neck by a 
grenade but refused to be treated until next day because the medical staff were too busy. He was also recommended for his conduct at 
Termoli on 5 October 1943.' 

Edward "Mick" Walsh was born in at Redhills, in Co. Cavan, in July 1907, and enlisted in the Irish Guards at Belfast in March 1928. 
Transferred to the Army Reserve in March 1931, he was recalled by his regiment on the outbreak of hostilities and posted to the 1st 
Battalion, with whom, after surviving the bombing of his transport, he served in Norway from April to June 1940. 

Not long thereafter he became an early recruit to the cut-throat world of Commando operations, originally being posted to No. 8 
Commando, which, in October 1940, was amalgamated with No. 3 Commando to form the 4th Special Service Battalion. However, in 
the fullness of time, a newly established No. 3 Commando did in fact emerge as an independent force. 

And the Commando went on to participate in all the great raids of the War, including Dieppe, spearheaded the invasion of Sicily, 
fought through Italy, and landed in France on D-Day to link up with the Airborne: fortunately for posterity's sake, two of the best 
Commando memoirs of the 1939-45 War were written by ex-3 Commando Commanding Officers - Commando by Brigadier "Jock" 
Durnford Slater, D.S.O. and Bar, and Storm from the Sea by Brigadier Peter Young, D.S.O., M.C. and two Bars, in which Walsh 
receives due recognition. 
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Vaagso - December 1941 

No. 3 first went into action proper in the Vaagso raid in December 1941, in which, as stated, Walsh, as a member of No. 6 Troop, was 
wounded - by a grenade splinter in the head. Peter Young's takes up the story in Storm from the Sea : 

'No. 3 gun was surrounded by a low wall, perhaps two and a half feet high and fairly thick; behind this cover we paused for a moment 
to weigh up the situation. Ahead we could make out the outline of wooden huts looming through the smoke. Suddenly things began to 
happen. A little way to the right a grenade exploded, and almost simultaneously a German soldier appeared twenty yards away 
charging towards us - perhaps the leader of a counter-attack. I was glad I had got the men under cover ready to receive it. Kneeling 
inside the gun position, my rifle resting on the wall, I was able to shoot him. He screamed, spun round and fell. Sergeant Vincent and 
one of the Norwegian guides fired too. "If I'm killed today at least I take one of them with me," I said, a barbarous sentiment with 
which Sergeant Vincent was in full agreement. 

The grenade which we had heard just before this incident had caused our first casualty, Walsh, the Irish Guardsman. Connolly, now 
one of my Sergeants, saw two Germans in a small wooden hut about thirty yards away and ordered one of his men to throw a bomb at 
them. Walsh, who was a little deaf, had dashed forward at that moment and had been hit in the neck. The two Germans promptly 
surrendered and he escorted them back to the beach. He thought so little of his wound that when he was sent off to H.M.S. Kenya he 
did not report for treatment until the next day, since there were already many casualties whose condition he considered more serious 
than his own. It so happened that the wound had narrowly missed his jugular vein!' 

Vaagso was a bitterly contested battle, house-to-house and hand-to-hand combat being the order of the day. The enemy lost 120 men, 
with another 98 being taken P.O.W., while No. 3 Commando lost 17 men, with 53 wounded: as Durnford Slater put it, 'The battle of 
Vaagso had been won against a first-class opposition by the utter ruthlessness and complete professional competence of our officers 
and men'. 

Dieppe - August 1942 

Next up was Operation "Jubilee", the ill-fated Dieppe raid and, as it transpired, especially ill-fated for No. 3 Commando, who, as part 
of a flotilla known as "Group 5", ran into an enemy convoy long before even the coast hove into view. John Mellor's Dieppe Raid takes 
up the story: 

'Suddenly at 3.50 a.m. Group 5 was nakedly exposed in an artificial daylight created by star shells bursting overhead. About half a mile 
off the port bow, five motor vessels were approaching; they were escorted by two submarine chasers and a minesweeper. This was the 
German convoy en route from Boulogne to Dieppe that the British Admiralty had detected by radar. The tiny L.C.Ps were built entirely 
of wood, which afforded no protection whatsoever against bullets or shrapnel. They were capable of transporting 25 soldiers plus a 
naval crew of three. Their armament was a solitary Lewis gun, and their top speed was 9 knots. Obviously they had not been designed 
to fight a sea battle ... ' 

Indeed one N.C.O. later voiced the opinion that the L.C.Ps were so flimsy that 'a rifle bullet would go right through about ten of them'. 
And Peter Young's eye-witness account of the incident in Storm From the Sea leaves no doubt as to the ferocious nature of the 
"firefight" that ensued: 

'At 3.47 a.m., when we were still about an hour's run from the coast, a starshell went up on our port bow illuminating the group. 
Immediately a heavy fire was opened on us; 3 and 4-inch ack-ack guns and machine-guns poured a stream of shells and tracer into the 
flotilla, while further star shells lit up the sky. It was by far the most unpleasant moment of my life. Five enemy craft were converging on 
us. It seemed impossible that our wooden landing-craft could survive more than a few minutes. The tracer seemed to come swooping 
straight at us. In a few minutes we would be dead and there was absolutely nothing we could do about it. We crawled upon the face of 
the ocean, and always nearer to the deadly line of enemy ships. It was certainly very frightening - far more so than any land battle I 
ever saw before or since.' 

But for the extremely gallant actions of a Steam Gun Boat (S.G.B.) crew from Newhaven - from whence Group 5 had earlier set sail - it 
is likely a complete massacre would have ensued. But by means of drawing the enemy's fire, S.G.B 5 afforded the vulnerable L.C.Ps an 
opportunity to flee, albeit with consequent loss. John Mellor continues: 

'Group 5 had been decimated and scattered. Out of a total of 23 L.C.Ps that had set out of Newhaven, four did not reach the scene of 
the encounter due to engine trouble and had to return to England. Of the remaining 19, four were badly hit with most of their crews 
killed or wounded, so that they were forced to return to England. The remaining L.C.Ps split into several groups during the action. Five 
of them attached themselves to the Gunboat, determined to follow the leader; three others had closed with the flak-ship and were 
battling the German ships; the remaining seven veered away from the Group and proceeded on their own to the Yellow Beaches 
ahead.' 

Of these seven L.C.Ps, six eventually reached "Yellow 1" beach, and another "Yellow 2" beach. Here then a second hair-raising 
encounter with the enemy, for the latter was fully alerted, defences at the ready - namely machine-gun parties and riflemen on the cliff 
top. And the first man to go down as the "Eurekas" hit the beach was a Lieutenant-Commander, a rifle bullet hitting him between the 
eyes. Luckily for those who got ashore, M.L. 346 was lying off "Yellow 1" and lending valuable support, but it was soon apparent that 
the position was untenable, even though some of the Commandos and Rangers did manage to get inland, although whether Walsh was 
among them remains unknown. 

No. 3 Commando sustained 140 casualties at Dieppe, the brunt of those losses being borne by No. 5 and No. 6 Troops. 

Sicily -July 1943 

No. 3 Commando's opening raid on Sicily was made with the objective of destroying the coastal battery and defences near the town of 
Cassibile, thus allowing the vanguard of the 8th Army to land - a successful operation carried out on the night of 9-10 July 1943, but 
only after carrying out a frontal assault on the battery and much bitter fighting. Durnford Slater takes up the story: 

'Charlesworth sounded the Advance on his bugle, and we went in for the final assault. We came to barbed wire and blasted paths 
through it with bangalore torpedoes, long metal tubes filled with explosive. We dashed through the gaps firing from the hip ... Finally 
we used the bayonet. The Italians stuck it fairly well until near the end, replying to our fire with automatic weapons. When we had 
cleaned them up, we proceeded to blow up the guns. Some enthusiast, just in the spirit of clean fun, also decided to blow up the 
ammunition supply of the battery, about one thousand shells. It was a very loud bang. There was plenty of stuff flying and it was a very 
foolish action, but no one was hurt. The battery was blown up eighty-five minutes after landing.' 

The Commando was then re-embarked on the Prince Albert for its next task - the capture of the Punta dei Malati Bridge - Durnford 
Slater being given just a few hours notice of a plan that also involved a separate attack on another bridge at Primasole by the Airborne. 
Moreover, he was dubious about intelligence reporting 'some easily discouraged Italian toops' as the only opposition, for if the bridge 
was worth taking, it was equally worth defending - and he was right, his Commando eventually running into the 1st German Parachute 
Division after landing under fire several miles behind enemy lines at Agnone at 2200 hours on 13 July. First of all, however, operations 
at the bridge went well, the defenders being knocked out and the 350-strong Commando deployed in captured pill-boxes, surrounding 
orange groves and ravines. But, as Robin Neilland's The Raiders - The Army Commandos 1940-46 explains, elite German forces were 
on their way to do battle: 
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'Until dawn 3 Commando had a marvellous time, shooting up everything which came along, until the road approaches to the bridge 
were littered with overturned or burning vehicles, but their arrival had been detected and the Germans began to mortar their positions 
heavily and, never slow to react, soon brought up a Tiger tank, which began to flay the Commando positions with its 88mm. gun, while 
staying sensibly out of range of their only anti-tank weapon, the infantry PIAT. A party, sent to stalk the tank could not get close enough 
over the open ground, and German paratroopers were moving up to box in the troops, causing a steady stream of casualties. 

By 0430 hours, with no sign of 50th Division, the Commando position was becoming untenable. They had many wounded, their 
positions in the open valley could be overlooked and enfiladed, enemy infantry were arriving in ever increasing numbers and the tank 
kept rumbling about behind the ridges, appearing at regular intervals to put down more fire. The only thing missing was 50th Division, 
held up by the enemy at Lentini some miles away. Around 0500 hours, Durnford Slater gave the order to withdraw from the bridge in 
small parties, either to lie up in the hills until the Eighth Army finally arrived or, if possible, infiltrate back to their own lines. Widely 
deployed and still under tank fire, the Commando withdrew. They were forced to leave the wounded behind, to be captured by 
parachute troops from the 4th Brigade of the Hermann Goering 1st Parachute Division, who looked after them well - a kindness No. 3 
Commando was able to repay a few weeks later at Termoli/ 

And, as confirmed by Peter Young, the wounded were cared for by Walsh in a cave, with the assistance of a German doctor, for, in 
common with large numbers of the Commando, he had indeed been taken prisoner: but when the Germans fell back, he made his 
escape. 

No. 3 Commando, which was slowly reformed over the next few days, lost a total of five officers and 23 men killed, four officers and 
62 men wounded and eight officers and 51 men missing - some 45% of the unit's strength. So impressed was Montgomery, that he later 
ordered Durnford Slater to have a slab of stone, carved with the unit name, cemented into the Punta dei Malati Bridge, where it 
remains to this day. 

Termoli - October 1943 

On the night of October 2-3 October 1943, as part of during Operation "Devon", the 2nd Special Service Brigade, which comprised 
No. 3 Commando, 40 (Royal Marine) Commando and the Special Raiding Squadron landed by sea and cleared the town of most of its 
German defenders. During the first day these forces set up road blocks around the town and were joined by British infantry advancing 
across the Biferno river to the south-east. They did not know that the 1 6th Panzer Division was on its way to create a new defensive 
line. On 4 October British reinforcements arrived by sea and land, but tanks were unable to cross the river until engineers completed a 
bridge for heavy traffic. On 5 October the Panzers attacked, pushing much of the British line back in disarray. At the end of the day 
they were only a short distance from the town. However, further reinforcements arrived at the port, and the engineers completed their 
bridge allowing our tanks to cross. On 6 October the Germans renewed their attack, but it soon stalled and the British, with Canadian 
tanks in support, counter-attacked. They were successful and by 7 October the Germans were pulling back to their next line of defence. 

As cited in the above recommendation, Walsh distinguished himself on the 5th, the day the Panzers moved in. 

D-Day - June 1944 

No. 3 Commando returned to the U.K in January 1944, in readiness for the coming Allied invasion at Normandy. The Commando's 
allotted task on D-Day was to land with 1st Commando Brigade at La Breche to the west of Ouistreham. They were then meant to 
advance four miles to the bridges over the River Orne, and if the bridges had been destroyed, they were to ferry themselves over in 
rubber boats. They were then to continue their advance in a north-easterly direction, seizing the high ground near Le Plein. 

Peter Young describes the run-in to the beaches, including a close-call for Walsh and his comrades in No. 6 Troop: 

The enemy fire by now was far too accurate to be pleasant, and the small craft were rocked by the explosions from near misses while 
shell splinters rattled on the decks. Away to the left a tank landing craft was burning fiercely and the crew were seen scrambling off as 
the ammunition exploded. Three of the Commando's craft received direct hits from high-velocity shells. No. 6 Troop's was badly holed 
and all the three-inch mortar ammunition exploded. The Troop sustained at least twenty casualties before the craft beached. 
Nevertheless, in view of the sustained and accurate enemy fire, overall casualties during the landing were much less than expected ... 
The beach was negotiated without much difficulty in spite of wire and obstacles, and soon the Commando was being assembled under 
cover of the houses between the sand dunes and the road. It was a scene of confusion. Large numbers of troops lying about in the sand 
dunes and very little appeared to be happening, although the enemy were maintaining sporadic mortar fire.' 

No. 3 moved off the beach "at the double" and, with occasional halts for clearance purposes, made their way to "Pegasus Bridge" on 
the River Orne, where they linked up with the Airborne before proceeding to the vital high ground around Le Plein. 

A few days later, at Chateau D'Amfreville on 10 June 1944, Walsh once more came to Peter Young's notice for volunteering to assist 
the depleted ranks of No. 1 Troop - 'the first man to step forward was Walsh, the old Irish Guardsman, a very cool man under fire.' 
Young, undoubtedly exasperated by the failure of his previous recommendations for Walsh's gallantry at Vaagso and Termoli, now put 
Walsh up for the D.C.M. and endorsed a copy of the document which he gave to to him - 'You have won your award at least three 
times over.' 

The Commando remained actively employed in the Normandy operations until early September, when the whole returned to the U.K. 
in readiness for deployment to the Far East in 1945: an indication of the severity of the fighting encountered in France may be gleaned 
from the Brigade's casualties - of the 146 officers and 2252 other ranks that had landed on D-Day, 77 officers and 890 other ranks 
became casualties. 

Walsh, who received his M.M. at Buckingham Palace and was demobilised in December 1945, died in December 1973. 

Sold with a wartime typescript of the recommendation for his M.M., with accompanying hand written endorsement from Peter Young, 
dated 1 7 July 1944, and a quantity of research, including a number of letters from veterans of No. 3 Commando.

Private McCurdy was the Medical 
Orderly at Company H.Q. Some 300 yards short of the objective, the leading 
platoon (No. 7) came under heavy mortar, shell and small arms fire from which 
they sustained heavy casualties. As further platoons were committed, more 
casualties were sustained. Throughout the action, which lasted from early 
morning to the late afternoon, Private McCurdy moved between the platoons 
tending the wounded with complete disregard for the enemy fire and his own 
personal safety. The efficiency with which he carried out his work and his cool 
and courageous manner under fire were a source of great relief and 
encouragement to the many wounded men, as well as being a fine example and 
inspiration to his comrades.' 


Michael McCurdy subsequently joined the Ministry of Defence Police, with 
whom he served in Northern Ireland. This unit was established as a civil armed 
police force in 1971 to police M.O.D. establishments.

'On 27 October two gunmen were spotted in the hard republican area of the Ballycolman Estate of Strabane by a long range 
observation post. Lance-Corporal Jones, of Z Company, 1st Battalion, The Royal Regiment of Fusiliers, received this information by 
radio and was ordered to follow up the gunmen. He was in command of a three man patrol in the Ballycolman at the time. 

Losing no time Lance-Corporal Jones very quickly took his patrol to the area in which the sighting had been made. This was an open 
plan housing estate with much open ground and contained a maze of alleyways between the houses. Lance-Corporal Jones was well 
aware that there had been many shootings at Security Forces in the estate and that he was entering very dangerous territory. 

As he was crossing open ground between two blocks of buildings one of his patrol spotted a terrorist rifleman taking up a fire position 
at the corner of a house about one hundred and twenty metres away. Lance-Corporal Jones quickly saw the gunman who then opened 
fire at him. He immediately realised that he was completely exposed and that the gunman would almost certainly escape into the 
warren of houses if he and his patrol went to ground. He rushed the gunman firing at him on the move and shouting for his patrol to 
follow him. Even though there was well over one hundred metres of open ground between them, where the gunman had all the 
advantages, such was Lance-Corporal Jones's quick thinking, aggression and determination that the gunman lost his nerve and fled. 
Lance-Corporal Jones and his patrol pursued hotly and eventually, joined by other patrols in the area, cornered the gunman in a house 
on the edge of the estate. The gunman was arrested with his loaded Armalite rifle and a magazine full of ammunition. 

At the time of this incident Lance-Corporal Jones had only been a Non-Commissioned Officer for three months. He displayed a 
remarkable degree of personal courage in charging a gunman who had fired at and narrowly missed him; realising, as he must have, 
that there was also another gunman lurking in the area. What is perhaps more remarkable is that he remained cool, made a quick 
decision and directed the other two members of his patrol while under fire. But for Lance-Corporal Jones's display of bravery, 
aggression and determination on this day, combined with a high order of leadership, it is probable that this gunman and his weapon 
would still be at large. Such conduct is well worthy of high official recognition.'

The following regarding the incident for which McCutcheon almost certainly received his Q.G.M. is extracted from the journal of the 
Black Watch, The Red Hackle: 

The story of one gentleman's kneecap goes like this. It was a hot summer afternoon and a 20 platoon multiple patrol commanded by 
Colour-Sergeant McCutcheon was searching a house in Glen Road. A group of young men including Paddy Mcllhone was drinking on 
the steps of the Glenowen Inn. The Company Commander reported their presence over the radio and continued patrolling the area. A 
mobile patrol from the mortar platoon was carrying out a vehicle control point in the Falls Road. 

Suddenly the sound of two shots followed by three more in quick succession broke the silence - Paddy Mcllhone had been shot twice 
in the leg and the fleeing gunman had fired three more shots at a crowd of youths who gave chase. Colour-Sergant McCutcheon 
immediately raced to the Glenowan and reported the gunman escaping in a white car with a peppermint green stripe down the side. 
There then followed an exciting chase after the car into Turf Lodge with the Mortar Platoon taking the eastern approach so sealing the 
escape route to the north and the Company Commander hot on the trail of the speeding car and channelling it through the narrow 
streets into the Mortar Platoon trap. Alas the occupants of the car debouched into the crowded streets and disappeared into the warren 
of flats. The villains had slipped through our fingers by a hair's breadth. This was just one of the many instances of inter-factional 
banditry between the Official and Provisional I.R.A.'

'Lance-Sergeant Sheridan has been the House Sergeant at Flagstaff House Belize for the past twenty months. This is a task which 
requires considerable patience, devotion to duty and maintenance of high standards at all times; it is also well outside the parameters 
which an infantryman of his age and seniority could expect to work. The working hours are long and often anti-social as they have 
depended upon the busy programmes of the many senior officers, officials and even members of the Royal Family who have been 
visitors to Belize. It is most unusual for a single soldier to spend more than six months on an unaccompanied tour but Sheridan has 
maintained high standards throughout what would in effect be four tours. 

Sheridan is a Guardsman as is very apparent from his immaculate turnout which has been an example to other servicemen in the camp. 
In a quiet, confident but firm way, he has managed to exert his influence in a surprising number of ways, contributing to the well being 
of many members of British Forces; indeed the Prime Minister of Belize requested his assistance for a luncheon at which he hosted Her 
Majesty the Queen. 

But he has not confined his activities to the domesticities in Flagstaff House and he has also been an important member of the team 
meeting senior Guatemalan officers and also he volunteered to help in Mexico City following the earthquake late last year. 

Lance-Sergeant Sheridan is a splendid example of a young serviceman. His devotion to duty, noted by many Senior Officers of all three 
Services, is well worthy of recognition of an award/

David Frederick Johnson entered the Royal Navy as a Midshipman in January 1937 and was serving as a Sub. Lieutenant in the 
destroyer H.M.S. Witherington on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939 - he subsequently served on convoy escort duties in the 
Western Approaches during the early part of 1940 and afterwards off Norway. 

Removing to an appointment in Motor Anti-Submarine Boats (M.A.S.B.) at Drake IV in September 1940, Johnson was advanced to 
Lieutenant in January 1941 and next joined, that October, the Coastal Forces base Attack at Portland, when he served in the 4th Motor 
Gun Boat Flotilla - and it was in the same capacity that he was mentioned in despatches for the Dieppe raid in August 1942 ( London 
Gazette 2 October 1942 refers). 

Then in May 1943, Johnson joined the destroyer Fury as her Number One, in which capacity he remained actively employed up until 
her loss off Normandy in June 1944, the interim having witnessed a good deal of action in the Aegean and her part in the Salerno and 
Sicily landings. 

But it was for Fury's part in a number of specific operations in the period 21 September to 18 November 1943 that he was awarded his 
D.S.C., the original recommendation stating: 

'During this period H.M.S. Fury discharged into the island of Leros 340 military and naval personnel, 85 tons of drinking water and 
assisted in the destruction of one armed trawler, a loaded ammunition ship, six large landing craft with troops, north-east of Stampalia 
on 7 October 1943, and set on fire an ex-Italian destroyer which eventually beached itself and burned out on Cape Praso Nisi, south¬ 
west of Rhodes, on 23 September 1943. Bombardments of Kolymnos and Kos (twice) were carried out and H.M.S. Fury survived four 
separate bombing attacks, two of which were prolonged.' 

Following a refit at Gibraltar, Fury was ordered home in March 1944, when she joined the 4th Support Group at Scapa Flow and 
carried out convoy escort work, including the defence of HX-231 against a "wolfpack". Shortly afterwards, however, she was assigned 
to Force E in readiness for the Normandy landings, where she carried out a bombardment on enemy positions near Courseulles on D- 
Day itself. Then from 7 June to her mining and demise on the 22nd, she operated in support of the Eastern Task Force Area - mined off 
the beachhead, Fury was driven ashore in a gale and became a 'constructive total loss.' 

Johnson's final wartime appointment was as Number One in the destroyer Rapid on the Far East Station from March 1945, where he 
was present in the Sabang operations, and it was in the same theatre of war that he removed to another destroyer, the Virago , in which 
he would witness further active service off Palestine in 1946-48. 

Advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in January 1949 and to Commander in June 1953, he was placed on the Retired List in October 
1956. He died in Haywards Heath, Sussex in October 1984. 
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'With the spanner on the keep ring, / tried to unscrew the fuze but it proved to be pretty tight. A little more pressure and 
it moved a fraction but; to my horror, a steady whirring noise indicated the clock had started. In that uncanny silence it 
sounded like an alarm clock going - which it certainly was anyway! To this day I can't quite remember the next 60 
seconds - it seemed like 60 years. I remember wriggling backwards over the wet sacks, losing my tools and cap en route, 
and making for the loading hatch I had opened , counting the seconds all the time. My whole life seemed to flash before 
me. I don't think I panicked though. I got to the hatch, looked at the river with intense loathing and decided I'd be no 
worse off to get blown in than ump ... 13 ... 14 ... 15 ... soon now ... 17 ... 18 ... perhaps the safety horn is alright... but 
God, did I turn the pressure on? Damned if I remember ... 21 ... 22 ... have I been counting too quickly? 28 ... 29 ... 30. 
No, it must be alright. A few seconds to regain my composure and wipe my dripping forehead, and then back over the 
sacks again, very slowly, very quietly, but not a sound from the clock.'

The original joint recommendation states: 

'Lieutenant Woolley was in charge of all operations concerned with dismantling 
and rendering safe an Italian one-man torpedo craft captured after an attack on 
Malta harbour. This craft was fitted with a complicated firing device, of a type 
hitherto unknown. Lieutenant Woolley had had no previous experience with this 
particular type of work and although knowing this, Acting Chief Motor Mechanic 
L. Hanlon readily volunteered to help him. Both were aware of the full gravity of 
the risk. 

The charge proved to contain 5001b. of High Explosive and had a two-clock 
mechanism, each clock capable of initiating the explosion. Even now that the 
process is known, the extraction of these clocks with their attached detonators 
and primers would call for the utmost care and delicacy. Success in the operation 
put into our hands the means to plan defences against these new weapons.' 

Edward Dutton "Ted" Woolley was born in Shepshed, Leicestershire, in 
November 1910 and, having graduated in Electrical Engineering at 
Loughborough College in 1931, commenced work for the Gas Light and Coke 
Company in London. 

Having then been commissioned as an Electrical Sub. Lieutenant in the "Wavy Navy" on the outbreak of hostilities, he commenced his 
remarkable wartime career in mine disposal more by way of accident than intent. Woolley takes up the story: 

'On 4 October 1940, in the middle of a comparatively peaceful life at H.M.S. Vernon, the Admiralty's Mine Warfare Establishment at 
Portsmouth, "Speedy", the personnel officer gets hold of me and tells me I am to do an 'RMS' course tomorrow. Not even knowing 
what RMS stands for I say very good, but don't feel so good when I learn it stands for 'Rendering Mines Safe'. Apparently Jerry has been 
dropping magnetic mines by parachute on London and quite a few haven't gone off. 
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The course, which really consisted of only about one day, was taken under the direction of Lieutenant-Commander John Ouvry whom I 
have always regarded with considerable awe as he took the first magnetic mine to bits at Shoeburyness. Six of us took it, all Sub. 
Lieutenants like myself. The day we were due to go to London, however, the Blitz died down, and with all the mines cleared up we 
were told to stand by and await events.'

The Blitz - George Medal 

As it transpired, Woolley's period on stand by was to prove especially short, for, a little over a week later, he received an urgent signal 
to proceed to the Admiralty in London. And within minutes of his arrival he was on his way to deal with a mine in the Gillman & 
Spencer flour mill in Rotherhithe. 

No better summary of subsequent events may be found than that published in J. F. Turner's Service Most Silent : 

'Back in London, the blitz went on. Edward Woolley, Lieutenant, sat in the Admiralty at 17.45 one afternoon in October. "Oh 
Woolley," called Captain Currey, "come in a second will you? There's a tricky one for you near the Thames. Here are the whereabouts. 
Some wharf or other down by the docks. Not much more I can tell you about it. You know enough by now, anyway, to be telling me 
the job. Good luck, Woolley." 

Little did Currey know that Woolley was to need it. 

The Lieutenant reached the spot, in company with Able Seaman Pearson. An A.R.P. officer pointed up to the third storey of a flour 
store. "That's where it dropped, sir, and there's been not a murmur from it since." 

"Thanks. We'll shin up somehow and have a look at it." 

The whole store and surrounding buildings were evacuated. Bags of flour lay piled high on all sides. But no sound. In the half-light 
Woolley shivered involuntarily. They were alone. And it was chilly, eerie. They groped their way to the third floor, looked round, saw 
only more sacks. Then right at the end the sky showed through a ragged hole in the roof. Carrying his gaze downward, Woolley saw 
the mine, dark against the fawn of the sacks. He looked more closely. Still the light was poor. He could not do the job in the gloom. 
Windows were conspicuous by their absence. Then he saw the doors overlooking the river. He moved carefully round the mine. 
Neither of them spoke. The ancient floorboards sagged with each step. A rat ran across his path. Softly Woolley undid the latch, pushed 
the doors wide, and the cool evening air floated in. Plus a little light. Through these doors the sacks were lowered at high tide into 
barges below. But now it was low water. No barges lingered there. All he saw fifty feet below was the slimy mud of the river-bed, 
glistening in the sunset. 

He turned his back on the scene, strode over to the mine, tapped the securing-ring slightly to try to unscrew it - and the bomb-fuse 
started to run. So did they. 

Panic for a second. No way out through the store. It would all come down on them. Twenty-three seconds to live - or less. It may have 
already run off part. They rushed over to the only outlet - the doors on to the river. Woolley stripped off his coat, looked down. Cold, 
oozing mud glowered at him. He turned, ten yards from the mine ... paused ... stood ... each leg pulling in a different direction. The 
clockwork stopped ticking. Everything inside him stopped for a second with it. 

"Thank God," he breathed to Pearson. 

All was peace again. A gull hovered by the flapping doors, then wheeled off. 

They went back to the mine. Woolley tapped the ring again. It gave a little. Then the tell-tale whirr. A second time they tore over to the 
doors, quicker this time. They leant over to plunge ... stopped. Woolley glanced up at Pearson. The sailor shook his head. No. Not that. 
Anything rather than that awful mess below. Both their brains pounded. Seconds passed. Then the whirr stopped again. The mechanism 
jammed, as it had done before. A technical hitch. The decision was made for them. They returned to the mine. Next time it was all 
right. No more whirring. No more decisions. It was safe - and so were they.' 
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He was awarded the G.M.; also see Lot 000 for the G.M. to Able Seaman R. E. A. Pearson. 

Following these momentous events at Rotherhithe, Woolley remained on mine disposal duties in the U.K. including minesweeping 
duties at Harwich, up until April 1941, when he was ordered to Malta, a period that witnessed him deal with numerous devices, 
including gallant work following the devastating raid on Coventry on the night of 14-15 November, when he and his team dealt with 
10 of the 25 unexploded parachute mines discovered in the city ruins the following day, the remainder being catered for by the 
emergency team that had been sent up from London. 

One of Woolley's devices 'played a tune' when he unscrewed the primer, but it turned out to be hissing air - 'This one, incidentally, 
was only about 15 feet from an UXB. The R.Es explained that they were waiting for us to move the mine before dealing with it. Being 
very polite we said "After you" but it wouldn't work, and the mine got priority.'

As cited above, Woolley's second G.M. stemmed from him making safe the Italian one-man torpedo craft captured intact after the 
attack mounted against Grand Harbour, Valetta on 26 July 1941 - this being the only such craft recovered after being discovered 
abandoned in St. George's Bay. Woolley towed and beached the craft on Manoel Island, where he was able to render it safe with Chief 
Motor Mechanic Hanlon's assistance. The craft was later sunk during an air raid, but was salvaged and shipped to England in 
September 1943. 

Woolley was to remain actively employed in Malta throughout the Island's Blitz, up until taking his departure in September 1943, by 
which stage he is credited with having rendered safe a total of 30 mines. 

A 'very glamourous' man, according to a niece, he appears to have ended the War employed in the Craft and Amphibious Material 
Department and he was released from the R.N.V.R. as an Electrical Lieutenant-Commander in January 1947.

Tor gallantry and undaunted devotion to duty.' 


Reginald Ernest Alfred Pearson was decorated for rendering safe a mine at Gillman & Spencer's warehouse at Rotherhithe, London, on 
1 7 October 1940, an incident best described in J. F. Turner's Service Most Silent : 

'Back in London, the blitz went on. Edward Woolley, Lieutenant, sat in the Admiralty at 17.45 one afternoon in October. "Oh 
Woolley," called Captain Currey, "come in a second will you? There's a tricky one for you near the Thames. Here are the whereabouts. 
Some wharf or other down by the docks. Not much more I can tell you about it. You know enough by now, anyway, to be telling me 
the job. Good luck, Woolley." 

Little did Currey know that Woolley was to need it. 

The Lieutenant reached the spot, in company with Able Seaman Pearson. An A.R.P. officer pointed up to the third storey of a flour 
store. "That's where it dropped, sir, and there's been not a murmur from it since." 

"Thanks. We'll shin up somehow and have a look at it." 

The whole store and surrounding buildings were evacuated. Bags of flour lay piled high on all sides. But no sound. In the half-light 
Woolley shivered involuntarily. They were alone. And it was chilly, eerie. They groped their way to the third floor, looked round, saw 
only more sacks. Then right at the end the sky showed through a ragged hole in the roof. Carrying his gaze downward, Woolley saw 
the mine, dark against the fawn of the sacks. He looked more closely. Still the light was poor. He could not do the job in the gloom. 
Windows were conspicuous by their absence. Then he saw the doors overlooking the river. He moved carefully round the mine. 
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Neither of them spoke. The ancient floorboards sagged with each step. A rat ran across his path. Softly Woolley undid the latch, pushed 
the doors wide, and the cool evening air floated in. Plus a little light. Through these doors the sacks were lowered at high tide into 
barges below. But now it was low water. No barges lingered there. All he saw fifty feet below was the slimy mud of the river-bed, 
glistening in the sunset. 

He turned his back on the scene, strode over to the mine, tapped the securing-ring slightly to try to unscrew it - and the bomb-fuse 
started to run. So did they. 

Panic for a second. No way out through the store. It would all come down on them. Twenty-three seconds to live - or less. It may have 
already run off part. They rushed over to the only outlet - the doors on to the river. Woolley stripped off his coat, looked down. Cold, 
oozing mud glowered at him. He turned, ten yards from the mine ... paused ... stood ... each leg pulling in a different direction. The 
clockwork stopped ticking. Everything inside him stopped for a second with it. 

"Thank God," he breathed to Pearson. 

All was peace again. A gull hovered by the flapping doors, then wheeled off. 

They went back to the mine. Woolley tapped the ring again. It gave a little. Then the tell-tale whirr. A second time they tore over to the 
doors, quicker this time. They leant over to plunge ... stopped. Woolley glanced up at Pearson. The sailor shook his head. No. Not that. 
Anything rather than that awful mess below. Both their brains pounded. Seconds passed. Then the whirr stopped again. The mechanism 
jammed, as it had done before.

G.M. London Gazette 8 July 1941: 

'For gallantry and undaunted devotion to duty.' 

Arthur Holme, a native of Tunbridge Wells, Kent and a veteran of 21 years in the senior service, including the Great War, was recalled 
in March 1940 and was serving at the Dover base H.M.S. Lynx at the time of receiving his G.M. for mine disposal work at sea and on 
the beaches of Eastern England in the period August 1940 to March 1941. 

Three other members of Lynx were similarly decorated on the same occasion, namely Lieutenant Nelson Smith, R.N.V.R., and Chief 
Petty Officers Reuben Guile and John Prior, while fellow team members numbered Lieutenant G. G. Turner, G.C., G.M., R.N.V.R. 

Holme, who had earlier been mentioned in despatches for similar work (London Gazette 2 August 1940 refers), received his G.M. at a 
Buckingham Palace investiture held on 28 October 1941. 

Sold with a wartime photographs album, containing around 35 images of Holme's mine disposal team at work, several of them of a 
spectacular nature, together with inserted newspaper cuttings, etc., and his original Royal Society of St. George membership certificate, 
dated 12 November 1941.

D.S.M. London Gazette 25 June 1940: 

'For courage and devotion to duty on the Dutch coast.' 


Charles Ernest Madden was decorated for gallant deeds off the Dutch coast in the destroyer H.M.S. Versatile during "Operation 
Ordnance", the evacuation of the Hook of Holland in May 1940. 

Skippered at the time by Commander T. A. Hussey, R.N., Versatile was attacked by enemy aircraft when she arrived off the Hook on 
the evening of 13 May, the same day that Queen Wilhelmina and members of the royal family had been evacuated in the Hereward. 
One bomb hit her on the upper deck above the engine room on the starboard side, leaving a gaping hole four feet in diameter, and two 
more exploding nearby on the jetty - the enemy aircraft also raked her with machine-gun fire, causing many casualties on the lower 
bridge and upper deck. No longer able to raise steam or steer, the Versatile was a sitting duck, but Hussey, who remained 'extremely 
cool', managed to attach tow lines to the Janus, which ship brought his much damaged ship back to England. 

Having then removed to the minesweeper Eastbourne, he added a "mention" (London Gazette 31 March 1942 refers) to his accolades 
for his deeds during Operation "QO", a hazardous mine clearance initiative mounted by Nore Command in the period December 
1941 to January 1942. The recommendation stated: 

'During the whole of his service in this ship he has by his personal example, skill and devotion to duty contributed in no small measure 
in the general efficiency of the ship. During Operation "QO" his services in keeping the ship running were invaluable and he is most 
strongly recommended.' 

Madden received his D.S.M. at a Buckingham Palace investiture held on 23 February 1943.

D.F.C. London Gazette 18 December 1942. The original joint recommendation states: 

In November, 1942, Squadron Leader Long and Flying Officer Rosam were Captain and Wireless Operator respectively of an aircraft 
which was detailed to attack Genoa. On the outward flight, shortly after crossing enemy territory, engine trouble developed. Despite 
this Squadron Leader Long continued his mission, reached his target and bombed it. Soon after leaving the target area, the port outer 
engine caught fire and ceased to function. Displaying fine airmanship and ably supported by Flying Officer Rosam whose wireless skill 
was of the greatest value, Squadron Leader Long flew his aircraft back to this country and effected a masterly landing in difficult 
circumstances. Both these officers have invariably displayed high skill and outstanding devotion to duty.' 

D.F.M. London Gazette 8 April 1941. The original recommendation states: 

'Sergeant Rosam has completed 39 night bombing raids against the enemy. He is considered an exceptionally efficient Wireless 
Operator and has at all times exhibited great skill in obtaining fixes and maintaining his wireless set. This N.C.O. has on many 
occasions been instrumental in finding the target by making use of German beacons with his loop. He has shown the qualities of 
exceptional skill and courage which has set a magnificent example to the squadron. For his skill and devotion to duty during a 
successful operational tour, he is strongly recommended for the award of the Distinguished Flying Medal.' 


Edward William George Rosam, who was born in Hythe in 1911, was employed as a sorting clerk at Folkestone and Littlehampton Post 
Offices prior to enlisting in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve on the outbreak of hostilities. 

Having then qualified as a Wireless Operator, he was posted to No. 38 Squadron in the Middle East towards the end of 1940, where he 
completed 39 anti-shipping strikes in the Squadron's Wellingtons and won a mention in despatches (London Gazette 24 September 
1941 refers), and the D.F.M. 

Subsequently commissioned, Rosam volunteered for a second tour of duty and joined No. (Cheltenham's Own) 57 Squadron at 
Scampton, Lincolnshire, around September 1942, and quickly added the D.F.C. to his accolades for the above cited deeds during a 
sortie to Genoa that November. 

Having then participated in many more outings of an operational nature, he was killed in action on 31 January 1943, when his 
Lancaster W. 4189 was downed during a raid on Hamburg - there were no survivors, the dead including the recently promoted 
Squadron Leader Donald Long, D.F.C., A.F.C. 

Rosam was 31 years of age and left a widow, Ivy Gertrude of Rustington, Sussex. He is buried in Hamburg Cemetery. 
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A particularly fine Second World War C.G.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant T. E. Bisby, Royal Air Force

C.G.M. London Gazette 3 December 1943. The original recommendation for an immediate states: 

'Sergeant Bisby was the Wireless Operator of a Halifax detailed to attack Dusseldorf on the night of 3 November, 1943. 

At 19.42 hours, the aircraft in which he was flying was attacked by an enemy night fighter, later identified as an Me. 210, from below 
on port quarter. The Rear Gunner gave instructions for his captain to take evasive action. During this attack, the following damage was 
sustained by our aircraft: rear turret, D.R. compass and intercom unserviceable. 

At 19.43 hours, a second attack was made by an unidentified aircraft. During this attack, hydraulics, emergency system and W./T. 
equipment were rendered unserviceable. During this attack, Sergeant Bisby was painfully wounded in the calf of his legs and the Flight 
Engineer was also wounded in the thigh. 

At 19.45 hours, a third attack was made by an Me. 210 or Ju. 88 and our aircraft had all the navigational aids rendered unserviceable, 
tank feeds on the port side holed and both port engines out. The port outer engine was restarted later by the Flight Engineer. 

At 19.46 hours, the aircraft was attacked for the fourth time by an unidentified aircraft and the elevators were shot away on the port 
side. Another fire started inside the fuselage during this encounter, which was extinguished by the Mid-Upper Gunner with the 
assistance of the Flight Engineer. 

During all these encounters, Sergeant Bisby, although badly wounded in the legs and working under terrific strain, succeeded in 
temporarily repairing the wireless set. After the aircraft set course for base, Sergeant Bisby obtained a W./T. fix which was the only 
navigational aid for the whole of the return journey and passed a message to Group. Shortly afterwards, the equipment broke down 
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again and, although he was on the point of collapse, he continued with his job of repairing the damaged W./T. equipment. 

As all the R./T. equipment was rendered unserviceable during these encounters, the only means of getting permission to land at 
Woolfox Lodge was by the flashing of an Aldis lamp and Sergeant Bisby, although needing assistance to stand up, obtained permission 
by this means. 

Sergeant Bisby, although wounded and in great pain, never once complained to his captain and through his skill and magnificent 
courage, enabled his captain to return to this country and make a successful landing at Woolfox Lodge. This is undoubtedly a case of 
exceptional airmanship and devotion to duty and I strongly recommend that he be awarded the Conspicuous Gallantry Medal for his 
outstanding gallantry.' 


Ernest Thomas "Tom" Bisby, a native of Darfield, Sheffield, was working in the laboratory of the Houghton Main Colliery on the 
outbreak of hostilities. 

Having qualified as a Wireless Operator back in August 1941, he was posted to No. 10 (Blackburn's Own) Squadron, a Halifax unit 
operating out of Melbourne, Yorkshire, in June 1943. and first went operational in August, when his crew comprised: 

Pilot: Flying Officer Jack Trobe, an Australian 
Navigator: Flying Officer Andre Duchesnay, a Canadian 
Bomb Aimer: Sergeant George Fernyhough, an Englishman 
Flight Engineer: Sergeant Bob Bridge, an Englishman 
Mid-Upper Gunner: Sergeant Bill Mowatt, an Australian 
Rear Gunner: Sergeant Doug Smith, an Australian. 

They flew their first operational sortie on 9 August, against Mannheim, followed by Nuremburg on the 10th, Milan on the 12th, 
Leverkusen on the 22nd, Nuremburg again on the 28th and, on the last day of the month, Berlin. Of this trip George Fernyhough, the 
Bomb Aimer, recalled how they were all horrified by the sheer scale of flak and searchlight activity, not least when one engine was hit - 
though Bisby felt somewhat cheated by having to stay at his wireless behind a curtain and miss all the action. He later had a word with 
George Fernyhough to say in future would he give him notice so that he could go up front to the Bomb Aimer's "office" and enjoy the 
view. Fernyhough takes up the story (accompanying typescript refers): 

'On a raid over Germany some time later, I opened Tom's curtain and called him to his "office" in the nose. At the time flak was rising 
and exploding all around the aircraft, searchlights were arcing around and the target was obvious by the exploding bombs, Path Finder 
flares and markers and incendiaries. Within two seconds flat, Tom had fled to his curtained cubby-hole and said, "Don't ever let me 
see that again! I'll stick to my set" (Wireless).' 

September saw Bisby and his crew detailed to attack Montlucon on the 15th and Modane on the 16th, while in October the targets 
included Frankfurt on the 4th and Hanover on the 8th. Next up was Dusseldorf on the 3 November - undoubtedly his most memorable 
sortie. Fernyhough takes up the story: 

'We took off at 1645 hours and headed eastward. A fairly clear and safe run into the target area and a straight bombing run and it was 
'Bombs Gone! 1 Almost immediately the Rear Gunner Aussie Doug Smith called over the inter-com to the Skipper that there was a Me, 
210 following just out of range of his guns and had switched on its nose lights. The Skipper said "Keep him in sight and watch him." 
The fighter then came in and fired at the same time as Doug Smith fired, causing the Me. to break away. The Skipper cork-screwed but 
we were then attacked by an unidentified fighter from above which knocked out Doug's turret leaving him with one serviceable gun 
which had to be fired manually. The Me .210 attacked again and Bill Mowatt scored hits on it and flames were seen coming from one 
of it's engines. There was a further fighter attack but it was fought off. The damage to the bomber and the crew by the fighters was 
extremely severe. Bob Bridge, the Flight Engineer, had been shot in the leg, Bill Mowatt, the Mid-Upper Gunner, had been shot in the 
foot and Tom Bisby the Wireless Operator, had leg wounds - the crew did not know of his wounds until later. Doug Smith reported that 
his guns and turret were u/s and even the belt feed mechanism had been shot up. From then on the Skipper used Doug as a messenger 
to various crew positions. Tom Bisby had managed to send a wireless message to Melbourne to say that we had been attacked and had 
wounded on board. By this time the Halifax was shaking very badly. Two of the four engines had failed, but Bob Bridge the Flight 
Engineer managed to restart one of them. Later he managed to extinguish a fire that had started under the Mid-Upper Gunner's position 
and later assisted Bill Mowatt to quell another fire in the fuselage. The Skipper was worried that the aircraft might begin to break up. 
Tom Bisby, despite his wounds and the pain, managed to do a temporary repair on the wireless and get a fix for base. His wireless 
failed again and almost on the point of passing out he continued trying to repair the wireless. There was no hydraulics and there was a 
huge hole in the floor of the fuselage. As we flew out of the danger area and approached coast, Jack asked the crew how they thought 
about baling out. It was then when they all found out that there were not two but three wounded men on board. They all found out 
about Tom Bisby's leg wounds. Not only that, but Doug Smith's parachute was full of bullet holes. The Skipper decided to try and land 
at the nearest base in England, which was Woolfox Lodge near Grantham. On the final run in to the English coast I had vacated his 
position in the nose and was assisting the Skipper to fly the aeroplane - it was common practice for the Bomb Aimer to assist the pilot. 
On approach to Woolfox Lodge Tom Bisby gave a signal by Aldis Lamp to control for permission to land and the permission was given. 
Meanwhile I sat next to the Skipper assisting with the throttle controls. With bated breath and fingers crossed we went straight into land 
with no hydraulics, no flaps and no brakes. The undercarriage held up as we hit the tarmac, but with nothing to slow us down the 
aircraft soon reached the end of the runway, then the end of the field, then across a road into another field and then - it came to rest. I 
breathed a heart felt, Thank God!' 

Bisby was admitted to Grantham Hospital and awarded an immediate C.G.M., while Trobe, the pilot, received a D.F.C., and the two 
gunners D.F.Ms. His crew, meanwhile, with the exception of Bob Bridge, again ran out of luck over Dusseldorf in April 1944, though 
the gallant Trobe - by then a Squadron Leader - achieved a forced-landing in Dutch territory: the two gunners were taken P.O.W. and 
the remainder managed to evade capture. 

Having recovered from his wounds, Bisby gallantly volunteered for a second tour of duty with his old squadron, and, with Squadron 
Leader Turner as his pilot, completed his first sortie - against Bochum - on 9 October 1944. And a further 20 sorties ensued in the 
period leading up to March 1945, with heavily-defended German targets very much the order of the day, including daylight raids on 
Cologne and Essen. 

Post-war, and having been commissioned in October 1944, he joined Transport Command and flew a number of missions during the 
Berlin Airlift in the periods July-August 1948 and June-October 1949, latterly in Hastings aircraft of No. 297 Squadron. He was placed 
on the Retired List as a Flight Lieutenant and died in the 1970s.

This N.C.O. has completed 28 operational sorties and at all times has shown the greatest pluck. Some of his operations have taken him 
over the most heavily defended areas in Germany. He is recommended for the Distinguished Flying Medal.' 


Walter Bamford commenced his operational career as an Air Gunner in No. 78 (Preston's Own) Squadron, a Halifax unit then 
operating out of Middleton St. George in Co. Durham, in the summer of 1942, and flew his first sortie - against Bremen - on 25 June. At 
this time, No. 78 was commanded by Squadron Leader J. B. Tait, afterwards the much decorated leader of 61 7 Squadron. 

Having then completed around half a dozen anti-submarine patrols in August-September, the Squadron moved to Linton-on-Ouse, 
Yorkshire, and Bamford returned to more regular Bomber Command duties in November, with strikes on Turin and Stuttgart - on the 
latter occasion, on the night of 22nd-23rd, his Halifax was hit by flak and returned to base on three engines. 

Having then participated in attacks on Frankfurt, Mannheim and Turin in the first half of December, he was elected to the membership 
of the Goldfish Club when his aircraft had to be ditched in the North Sea due to engine fire failure caused by fire - soon after having 
taken off for another attack on Turin on the 11th: fortunately for the crew, their dinghy was spotted by a passing Beaufighter and a 
lifeboat came to the rescue about two hours after ditching. 

Notwithstanding this close encounter with the icy waters of the North Sea, Bamford was back on operations three nights later when 
detailed to carry out a "Gardening" operation; so, too, with a sortie to Dusseldorf on the 20th. 

Then in the opening weeks of the New Year he completed no less than four trips to Lorient, two to Cologne, Nuremburg and 
Wilhelmshaven, and a single outing to Dusseldorf. And he ended his operational tour in March 1943, with attacks on Essen, Munich, 
Nuremburg, Stuttgart and St. Nazaire. He was awarded the D.F.M. 
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A fine Second World War evader's D.F.M. group of five awarded to Flight Sergeant Roger Gardner, Royal Air Force, a 
Wireless Operator who had all but completed his operational tour in Halifaxes of No. 10 Squadron when downed on a 
raid on Dusseldorf in April 1944 - in common with five of his crew he evaded capture and returned to the U.K. that 
September

D.F.M. London Gazette 6 March 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'Sergeant Gardner was the Wireless Operator of a Halifax aircraft detailed to 
attack Dusseldorf on the night of 22 April, 1944. On the return flight after the 
target was successfully attacked, his aircraft was shot down by enemy night 
fighters. He succeeded, however, in evading the enemy and eventually reached 
this country in September 1944. This N.C.O. had previously taken part in 28 
sorties against the enemy including several attacks on some of the most heavily 
defended targets in Germany such as Berlin (twice), Leipzig, Magdeburg, 
Ludwigshaven, Frankfurt, Dusseldorf and Essen. He carried out these operations 
with great skill and determination, proving himself to be a courageous and 
dependable member of an aircraft crew. His skill played a good part in the 
success of his operational flights. I consider Sergeant Gardner a Wireless 
Operator of high merit and strongly recommend that his consistent skill, courage 
and strong devotion to duty be recognised by the immediate award of the 
Distinguished Flying Medal.' 

Roger Gardner, who was born in January 1922 and a native of Par, Cornwall, 
commenced his operational career as a Wireless Operator when posted to No. 
10 (Blackburn's Own) Squadron, a Halifax unit operating out of Melbourne, 
Yorkshire, in May 1943, when he completed his first sortie - against Dortmund - 
on the 23rd. 

Having then participated in strikes against Dusseldorf, Essen, Gelsenkirchen, Le Creusot, Krefield, Mulheim and Wuppertal in June, and 
carried out a single operation against Munich in August, he transferred to a mid-tour crew skippered by an Australian, Squadron Leader 
Jack Trobe, D.F.C., in early November 1943 - luckily for posterity's sake, much of Gardner's subsequent operational career is 
catalogued in the the wartime memoirs of his Bomb Aimer, George Fernyhough. 

Thus accounts of his sorties to Berlin over the winter of 1943, in addition to such targets as Magdeburg and Leipzig, and of operations 
against French targets in March 1944; so, too, of further German targets, among them Frankfurt and Essen, in the course of which 
sorties flak damage was sustained on at least three occasions. But it was on returning from Dusseldorf on the night of 22-23 April that 
he gained membership of Caterpillar Club. Fernyhough takes up the story: 

The first hour over the mainland was rather quiet. We approached the target and prepared for the bombing run with the bomb doors 
open. I was guiding the aircraft onto the target with the mantra, left-left-right-right-steady, when we flew into a burst if flak. The result 
was the port outer engine was hit and caught fire. We kept up the bombing run and I released the bombs on the target. The skipper 
turned immediately out of the target area and headed for home. The engine was still burning but we were leaving the Ruhr and the flak. 
Then the unexpected happened. The propeller of the burning engine flew off and penetrated the next engine, the port outer, and put it 
out of action and also entered the rear of the cockpit. With two engines dead, the bomber went into a spin. The skipper gave the order 
to abandon the aircraft and all other crew members acknowledged him. The Rear Gunner Doug Smith said he had a damaged turret 
and could not get out and was taking the crash position. The skipper tried to fit on his own parachute, but as soon as he took his hands 
off the control column the spinning returned. Things were becoming desperate and we seemed to be going down with no chance of 
escape, but escape was imperative ... 

Escape from the twisting turning bomber was concentrating everyone's mind and Andre the Navigator began to open the front hatch 
which was near his position. Due to the intensity of the spin, Andre was having great difficulty in opening the hatch which was the 
escape route for the Navigator, Bomb Aimer, Wireless Operator [Roger Gardner] and Flight Engineer. The pilot was to leave out of the 
hatch above his seat. The Rear Gunner would traverse his turret 90-degrees and drop out; the Mid-Upper Gunner would leave through 
the main door. As the struggle continued the Flight Engineer went to the rear of the aircraft and baled out of the main door. By this time 
Andre had blacked out with the unequal struggle of opening the hatch against the spin and as a result was slumped over the hatch 
itself. I took a quick look through the front of the aircraft to see if there was still enough time to bale out. What I saw was the horizon 
going up and down - we were still in a spin. Roger and I dragged Andre from off the escape hatch and Roger held him while I then 
opened the hatch. The next problem was to get Andre out as he was still unconscious. I held the rip cord handle of his parachute and 
pushed him out of the aircraft, quickly followed by Roger... '

As it transpired, Squadron Leader "Jack" Trobe then decided to crash land, and, though injured, managed to seek out assistance from a 
Dutch farmer. In fact, with the exception of the two gunners, who became P.O.Ws., the entire crew evaded capture and were liberated 
by the advancing Allies in Brussels, but not before many adventures. For his own part, Gardner, like Andre Duchesney, the Navigator, 
appears to have travelled alone. Be that as it may, he reached the U.K. in late September 1944. He was recommended for the D.F.M. 

Sold with a quantity of original documentation, comprising official telegram reporting the recipient missing in action, dated 24 April 
1944, together with follow-up Air Ministry letter dated on the 30th; a letter from Gardner to his parents, from Brussels, letting them 
know that he is safe and sound, together with a family telegram, dated 19 September 1944 - 'Roger safe. It's grand'; and two or three 
letters exchanged between Gardner and the mother of George Fernyhough. 

Also see Lot 629 for the C.G.M. awarded to Sergeant T. E. Bisby, the Wireless Operator Gardner replaced in Squadron Leader Jack 
Trobe's crew when he was seriously wounded in November 1943.

'Flight Sergeant Mawer has been one of the most conscientious and reliable Air Gunners in his squadron. On 21 November 1943, he 
was a gunner in an aircraft which engaged and drove off at least two enemy aircraft which were attempting to bomb an Atlantic 
convoy. Despite the fact that Flight Sergeant Mawer was under return fire from a much better armed adversary, his shooting was so 
effective that the opposing aircraft jettisoned its bomb load without pressing home its attack. The casualties sustained by the convoy 
were low largely due to this and similar actions. Flight Sergeant Mawer is a keen and efficient member of aircrew.' 


Cyril Charles Mawer was posted to No. 201 Squadron, a Sunderland unit operating out of Loch Erne at Castle Archdale in Northern 
Ireland, in May 1943, and remained similarly employed as an Air Gunner until November 1944, a period in which he flew around 40 
or 50 anti-submarine and convoy escort patrols. In so far as his D.F.M.-winning exploits are concerned, the relevant entry from the 
Squadron's O.R.B. states (copies included): 

'161 6 hours - control diverted aircraft to Oban. As aircraft set course, enemy aircraft sighted - He. 1 77. 0/201 opened fire at 400 yards 
on one enemy A./C., hits registered and enemy A./C. which jettisoned rocket bomb - height of action 500 feet. Ten minutes later one 
Fw. 200 sighted and attacked at 500 yards, hits registered and enemy aircraft made off - height of action 3,000 feet. A few minutes later 
another Fw. 200 was seen to drop rocket bomb towards convoy. Unable to attack. Five minutes before P.I.E., approximately 1345, 
another He. 1 77 sighted at a height of 400 feet. 0/201 opened fire at 200 yards range - hits registered.'

Auguste Victor Duval was born in Marseilles on 1 May 1895. He volunteered for war service at Marseilles on 1 October 1914. Serving 
in the 49th Regiment of Dragoons, he was awarded the Medaille Militaire and Croix de Guerre in 1918. A brief translation of his 
citation states that he was awarded for his remarkable courage; have been wounded three times in a recent attack, he was wounded for 
a fourth time and escaped capture by the enemy by walking several kilometers. 

With the recipient's soldiers' service book; his Medaille Militaire pension book - this with his photograph, and a citation document 
from the 'Grand Quartier General des Armees du Nord et du Nord-Est, dated 5 August 1918. The last payment of his pension was in 
1922, suggesting that he died soon after - possibly from his wounds?

It is now almost 40 years since I began collecting British military medals, and about 30 since I 
began to emphasize those medals related to British India. Originally I was a coin collector, 
but upon being introduced to these medals I found them to be far more interesting to me than 
coins, so I moved on. I have had a great deal of fun over those years in putting together this 
collection, and have been fortunate in having been helped by numerous other collectors and 
dealers, and I extend my thanks to all of them. Perhaps the most fun was in learning about the 
British Indian Army, its unique ranks, its changing structure over time, and some of the 
characters who served in it, both Indian and British. Of course this meant putting together a 
library on this vast subject, which I am retaining, since I still have a healthy interest in it. 

You may wonder why, then, I have decided to sell nearly all of my collection, retaining only a 
very few pieces to which I have an emotional attachment. Once again, I have found another 
numismatic area which fascinates me, in which I am rather a tyro at this time, but which I 
hope to learn more about as rapidly as I can. This sale of my collection will allow me to put 
together a representative sample of items in this new field. 

I can only hope that those who acquire the medals now being sold will appreciate them as 
much as I have. When I began collecting, medals to Indians were not much favoured among 
collectors, save for a very few who were interested in the Indian Army. I can remember well 
when now much sought-after medals such as the MacGregor Memorial Medal might linger in 
a dealer's stock for a year or more. Today, such a medal would be the first to go when listed. I 
can appreciate that I was fortunate enough to collect many of these medals when they were 
available, and hope that they will now end up in equally appreciative hands.

A most unusual star and the only recorded piece by this maker from this early period (1820). Clearly modelled on a Rundell Bridge & 
Rundell pattern star, the body is significantly heavier and the concentric arrangement of the crowns at variance with the norm. 

Major-General Sir William Toone (1749-1822) took part in the campaign against the Rajah of Benares in August 1781; the action at 
Bamnagar 19 September 1781, as a Lieutenant in command of a party of 47 men of the Governor General's Body Guard. Was serving 
with the Murshidabad Sebundy Corps in 1784; 5th Bengal European Battalion in July 1787 and December 1788; to 30th Battalion 
Sepoys in September 1791; to 3rd Native Cavalry in June 1797, and to 2nd Native Cavalry in November 1798 as Captain Lieutenant. 
Served as Major 2nd Native Cavalry in the operations in Jumna Doab in 1803, and during the Second Mahratta War, including the 
battle of Delhi and action at Laswari. Posted as Lieutenant-Colonel to 1st Native Cavalry in 1804, and to the command of the Corps of 
Hill Rangers in June 1805. Commandant of Buxar Fort, October 1806 until 1819. Major-General on the general staff commanding the 
Dinapore Division from May 1820 till death. 

He was made a C.B. on 7 April 1815 and promoted to K.C.B. on 26 November 1819. Major-General Sir William Toone died at 
Dinapore on 16 August 1822.

John Lloyd was bom on 18 November 1 799 and was educated at Addiscombe. 

Appointed a Lieutenant in the Bombay Artillery on 1 September 1818 and promoted to Captain in May 1829. Served in the First Afghan 
War, seeing service at Ghuznee, July 1839 and Kabul, August 1839. For his services he was awarded the Ghuznee Medal, was 
mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 30 October 1839) and awarded the brevet of Major, 23 July 1839. He commanded the 
Artillery in Scinde, 1840-42 and was at Meeanee-Hyderabad 1843. For his services he was awarded the medal, was twice mentioned 
in despatches (London Gazettes 11 April 1843 and 9 May 1843), was awarded the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel, 4 July 1843 and 
awarded the C.C., 4 July 1843. He commanded the Golundanze Battalion and was the officer in charge of the Madras and Bombay 
Artillery at the capture of the fortress of Punella on 1 December 1844, for which he was again mentioned in despatches. Lloyd was 
advanced to Major in January 1844 and to Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1849. 

He retired from the Indian Army on 15 April 1850 and received the promotion to Colonel in November 1854. On the formation of the 
Volunteer Force in England in 1859, he was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel commanding the Cheshire Volunteer Artillery Administrative 
Brigade, 20 October 1860.

Henry Wynter Wagstaff was born on 19 July 1890 and was educated at 
Woodbridge Grammar School and the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. 
Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the R.E. on 23 December 1910, he went out 
to India in 1913 and his first posting was to Kohat as an Assistant Garrison 
Engineer. He was subsequently Garrison Engineer at Hangu, Parachinar and 
Miranshah. During the early part of the Great War he was involved in minor 
operations in the Tochi Valley and Derajat, January-March 1915. He then served 
in Mesopotamia, July 1916-January 1918, serving at Basrah, Kut and Baghdad. 
He was employed as a G.S.O. 3rd Grade with the 2nd Division, 1 May 1917-1 
August 1917 and with the 1st Indian Army Corps, 13 November 1917-1 January 
1918. For his services he was mentioned in despatches and awarded the Military 
Cross. He later served in the Third Afghan War. Colonel Wagstaff was placed on 
Retirement Pay in 1948 and in the same year was awarded the C.S.I. for his 
services on the Railway Board at New Delhi. Colonel Wagstaff died on 13 
September 1992, aged 102 years.

As a Staff Captain and Brigade Major of the 189th Infantry Brigade he served in the Third Afghan War and was mentioned in 
despatches. Entering the Indian Police in 1920, he became the Commandant of the North West Frontier Constabulary, 1937-47, was 
present at the Ahmedzai Salient operations, 1940 and was mentioned in despatches. Held the post of Inspector-General of Police in the 
N.W. Frontier Province, 1947-51 and Inspector General of Police at Karachi, 1951-56. For his services in the police he was awarded 
the O.B.E. in 1934, the C.I.E. in 1945 and he was Knighted in 1953.

During the sharp encounter three men were killed and a 
dozen wounded but the courageous action of Constables Haq Nawaz and 
Abdullah saved the pay from being looted and prevented the kidnapping of any 
of the passengers. The failure of the gang to achieve their objective was due to 
the gallantry of these two constables and their complete disregard for their own 
safety.'

'On Friday, the 16th April 1943, the Bannu City Police received information that 
a strong and well-armed hostile gang, led by Fateh Jang, one of the most 
dangerous and ruthless raiders on the Bannu border, had come to an adjacent 
serai to raid the city and kidnap persons attending the Friday fair. The Police 
turned out and engaged the gang immediately, and a battle followed during 
which the gang lost eight killed, including Fateh Jang himself and several other 
notorious outlaws. Two more were wounded and captured alive, whilst another 
two were intercepted and killed near the border. This successful action prevented 
a serious raid and also rid Bannu District of a number of notorious proclaimed 
offenders, but it cost the police six men killed and four wounded. 

. The other two officers who are awarded the Indian Police Medal were 

largely responsible for the successful tactics and sound dispositions of the police 
parties and they set an excellent example of personal courage under heavy fire at 
close range.'

This rare and unusual combination of medals was worn by a Havildar of the H.E.I.C. Army. The combination suggests that he served 
with the 3rd Regiment of Infantry Shah Shuja's Force during the First Afghan War. For its good services in the war the unit was taken 
into the Bengal Army and renamed the 'Regiment of Kelat-i-Ghilzie'. Although four of the medals are unnamed, they are consistent 
with medals that would have been awarded to a man of the unit; the mounting and degree of wear all suggest that the medals form part 
of one group. The regiment received battle honours for 'Kelat-i-Ghilzie', 'Candahar 1842'; 'Ghuznee 1842'; 'Cabool 1842' and 
'Maharajpoor'. 

The unit was stationed along the North West Frontier during the period 1851-60, initally at Rawalpindi and later at Peshawar. There it 
served in two expeditions against dissident tribesmen - the Hassanzais during 1852-53 and Sitana during 1858. During the Indian 
Mutiny the Regiment was one of the few regiments of the Bengal Army to remain loyal. The regiment was split into detachments and 
was stationed at various frontier forts and engaged in rounding up deserters. Havildar Moshurruff is listed as being a member of the unit 
engaged in repelling an attack on the fort at Michnee by mutineers from the former 51st Regiment. The unit saw the mutiny out 
'employed as an escort to the Commander in Chief, Lord Clyde [formerly Sir Colin Campbell] during his tour of the Northwest 
Provinces, Oudh and the Punjab, thus showing through all that countryside a Bengal Regiment that had remained loyal' (ref: History of 
the Bombay Pioneers , by Lieut-Col. W. B. P. Tugwell).

Henry Walter Bellew was born at Nusserabad on 30 August 1834. He was only seven when his father of the same name was hacked to 
death at Futtenhabad during the disastrous retreat from Cabul. His father was one of the last six officers making their escape; he and 
four others were killed and only Dr Brydon made it to Jellalabad to report the disaster. The young Henry Walter Bellew qualified as a 
Surgeon at St. George's in 1854, gaining the M.R.C.S. and L.S.A. Entering the Army Medical Department as an Assistant Surgeon in 
1854, he served in the Crimea War, 1854-55. He was based at Scutari and whilst there wrote a diary (held by the National Army 
Museum) in which he gives a personal account of the hardship of the soldiers, the atrocious medical facilities and petty jealousies of 
the medical staff. He resigned from the A.M.D. in October 1855 and the following month entered the Bengal establishment as an 
Assistant Surgeon and was posted to the Corps of Guides. In 1857 he accompanied the commanding officer of the Guides - Major H. B. 
Lumsden, on a military mission to Kandahar - Bellew wrote an account of the mission. At the time of the Indian Mutiny he was still on 
the N.W. Frontier with the Guides helping to prevent Afghan incursions on the N.W. Frontier. He served in the Umbeyla Campaign of 
1863 and was one of the six officers who rode as escort to Colonel Reynall Taylor, commanding 25 horse and four companies of 
Guides Infantry, on his dangerous mission to compel the Bunerwal tribe to burn down their own villages. 

In 1867 he was promoted to Surgeon and in 1873 to Surgeon-Major. In 1869 he was employed as interpreter to the Viceroy, Lord 
Mayo, and in 1873 he went as interpreter/doctor with Sir R. Pollock on a mission to Seistan and with Sir Douglas Forsythe to the 
remote areas of Kashgar and Yarkand. For these services he was created a Companion of the Star of India on 6 February 1873. As a 
'Political Officer' he was awarded the Empress of India Medal in 1877. During the Afghan War of 1878-80 he was again employed as 
Political Officer/Surgeon. In 1878 he was a member of the Kabul Mission under Sir Neville Chamberlain, which was halted at the 
entrance to the Khyber Pass and was refused admission by the Emir Sher Ali Khan - thus precipitating the war. Bellew was one of three 
members of the Political Court charged with inquiring into the circumstances of the attack on the British Residency at Kabul which 
resulted in the death of the Resident, Sir Louis Cavagnasi, and his staff. After the war he returned to England on sick leave, but returned 
in 1881 to take up the post of one of the Sanitary Deputy Surgeons General for Bengal. He retired as D.S.G. on 14 November 1886 and 
died at Farnham Royal, Buckinghamshire on 26 July 1892. He was the author of 13 books - on the subjects of Afghanistan and 
medicine. The Dictionary of National Biography reported, 'Bellew belonged to the School of Anglo Indian officials who have helped to 
build up and consolidate the British Empire in India. He gained in the highest degree the confidence of the native rulers as well as of 
their subjects'.

Wilfred Malleson was born on 8 September 1866, the son of the Rev. E. Malleson, Rector of Great Bookham, Surrey. He was educated 
at Wimbledon and R.M.A. Woolwich. Malleson joined the Royal Artillery in 1886 and transferred to the Indian Army in 1904. He was 
for six years on the staff of Lord Kitchener as head of the Intelligence Branch, Indian Army H.Q. He accompanied the Mission to Kabul 
under Sir Louis Dane, 1904-05 and served on the General Staff of India until January 1914. Awarded the C.I.E. in 1910. Malleson was 
Chief Censor of India, August-October 1914; Inspector-General of Communications, British East Africa, October 1914-January 1915;

John Henry Must, the son of a Sergeant of the same name in the Bengal Artillery, and Elizabeth Mason, of the Lower Orphan School at 
Calcutta, was baptised at Calcutta on 11 July 1 819. He enlisted at Dum Dum, Bengal, on 14 January 1835, for unlimited service in the 
East India Company's forces. The fact that he served as a musician indicates that he was almost certainly Eurasian, via his mother. The 
Lower Orphan School, for the children of enlisted men, including those abandoned when British Army units left India, performed a 
useful function as a marriage market whereby N.C.Os. were allowed to visit and select a bride from the teenage girls by 'sight alone'. 

Under Bengal General Order by the Commander-in-Chief dated 22 September 1859, Must was promoted from Fife-Major, 57th N.L, to 
be Sergeant on the Unattached List, and was appointed Quarter-Master Sergeant of the 58th N.L He was awarded the L.S. & G.C. 
medal under Bengal G.O.C.C. dated 18 January 1860, together with a gratuity of £10 on discharge, in addition to his ordinary pension, 
and transferred as Q.M. Sergeant from the 58th N.L to the 4th (late 33rd) N.L under Bengal G.O.C.C. dated 24 June 1 861. He became 
Sergeant-Major of the 4th N.L on 25 May 1865, and was discharged to a pension of 2s 6d per day under G.O. 118 of 1 871, at which 
time he was living at Dinapore. Sergeant-Major Must died on 31 January 1 889.

R.V.M. awarded on 16 December 1911, for services at the Delhi Durbar 1911. 

The Durand Medal was an annual award to an Indian officer, N.C.O. or Sapper of the Indian Sappers and Miners who had 
distinguished himself as a soldier and a sapper by good and efficient service. The prize originated in 1876, when a fund was raised by 
R.E. officers at home and in India to commemorate the memory of Major-General Sir Henry Durand, K.C.S.I., C.B., of the Bengal 
Engineers. The design on the medal commemorates one of the first acts of his military career when he blew in the gate of the Ghazni 
fort in 1839. The Trust Fund is controlled by the Institution of Royal Engineers and since partition the medal has been awarded on the 
basis of two years to the Indian Engineers to one year to the Royal Pakistan Engineers on the advice of their respective Engineers-in- 
Chief. 

Krishna Appaji enrolled into the Bombay Sappers and Miners in 1877, becoming Jemadar in 1893, and Subadar in 1902. For his war 
services he received medals for Kandahar 1880, Samana 1891, the relief of Pekin 1900, and Somaliland 1902-04. He was mentioned 
in despatches for Somaliland, and later awarded the Order of British India, 2nd Class (G.G.O. 15 September 1908). Subadar Krishna 
Appaji retired in March 1909. He was awarded the R.V.M. (Silver) for services at the Delhi Durbar in 1911 and also received the Delhi

It would appear that Ishar Singh's medal has been named in error with the post-nominal 'I.D.S.M.' for he never received such an 
award. There was in the regiment, however, a more junior man by the name of 'Isher Singh', who became Subadar in May 1923, and 
received the I.D.S.M. for Mesopotamia as a colour havildar in August 191 7. 

The Subadar-Major entered the Indian Army on 28 January 1896, and was first commissioned on 1 July 1913. In August 1915 he was 
appointed 'Indian Adjutant', and was advanced to Subadar in July 191 7. He appears to have been appointed Subadar-Major sometime 
during 1922-23 and to have retired, or died, sometime before the end of 1924. His war services are consistently summarised as simply 
"Tochi F.F. 1897-98" in all the Indian Army List Supplements up to January 1924.

The MacGregor Memorial Medal was founded in 1888 as a Memorial to the late Major-General Sir Charles MacGregor, as an award 
for outstanding military reconnaissance of exploration, in the remote areas of India or on its frontiers, which produced new information 
of value to the defence of India. Most journeys involved considerable risk. Hazards could include hostile tribes, armed brigands, 
extremes of climate, harsh terrain, or dangerous animals. It was envisaged that two awards would be made annually; a large silver 
medal to officers, and a small silver medal to other ranks. If there were no deserving cases in a particular year, no award would be 
made, and in a few years an additional award was 'specially awarded', as in the case of this recipient. For specially valuable work a 
gold medal of the smaller size could be awarded whenever the Council deemed it desirable. 

The MacGregor Memorial Medal is the only exclusively military award, instituted during British rule, which continues to be granted to 
the Republic of India's armed forces. The criteria of endeavour for both officers and other ranks to become eligible for the award have 
been rigorously upheld. In the one hundred years from its founding until 1987, only 114 awards have been made: 7 in gold, 59 large 
silver medals to officers, and 48 small silver medals to non-commissioned officers and other ranks. 

Frederick Charles Waterfield entered the Indian Army on 22 January 1898. He served in the operations against the Boxers and was 
awarded the China Medal 1900. Served as a Double Company Officer in the 45th Rattray's Sikhs from May 1900. Promoted to Captain 
in January 1907. Served in the operations on the N.W. Frontier, 1908 - in the Zakka Khel country and in the Mohmand country for 
which he was awarded the I.G.S. Medal and clasp. Recipient of the MacGregor Medal for valuable reconnaissance work in 1915. 

Captain Waterfield, 45th Sikhs, died of wounds in France on 21 May 1915, aged 36 years. He was buried in Bethune Town Cemetery. 
He was the youngest son of Major-General H. I. Waterfield (Indian Army) and Emily Scott Waterfield. With some copied research. 
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Captain Tim Ash, MBE 

29 th March 1933 - 2 nd July 2012 



The following obituary was published in Durbar ; the journal of the Indian Military Historical Society. 

It is with the greatest sadness that we record the passing of Tim Ash on the 2nd July 2012, after a long illness. For 
the past twenty-two years Tim has been a regular contributor to Durbar, and during the years 1997-2007 he served as 
Vice-President of the Society - regularly attending the committee meetings held at the National Army Museum in 
Chelsea. 

Tim joined the Royal Signals in 1951, and he had already served in Germany, Libya, Malta and Egypt before 
volunteering for the Trucial Oman Scouts, a paramilitary force employing British officers and local Arab troops. 
Arriving in the northern Emirates in the early sixties for a supposedly eighteen-month posting, he eventually stayed for 
twenty-two years. 

Tim had a rare gift for languages and by 1964 he found himself in charge of an Arabic-language station known as 
the 'Voice of the Coast from the Trucial States' operated by the British Foreign Office. Four years later, and by then 
commissioned, Tim was appointed Desert Intelligence Officer for the Scouts in Ras al Khaimah, where his ability to 
converse in the local dialects and his great empathy for the local culture enabled him to win the confidence of the 
mountain tribes. He was thus able to gather important intelligence leading to the acquisition of guns and ammunition 
that might otherwise have been used to support rebellion in Dhofar, and was able to mediate in disputes between local 
tribes. The award of the M.B.E. was the result of Tim's substantial contribution to the security of a frequently turbulent 
region. 

In the years following Tim's subsequent posting to Oman, he frequently returned to Ras al Khaimah at the personal 
invitation of the ruler, and subsequently took up military service there. It was here that he met his wife, Ruth Willis, 
matron at the local hospital, who was herself awarded the MBE for her services to nursing in the region. Pursuing his 
interest in archaeology, Tim supervised excavations, collected information and artefacts, and became a founding father 
and long-time supporter of the local Ras al Khaimah museum. Tim was held in such high regard that the historian, Dr 
Saif bin Aboud al Badwani, once described him as 'The Lawrence of Ras al Khaimah' to which Tim's self-effacing reply 
was: 'I am Ash of Ras al Khaimah.' 

During his years of retirement back in England, and inspired by the experience of his historical research work in 
Ras al Khaimah, Tim dedicated much of his spare time to the study of military history. The overwhelming concentration 
of his investigative work was directed towards the history of the Honourable East India Company's establishment, both 
military and civil, during the crisis of the Indian Mutiny in 1857 and 1858. He joined the Orders and Medals Research 
Society in 1983, and the Indian Military Historical Society in 1989, both societies benefitting regularly from his 
readiness to share his research work by publishing it in the form of numerous articles crammed with original material. 

Taking his lead from the naming on medals that he collected or observed, and more often than not favouring the 
more junior officers and the largely uncelebrated civilians, Tim would immerse himself in the archives of the India 
Office Library to dig out their biographical details and military services - writing about them in an eminently readable 
style. His generosity of spirit and general bonhomie were always in evidence, as was the calm and modest manner in 
which he expressed his views. Like all good practitioners of the art, he was ever willing to impart his knowledge, and 
this could not be better exemplified than by eight 'research guides' - all but one published in Medal News. Over the 
years they have proved to be of great value to even the most experienced of researchers. 

Earlier this year, Tim decided to have his collected works published in one volume. It is a great shame that he did 
not live to see this happen, but his widow Ruth has bravely continued with the project, and has seen it through with 
the help of Tim's many friends. To repeat an old Arab proverb that Tim once quoted: 

These are our works , these works our souls display; 
behold our works when we have passed away.

James Eldridge enlisted in England for the 11 th Light Dragoons, then serving in India, on 20 September 1829. He joined the regiment at 
Cawnpore on 13 November 1830, and was discharged as a Corporal on 1 September 1837, when he enlisted into the H.E.I.C. Service 
(Town Major's List). He was promoted to Sergeant and appointed Quarter Master Sergeant to the 10th Bengal Light Cavalry at Muttra. 
He served in this capacity during the First Afghan War of 1840-42, including the recapture of Cabul, and later at the battle of 
Maharajpoor during the Gwalior Campaign of 1843. He served with the 10th Bengal Light Cavalry until May 1850 when he was 
promoted from Sergeant-Major of the Regiment to be Assistant Riding Master to the Remount Depot at Karnaul. In December 1850 he 
was promoted to be Riding Master and posted to the 7th Bengal Light Cavalry at Peshawur. 

The 7th Light Cavalry was disbanded at Lucknow on 12 June 1857, on the discharge of its remaining native ranks. Eldridge remained in 
the Residency at Lucknow and was murdered there on 15 June 1857 by Sergeant-Major Michael Keogh, of the 7th Light Cavalry, during 
a domestic dispute. He was shot through the body by Keogh with a pistol and died some hours later. Before his death he forgave Keogh 
with the words, 'You are a good fellow, Keogh, and I am sure you never intended this'. They had served together since 1851 and were 
reputed to be close friends. Eldridge was buried at Lucknow on 16 June by the Rev. James Harris, Senior Chaplain. 

This unfortunate incident is amply recorded in the many diaries of events at Lucknow during the siege. Sergeant-Major Keogh was 
initially placed in confinement but was released for service at the commencement of the siege. Directed to do duty with the Artillery 
under Captain A. P. Simons, he was struck by a round-shot in the Redan Battery and died of wounds on 4 October. 

Riding Master James Eldridge, though not technically an original defender, as he died before the close investment commenced on 29 
June, does, however, appear on the Medal Roll of deceased Officers and Men of the Original Garrison of the Residency of Lucknow. 
However, it may well be that his medal was never claimed or issued.

John Robinson senior was born circa 1803 at Maghera, County Down, and enlisted into the 31st Regiment at Belfast on 8 October 
1821, aged 18. In 1825 he survived the loss of the Kent East Indiaman due to fire in the Bay of Biscay. Whilst the majority of the 31 st 
Regiment, women, children and crew, amounting in all to 533 persons, were rescued by the brig Cambria , a further 14 men of the 31st, 
including John Robinson, who were unwilling or unable to leave the ship, were found clinging to wreckage and picked up by another 
ship, the Caroline. 

John Robinson saw action with the 31st during the Afghan War in 1842, including the actions of Mazeena and Tazeen and the re¬ 
occupation of Cabul. He returned to England in 1843 as an invalid and was discharged at Chatham on 9 July 1844, being 'worn out', 
aged 41 years. 

John Robinson senior had married Mary Aspell at Meerut on 16 June 1830, and by her had three children, the second of whom, John, 
was born at Karnaul on 17 January 1832. His mother died at Ghazeepore in November 1839 and his two siblings both died in their 
infancy. Educated at the Regimental School of the 31st Foot and later in Ireland, he enlisted into the 1st Madras Fusiliers at Newry, on 
19 August 1850, aged 18 years 6 months. He embarked for India on the Gloriana on 31 October 1850, arriving at Madras on 26 
February 1851. He served with the 1st Madras Fusiliers in the Second Burma War of 1852-53, including the capture of Pegu (Medal 
with clasp). Appointed Corporal in 1857, he served in the Indian Mutiny with Havelock's First Relief Force and in the subsequent 
defence of Lucknow. He died of dysentery at Bangalore on 5 April 1859, aged 27. Dying both intestate and unmarried, he left an estate 
of Rs 243 which was claimed by his father, together with his medal and Lucknow Prize Money for the Indian Mutiny. The date of death 
of John Robinson senior is not known; he is still recorded in 1874 as being in receipt of a pension of one Shilling and ten Pence per 
diem at Newry, Ireland.

Taylor Campbell Richardson was born at sea on Christmas Day 1812, on board the Sovereign in the Saugor Roads, his father being in 
the Bengal Civil Service. He was educated at Dr Firminger's Edmonton, and at the Addiscombe Military Seminary of 1829. He arrived 
at Calcutta in May 1832 where he was posted as Ensign to the 18th Bengal Native Infantry. Promoted to Lieutenant in September 1839, 
Richardson was in the volunteer company of the 18th N.L, chosen from the eight nominated Native Infantry Regiments to form a 
Volunteer Regiment of Bengal Native Infantry to join the 'Expedition to the Eastward', or the Opium War with China. He was 
consequently present with the 1st Regiment of Bengal Volunteers at the capture of Chusan Island on 5 July 1840. In the months that 
followed, the Garrison encamped on Chusan Island suffered greatly from disease, such that, in November 1840, Major-General Burrell 
decided that a detachment of the sick of the Bengal Volunteers should be embarked aboard the Transport Isobella Robertson to return 
to Calcutta. Lieutenant Robertson, himself sick, was appointed to command the Detachment, and Assistant Surgeon R. W. Wrightson 
was appointed in medical charge, having already suffered from two attacks of fever. It was an arduous voyage and many men died of 
chronic dysentery and repeated attacks of fever. The arrival of the Isobella Robertson at Calcutta with her cargo of sick and emaciated 
sepoys aroused official consternation and a Special Committee of Medical Officers was assembled at Barrackpore 'to investigate the 
causes of the great mortality which occurred aboard the Transport Isobella Robertson on her passage from Chusan to Bengal'. When 
the Committee's Report was placed before the Governor General of India, both Lieutenant Richardson and Surgeon Wrightson were 
commended for their 'unceasing endeavours to ameliorate the distressed condition of the Sepoys and render it less so by their constant 
attention'. 

Returning to regimental duties, Robertson was present with the 18th N.L at Lahore Garrison during the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, 
but did not see action at any of the major engagements (Medal). Promoted to Captain in April 1852, whilst on Furlough to Europe, he 
returned to duty in January 1854. He was stationed with his regiment at Bareilly upon the outbreak of the Mutiny in 1857. Both the 
18th N.L and the 68th N.L mutinied on Sunday 31 st May, '... and before the night had closed, all that remained of Bareilly was a heap 
of smouldering ruins.' Most of the European officers of the 18th N.L, including Captain Richardson, were reported to be 'missing', but 
also 'supposed to be concealed in a village about seven miles from Bareilly.' 

Indeed, of the eight officers of the 18th N.L reported missing, only the Adjutant, Lieutenant Gowan, survived to leave a lengthy account 
of their escape from Bareilly. Whilst he did not witness their deaths, there is no doubt that Lieutenant Gowan was the last European to 
see his fellow officers alive. These officers had been conducted at night by one hundred faithful sepoys to a village 12 miles from 
Bareilly, 'from which village they had to fly at daybreak and were hunted from village to village for 6 days and then cruelly murdered 
by a party of escaped convicts'.

Charles Becher Young was born at Fort William, Calcutta, on 18 January 1816. Educated privately, he attended the East India Military 
Seminary, Addiscombe, July 1834, and the Royal Engineers Establishment, Chatham, July to November 1836. He arrived at Fort 
William, Calcutta, in October 1837 to take up his appointment as a Second Lieutenant in the Bengal Sappers and Miners. He served in 
command of a detachment of Sappers and Miners, with the Jhansi Field Force, against the Fort of Jhansi which surrendered on 23 
January 1839, and as Adjutant of Sappers in the Joudhpore campaign in August 1839. Promoted to First Lieutenant in January 1841, he 
next saw service in the Gwalior campaign of 1843-44, and was present at the battle of Maharajpoor. 

In the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, Lieutenant Young was in charge of the building of a bridge of boats at Ramnagar, by which means 
Gough's force was able to cross the River Chenab to join Thackwell's force and thereby engage the Sikh Army at the battle of 
Chilianwala on 22 January. During this action Lieutenant Young served as Aide de Camp to Sir Joseph Thackwell and was mentioned 
in his despatch accordingly. The battle of Goojerat took place on 21 February but it offered little opportunity for the engineers. This 
fight,' wrote Lieutenant Taylor of the Bengal Engineers, 'will stand upon record as the most extraordinary engagement we have fought 
in India. It was nothing but a cannonade and not more than four regiments engaged ever fired a shot, yet the overthrow was most 
complete. We made no charges, but brought a heavy fire of artillery on the enemy, and in one hour the result of the action was 
decided.' 

Young served as a Brevet Captain during the Burmese war of 1852-53, including the capture of Prome on 9 October 1852. He was the 
senior of the nine Bengal Engineer officers serving under Major H. Fraser during the campaign. He was confirmed as Captain in 
February 1854, and in 1856 submitted a Memorial for brevet promotion to the Court of Directors of the East India Company which 
outlined his service to the Company with various testimonials from senior officers, but without success. He became a Lieutenant- 
Colonel in January 1860, and Colonel in July 1862, and retired on full pay as Major-General on 1 September 1863. Major-General 
Charles Young died at Chiswick, London on 27 January 1892. Young was also an artist of some repute and two of his finest prints, 
dedicated to Lord Gough, of the Punjab Campaign of 1848-49, are held by the India Office Library.

Roderick Robertson was born at Calcutta on 25 May 1814, and educated at London University and attended Addiscombe Military 
Seminary No. 12 of 1830. He arrived in India in September 1833 and was posted to the 70th Bengal Native Infantry. In January 1838 
he was posted to the newly-raised 1st Cavalry, Oudh Auxiliary Force. Robertson was also employed in a Civil and Political capacity, 
being appointed Junior Assistant to the Commissioner of the Saugor Division in January 1840. He was Acting Instructor and 
Quartermaster to the 31st Native Infantry from January 1843 until 1845, during which period he accompanied that regiment in the 
Gwalior campaign and was present at the battle of Maharajpoor, 29 December 1843. He was posted in the same capacity to the 7th 
Light Cavalry in November 1845, and to the 56th N.L in February 1846. Later that year he was placed at the disposal of the Lieutenant 
Governor, North West Provinces, and appointed to officiate as Commandant of the Delhi Palace Guard, this position being confirmed 
in April 1847. 

Directed to rejoin his regiment, the 70th N.L, in October 1848, Robertson took part in the Punjab campaign of 1848-49, being present 
at the battles of Chilianwala and Goojerat. He was appointed Commissioner for the Cis-Sutlej States from December 1849, and 
Superintendent of the Bhuttee Territory from February 1852. When the Mutiny broke out in 1857, Robertson was compelled to take 
refuge, with his family, Putteala Territory, where, after reaching Ferozepore, he accompanied General Van Cortlandt's Hurriana Field 
Force as Political Officer. This Force subsequently took part in the attack and defeat of mutineers and rebels at Aodah on 1 7 June 1857; 
fought with the rebels at Kyrekee on 19 June , and defeated the rebels at Hissar on 19 August. In September it stormed the village of 
Mungalee on 11 September, and defeated mutineers and rebels at Jamalpore on 13 September, besides other minor engagements. A 
detachment accompanied Brigadier Showers' Column and were engaged at the action at Narnool. Much of the detail of the operations 
of this Force was reported in the Lahore Chronicle , perhaps even with contributions from Robertson himself, though the reports are 
unattributed. Robertson was described by a brother officer of the Force as 'cruel hearted and the veriest poltroon'. 

In consequence of the heat and exposure to which Robertson was subjected during this period his health was so broken that he was 
compelled to obtain leave to return to Europe and retired in January 1859. Prior to this he applied to the Secretary of the East India 
Company for duplicate medals to be issued to him in the following terms, 'The medals and clasps which I had received for the battles 
of Maharajpoor, Chilianwala and Goojerat having been plundered with the remainder of my property at Sirsa I have the honour to 
request that you will solicit the Honourable Court of Directors to replace them.' Major Roderick Robertson died at Worthing on 8 
October 1869.

William Robert Forster was born at Hansi on 21 February 1817, son of Colonel Henry Forster who raised the Shekawattee Brigade in 
1835 and commanded it until 1860, being awarded the C.B. for services during the Sutlej campaign. William Forster was appointed 

unattached Lieutenant and Adjutant with the Shekawattee Brigade from 1 January 1837, and served with the Brigade in numerous 

actions in Rajputana from 1837 onwards. He commanded the Infantry of the Shekawattee Brigade at the battle of Aliwal in the Sutlej 

campaign of 1845-46 (Medal). Two of William's brothers, Henry Pitts and Thomas Francis, also served with the Shekawatte Brigade at 

Aliwal and both received medals for the action. 

Although on field service with the Shekawattee Battalion during the Indian Mutiny against insurgents in the Manbhoom, Singbhoom 
and Sumbalpore Districts, his entitlement to the Mutiny medal is denied on the medal roll with a note in the remarks column, 'In 
Command of Reserve Force, Baggage and Commissariat Stores at Cheybassa February 1858'. Forster submitted a very lengthy Memorial 
in support of his entitlement to a medal for the Mutiny and, whilst he did not succeed in getting one, he did receive promotion to Major 
Unattached for Meritorious Service with the Shekawattee Brigade, as approved by the Queen in General Orders, 10 October 1860. 

This interesting pair of medals was the subject of an article by Tim Ash published in the O.M.R.S. Journal for Autumn 1994, in which 
he surmises two things. Firstly that this Sutlej medal was originally issued to one of his brothers, Lieutenant H. P. Forster (who had died 
in India in 1850), and that William Forster, having lost his own medal, altered the rank and initials to suit his own. Secondly, being 
somewhat miffed at not being entitled to a medal for the Mutiny, he had one engraved up with his details, and placed the two medals 
in a specially fitted leather case 'with its handsome lid to announce their, and his own, importance for posterity'.

Fraser's three campaign medals were lost at sea when the boat containing his 
personal property capsized during the fourth (1862-63) season of work on the 
Alguada Reef Lighthouse, these official replacements being issued at the public 
expense by the Calcutta Mint on behalf of the Government of India. 

Alexander Fraser was born at Prestbury, Gloucestershire, on 8 May 1824. He 
joined the Bengal Engineers in 1843, and 'two years later served through the 
campaign on the Sutlej, being decorated for his conduct at the battle of Sobraon. 
He took part also in the Punjab Campaign and the Burmese War under General 
Steel, again receiving the medal and clasp. He obtained his Colonelcy in 1874, 
and from 1873 to 1879 acted as Chief Engineer to the Public Works Department 
in the North West Provinces. He was universally loved for his sterling qualities of 
mind and heart, his unassuming manners, and retiring disposition. For forty years 
he served his country well, and was known in Burma as the 'Star of India', for the 
numerous lighthouses erected under his direction on the Burmese and Indian 
coasts. General Fraser occupied himself in later years with Indian Railways, being 
Chairman of H.H. the Nizam's and also Rohilkund and Kumaon 
Railways' (Obituary refers). 

In recognition of his services in the building of the Alguada Reef Lighthouse, 
Fraser was made a Companion of the Bath C.B. (Civil) on 21 March 1866. After 
the failure of his marriage after many years, Fraser took up with Charlotte Monica 
Smith in 1883, and out of wedlock had two sons, Cecil born 25 July 1886, and 
Bruce Austin born 5 February 1888. Bruce Alexander was destined to become 
Admiral of the Fleet Lord Fraser of North Cape, who sank the German battle 
cruiser Scharnhorst in December 1943, and later signed the instrument of Japan's 
surrender for Britain, on 2 September 1945. 

Alexander Fraser died at Rochford, Essex, on 11 June 1898, aged 74.

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Four: William White, Royal Navy, Steward to Hon. Henry Keppel, R.N., 1853-61

William White was born in Dublin on 3 June 1824, and was employed during his early years as a domestic servant. He joined the 
Royal Navy aboard H.M.S. St jean D'Acre at Plymouth on 23 August 1853. On 16 October following, presumably after a period of 
probationary service, he was appointed Steward to the Captain of the ship, the Hon. Henry Keppel, R.N. 

White served as Keppel's Steward, firstly aboard the St Jean D'Acre , which was engaged in the Baltic and then in the Crimea, both of 
which led to the issue of campaign medals. He then served aboard Rodney , Collossus and Raleigh , the latter ship being lost at sea when 
she struck a submerged rock near Hong Kong. Her crew were engaged during the China war of 1857, under Captain Keppel, and 
White received the medal with clasp for Fatshan 1857. In 1859 Keppel was appointed Groom in Waiting to Queen Victoria and, 
though he does not mention White in his memoirs at this time, it is probable that White remained in his service during this period. 

In 1860 Keppel was appointed to the command of the Cape Station aboard H.M.S. Forte , where White is recorded as being with him. 
The next year, following a contretemps with the Governor at the Cape, Keppel was appointed to the command off the South East Coast 
of America, a post Keppel considered junior to that of the Cape. He therefore resigned the command off Brazil, handed over H.M.S. 
Forte to his successor and returned to England, again with White as his Steward, aboard the Emerald. 

Admiral Keppel struck his flag aboard Emerald on 6 August 1861, and White was struck off the same day. How long he remained in 
Keppel's service is not known as Keppel himself did not return to sea until 1866, when he was appointed to the China Command. 
However, amongst the many letters of congratulation that he received at this time was one 'from my old Steward, William White, now 
an Admiralty Messenger'. White's death was recorded in September 1883.

William Furze Hains was born on 17 April 1818 and joined the Royal Navy as a Second Master on 15 February 1842. He served as 
Master of H.M.S. Alban in the Baltic campaign of 1854, and as Master of H.M.S. Retribution in China in 1857-60. In the latter vessel he 
accompanied Lord Elgin's Mission to Japan in 1858 and subsequently on the journey of exploration up the Yangtse Kiang River. He was 
promoted to Staff Commander on 3 October 1865, and to Staff Captain on 19 May 1870. Captain Hains died in Athens, Greece, on 9 
May 1890.

John Robertson was born at Peterhead on 1 July 1824, and enlisted into the 78th 
Highlanders on 5 March 1842. He became a Corporal in January 1844, and was 
promoted to Sergeant in June 1848 and to Colour-Sergeant in January 1854. 

Colour-Sergeant Robertson served with the 78th Highlanders in the Persian War, 
including the night attack and battle of Kooshab, the bombardment of 
Mohumrah, and the expedition to Ahwaz (Medal with clasp). He served also in 
Bengal in 1857-58, was with Havelock's Column in the several actions leading to 
the relief of Lucknow, and was dangerously wounded by a ball through the head 
on 25th September. He took part in the subsequent defence of Lucknow, with 
Outram's Force at the Alumbagh with the repulse of numerous attacks there, the 
operations ending in the final capture of Lucknow, the Rohilcund campaign and 
the capture of Bareilly (Medal with two clasps, and a year's service for Lucknow). 

For his services at Lucknow Robertson was awarded the Meritorious Service 
Medal with an Annuity of £15, to be dated from 25 September 1857, the date he 
was wounded at Lucknow. Further details of his wound are furnished by his 
obituary published in The Rossallian: 

'At a certain point in the entry [to Lucknow] he [Robertson] was ordered by the 
officer in command of his company or regiment to turn back with a few men in 
order to carry out some order or other of by no means vital importance. 
Robertson thought it an absolutely useless mission, involving the almost certain 
death of his men and himself: but after a word of expostulation, like the brave 
soldier that he was, he obeyed orders and went. 

But the streets were lined with sharpshooters firing from the roofs and upper rooms of the houses, and a bullet struck him in the head, 
entering near the right temple and lodging not far from the left jaw. It was a terrible wound (he was afterwards reported mortally 
wounded), but somehow, in spite of it, he managed to stagger back and reach the Residency. 

Then lockjaw set in, and for days there seemed no hope; but his splendid constitution, and the temperate life that he lived, triumphed, 
until at last the clenched teeth opened sufficiently to admit of some nutrient being passed into his mouth, and his life was saved. 

To the end he preserved the bullet, dinted by its impact with his head, in a gold locket attached to his watch chain, and it was his pride 
to shew it to anyone interested in that gallant struggle at Lucknow. Not long before his death he shewed it to some of the King's 
grandchildren. Such a wound would have caused most men to apply for sick leave, but Robertson was not made of that sort of stuff. He 
fought on in the subsequent defence of the Residency and in the ultimate capture of the town from the rebels.' 

Promoted to Quarter-Master-Sergeant in July 1857, Robertson served in that capacity until 15 July 1861, after which he was appointed 
Quarter-Master to the 23rd Depot Battalion at Aberdeen and, in April 1865 as Quarter-Master to the 35th Foot, which position he held 
until his retirement on 6 March 1872 with the honorary rank of Captain. 

In 1873 he took up the appointment of Bursar at Rossal School, Fleetwood, Lancashire. The school was in great financial difficulties, 
with a debt of between £25,000 and £30,000 hanging over it. With characteristic resolution Robertson set to work to put things right. 
Soon afterwards numbers began to rise, and year after year saw large balances to the credit of the school, with a diminishing 
indebtedness, in spite of the fact that new buildings, costing many thousands of pounds, were built in his 25 years of office. In 1898 he 
retired from the Bursarship and went to Liverpool to live with his daughter, Mrs Catherine Browne, a widow who had been his 
housekeeper at Rossal. 

Regimental dinners, and especially the Lucknow dinner, called him up now and then to London. In 1907 he attended the King's Levee 
for the Indian Veterans and also the Indian Mutiny Commemoration dinner given by the proprietors of the Daily Telegraph at the Royal 
Albert Hall. This latter event, held on 23 December 1907, was probably the last occasion on which Robertson proudly wore his medals 
for, shortly afterwards, he contracted bronchitis and died on 23 January 1908.

William Terence Mills was born in London in about 1833, the son of a 'Gentleman' employed by the East India Company in 
Leadenhall Street. He was granted a Cadetship for the Bombay Infantry and departed for India aboard the Indus on 20 January 1851. 
Initially he was attached to the 9th Bombay Native Infantry before being posted as Ensign to the 25th Bombay Native Infantry. During 
the Indian Mutiny he served at the siege and storm of the fortresses of Chendaree and Jhansi, battle of the Betwah, action at Koonch, 
the different actions on the banks of the Jumna from 15th to 23rd May 1858, in the capture of Calpee (wounded), the action at Morar, 
actions at and near Kotah-Ke-Serai and capture of Gwalior. In the operations in the ravines of the Junma and Sind Rivers against the 
rebel Thakkor Burjore Singh (Medal and clasp). 

Mills was thanked by Sir Charles Stewart, mentioned in despatches, and recommended for the Victoria Cross by Colonel Robertson, 
commanding 25th Bombay N.L at the battle of Betwah, for 'destroying a small body of the enemy who had taken up a position 
amongst a mass of rock.' Furthermore, according to the history of Napier's Rifles (formerly 25th Bombay N.L, at the fall of Jhansi on 3 
April 1858, 'Lieutenant Mills, Captain Little and Lieutenant Forbes were recommended for the Victoria Cross for rescuing a man of the 
86th under heavy fire'. 

In July 1865 Mills transferred to the 30th Bombay Native Infantry (Jacob's Rifles). He served with this regiment and officiated as second- 
in-command at Quetta during the opening stages of the Second Afghan War, before returning to England on Sick Certificate and to 
retire in November 1879 with the honorary rank of Colonel. He died at his residence at Uffculme, Devon, on 7 May 1901, aged 68 
years.

Alexander Ross Elliot Hutchinson was born at Calcutta on 28 November 1825, son of John Ross Hutchinson, of the Bengal Civil 
Service. He was a direct entry Cadet of 1842/43 and arrived at Fort William, Calcutta, on 22 November 1843, where he was posted to 
the 13th Bengal Native Infantry. He served with the Army of the Punjab in 1848-49, and was present at the affair at Rumnuggur, the 
passage of the Chenab, and action at Goojerat (Medal with clasp). 

At the commencement of the Indian Mutiny in 1857 Lieutenant Hutchinson, 13th Bengal N.I., was the Bheel Agent and Political 
Officer at the small Station of Bhopawar, Headquarters of the Bheel Corps. When the Bheel Corps mutinied, Captain Hutchinson, with 
his wife, the daughter of Sir C. N. Hamilton, Agent to the Governor-General for Central India, and their small daughter, together with 
Dr Chisholm and Mrs Stockley, the wife of the commander of the Bheel Corps, were forced to flee from the station disguised as Parsees. 
After many adventures the party was rescued by Holkar, the ruler of Indore, and escorted to the British Station at Mhow, itself in a 
precarious state due to the mutiny of the troops. All of this, and more, is recorded in Hutchinson's memoirs of his Mutiny services held 
by the Indian Office Library (IOR MSS Eur. D.685). 

During Hutchinson's long period of subsequent service as Political Agent to the Maharajah Scindia of Gwalior he was both a 
participant and a witness to many glittering spectacles of the British Raj, culminating in the great Delhi Durbar of January 1877 for the 
proclamation of Queen Victoria as Empress of India. Sold with a comprehensive file of research including copies of his Indian Mutiny 
memoirs.

George Byford was born at Sudbury, Suffolk, in October 1818. He joined H.M.S. Dido, Captain Hon. Henry Keppel, R.N., as a 
Landsman on 16 October 1841, taking part in the China War at the capture of Chiang-Kiang-Fu on 21 July 1842. Dido subsequently 
proceeded up river to Nanking where the treaty of Nanking was signed on 29 August 1842. This ship was afterwards engaged in 1843 
in the expedition against the Sarebas pirates of Borneo, and in the following year against the Sekarran pirates of Sarawak. Dido arrived 
home at Sheerness on completion of her commission on 31 January 1845 and George Byford, with the rest of the ship's company, was 
paid off on 12 February. 

This medal was the subject of an article by Tim Ash published by Medal News, and is sold with a comprehensive file of research 
covering the commission of the Dido in China and the Far East.

John Strettell was born in London in about 1809 and entered the Royal Navy as First Class Volunteer on 18 August 1824, on board the 
Prince Regent, and the following month joined the Cambrian. In this frigate, after he had fought at the battle of Navarino, he was 
wrecked during an attack made upon a nest of pirates at Carabusa on 31 January 1828. From September 1828 until April 1831, he 
again served in the Mediterranean in the Revenge and Rattlesnake. Having passed his examination, 14 February 1831, he was next 
employed in the capacity of Mate in the President and Vernon on the coast of North America, and, from August 1834 until March 
1837, on the Mediterranean station. In July 1837 he joined the Wellesley, in which ship he assisted in 1838 in quelling an insurrection 
on the coast of Malabar, participated in 1839 in various operations on the coast of Sinde and in the Persian Gulf, and was present, at 
the commencement of the war in China, at the capture of the island of Chusan in July 1840. 

Being nominated, 3 January 1841, Acting-Lieutenant of the Herald, he contributed to the destruction of the Bogue Forts on 26 February. 
He landed also, the following day, at the storming of the enemy's works close to Whampoa Reach, where 54 pieces of cannon were 
taken. On 13 March he served in the boats at the capture of several rafts and of the last fort protecting the approaches to Canton; and 
he took a similar part at the ensuing reduction of that city. For these services he was twice mentioned in the London Gazette of 1 841, 
pp. 1501 and 1503. 

He was confirmed a Lieutenant on 8 June 1841, and was subsequently appointed on 15 April 1842, as Additional, two months after he 
had left the Herald to the Illustrious, flag-ship of Sir Charles Adams in North America and the West Indies. He afterwards served in the 
Tweed on the same station, in the Prometheus on the coast of Africa, and in the Bulldog steam-sloop, employed on particular service. 
Strettell was placed on half-pay in April 1846, and later served in the Coast Guard at Walton Gap, Essex, and at Polkerris, Cornwall, 
before retiring due to ill-health on 27 December 1855. He died of pulmonary consumption atTorpoint, Devon, on 15 February 1857.

William Couch was born in the Parish of St Andrew's, Plymouth, in June 1816. He served aboard H.M.S. Talbot from November 1836 
to July 1837, and joined H.M.S. Wellesley as an Able Seaman at Plymouth on 6 July 1837. Wellesley took part in the quelling of an 
insurrection on the coast of Malabar during 1838, and at the capture of Kurrachee in February 1839. In the following month she was 
present at the evacuation of the British Residency at Bushire in the Persian Gulf, occasioned by the critical state of relations then 
existing between Britain and Persia. 

H.M.S. Wellesley fired the first shot of the China War at the capture of Chusan Island on 6 July 1840. She subsequently took part in the 
operations in the Bocca Tigris leading to the capture of the Bogue Forts guarding the entrance to Canton, January to March 1841, the 
siege of Canton in May 1841, the capture of Amoy in August 1841, and the re-capture of Chusan Island and the capture of Chinghae in 
October 1841. William Couch was paid off at Plymouth on 4 August 1842.

Charles Lamont Robertson Glasfurd was born at Almorah on 17 March 1831, son of Lieutenant (later Major-General) John Glasfurd, 
Bengal Engineers. Sent home from India by his father to Scotland in 1837, he was educated at school at Inverness until 1847 when he 
was sent to the Scottish Naval and Military Academy, Edinburgh, until 1848. He was granted a direct entry to the East India Company's 
Military Service as a Cadet for the Bombay Infantry in 1849. He arrived at Bombay in March 1849 and was posted as Ensign to the 1st 
Bombay European Fusiliers. Within three years of his arrival in India he had qualified as an Interpreter in three Indian languages. In 
1855 he was appointed to the Revenue Survey and Assessment in the Southern Mahratta Country, Sattra and Dharwar, until 1860. 

He was recalled from Civil Employ, Revenue and Survey Department, to serve with his regiment at Mooltan in 1858 and was engaged 
in the suppression of the outbreak of the 62nd and 69th Regiments Bengal Native Infantry, and 4th/3rd Bengal Horse Artillery, 31 
August 1858 (Medal). 

From 1860, until his retirement as a Major-General in September 1881, he served in the Central Provinces in various grades of 
Commissioner, with particular note as Deputy Commissioner in the Upper Godavary District during the early 1860s. Major-General 
Glasfurd died at Villa Athor, Algiers, on 14 May 1887, aged 56, whilst on a winter vacation. 

Glasfurd left an unpublished memoir of his own life up to 1876 and also a memoir he compiled on his father's life (IOR MSS Eur. 
D.685). The memoirs of his early life in Scotland and later in the military service are full of interest, particularly the period prior to his 
marriage in 1870. They contain a first hand account of the events of the Mutiny at Mooltan in 1858 in which he was an active 
participant: 

'The misguided men were shot or cut down by all parties and in all quarters. Of thirteen hundred mutineers few lived to return to their 
own Hindoostan; three or four hundred were laid low in or near Mooltan, others were shot by villagers, others were captured and 
brought in for military execution. It was the nearest approach to utter annihilation of two Regiments, perhaps, that occurred throughout 
the wars of the Mutiny. 

The Sepoys sometimes behaved more like madmen, at others more like children, than rational beings. In the present case they had 
scarcely a chance of success; for the Sikhs and Punjabees around them displayed no affection for the Hindoostanies; the soldiery shot 
and cut them down, while the peasantry captured them for the sake of the reward offered. They possibly reckoned on the support of the 
1st Bengal Irregular Cavalry; but this Regiment remained loyal, and assisted in cutting down the Sepoys instead of befriending them. 

This occurrence strongly attracted the attention of the Government.'

Horace Kendal Bushe was born in the Parish of Castlehaven, County Cork, on 18 January 1837, and was admitted to Addiscombe 
House as a Cadet for the Bombay Infantry in February 1854. He arrived in India on 28 June 1854 and, after a short period of 
attachment to the 13th and 4th Regiments N.L, joined the 15th Bombay Native Infantry on 20 October 1854. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in November 1854, and commanded a detachment on Field Service at Bhagulcote from 3 August to 11 September 1857. He 
served with the Belgaum Field Force under Colonel Malcolm, C.B., Southern Mahratta Horse, in the campaign of the Southern 
Mahratta Country and Nizam's Territories in the latter part of 1857 and 1858, and was present at the taking of the Hill Fort of 
Shorapore on 9 February 1858 (Medal). 

Bushe was promoted to Captain in May 1861, becoming Major in October 1869 and Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1870. Colonel 
Bushe died on 24 November 1898. Sold with a comprehensive file of research.

George Baillie Farrington was born at Muttra on 1 July 1837, son of Major-General John James Farrington, Bengal Artillery. He was 
educated at Kensington Grammar School, and Mr Howard's of St John's Wood, 1847-54. He was accepted by the Examiners of the 
Military Seminary at Addiscombe for direct entry as a Cadet, 3 April 1855. He arrived at Madras on 26 June 1855, via the 'overland' 
route, and was there posted to the 47th Madras Native Infantry. He served with the 47th N.l. during the Indian Mutiny as part of the 
Bellary Field Force, under the command of Major J. E. Hughes, 47th M.N.I., and was present at the capture of the town and fort of 
Copul on 1 June 1858 (Medal). His regiment being disbanded in 1862, Farrington served with the 24th Madras N.l. until 23 August 
1863, and thereafter with the Hyderabad Contingent Cavalry for the remainder of his service, latterly as second-in-command of the 1st 
Cavalry H.C. He retired with the Honorary rank of Colonel on 15 January 1885, and died in London on 25 June 1902, aged 64 years.

Edmund Yeamans Walcott (note error in second initial on medal) was born at Lanreath, Cornwall, on 26 July 1835, the son of 
Commander Charles Walcott, Royal Navy. In May 1 852 he was passed for direct entry to the Bengal Infantry and was just 1 7 years old 
when he arrived in India as an Ensign in the 57th Bengal Native Infantry. By 1855 he had qualified as an interpreter and was appointed 
Interpreter and Quartermaster to his regiment, the inspection report of the 57th N.l. for 1856 noting, 'He is very young and but recently 
appointed, but he promises well having good ability and heart for his work'. 

Walcott served during the Mutiny as Commandant of Artillery with General Van Cortlandt's Hurrianah Field Force and his unusual rank 
of Commandant Lieutenant is confirmed on the medal roll which gives his services as, 'The action at Odah and the capture of 
Khyreykee in the Bhutee Territory, 17th and 19th June, the action at Jamalpore in the Hissar District, 13th September 1857, at all of 
which General Cortlandt, C.B., Commanded. The action at Narnoul, 16th November 1857.' 

In 1858 Walcott suffered an accident causing a serious wound to the head and the loss of one eye. This wound, in the long term, may 
have damaged his intellect. In the short term, however, his career prospered and he acquitted himself well during the campaign in the 
Jyntia Hills of Assam in 1862, being rewarded with civil employment for his services and appointed as an Assistant Commissioner in 
Assam. In 1864 he was sent to England on medical certificate furlough, where he married. His new wife accompanied him to India 
where their first child was born at Dibrugar, Upper Assam in 1865. In 1871 the family returned to England for two years' furlough, at 
the end of which Walcott returned to India alone, leaving behind his wife who was pregnant with twins. In the years following, Walcott 
filled various civil posts, all of a temporary nature. However, with the sight of his surviving eye deteriorating rapidly, Walcott sought a 
return to military duties. This was denied to him and he was effectively forced into compulsory retirement after a further two years' 
furlough to England. The years following saw extended arguments with the authorities over his pension rights, the breakdown of his 
marriage and inevitable divorce, and the final ignominy of bankruptcy. Walcott followed an itinerant lifestyle in his later years, moving 
around Europe and the Mediterranean regions, and finally died at Madeira 29 January 1914, aged 78.

Arthur Egypt Donoughmore Grey was born in the Parish of Ballingcollig, County Cork, on 20 June 1824, the son of Colonel Grey, 2nd 
Dragoons. He was educated privately and attended the East India Company's College at Haileybury, 1849-51, and joined the Bombay 
Civil Service on 10 September 1851. Arriving in India in November 1851, he was appointed Assistant and Acting Third Assistant 
Collector and Magistrate at Belgaum on 6 March 1853. Over the ensuing years Grey made steady progress through the ranks of the 
judiciary and by the outbreak of the Mutiny he was an Assistant Judge and Session Judge at Ahmednager, and later at Surat. In February 
1858 he was appointed Second Assistant Collector and Magistrate, Surat, and Acting Second Assistant at Dharwar, in the Southern 
Mahratta Country. 

In this capacity he accompanied the Force of Lieutenant-Colonel G. Malcolm, commanding the Southern Mahratta Horse, in the 
capture of the town and Fort of Nurgoond subsequent to the murder of Mr Manson, Assistant Political Agent Southern Mahratta 
Country, on 29 May 1858. 

The capture of the town and Fort of Nurgoond took place on the 1st and 2nd of June respectively: 'Messrs Grey and Spens were both 
with Colonel Malcolm in the charge when he defeated the force from Nurgoond that came out to attack the British Troops. They and 
Lieutenant Thomas accompanied the party that ascended on the morning of the 2nd June to the Fort Gate for the purpose of blowing it 
in with powder bags. The Fort was found deserted.' 

Bhaskur Rao Dadajee, Chief of Nurgoond, also known as 'Baba Sahib', was captured a few days later at Torgul and charged with the 
murder of Mr Manson, the Acting Political Agent, and with rebellion and waging war against the British Government. He appeared 
before a Court at Belgaum, was found guilty on all counts and hanged. 

Grey continued with his career in the Bombay Civil Service, eventually becoming Commissioner Southern Division in January 1878. 
He retired from the service on 29 October 1879, whilst on Medical Certificate Furlough to Europe, and died in Bournemouth on 15 
April 1915.

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1164 Indian Mutiny 1 857-59, no clasp (G. B. Maconochie) extremely fine £400-500 

George Back Maconochie was probably born in England, circa 1833. He was a member of the Bengal Uncovenanted Civil Service and 
was engaged during the mutiny with his more well-known companion and senior officer, Allan Octavian Hume, B.C.S., the Magistrate 
and Collector of Etawah. 

On learning of events at Meerut and Delhi, Hume organised police patrols to watch the roads and prevent mutineers from infecting his 
district. On 16 May one of his patrols brought in seven Sowars of the 3rd Light Cavalry from Meerut, but omitted to relieve them of 
their arms. At Etawah the Sowars levelled their carbines at the quarter-guard of the 9th N.I., and drawing their swords attacked the 
European officers. In the melee that ensued five of the troopers were killed and of the other two who escaped one was captured shortly 
afterwards. This was the first retributive blow that fell upon the mutineers of the Third Cavalry. They were all Mohamedans (Pathans) of 
Futtehpore.' 

Events deteriorated rapidly until the troops at the Station were in open revolt. Hume was briefly able to restore order in his district, 
though he suspended the collection of revenue, shrewdly considering that having lost five lakhs by the plunder of his treasuries, it was 
wiser to leave owed monies In the hands of a thousand landholders than in a treasury guarded by sepoys too likely to mutiny'. 
Miscreants, however, were brought promptly to justice and at his hands received as impartial a trial as the circumstances allowed. He 
hanged only seven convicted murderers, and these 'by methods which caused the least suffering'. By contrast, it was the proud boast of 
a colleague in another district that he hanged a hundred mutineers in three days - Hume was determined to uphold the law and 
steadfastly refused to be intimidated by those who venomously attacked him for his 'excess of leniency'. Ultimately, however, he was 
forced to abandon Etawah in June following the mutiny of the Gwalior Contingent, and take refuge with other Europeans from stations 
in the North West Provinces at Agra. In early July 1857 both Maconochie and Hume served as volunteer gunners 'with the right half¬ 
battery' when the officers and able bodied men of that garrison sallied forth to Sucheta to do battle with mutineers from Neemuch, but 
were roundly beaten and driven back to Agra under a harassing fire. Throughout this period it would appear that Maconochie served as 
Hume's deputy, an appointment that was formally confirmed as of 29 December 1857. 

Maconochie returned with Hume to Etawah in December 1857 where they re-organised the police, but were unable to re-establish the 
authority of the Government nor the collection of revenue until the end of 1858 when they succeeded in raising the large sum of 
twelve lakhs. In March 1858 they were joined by a column under Colonel Riddell of unspecified strength. The successful operations of 
Sir Hugh Rose's Central India Field Force, in May and June 1858, then had an adverse effect on Hume's efforts to clear his district, as 
large bodies of retreating rebels began to pass through Etawah in an attempt to escape into still disturbed Oudh. On 2 July Hume was 
forced through broken health to hand over his district temporarily to Mr G. E. Lance who, after a series of brisk actions against the 
followers of Rup Singh, was able to report on Hume's return that order in some measure had been restored. However Hume's 'greatest 
trial was yet to come', when in early December, Firuz Shah, 'a prince of the royal family of Delhi', 'whose hands were free from 
innocent blood, and who might have secured a pardon and a pension by simple surrender, preferred to cut his way through the British 
territories' while the other rebel leaders fled north into Nepal. 

Severely outnumbered, Hume's force clashed with Firuz Shah's, consisting of 1,400 sabres and nearly 200 disciplined infantry of the 
28th Bengal N.I., on 8 December in 'a desperate action on the banks of the Jumna'. Outflanked, Hume quickly found himself in a 
critical position, but the discipline of his levies told, and forming a square they were able to hold their own for a full three hours, after 
which the enemy, disheartened by the resistance shown, drew off in good order. Firuz Shah afterwards out-marched a column from 
Cawnpore and escaped, but the daring attempt to arrest him did not go unnoticed. Governor-General Canning characterized it as 'a 
daring exploit' and extended his thanks to the principal officers involved. The family of Mr Doyle who fell in the action, received a 
Government pension, and 'Mr Hume was deservedly made a C.B.' Maconochie, no doubt as a reward for his services during the 
mutiny, was appointed as an Assistant Commissioner in the Oudh Commission in 1860. He served at various stations in Oude until his 
early death on 2 August 1878, whilst still in office. Sold with a comprehensive file of research.

Charles Kenneth Mackenzie Walter was born at Gate Burton, Lincolnshire, on 10 June 1833, son of the Rev. Weaver Walter. He was 
appointed Ensign in the 73rd Bengal Native Infantry on 20 March 1852, becoming Lieutenant in February 1856. He joined his 
appointment as Officiating Assistant to the Agent to the Governor-General for the States of Rajpootana in March 1856, and was 
appointed to act as Adjutant of the Mhairwarrah Local Battalion in November of that year. In March 1857 he was appointed Officiating 
1st Assistant to the Commissioner of Ajmere. In his capacity of a military officer in civil employ, Lieutenant Walter qualified for the 
Indian Mutiny medal for his services in connection with the pursuit of the Nusseerabad mutineers, as described in a despatch to the 
Secretary to the Government of India: 

'Lieutenant Walter, Assistant Commissioner of Ajmere, accompanied by Lieutenant Heathcote, Assistant Quarter Master General, and 
Ensign Hood, 30th Native Infantry, with 1,000 of the Marwar troops, pursued the mutineers, but were unable to induce them to attack 
the latter, as was also my Assistant, Captain Hardcastle, who from his long association with Rajpoots, I thought more likely to have 
influence over them, and whom I sent to overtake Lieutenant Walter's force. Indeed, I am sorry to say, the troops of both Meywar and 
Marwar allowed the Neemuch and Nusseerabad mutineers to pass unmolested through the country, thus proving their fear of 
encountering our Regulars, when backed by guns, and even when they themselves had the superiority in numbers. That some of the 
inferior soldiery sympathised with our rebels is beyond doubt, and is not astonishing.' 

Despite the questionable loyalty of his troops and their failure to engage the mutineers Lieutenant Walter, nevertheless, received the 
thanks of the Government of India for the 'zeal and energy displayed by him whilst in pursuit of a body of Mutineers from 
Nusseerabad.' After the Mutiny Walter continued in his Political Employment in various posts in Rajputana. On the occasion of the 
Imperial Assemblage at Delhi on 1 January 1877, for the proclamation of Queen Victoria as Empress of India, Major Walter was present 
as Officiating Agent to the Governor-General, Rajputana States. 

However, it is as the founding father of the Mayo College at Ajmer that Walter is to be best remembered, an educational establishment 
that flourishes still. Mayo College was opened at Ajmer in 1875, the inspiration of Charles Walter, and in which he maintained an 
active participation until his retirement to England. It was not, however, his only achievement, for amongst his other acts was the 
founding of the Walter Hospital for Women, at Udaipur where he served for some years. 

Walter left the service as a Colonel in 1890 and in May of that year was appointed by Queen Victoria to be a Companion of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. Colonel Charles Walter, C.S.I., Bengal Staff Corps, died in London on Christmas Day 1892 after a 
long and painful illness.

George Mitchell was born at Mortlach, Banffshire, Scotland, on 1 March 1836. He was educated at the Parish school in Mortlach and 
later went to Canada, where, from early 1853, he was employed as a clerk for a trading company in Quebec "holding the responsible 
position of Cash Keeper". At the close of 1855 he returned to Scotland, where his Uncle had obtained for him a Nomination to a 
Commission in the H.E.I.C.'s Military Service. In June 1855 he was passed by the Examiners of the Military Seminary at Addiscombe 
and within the week he was aboard the Barham bound for Calcutta where he landed on 1 6 October 1856. He joined the 2nd European 
Bengal Fusiliers as a Lieutenant on 10 November 1856, and served with that regiment throughout the Siege and Capture of Delhi in 
1857. He was present at the action of Badlee-Ka-Serai, 8 June 1857, and the subsequent engagements during the Siege. He was present 
at the final assault on the 14th September 1857, and commanded the Advanced Piquet of the Regiment and Brigade at the Cabul Gate 
during the final struggle from the 14th to the 20th September (Medal and Clasp). 

Due to constant exposure to the heat and hard duty during the siege, Mitchell had had frequent attacks of fever, diarrhoea, and latterly 
a severe attack of dysentery, and was consequently ordered, on 10 October, to leave Delhi for the cooler climate of the hills at 
Subathoo until the end of the hot season. He returned to his Regiment at Delhi in December 1857, but by May of 1858 his condition 
had worsened again with the increasing heat, so he was sent off to Simla and the cool of the hills for six months. In November 1858 he 
decided to return to the Regiment at Delhi but he was far from a fit man and by March 1859, was constantly stricken with fever and 
inflammation of the liver, in consequence of which he was again despatched to the hills. Mitchell never fully recovered from the 
sickness contracted at Delhi and in April 1862 the Presidency Surgeon decided that a change of climate to Europe was the only 
recourse to be adopted. Returning to England it was reported that Mitchell was suffering from alternate attacks of ague and diarrhoea, a 
liver that was diseased, and likely to remain so, and considered to be permanently disqualified for military service in a tropical climate. 
He was consequently allowed to retire from 12 August 1864, on Retired Pay, aged just 28 years. He died at Dufftown, Banffshire, on 13 
November 1906, aged 70 years. Mitchell's uniform jacket of the 2nd European Bengal Fusiliers may be seen today at the National 
Army Museum in London.

George Palmer was born in London on 2 November 1828, son of Lieutenant-Colonel George Palmer, of Nazing, who later raised and 
commanded the Essex Yeomanry Cavalry and became High Sheriff of Essex. He was educated at Charterhouse and Haileybury College, 
joining the Bengal Covenanted Civil Service in 1850. During his career he served mainly at Bijnoor, becoming Judge at Moradabad in 
1873. 

He 'distinguished himself 1857-58, during the Indian Mutiny, organised a demi battery of Artillery, which he commanded for 13 
months, received a military medal for India, and clasp for "DELHI", and special letter of acknowledgement from the Queen, the 
Governor General of India having three times mentioned his services in his despatches.' 

Palmer was Officiating Joint Magistrate at Bijnoor, with A. Shakespear as Magistrate, when the mutiny broke out and was most 
energetically engaged in pursuing the rebels in his district. 'Mr Palmer... was placed in charge of the Mountain Train Guns, he being 
the only Officer in the Mozuffernugger District who understood anything about Artillery practise.' 

On 25 June Palmer arrived at the British Headquarters Camp on the Ridge at Delhi, and was 'on several occasions under fire'. He is 
mentioned in several letters written by Henry Harris Greathead, B.C.S., during the siege of Delhi, who observed, 'he is a great warrior, 
and bristles with arms, which I hope he may soon with good effect against the Mozuffernugger Goojurs. He will be invaluable to 
Beresford, but just now from the Bagput disaster he is in a trap.' 

Palmer left Delhi for Mozuffernugger on 6 July, arriving there as an Extra Joint Magistrate on 19 July. Roderick Mackenzie Edwards, B. 
C.S., Collector at Mozuffernugger, noted in his diary entry the following day, 'Palmer arrived yesterday afternoon. A gentlemanly man 
but with an unfortunate hesitation in his speech. P. has evidently an excellent opinion of himself. He does not wish to remain here but 
is anxious to reoccupy Bijnoor.' 

On 9 August Edwards wrote, 'Palmer, my Extra Joint Magistrate, is a travelled and cultivated man, boiling over with military ardour. He, 
when at home, held a commission in the West Essex Yeomanry; donning on every possible occasion splendid uniform, a sword as long 
as a fishing rod, a couple of revolvers and, I am afraid to say, hair needing cutting beside. It is impossible to keep one's gravity, his "Get 
up" is so marvellous. He is very fond of arguing, a mighty misfortune and a sad waste of time with a man who has so decided a 
hesitation in his speech.' 

Palmer's subsequent services are described thus: 'At Hashimpoor, in the Mozuffernugger District, September 5th 1857, attacked and 
dispersed a body of insurgents under Dhalul Sing, the Goojur Chief, who was pursued to his Gurhee and narrowly escaped capture. 
Affair at Jowleh and reoccupation of the Fort of Boodhana, 14th September 1857. First attack on Thannah Bhowan, September 19th 
1857. Repulse of a body of Rohilcund rebels who had crossed the Ganges and attacked the town of Meeranpoor, January 5th 1858.' 

It was not until April 1858 that British authority was restored to the Bijnoor District and Messrs Shakespear and Palmer were enabled to 
return and restore the District to order. Later in the year Palmer was appointed to succeed Shakespear as the head of the Civil authority 
in the Bijnor District. Palmer resigned from the Bengal Civil Service in 1877 and returned to England becoming a J.P. for Essex and 
Knight of Justice of the Order of St John of Jerusalem. He died in London on 13 September 1902.

John Ruggles was born at Lewisham, Kent, on 21 July 1827, the son of William Henry Ruggles, a local schoolmaster. He was educated 
at New Propriety School, Blackheath, and attended Addiscombe Military Seminary, August 1843 to June 1845. He landed in Calcutta 
in January 1846 where he was posted as Ensign to the 41st Bengal Native Infantry. He served in the expedition under General Wheeler 
against Kote Kangra in 1846, attached to the 2nd Bengal N.l. 

During the Indian Mutiny he was present throughout the defence of the Residency at Lucknow, June to November 1857, as Officiating 
Sub-Assistant Commissary General (Medal and clasp). He joined the China expedition in 1860-61, as a volunteer with the 15th 
Loodhianah Sikhs (Medal). Ruggles transferred to the 19th Punjabis in 1862 and served as second-in-command of the regiment in the 
Bhootan campaign of 1865, including the assault and capture of the Bala Stockades (Medal and clasp; brevet of Major). Ruggles retired 
on 1 September 1876, as Honorary Major-General, and was appointed Honorary Colonel of the 19th Punjabis on 13 May 1904. 

In 1906 Ruggles' Indian Mutiny memoirs were published, to much acclaim, under the title Recollections of a Lucknow Veteran 1845 
-1876. This was published by Longmans , Green , & Co ., not quite fifty years after the Indian Mutiny but near enough for the Madras 
Times to term it 'The Mutiny Golden Jubilee Book'. 

Major-General Ruggles, one of the last surviving original defenders at Lucknow, died on 26 July 1919, by which time he had become 
known as 'Father of the Garrison' - the senior of the little band that drinks the 'Silent Toast' each year'. 

Note: It is apparent that Ruggles received two medals for the defence of Lucknow, one issued from the roll of the Original Garrison 
Residency of Lucknow, as Lieutenant in the 41st N.L, and a second medal on the roll of the Army Commissariat Department, as 
Captain and Officiating Sub-Assistant Commissary General. According to the regimental history, the former medal, together with those 
for China and Bhootan, is recorded as being in possession of the Officers' Mess of the 1st Battalion 14th Punjab Regiment (late XIX 
Punjabis). 

An original leather-bound copy of Recollections of a Lucknow Veteran , with the author's dedication to 'Nellie' - Ellen Spohia, his 
second wife whom he married after his retirement from India - is included with the lot, together with six original commission 
documents and a parchment certificate of pension entitlement, and an exercise book containing numerous press reviews of his book 
and obituary notices, all contained in a matching leather-bound document case.

Christopher James Best was born at Cawnpore on 26 August 1820. He was an uncovenanted Civil Servant in a clerical grade, and in 
1857 was an 'Indexer' in the office of the Military Secretary to the Chief Commissioner of Oudh, Sir Henry Lawrence. He passed his 
entire working life at Lucknow and was an original defender of the Lucknow Residency from July to November 1857, serving at the 
Judicial Post under the command of Captain R. C. Germon, 13th Bengal Native Infantry. Best was accompanied during the siege by his 
wife and son, John Eustace Philip who died during the siege. He retired in 1880 at the age of 60, with a Government Pension, and went 
to reside in Calcutta where he died on 25 February 1905. 

Best's serial number on the Mutiny Medal roll is shown as number '20' and this number, together with his name and 'DL' for the 
Defence of Lucknow clasp, is inscribed in ink on his card box of issue. His medal was clearly sent in the incorrect 'Baltic' box in error 
for Best was certainly never in that campaign.

Nathaniel Warren was born in about 1 780 and joined the 65th Foot as an Ensign in April 1 795. He served with the 65th with General 
Lord Lake's force at Bhurtpore and was wounded in the assault of that place on 10 February 1805. He served as Brigade Major with the 
force under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Lionel Smith, H.M. 65th Regiment, to the Persian Gulf, September 1809 to February 
1810, at the capture of Ras-al-Khaimah and the destruction of the piratical fleet, 13-14 November 1809; and the further visits to the 
pirate ports in the Persian Gulf. Warren commanded the 65th Foot with the force under the command of Major-General Sir William 
Grant Keir, October 1819 to March 1820, including the siege and capture of Ras-al-Khaimah, 3-8 December 1819; and commanded 
the detachment sent from Ras-al-Khaimah against the Hill Fort of Dhayah, near Rams, 18-22 December 1819. In the second expedition 
against the Beni Boo Ali of Oman, January 1821 to March 1821, Warren commanded the 65th Foot with the force under the command 
of Major-General Lionel Smith, sent to retrieve the disastrous defeat of the detachment commanded by Captain T. P. Thompson, 17th 
Light Dragoons, 9 November 1820, and commanded the Right Brigade at the action and surrender of the Fort of Beni Boo Ali, 2 March 
1821. Warren was promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in August 1819 and transferred to the 47th Foot in February 1822. He died at 
Bombay on 18 March 1824.

John Arnold Jackson 

1947-2012 



John Arnold Jackson ("Arnie") was born in 1947, a native of the ancient Lancashire village of Croston. 
Arnie worked as a Health and Safety Manager in the manufacturing industry, predominantly the 
Leyland and Birmingham Rubber Company and later Scapa. As a Chartered Member of the Health and 
Safety Executive he was a respected member of his profession over many years. In Croston he was a 
keen supporter of village life along with his wife Carole and served as Church Warden for St Michael 
and All Angels parish church. 

Arnie was named after his cousin Arnold Hargreaves who fought in the Second World War in the 6th 
Battalion of the Parachute Regiment and was sadly killed at Pegasus Bridge on D-Day. Arnold followed 
in the footsteps of his father Henry - who served with the 9th Bengal Lancers. 

As a boy growing up, Arnie marveled at historic events and the tales of individual enterprise during 
times of war. He became fascinated with the stories that supported the awarding of medals to his uncle 
Henry and cousin and namesake Arnold. 

When a little older and better able to research his love of history, Arnie found his focus drawn to the 
Lancashire Regiment and the Bengal Light Cavalry. He subsequently started to collect medals to go 
along with the stories and tales of historic endeavour. Much of Arnie's medal collection - gathered over 
a thirty year period - covered Waterloo, the Crimean War, the Anglo-Sikh Wars and the 2nd Afghan 
War. 

Although the Hargreaves medals are to be retained by the family, a significant proportion of Arnie's 
collection is now offered for sale at auction to allow others to enjoy and take forward with their own 
collections of history.

M.C. London Gazette 26 September 1916: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and resourcefulness on 12th August 1916, south of Doldzeli, with a small patrol, he successfully carried out 
a dangerous reconnaissance in broad daylight. He met and engaged with an enemy piquet at 5 yards range, then successfully 
withdrew, with one man wounded, under heavy fire at point blank range. He obtained valuable information.' 

The Battalion War Diary records, '12/8/16. Great gallantry and resource displayed by Lieut. L. W. Croft in reconnoitring enemy's 
position, S. of DOLDZELI Village - very valuable information gained and patrol withdrawn, with one man wounded, under heavy fire 
from Bulgarian patrol. 

13/8/16. Lieut. Croft congratulated by G.Os.C. 65th Bde., 22nd Divn., & XII Corps on his reconnaissance of 12th inst.' 

He was recommended for the Military Cross three days later and this award was confirmed by an entry on 29 August. 

The following extract is taken from The History of the East Lancashire Regiment in the Great War 1914-1919: 'While we were in Pearse 
Brook the French made a gallant attack on the Tortue and on the Doldzeli Ridge to the Northwest. Twice they gained and twice they 
lost their objective, and finally they were compelled to retire. A few days previously great gallantry and resource had been displayed by 
Croft in reconnoitring the enemy's positions south of Doldzeli. He actually penetrated, with a small party in daylight the enemy's 
advanced trenches and successfully withdrew, with one man wounded, under heavy fire at point blank range. For this, and the 
valuable information he obtained, he was subsequently awarded the M.C. Private Towler received the M.M. for the same action.' 

Note: Pearse Brook was on the border of Greece and Siberia at that time, south-west of Lake Dorian and 1 mile west of Vladaja. 

Leonard Wilberforce Croft was commissioned as 2nd Lieutenant on 4 January 1915, and in March was gazetted to the 9th Battalion, 
East Lancashire Regiment. He went to France in October 1915 and two months later moved to Salonika, arriving there on 7 November 
and remaining there for the rest of the war. Croft was demobilised on 1 7 March 1918 and was granted the Silver War Badge.

Albert Holt was born in Darwen, Lancashire. He joined the 1 /4th East Lancashire Regiment at Preston in March 1915 and disembarked 
in the Balkans on 23 July 1915. He later transferred to the 1st Battalion for service in France and probably won the M.M. for gallantry 
during the German Spring Offensive in March 1918. He was demobilised on 18 March 1919.

Richard Wells was born in the Parish of St Nicholas, Nottingham, circa 1782. He enlisted for the 2/59th at Rye, Sussex, on 4 April 
1809, a volunteer from the Notts. Militia, at which time he was a framework knitter by trade, aged 27. He was a Sergeant throughout 
and served 'at Walcheren, at the battle of Vittoria 21 June 1813, storming of St Sebastian 31 August 1813, battles of Bidafsoa, Nivelle, 
Nive, Bayonne, Waterloo 18 June 1815, Cambray 24 June & surrender of Paris 6 July 1815'. Wells had been promoted to Colour- 
Sergeant in March 1815 and transferred to the 1 /59th Foot in January 1816. In June 1823 he was appointed Acting Sergeant-Major to 
the Provisional Battalion at Fort Cumberland until 26 August 1825, when he became Acting Sergeant-Major at Chatham. On 24 
September 1826 he was transferred into the Newfoundland Veterans Companies and appointed Acting Sergeant-Major, 25 December, 
of the Invalid Depot at Fort Pitt, Chatham. 

He was discharged on 9 May 1838, with a total pensionable service of 31 years 36 days, of which 1 7 years 1 74 days as a Sergeant and 
11 years 204 days as Sergeant-Major. Cause of discharge was in consequence of advanced age, rheumatism, want of activity and being 
subject to attacks of gout. He received the L.S. & G.C. medal shortly afterwards and took up residence in Ordinance Place, Chatham, as 
an out pensioner of Chelsea Hospital. On 15 November 1 840, he was certified as being unable to leave his bed due to rheumatism and 
was to be visited to receive his pension. Sergeant-Major Richard Wells died on 1 December 1840.

John Richardson Auldjo was born in Montreal, Canada, on 16 March 1825, and received a classical and mathematical education at the 
Upper Canada College and Quebec Classical School. He was appointed Ensign in the Bengal Army on 28 February 1844, and arrived 
at Calcutta on 15 July 1844, to do duty with the 36th Bengal Native Infantry. He served with his regiment in the 1 st Sikh War 1845-46, 
and was present at the battle of Aliwal (Medal). Promoted to Lieutenant in June 1847, he served throughout the Punjab campaign of 
1848-49, being present at Ramnuggur, the passage of the Chenab, Sadoolapore, and the battles of Chilianwala and Goojerat (Medal 
with 2 clasps). 

Auldjo commanded the left wing of his regiment during the annexation of of Oudh in 1856. He was appointed Adjutant of his regiment 
in April 1857, which appointment he held until the 36th N.l. was disbanded in June 1858, and officiated as Major of Brigade at 
Jullundur in October 1857. He was appointed a Lieutenant of Police by the Punjab Government in June 1858, to raise and command a 
Sikh Police Battalion, which subsequently became the 10th Bengal Police Battalion. He held this command until 4 November 1860, 
and served against the mutineers in Oudh in 1858-59 and in the Tirhoot on the Nepal border (Medal). He also commanded the Infantry 
portion of the escort of the ex-King of Delhi, from Delhi to Cawnpore in October 1858. 

Subsequently promoted to Captain in September 1860, to Major in September 1866, and to Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1870, he 
retired with the rank of Major-General on 14 June 1876. Major-General Auldjo died at Myrtlebank, Scotland, on 14 June 1879.

James Villiers was born in 1820 and entered the Army as an Ensign in the 47th Regiment, by purchase, on 31 December 1839. He 
similarly purchased his Lieutenancy in September 1841 and Captaincy in December 1847. He served in the Crimean campaign of 
1 854-56, including the battles of Alma, Inkermann, capture of Balaklava, the siege of Sebastopol, sortie on 26th October 1854, and the 
storming of the Quarries on 7th June 1855, when he commanded the Regiment and was severely wounded. He was mentioned in 
despatches by Lord Raglan, given the brevets of Major and Lieutenant-Colonel, and awarded the 5th Class of the Legion of Honour and 
of the Medjidie, and the Sardinian War Medal for Valour. The citation for the Sardinian medal reads: 

'Lieutenant-Colonel James Villiers served the Eastern Campaign of 1854-5, including the Alma, Inkermann, sortie on the 26th of 
October 1854, the whole of the siege of Sebastopol, and was engaged in the attack and capture of the Quarries on the 7th of June 
1855/ 

Lieutenant-Colonel Villiers remained at Malta until 15 June 1858, when he went on half-pay. On 14 November 1859, he was 
appointed to the command of the 74th Highlanders. Villiers died in 1863 at the young age of 43.

Only 3 officers and 6 other ranks of the East Lancashire Regiment received the medal for the Afghan War of 1919, being attached to the 
1/1 st Kent Regiment (T.A.). 

John Arnold Brothers was commissioned into the 2/4th East Lancashire Regiment and served with this unit in France from 2 March

He served 6 years 4 
months and was discharged to Chelsea Pension on 8 February 1814, in 
consequence of having 'lost right arm above elbow in Spain'. The muster lists 
show him 'sick' May/June 1813 and invalided to England on 3 June, indicating 
that he was probably wounded in a minor action rather than at Barrosa or Tarifa.

Dragoons from 10 August 1800 to 24 May 1802. He attested for the 23rd Foot at 
Hull on 4 April 1809, then a weaver aged 33 years, and served in Brown's 
Company at the siege of Ciudad Rodrigo. He must have been wounded or fallen 
sick not to have qualified for any further clasps, but he was later present with No. 
2 Company at Waterloo. He was discharged on 24 May 1816. 

In November 1852 Strickleton was one of about 100 veterans of the Peninsula 
and Waterloo who attended the dinner held at Shelley's Arms, Preston, in honour 
of the Duke of Wellington, on the occasion of his funeral. 

Strickleton attended an 'Examination of Invalid Soldiers' at Chelsea Hospital on 5 
June 1855, whereupon he was recommended for a special pension on account of 
wounds received in the Peninsula, in his case 'Discharged in the year 1814 (sic), 
bayonet wound in the head at Cambray, his body and legs deformed by a plague 
in Holland'.

When he applied for a pension in 
February 1858, he was living at Holmfirth, Yorkshire, and described as being 73 
years of age and by trade a clothier. He was granted a pension of 6d per day and 
was still drawing his pension at Manchester in 1876. Sold with research.

William McNall was born at Middlegate, York, and enlisted into the 59th Foot at 
Leeds on 8 January 1810. He was appointed a drummer on 24 January 1813, a 
position he held until November 1820, and served with the 2nd Battalion at the 
battle of Vittoria. He was wounded in the right arm at the siege and assault of St 
Sebastian in September 1813. Here, the Light Companies of the 4th, 47th, and 
59th Foot were the first to be sent into the breach of the curtain wall. These three 
light companies were virtually destroyed, but, joined by the remainder of the 
59th, they held the walls for over three hours whilst the remainder of the brigade 
forced their way into the town. Drummer McNall afterwards took part in the 
battles of Nivelle and Nive, and was present at Waterloo where his regiment 
formed part of the Reserve. 


In January 1816, he was one of only 27 survivors of the sinking of the Seahorse transport on the 29th of that month. On 24 January the 
2/59th had boarded the two transports, the Lord Melville and the Seahorse , bound for Cork. The Seahorse carried the Headquarters and 
303 soldiers of the 2/59th, 33 wives and their 38 children. A fierce gale arose on the 29th and, despite the best efforts of the Captain, 
the Seahorse ran aground a mile off the shore, in the bay of Tramore. Just 27 souls were saved. 

On 26 March 1816, the remnants of the 2nd Battalion having been transferred into the 1st Battalion, the 2nd was disbanded. McNall 
was promoted to Corporal in November 1820, and to Sergeant in September 1825, and went on to see further action in the Bhurtpoor 
operations of January 1826, thereby becoming one of just six 59th other ranks to qualify for the Military General Service, Waterloo and 
Army of India Medals ( Sudden Death , Sudden Glory refers) . He was discharged on 14 March 1832 and died at Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
on 4 March 1862. Sold with copied discharge papers and other research - the recipient's Waterloo and Army of India Medals are 
known to be extant.

Thomas Wilkinson was born in the Parish of Guisley, near Leeds, Yorkshire, in 
1799, and enlisted into the 47th Foot at Bradford on 25 February 1814, a wool 
comber by trade. According to his discharge papers, he 'in 1815 joined the 47th 
Regiment in the East Indies. In 181 7/18 was with the Army under Sir William Keir 
Grant. 1819 was at the taking of Ras-El-Kymah. 1824, 25 & 26 served through 
the Burmese War. 1829 Volunteered to the 31 st Regiment'. He was by this time a 
Sergeant, having been promoted in July of the previous year, when he joined the 
31st at Cawnpore in July 1829. He was reduced to Private in February 1833 and 
invalided in November 1837. Proceeding to Calcutta, he embarked for England 
and arrived at Gravesend on 18 July 1838, having been at sea nearly 6 months. 
He was finally discharged in 12 September 1838, being of impaired constitution 
and worn out.

He was wounded in the eyes by a shell-burst at the storming 
of Bhurtpoor on 26 January 1826, and discharged on 9 November 1830, aged 22 
years, due to being blind in both eyes. He was subsequently granted a pension of 
Is 6d per day and died on 22 December 1871, whilst drawing his pension in 
North Staffordshire. Sold with some research.

Lieutenant William Fisher, 10th Light Cavalry, Adjutant of the Governor- 
General's Body-Guard, was killed in action in the cavalry charge at the battle of 
Moodkee on 18 December 1846. 

William Fisher was born at Osmington, Dorset, on 22 October 1820, the son of 
the Venerable John Fisher, Archdeacon of Berkshire. He was educated at 
Charterhouse and, after passing the selection committee of the H.E.I.C., was 
commissioned as Cornet in the Bengal Army on 8 October 1837. He arrived in 
India in February 1 838, and in the following month was ordered up to Sultanpur, 
Benares, to do duty with the 8th Light Cavalry. In February 1838 he was posted 
to the 10th Light Cavalry, which he joined at Muttra, and with that corps he 
served in the campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan under Major-General Pollock 
(Medal). In December 1843 he was appointed to do duty with the Governor- 
General's Body-Guard, and he served with that corps in the Gwalior Campaign, 
including the battle of Maharajpoor (Bronze Star). 

In January 1844 Fisher was permanently attached to the Governor-General's 
Body-Guard as an additional subaltern officer, and in March 1845, having 
already officiated in the post for two months, he was appointed Adjutant of the 
corps. He accompanied the Body-Guard into the field with the Army of the Sutlej 
in December 1845, and on the 18th of that month he was killed in action at the 
battle of Moodkee, whilst gallantly charging the Sikh cavalry. 

Lieutenant Fisher was buried at Moodkee and his name is commemorated on the 
memorial tablet in St Andrew's Church, Ferozepore. He was the only officer of 
the Body-Guard to be killed at Moodkee.

Whalley Master was born at Walcot, Somerset, on 26 October 1808, fourth son 
of Captain James Master, R.N. He was appointed a Cornet in the Bengal Army on 
27 June 1826, and arrived in India on 22 October 1826, to duty with the 1st 
Bengal Light Cavalry. He was subsequently posted to the 10th Light Cavalry but 
transferred to the 7th Light Cavalry on 8 May 1827. He served in the Shekhawat 
Expedition in 1835, with the Army of Reserve Fenian Raid Afghanistan, October 
1842 to January 1843, with the Sind Frontier Force in 1846, and with the Army 
of the Punjab in 1848. He transferred to the Invalid Establishment at his own 
request from 11 December 1848, to reside at Jullundur, and retired as Honorary 
Major on 17 September 1846. Major Master died in London on 12 October 
1862. Sold with a comprehensive file of research detailing the naval and military 
careers of nine members of the Master family.

He served in the Field Hospital of the Army of the Punjab in 1848-49, during 
which campaign he proceeded with a detachment of sick and wounded to the 
depot hospital at Ferozepore, and at the close of the campaign with sick and 
wounded at Meerut.

Helen Hanson was born in 1874. She graduated M.B. & L.S.A. in 1901 and 
received her M.D. from the University of London in 1904 having trained at the 
London School of Medicine for Women (The Royal Free Hospital). For three 
years she served as Medical Officer to the Kinnaird Memorial Hospital at 
Lucknow, India. In 1911 she was awarded the Diploma in Public Health of 
Oxford University and was appointed Assistant School Medical Officer to 
London County Council. Shortly after the outbreak of war Dr Hanson went to 
Belgium with the St. John Unit forming the Auxiliary Hospital at Antwerp 
commanded by Mrs St. Clair Stobart. The unit served during the siege of Antwerp 
and were amongst the last civilians to leave before the city was occupied by the 
Germans. The unit then operated in a chateau at Cherbourg until April 1915 
when it transferred to Serbia. 

After serving there for 6 months, she returned to London and early in 1916 addressed the Royal Society of Arts on her experiences in 
Serbia as a Red Cross worker. During that time she served for 6 weeks at the Scottish Women's Hospital Unit at Kraguijevatz. 

Later Dr Hanson served with the R.A.M.C. in Malta and Salonika, holding the honorary rank of Captain. After the war she served with 
the Black Sea Expeditionary Force at Constantinople, returning to London in 1920 to work once more for the L.C.C. 

On 6 July 1926 she was killed in a motor accident. She was buried at Finchley. A Requiem Service was held for her at St. Martin-in-the-

He was educated at Tonbridge School, University 
College, Oxford and St. George's Hospital, London - gaining a M.A., M.B. and B.Ch. He was an active athlete in middle distance 
running and played hockey and football for his college and hockey for St. George's. Employed as a House Surgeon and House 
Physician at St. George's Hospital before the war; he joined the R.N.V.R. in April 1914. With the onset of war he was mobilised and 
was posted to the pre-dreadnought battleship H.M.S. Formidable. 

Surgeon Hibbert was amongst those lost on 1 January 1915 when the Formidable was torpedoed and sunk by the German submarine U 
-24. 

H.M.S. Formidable was a 'Formidable' Class battleship of 15,000 tons, built at Portsmouth Dockyard and launched on 17 November 
1898. From the outbreak of war until her loss she formed part of the 5th Battle Squadron of the Channel Fleet based variously at 
Sheerness and Portland. The Channel Fleet was responsible for patrolling the English Channel and ensuring the safe passage of men and 
supplies to the continent. 

The 5th B.S. sailed from Sheerness, Kent on 30 December 1914, making for Portland where the vessels would undergo firing exercises. 
The Formidable was the rear ship of the squadron (known as the "coffin position") which had as an anti-submarine escort the light 
cruisers Topaz and Diamond. 

The squadron was heading east, to the S.W. of Portland Bill, after completing the first day's exercise, when at 2.20 a.m. on 1 January 
1915, as the squadron was passing through a number of fishing smacks, Formidable was struck by a torpedo on the starboard side 
abreast her foremost funnel. She swung out of the line and began to lower her boats at the same time beginning to list to starboard. The 
weather had been growing steadily worse and the ship was soon listing so badly that her engines stopped and she lay helpless with her 
head to the sea. 

The night was now very dark and the launching of the boats, without the assistance of steam, was a difficult operation. In all, four were 
got out, but of these one barge capsized, but the other, containing 43 men, was picked up by the Topaz. The pinnace, with 60 men, 
managed to reach Lyme Regis, and the cutter, with 71 men, was later picked up by the Brixham smack Provident, skipper William 
Pillar, who by splendid seamanship gybed his small craft, despite the danger, and came alongside the cutter. This boat was overloaded 
and in a bad way, but all the men were safely transferred before she sank, though the Provident only carried a crew of three men and a 
boy. Diamond also picked up 37 officers and men. 

Meanwhile the bulk of the ship's company were still on board the battleship when, about 3.05 a.m., she was struck by another torpedo, 
this time on the port side, abreast the after funnel. All hope of saving her had now vanished and the men were sent to break up 
woodwork to cling on to in the sea. During this time a large liner with lights burning passed close to the scene, but although Topaz 
made a signal to her to stand by, which she acknowledged, she did not comply and steamed out of sight. Topaz was then ordered by 
Captain Loxley to steam away as the submarine was still in the vicinity. With great reluctance Commander W. J. B. Law obeyed, 
endeavouring to stop another steamship on his way. At 4.45 a.m., about two and a half hours after she was first struck, Formidable 
turned over to starboard and sank. 

Of the 780 persons on board, 35 officers and 512 men were lost. Amongst the dead was Captain Loxley, who was last seen calmly 
awaiting his fate on the sinking ship, his faithful terrier Bruce at his side.

Arthur Henry Twort was born at Fair View Villa in the village of Eccles, Kent, in 
August 1890, and was working at the Associated Portland Cement 
Manufacturers, where his father was a foreman cooper, on the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914. Travelling to London from his home village of Burham, 
Kent, in order to enlist, he was originally drafted to the Duke of Cornwall's Light 
Infantry but, a few weeks later, was ordered to join the newly raised 6th 
Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment. 

And it was in this capacity that he first went out to France in July 1915, where, 
following service in trenches before Laventie and Festubert, the Battalion 
participated in the battle of Loos, at a cost over 28 killed and 90 wounded. But 
far worse was to follow on the Somme in July 1916, when Twort and his 
comrades were ordered to attack the German lines just south of La Boisselle on 
the second day of the battle. Advancing in the face of murderous machine-gun 
fire, the Battalion managed to capture two lines of enemy trenches, but at great 
cost - namely 316 men killed or wounded, the former including Twort. 

In an obituary notice published in the Kent Messenger in August 1916, a letter 
received by his parents from one of his officers was quoted: 

'He died bravely in a hard-fought battle and was a credit to his battalion. I always 
expected great things from his well-known courage and indifference to all danger 
and up to the time of his death he did splendidly and fulfilled all expectations. I 
feel his loss very much - men of his indomitable stamp are scarce - and I can only 
join very sincerely in your sorrow at his death.' 

Twort was 25 years of age, has no known grave and is commemorated on the 
Thiepval Memorial; sold with research.

Entering the fledgling submarine service in May 1912, as a recently promoted Stoker Petty Officer, he was borne on the books of 
the submarine depot ship H.M.S. Rosario on the the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

Following similar appointments in Dolphin and Maidstone , he joined the submarine C. 2 in January 1916, and remained actively 
employed in her until the War's end, in which period he received his L.S. & G.C. Medal in May 1916. 

Operating out of Blythe with the 11th Submarine Flotilla, C. 2 achieved a notable "sub-on-sub" victory on 27 October 1918, when she 
torpedoed and destroyed the German minelaying submarine U-78 in the Skagerrak. 

Warner was subsequently mentioned in despatches 'for services in action with enemy submarines' ( London Gazette 15 February 1919 
refers), but was invalided ashore with an eye complaint in March 1920.

Frederick Henry Allum was born in Reading, Berkshire in July 1884 and entered the Royal Navy as Armourer's Crew in March 1915. 
Initially employed ashore, he went to sea in the light cruiser H.M.S. Calliope in May 1915 and remained similarly employed until the 
War's end, thereby being present at Jutland 

Under the direct command of Commodore Le Mesurier, the Calliope acted as the flagship of the 4th Light Cruiser Squadron at Jutland 
and was heavily engaged throughout the battle. But it was not until the evening that she started to take her first casualties, the result of a 
duel with two Kaiser class battleships. The Fighting at Jutland takes up the story: 

' ... only our speed and zigzagging saved us from annihilation. As it was, we seemed to be in the middle of splashes, and the noise of 
the bursting shell and flying fragments was absolutely deafening. We were hit five times in all, three of which did serious damage to 
personnel. One shell, bursting against the breech of the port after 4-inch gun, smashed the fittings and gun shield and killed practically 
all the gun's crew, the notable exception being the sight-setter, a Corporal of Marines, who had the gun between him and the burst and 
only suffered a slight scalp wound. 

The second hit on us burst near No. 3 4-inch gun under the bridge, disabled the gun, killing and wounding some of the crew, and 
fragments of this shell penetrated the deck of the lower bridge and wounded a signalman and a bugler. 

The third shell penetrated the upper deck, and burst in the boys' mess deck, almost in the middle of the after dressing station, killing 
some and wounding many others, including the Staff Surgeon. 

For the last five minutes that we were under fire we were in sight of our own ships, although the two battle fleets were invisible to each 
other, and we were told afterwards that at times we were hidden in spray from the splashes. Altogether, we had 10 killed and 23 
wounded, some seriously. We were ordered to take station on the port beam of the battle fleet for the night, and in the morning 
resumed our cruising station ahead during the search for disabled enemy ships. 

On reaching Scapa afterwards, we were ordered in first, instead of waiting for the battle fleet to enter, to land our wounded. Our dead 
we buried at sea the morning after the action, the Commodore leaving the bridge for a few minutes to read the burial service, the one 
time he was ever known to leave the bridge at sea.' 

Allum was demobilised ashore in March 1919; sold with copied service record.

Appointed a Midshipman in the cruiser H.M.S. Cornwall in July 1914, he quickly saw action off the Falklands and 
remained similarly employed until transferring to the submarine branch as a Sub. Lieutenant in April 191 7. 

He subsequently witnessed active service in the E. 31 from June 1917 to August 1918, in which period he was advanced to Lieutenant, 
and in the E. 45 from the latter month until March 1919, when he removed to the L. 12 - the first of several appointments in L-class 
submarines over the next year or two. And he was clearly making his mark, or certainly according to a report written in October 1919, 
Nasmith, V.C.: 

'This officer places the interests of the Service before his own. Very loyal and has plenty of self-control. Is a good example to others and 
possesses the power of influencing them. Has a good power of command, is firm and has good judgement in dealing with his crew. 
Resourceful. Has consideration for others and takes great pains with regard to the welfare of his crew. His professional skill is well 
above the average. Good physique. Recommended for command of a submarine.' 

Blood remained in the submarine branch until early 1925 and was placed on the Retired List at his own request in January 1927, upon 
which he was advanced to Commander in April 1937. In the following year he attended an instructor's course and by the renewal of 
hostilities he was serving in the Naval Ordnance Inspection Department, in which capacity he was still employed - at Woolwich - in 
1941; sold with copied service record.

Two torpedoes were fired towards the ship, one 
torpedo passed across the bow and the other passed under the vessel without exploding. The submarine then surfaced and was 
engaged by the crew of the Sheaf Field, firing their deck gun. After firing nine rounds the gun jammed. The submarine was seen to be 
damaged and having difficulty manoeuvring. Laying broadside on, she made a tempting target, but Tate calculated that since he had no 
wireless, had a jammed gun and the submarine had a working deck gun, he decided it would be prudent to leave the area unscathed. 
For his actions Tate was mentioned in the London Gazette as having received an expression of commendation for his services.

Joseph Charles Rowland was born in Camberwell, London in January 1892 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in January 
1908. Joining the cruiser H.M.S. Swiftsure as an Able Seaman in March 1913, and having seen active service in the Persian Gulf, he 
was similarly employed on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914 and was landed for service ashore in the Suez and Dardanelles 
operations of 1915-16. 

Coming ashore to Pembroke in May 1916, he next transferred to the clandestine world of Q-Ships, and served in the Q-12 from August 
1916 until her sinking in the Atlantic on 30 April 191 7, when she was torpedoed by the U. 62. Q-Ships, by Carson Ritchie, takes up the 
story:'On 30 April 1917, Tulip was steaming 200 miles west of Ireland when a periscope was sighted. The commander, Norman Lewis, 
turned towards the submarine, intending to ram, but before the ship could answer the helm a torpedo hit her amidships, killing many of 
the engine room staff and wrecking the largest lifeboat. Lewis gave the order to abandon ship and threw overboard the iron box 
containing the confidential books. His steward, a butler in civilian life, apologised for leaving the captain's cabin in such a terrible state 
as the survivors got away in the three remaining boats.The U-boat, U. 62, commanded by Korvetten-Kapitan Hashagen, closed the life 
boats, and a young officer asked for the captain. Lewis raised his hand and was ordered aboard. He was taken to Hashagen who said: 
"Good afternoon, captain. Do you have any papers or weapons on you?" Lewis said that he did not. "Very well, " said Hashagen, "sit 
down and have a drink." Lewis was expecting a rather different reception, but as he said later: "Being of a tactful nature, I had one." He 
continued to be treated well in the U-boat and spent the rest of the war as a prisoner at Freiburg. His men were left to a 200-mile row 
home: fortunately they were picked up the following day.' 

Rowland saw out the War with appointments in the cruisers Euryalus in July-October 191 7 and Sapphire from the latter month until the 
end of hostilities, and he was finally pensioned ashore as a Leading Seaman in September 1922; sold with copied service record.

William Norman Bonnell Jones, the eldest son of W. J. Jones of Gwylfa, Llandaff, was born in October 1914 and joined the Merchant 
Navy as a Purser's Clerk in October 1938. Subsequently actively employed throughout the 1939-45 War, his ship appointments 
comprised the S.S. Strathnaver from September 1939 to February 1940; the Stratheden from March 1940 to February 1942; the 
Mooltan from February 1942 to April 1944; and the Strathmore from April 1944 to the end of hostilities, by which time he was an 
Assistant Purser. 

Interestingly, an account of the Mooltan's part in "Operation Torch" survives in a diary kept by one of her merchant seamen, extracts 
from which appear in John Slader's The Fourth Service , Merchantmen at War 1939-45. In his entry dated 16 November 1942, the 
diarist states that Mooltan took on board a large crowd of survivors from at least four vessels that had been lost through enemy action, 
and that 'The Purser's Clerk [the recipient] and I each took a typewriter into the Dining Saloon and the survivors filed past in two 
columns, so that we could record their particulars and deposit typed lists of all on board with the Naval authorities at Gibraltar.'

No better 
tribute to his gallant sacrifice may be found than that sent to his father by his C.O., Lieutenant-Colonel Hugh Stockwell, 2nd Battalion, 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers: 

'I feel any words of mine can be but small comfort to you on the loss of your son who was killed leading his men to the attack in a way 
that only a gallant gentleman could. His company went into the attack and his Company Commander, Michael Harrison, was killed but 
he carried on with his platoon and 20 yards from the objective he fell - his last words were cheering his men on. During his attack he 
had been wounded in the arm, but he wouldn't be denied and carried on - such leadership and determination was an inspiration to us 
all and we are all very proud of him. His platoon particularly mourn his loss as he was very dear to them and they were ready to follow 
him anywhere. Ken has served his country and his regiment most loyally and has been a particular friend of mine. We spent five days 
in Durban when he thoroughly enjoyed himself and he was full of life and in great heart. I am so sorry for you as it seems so unfair, but 
may I on behalf of the Battalion offer you our very sincere sympathy and say that he will never be forgotten by any of us.'

Jiri Machacek, who was born at Sedlcany in February 1915, was a pilot in the Czech Air Force at the time of the German annexation of 
his country in March 1939. Demobilised two days later, he made his way to Poland to join up with fellow ex-aircrew in June 1939, and 
thence, on the fall of Poland, to France, where he enlisted in I'Armee de PAir. Finally, with the fall of France, he made his way to 
England, where he would shortly become one of 88 Czech pilots to see action in the Battle of Britain. 

Although posted to No. (Czech) 310 Squadron at Duxford on 6 August 1940, he had no flying hours in Hurricanes and was accordingly 
packed off to No. 6 Operational Training Unit (O.T.U.) at Sutton Bridge. With a few hours experience under his belt, he was next 
ordered to No. 145 Squadron at Drem in early September, then commanded by Squadron Leader J. R. A. Peel, D.F.C. One week later, 
as a pilot in TV Flight, he flew his first operational sortie, the first of half a dozen such outings before the Squadron moved south to 
Tangmere on 8 October. 

A few days later, on 15 October, in a dogfight with enemy aircraft over Christchurch Bay, Machacek was shot down by Me. 109s - 
wounded in the leg, he managed to bale out and and landed near New Milton, and was admitted to Lymington Hospital. 

Rejoining 145 at Tangmere on 17 December 1940, he quickly returned to an operational footing and, in common with his fellow 
pilots, converted to Spitfires in the New Year - when Squadron Leader W. J. Leather, D.F.C., arrived to take command. Advanced to 
Flying Officer in February 1941, Machacek went on to complete numerous operational sorties, some of them of a cross-Channel 
nature, and some of them with resultant combats. 

Machacek's combat report of 21 June 1941 takes up the story: 1 was White 1 as part of the Tangmere Wing when just after leaving the 
English coast near Deal, I saw an Me. 109 flying in front of me, about three miles E. of Dover. The E./A. was ahead and coming towards 
me and I made a quarter head attack firing four bursts with cannon and machine-guns together. Black smoke came from the E./A. 
which turned away to the left. I followed and the E./A. took evasive action but was unable to shake me off. I gave him another two 
bursts and pieces fell off his left wing. By this time another Spitfire (S./L. Burton, 616 Squadron) had joined combat and I gave the 
enemy aircraft another burst using full deflection. The E./A. pulled out of a dive at 3000-4000 feet and the pilot baled out about five 
miles S.S.W. of Canterbury, the aircraft crashing in the same vicinity. Camouflage: Blue nose, light blue camouflage. Square wing tips 
and black crosses.' 

Verdict: a half-share in a confirmed victory. 

A few days later, on the 28th, Machacek was back in action: 1 took off at 7.40 from Marston, flying as Red 2 on offensive patrol for 
Foreland-Dunkirk-Calais. I crossed the French coast west of Dunkirk. I could not keep up with my Section Leader and got separated. I 
joined up with four Spitfires from 610 Squadron and was flying with them for about five minutes, when I saw a Spitfire flying below me 
alone. I broke away to join-up when I saw two Me. 109s flying in line astern below me. Having seen behind me I approached in a dive 
and gave the second one a short burst from line astern - range 200 yards. I saw pieces flying off the aircraft, then a thick black smoke. 
Because of my high speed I pulled out and turned to the right, climbing into the sun. Then I saw three Spitfires, in line astern, diving in 
the direction of the enemy aircraft of which I lost sight. I joined up with the Wing flying with bombers and left them east of Foreland. I 
landed at Hawkinge at 9.15.' 

Verdict: one 109 probably destroyed. 

But in the following month Machacek's luck ran out, when he was shot down and killed during a cross-Channel "Circus" operation on 
July 8 1941. He has no known grave and is commemorated on the Runnymede Memorial; sold with a file of research, including 
extensive O.R.B. entries covering his entire operational career in No. 145 Squadron.

William Alexander "Bill" Boyd participated in the famous Peenemunde raid on the night of 17-18 August 1943, flying in Lancaster JA 
892 of No. 49 Squadron, which was shot down by night fighters and crashed near Greifswald. Two crew members were killed but the 
remainder, including Boyd, baled out and were taken P.O.W. 

Two accounts of the aircraft's fate are to be found in Martin Middlebrook's Peenemunde Raid , one of them, by the Navigator, Flying 
Officer Philip Duckham, stating: 

'Almost immediately after taking up our new heading, after bombing, we were attacked from the rear. The Rear Gunner was able to 
give avoiding instructions of about two 'Turn ports' before the 'Go!' He discharged his guns at about the same time as the enemy fighter 
discharged his. How successful our shots were, I cannot say. We were hit but, in view of what followed, I do not think the full extent of 
the damage to the aircraft from this attack. The last words uttered by the Rear Gunner were, "The bastard's got my sights." The bastard 
had also got him! 

At almost the same time as the attack from the rear, we were again attacked, this time from the starboard beam. The starboard wing was 
set alight and, as the flames would reach the petrol tanks in a few seconds, causing the aircraft to explode, the pilot gave the order to 
abandon aircraft... ' 

Boyd was latterly incarcerated in Stalag 4B at Muhlberg on the Elbe; sold with a commemorative envelope of the First Reunion of the 
Caterpillar Club 1968.

Edmund Francis Fitzgerald was born at the R.N. Hospital Haslar in April 1884, the son of a Naval Inspector-General, and entered the R. 
N.C. Britannia as a Cadet in June 1901 .A Lieutenant in the battleship King Edward VII on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he 
was still similarly employed at the time of her loss off Cape Wrath on 16 January 1916, when she struck a mine. Having then removed 
to the battleship Royal Oak in the following month, he was present at the battle of Jutland and was mentioned in despatches, his C.O. 
reporting that he was 'an excellent turret officer' ( London Gazette 15 September 1916). 

In May 1918, Fitzgerald was appointed to the command of the torpedo boat destroyer Scout and, having been advanced to Lieutenant- 
Commander that December, was actively employed in the Baltic, including Admiral Cowan's action off Kronstadt in May 1919, on 
which occasion he won a second "mention" ( London Gazette 9 April 1920 refers). 

Placed on the Retired List as a Commander in November 1929, he was serving as a Cypher Officer for the Foreign Office by the 
renewal of hostilities in September 1939, in which capacity he was recalled to active duty as a Staff Intelligence Officer at the Liverpool 
base Eaglet in early 1940 and thence - and still on intelligence duties - to the Ardrossan base Fortitude in March 1941. Towards the end 
of the latter year, he was appointed Resident Naval Officer at Baldur, the base at Seidisfjord in Iceland, prior to returning to Portsmouth 
in November 1942 to resume his duties as a Staff Intelligence Officer. Then in July 1943, after being advanced to Captain, he returned 
to sea with command of the cruiser Caradoc , in which role he remained employed until assuming command of the Massawa base Bull 
in April 1944. Placed back on the Retired List in September 1945, Fitzgerald is believed to have died in 1965.

Frederick (William) Isaac was born in Bishopston, Sussex in December 1868, the son of John Golding Isaac, a veteran of the Baltic 
operations and a Commissioned Boatman in the Coast Guard. Entering the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in June 1884, he was 
advanced to Petty Officer 1st Class in the cruiser H.M.S. Australia in March 1892 and was appointed a Gunner, R.N., in November 
1898. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was serving as a recently promoted Chief Gunner in torpedo boat destroyer 85, and he 
remained similarly employed until removing to the armed merchant cruiser Changuinola in May 1915. And it was in this latter capacity 
that he was won an endorsement on his service record Tor showing great ability in rescue work' following the famous Halifax 
explosion on 6 December 191 7 - Changuinola landed a party of seamen and marines to assist in the rescue operations ashore: 

'Many badly injured were pulled from under houses which had collapsed and I am sorry to say a few had to be abandoned as the 
houses crashed down in flames. There was no available means of extinguishing the flames ... Motor-cars were commandeered and the 
wounded sent to hospital. In the meantime, the military had arrived on the scene' (report by Lieutenant H. Percival, R.N.R., H.M.S. 
Changuinola refers). 

Sadly, Isaac died suddenly on 30 January 1919, aged 50 years, while still serving in the Changuinola. He was buried in Portsmouth 
(Kingston) Cemetery. 


Charles John Isaac, Frederick's brother, was born in Bishopston, Sussex in November 1858 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 1st 
Class in February 1875. Having then trained as a pupil schoolmaster, he came ashore as an Assistant Schoolmaster in December 1883. 
The exact relationship between the two brothers and 'C. Isaac' has yet to be established, but he may have been a younger sibling.

Thomas Henry Stonehouse was born at Gillingham, Kent in January 1887 and 
entered the Royal Navy as a Shipwright's Apprentice in November 1905. By the 
outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was serving on the strength of Leda, at 
which establishment he was advanced to Acting Carpenter in March 1915. 

Then, following a very brief appointment in Pembroke, he joined the monitor 
Raglan in April of the same year, and was quickly in action out in the 
Dardanelles, where Raglan's 14-inch guns were brought to bear on Krithia and 
Achi Baba during the Suvla Bay landings; so, too, in the bombardments of 
October and December 1915, in which latter, on the 17th, she was hit six times. 
In early 1916, command of Raglan devolved to Commander Viscount Broome, a 
nephew of Lord Kitchener, but she remained actively engaged in the Dardanelles, 
and was present at bombardments of Smyrna and other targets on the Turkish 
west coast, while in October 1917, she bombarded enemy communications at 
Deir Seneid. 

However, her distinguished career was suddenly curtailed on 20 January 1918, when she was surprised by the enemy cruisers Breslau 
and Goeben off Imbros. Hit by Breslau's opening salvo, she barely got into action, and at length further enemy hits found her magazine 
- as a result of which she sank in shallow water in Kusa Bay with a loss of 127 officers and men. A lucky survivor indeed, Stonehouse 
ended the War as a Warrant Shipwright aboard the cruiser Antrim. 

The inter-war period witnessed his further advancement to Commissioned Shipwright in April 1925 and to Shipwright Lieutenant in 
October 1934, and he appears to have been placed on the Retired List at the end of 1936. But with the renewal of hostilities in 
September 1939, he returned to uniform and served as a Barrackmaster at the training establishment Glendower and as a Shipwright 
Lieutenant-Commander at the Sheerness maintenance base Wildfire. Stonehouse, who was released in September 1945, still appeared 
on the Retired List as late as 1961, when he would have been in his mid-seventies.

horrendous losses, he assumed command of the 4th Destroyer Flotilla

C.S.C. London Gazette 2 July 1901 and despatch by Captain E. P. Jones, R.N., dated 6 March 1900, the latter stating: 

1 must also mention Mr. Hutchinson, Midshipman, who acted as my A.D.C. He has been most useful and hard working, often 
spending the great part of the night finding his way across the difficult country with messages. He had many very narrow escapes. On 
three separate occasions a 40-pounder shell fell within yards of him.' 

Reginald Becher Caldwell Hutchinson was born at Hammersmith, London in August 1882, and entered Britannia as a Naval Cadet in 
May 1897. 
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South Africa and China 

Appointed a Midshipman in the following year, he joined H.M.S. Terrible in September 1899, and quickly saw action in South Africa 
after being landed with the Naval Brigade that November, including the actions at Colenso, Spion Kop and Vaal Krantz, but, according 
to his own diary, it was before Ladysmith in February that he experienced some of the more spectacular Very narrow escapes' cited by 
Captain E. P. Jones, R.N.: 

7 February 1900: 'I went down to Hospital Camp at the foot of Schwartz Kop and two shells from 6-inch guns pitched within 150 or 
200 yards from me. They made a tremendous noise coming.' 

23 February 1900: 'At daylight crossed the river by pontoon bridge and brought guns into action near road. We had a very exposed 
position and enemy soon discovered us and shelled us thick and fast the whole day. Captain Cox severely hit. Also one man by a rifle 
bullet of which there were plenty.' 

24 February 1900: 'Slept last night under gun in case of attack. Bullets fell very thick. Today we were shelled heavily - men say I have a 
charmed life. I had three narrow escapes.' 

George Crow's From Portsmouth to Peking via Ladysmith adds further detail to events on the 24th: 

'A Midshipman (Mr. Hutchinson) who was sitting opposite the writer, was somewhat disturbed by a 45lb. shell which pitched only two 
feet behind him into a soft bank, and instantaneously rebounded back quite some 100 yards and dropped into the centre of some Naval 
volunteers, unexploded and quite harmless. This same officer had two more shells burst within a few inches of him that day, getting off 
unscathed each time, he being humorously described as the Jonas for the day, and a person to steer clear of... ' 

To which Hutchinson later added in his own hand to his copy of Crow's book: 

'I had several near squeaks before this when on messages to different places for Captain Jones but never so near as these. I was riding 
my horse, or rather leading it, at the time of the second shell and a bit of it hit my horse but only made a small wound.' 

Having been chosen as one of two Naval officers to ride at the side of General Builer in his triumphant entry into Ladysmith at the 
month's end, Hutchinson and his shipmates from the Terrible were ordered to China, where, once again, he was landed for services 
with the Naval Brigade and quickly experienced further 'near squeaks'. His diary, and Midshipman's Journal, take up the story, as the 
brigade advanced on Pekin in the summer of 1900: 

6 July 1900: 'Severe shelling on both sides starting early this morning. Shells bursting all round guns on mud wall. Several coming 
within 3-4 yards. While the Marines were working a captured Krupp gun a shell burst in the gun blowing off a Marine's arm.' 

As verified in Crow's history, Hutchinson was actually serving with Lieutenant Wilde's 12-pounder gun on this date, 'which had a very 
busy time of it, no less than 400 hundred shells having been fired at it from a battery of five guns.' 

So, too, a witness to the horrors of war: 

15 July 1900: 'I went into the native city. It was rather difficult to make any progress as half the place was in flame and ruins. The 
streets were strewn all along with dead and dying Chinamen. A repulsive smell of roasted flesh prevailed.' 

Returning home in early 1902, Hutchinson was given rapid promotion to Lieutenant that September, in addition to receiving his C.S.C. 
at an investiture held shortly before Christmas Day. Then in September 1908, he received his first command, a torpedo boat, the 
commencement of protracted service in small ships. 

Jutland and beyond 

A Lieutenant-Commander and C.O. of the destroyer Success on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Hutchinson removed to the 
Liberty at the end of the same month, following the death of her previous commander at Heligoland Bight - in which action his head 
was blown off. 

Subsequently present at the battle of Dogger Bank in January 1915, and in operations off the Belgian coast, he was advanced to 
Commander in June of the latter year and appointed C.O. of the Achates , in which capacity he was present at the battle of Jutland, 
when Achates formed part of the 4th Destroyer Flotilla and was heavily engaged against the spearhead of the enemy's battleship line - 
such was the atrocious damage and loss inflicted on the flotilla in two gallantly executed torpedo attacks that overall command fell to 
Hutchinson. But he consequently had the misfortune to call off a third torpedo attack for fear of hitting what he believed to be British 
cruisers - when in fact they were ships from the German Fourth Scouting Group and quickly straddled the Fortune and Porpoise. His 
decision to call off the attack was subsequently defended by Taffrail in Endless Story , though Their Lordships appear to have been less 
understanding, no doubt as a result of Hutchinson's criticism of the lack of information made available to him as to the dispositions of 
our battleships and cruisers: 

'When Commander R. B. C. Hutchinson, D.S.C., of the Achates wrote in his report: 'I respectfully submit that in future the maximum 
amount of information may be given to destroyers as to the disposition of our own forces, observing the difficulty of recognition at 
night,' he was only voicing the general perplexity of many other destroyer captains. They knew their own battle-fleet was five miles 
ahead, steaming its southerly course at 1 7 knots. But few of them were aware of the whereabouts of the British battle-cruisers - in all, 
thirty ships. Scattered during the daylight action, they might be anywhere. Yet, in the pitch blackness, with visibility sometimes as low 
as half a mile, it was the duty of the destroyers to make certain before they attacked that they did not fire torpedoes at their friends. 
They knew full well that they would be fired upon if they approached their own ships at night, and were painfully aware that if they 
challenged an enemy with the usual flashing signal, it at once established their identity as British and would evoke an instant reply in 
the shape of a tornado of gunfire at point-blank range. 

With the ships steaming at high speeds, the darkness and low visibility did not give much time for thought if a vessel were suddenly 
sighted. Immediate action was necessary if a chance of making a successful attack was not to be missed. Yet how was immediate 
action possible if that blurred shadow might be a friend? 

Studying all the available records and narratives of the night fighting that followed, one realises that the task of the flotillas massed five 
miles astern of the British battle-fleet was as difficult, responsible and dangerous as it possibly could be. 

Difficulty and danger nobody minded, for they were used to it. Moreover, torpedo-attacks at night were one of the functions for which 
destroyers existed. But the prospect of sinking one of their own vessels was frightful to contemplate. Commander Hutchinson's remark 
was not made without good and sufficient reason.' 

To conclude - whatever the views held by his seniors - the achievements of the 4th Destroyer Flotilla were duly praised in the official 
Narrative of the Battle of Jutland: 

'Those vessels of the flotilla that remained capable of action [under Hutchinson's command] were now scattered and dispersed and 
took no further effective part in the operations. The 4th Flotilla had ceased to exist as an organised force, but the German fleet had been 
thrown into confusion and its escape had been delayed by nearly half an hour, since it had been forced to haul right around to S.S.W., 
6 points off its course for the Horns Riff'. 
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Later in the same year, Hutchinson assumed command of the destroyer Plover, in which capacity he remained actively engaged in 
operations in the North Sea until being posted to Port Said to take over, on her commissioning, the monitor M. 31 , but, by the War's 
end he was serving as Senior Naval Officer (S.N.O.) at Beirut. Having in the interim then served as S.N.O. of the Red Sea Patrol aboard 
the Clematis , he was placed on the Retired List in the rank of Captain in September 1928. 

Recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, Hutchinson was given command of the armed yacht Lady Vagrant but, in 
March 1940, removed as C.O. to the North Shields base Calliope. Placed back on the Retired List in January 1946, he died at 
Middletown, Stoke Fleming, Devon in late 1963.

7 dare say julian told you that we actually saw the "Pathfinder" explosion - a great white cloud with its foot in the sea. 
The St. Abb's lifeboat came in with the most appalling accounts of the scene. There was not a piece of wood, they said, 
big enough to float a man - and over acres the sea was covered with fragments - human and otherwise. They brought 
back a sailor's cap with half a man's head inside it. The explosion must have been frightful. It is thought to be a German 
submarine that did it, or, possibly, a torpedo from one of the refitted German trawlers, which cruise all round painted 
with British port letters and flying the British flag.'

Francis Martin-Leake was born in March 1869, the son of a barrister, Stephen Martin-Leake, and his wife Isabel, of Marshalls in 
Hertfordshire, and of Thorpe Hall in Essex; his younger brother Arthur was to become one of just three men to be awarded the V.C. and 
Bar. Educated at the Grange, Stevenage, by the Rev. O. J. Seager, young Francis was appointed a Midshipman in April 1885, direct 
from the training ship Worcestershire. Numerous seagoing appointments having ensued in home waters and overseas, but none of an 
active service nature, he was advanced to Captain in June 1911.

The Curragh incident 

Having then taken command of the light cruiser H.M.S. Pathfinder in October 1913, Martin-Leake was ordered to Irish waters at the 
time of the Curragh incident in March 1914 and, in common with so many other officers and men similarly employed, felt bound to 
state that in the event of hostilities with the Ulster Volunteers he would be unable to participate in subsequent operations. The recipient 
of his signalled message, sent from Carrickfergus on 24 March, was Rear-Admiral J. M. de Robeck: 

'It seems to me only fair to you as my Admiral to let you now that I have no intention of going against Ulster should the occasion arise. 

During my stay here I have done my best to ascertain the situation on shore and find that everything is being done to keep things quiet, 
but undoubtedly in spite of this there exists an opinion on the part of responsible people that an outbreak might be precipitated by 
irresponsible people.' 

News of Martin-Leake's message quickly leaked to the press, much to the annoyance of Churchill at the Admiralty, who responded in 
the following terms on the 31 st: 

'Please call upon the Captain of the Pathfinder for his explanation in writing of the signals which passed between him and the shore 
during his stay at Carrickfergus, which were published in yesterday's newspapers. He should be asked whether he had received 
instructions from General Macready to make such communications. 

Instructions should also be given to the commanding officers of the two Scouts now on duty in Belfast Lough that they are not to hold 
unnecessary communication with the shore, nor to accept from or to offer hospitality to civilians; nor to allow their men to go into 
Belfast unless there is a special reason for it. The discussion of political questions is not allowed on board ships, nor are the officers to 
enter into the discussion of such questions with civilians.' 



// Pathfinder" plunges bow first into the North Sea just four minutes after being torpedoed 


The loss of the "Pathfinder" - first ever victim of submarine torpedo attack 

By the outbreak of hostilities a few months later, the Pathfinder was based at Rosyth in the Firth of Forth with the 8th Destroyer Flotilla, 
but her wartime career was swiftly curtailed on 5 September 1914, when she became the first ever ship lost to submarine torpedo 
attack. Martin-Leake takes up the story in a letter to his mother: 

'Since my last to you these blighters have caught us with a submarine, with very disastrous results as you will have gathered from the 
papers, no useful results to themselves however. 

It was Saturday afternoon at 3.45, we had sent the T.B.Ds off on various errands and were returning from a sweep out to sea to 
investigate shipping, etc. I had just left the bridge and was in my after cabin standing by the table when the screws began to stop. I 
started a bolt to see what it was, but before I got away from the table, she gave a veritable stagger and tremble and everything movable 
came tumbling down. I got up the ladder pushed the hatch cover up (it had come down), then got the boy (my valet) out, and had a 
look round. 

Every sort of thing was in the air. Shell room forward seemed still to be going up. The torpedo got us in our forward magazine and 
evidently sent this up, thereby killing everyone forward. Her upper deck was flush with the water forward and it was only a question of 
how long she would float. Both our cutters were smashed up, the whaler was whole so all that could be done was to get this boat out 
and throw all floatable matter over. A badly hurt man was brought after and put on the Q.D. While this was going on she began 
decidedly to go down by the bows and the 1st lieutenant gave the order for jumping overboard, he judged this very well. Personally I 
stayed too long and found myself on the after shelter deck with the ship rapidly assuming an upright position. I decided to stand on the 
searchlight stand and take my chance. This soon went under and self as well, come up again ship still there, had another dive and then 
got shot right clear. The situation then developed, an oar came along and then a blue jacket. Then another oar and another blue jacket. 
Looked for ship found her still on her nose (probably on the bottom) she then fell over and disappeared, leaving a mass of wreckage all 
round, but I regret a very few men amongst it, for at the time they were all asleep on the mess decks and the full explosion must have 
caught them, for no survivors came from forward. I found one of the sailors with me had a broken leg. This prevented propelling our 
oars to where more wood was. So I swam away to a more plentiful supply, and met a meat safe, I knocked the end out of this and was 
busy at the other end when I snuffed out for a time. 
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On recovery I found myself being well rubbed with rum in a bunk on T.B. 26 and she was getting alongside this yacht to deliver me to 
the tender care of these people who have done every possible thing imaginable for me. I somehow got a cut on the head, getting clear 
of the ship I expect this evidently bled and accounts for loss of senses. They pumped salt and water into me until I objected. I now have 
normal temperature nearly healed head and drank beer for lunch and hope in a day or so to hear of a new ship. This outfit is run by 
Lady Beatty the wife of the Admiral! Commander! 1st Battle Cruiser Squadron. I like her very much and much appreciate her kindness. 
Sir Alfred Cripp is onboard with another surgeon McNair two top five nurses from Park Lane. I am the only patient here - The "Liberty" 
another yacht has come and some are in the hospital. You see I have the best that London can produce, it is strange how I am always 
coming into this. Sorry to have inflicted so much self on you, but there is little else please write to Her Ladyship and thank her also to 
Cripp he is a very good sort. Mail going - nurse coming, So must close up.' 

While Compton-Hall's history, Submarines and the War at Sea 1914-18 , adds to the overall picture: 

'At 3.45 p.m. on 5 September 1914, on a fine sunny day one month after war had broken out, the 25-knot light cruiser H.M.S. 
Pathfinder suddenly blew up in her own home waters just off the Scottish coast at the entrance to the Firth of Forth. 

Damage-control methods at the time were rudimentary and little practised. The explosion below the bridge touched off ammunition in 
the forward magazine. Most of the men forward were killed outright and there were heavy casualties elsewhere. The Captain, Martin 
Leake, was blasted into an upper-deck meat-safe and a sailor was blown into the aftermost funnel. 

In the wardroom the 'almighty crash' was followed by a breathless silence for several drawn-out seconds. Then the crockery in the 
pantry fell to the deck, the lights went out, and the deck shuddered underfoot as bulkheads below started to give way. Boats were 
jammed in their crutches or shattered. In moments the base of No. 2 funnel was awash (No. 1 had gone) and the water was filthy with a 
scum of coal dust and oil. 

Barely four minutes after the initial detonation the 2940-ton patrol leader plunged bow down. For a little while her stem rested on the 
seabed and her stern, cocked up at an angle of 60°, hung as if suspended above the surface. Then, slowly at first but with gathering 
speed as more bulkheads carried away, the whole hulk slid to the bottom. 

There were many non-swimmers in the company (the Navy had been lax about instruction) and no lifejackets. Although the destroyers 
Stag and Express , both '30-knotters,' raced to the spot, only a dozen of Pathfinder's 268 officers and men survived to relate their 
unprecedented experience. Leake, of course, was the last, as far as he could determine, to leave the sinking ship: his loyal Secretary or 
'Scratch,' Assistant Paymaster Alan Bath, stopped to unlace his master's boots before both officers jumped. 

The ship was poorly prepared for underwater attack, but by no means exceptional in that. When the Fleet first heard the news by 
wireless, at 4 p.m., it was assumed that she had run onto a mine; but Pathfinder's Chief Boatswain's Mate, the 'Buffer,' had seen what 
he rightly took to be a periscope and the track of a torpedo. Indeed the latter was still faintly visible when the ship went down. His hail 
from the forecastle to the bridge was promptly answered by the Officer of the Watch who put the helm hard over and rang the engine 
telegraphs to full astern starboard and full ahead port in order to speed up his emergency turn towards the sighting. His prompt action 
was too late. The engine-room watchkeeper at the throttles disbelieved the port telegraph order - full astern would have been 
understandable - and, assuming that someone on the bridge had lost his head, did not obey. But, in any case, the engines would not 
have saved the ship: at the miserable economic speed of 6 knots - the best she could do on patrol for five days a week with small coal 
bunkers - manoeuvring was sluggish and it would have taken ten minutes to work up to full power. 

Thereafter the minimum speed for H.M. ships on patrol was fixed at 15 knots, but on this occasion there was no way of avoiding the 
carefully aimed 'eel' fired from what was then considered an abnormally long range of about 1200 metres (1300 yards). It was the first 
time anywhere that a submarine torpedo warhead had struck home. 

Some grisly details emerged. The Stag lost her main circulating water supply: a diver found the inlet blocked by a man's leg. The Royal 
Navy was starkly confronted with its first glimpse of real modern warfare as opposed to peacetime simulation.' 

But this harsh introduction to realities of modern warfare was not the only shock to emerge from the incident, for, in October 1914, a 
suspected German spy was arrested in Ireland - in fact the man who had been responsible for sending a coded message alerting the 
Germans to Pathfinder's pending departure from the Firth of Forth - Carl Hans Lody was subsequently executed in the Tower of 
London, the first man to gain that dubious distinction since Lord Lovat of Jacobite Rebellion fame. 

Grand Fleet command 1915-17 - destruction of the German raider "Leopard" 

Following the loss of the Pathfinder , Martin-Leake came ashore to a training appointment in Portland, where he served until taking 
command of the cruiser Achilles in early 1915. Although not present at Jutland, Achilles lend valuable support to the 2nd Cruiser 
Squadron in the North Sea and shared in the sinking the German raider Leopard off the Shetlands in March 1917. Martin-Leake's report 
takes up the story: 

'At 3.45 p.m. Dundee and the raider commenced an action simultaneously. Achilles at once joined in, at a range of 5,300 yards, the 
raider firing at her, but with more intensity at Dundee , whose safety was due to the prompt manner in which Commander Selwyn 
Mitchell Day, R.N.R., answered the raider's first hostile act, and the initial success she gained in getting raking hits; hers was the 
dangerous position, and she extracted herself with the utmost credit. 

On opening fire the raider at once enveloped herself in smoke of a light colour. At 3.55 p.m. she fired a torpedo at Achilles , which 
broke surface off the port quarter. A submarine was reported at the same time in this direction, and speed was increased from 16 to 20 
knots. Hits were now being obtained, and the raider was on fire forward. About this time she was hit in the bow (on the gripe) by a 
torpedo from Achilles. 

About 4.00 p.m. fire was checked, the raider being well on fire, with occasional explosions forward. Soon after this, Dundee took 
station astern of Achilles, and was then ordered to steer west. At 4.23 p.m. she reported a submarine between herself and the raider. 
Consequently, fire was again opened on the raider and continued until, at 4.33 p.m., she listed to port and sank, more or less 
horizontally, a mass of flames, and red hot forward, leaving no visible survivors.' 

Martin-Leake was mentioned in despatches by Admiral Sir David Beatty, who cited his sound judgement 'in rounding up and 
destroying the vessel which was capable of doing so much damage to our commerce' ( London Gazette 18 April 1919 refers). 

Chief of Staff and liaison with the United States Navy 

Relinquishing his command of the Achilles in June 1917, Martin-Leake was awarded the D.S.O. and advanced to Commodore 2nd 
Class, in which rank he was next appointed Chief of Staff to the C.-in-C. Ireland at Queenstown, his duties including liaison with the U. 
S. Navy, and he remained similarly employed until the War's end, gaining the American D.S.M. (Navy) ( London Gazette 12 December 
1919 refers). 

Placed on the Retired List at his own request in November 1921, he was awarded the C.B. in the following year and died at his family 
seat, Marshalls in Hertfordshire, in January 1928; some of the Admiral's papers are held in Hertfordshire Archives. 
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A fine Great War C.B., royal visit to Malta M.V.O. group of eight awarded to Vice-Admiral J. E. Cameron, Royal Navy, 
who commanded the cruiser Phaeton at Jutland, when with her consort Galatea , she was the first to sight and engage 
the enemy - earlier that month, off the Schleswig coast, her gunners had assisted in the destruction of the zeppelin L. 
7: later still, Cameron was onetime S.N.O. Baltic in 1919 and took charge of the famous "Wanhsien incident" in China 
as S.N.O. Yangtse 1925-27

John Ewen Cameron was born in London in June 1874 and entered the Royal Navy as a cadet in Britannia in July 1887. Advanced to 
Lieutenant in December 1895, he joined H.M.S. Beagle on the Cape Station in May 1901, and served ashore in Cape Colony and, 
having received rapid promotion to Commander in December 1905 - on the back of two recommendations from Prince Louis of 
Battenberg - he was awarded the M.V.O. for his services as C.O. of destroyers in Malta at the time of King Edward Vll's visit in 1909. 

The Great War - Gallipoli and Jutland 

Advanced to Captain in December 1913, he was serving as C.O. of the destroyer depot ship Hecla on the outbreak of hostilities in the 
following year, but he returned to sea as C.O. of the cruiser Phaeton in January 1915 and remained similarly employed until the War's 
end, onetime as 2nd-in-command of the 1 st Light Cruiser Squadron. 

Phaeton was ordered to the Dardanelles in March 1915, where one of her early duties was to convey Sir Ian Hamilton and his staff on 
a reconnoitre of the attempted forcing of the Dardanelles on the 18th - rounding Cape Helles they quickly came under fire and saw the 
mined Inflexible withdrawing with a bevy of destroyers around her, an experience that prompted Sir Ian to write 'Shells of all sizes 
hissing through the air... What an ass I am to be here. If we keep on another thirty seconds we are in for a visit to Davy Jones' locker'. 

Returning to Scapa to take up patrol work in the North Sea, Phaeton was to share in the destruction of the zeppelin L. 7 on 4 May 
1916, while covering a seaplane operation off Tondern with her consort Galatea. Pursuing the zeppelin for half an hour, the light 
cruisers sent up an impressive array of fire and one shell found its mark in the L. 7's fuel tank - the zeppelin plunged blazing nose first 
into the sea where, at length, a few survivors were picked up the submarine E. 31 . 

Back in action at Jutland at the end of the same month, Pheaton and Galatea became the first ships to spot and engage the enemy fleet, 
having found and chased down a pair of enemy destroyers, the B-109 and 5-7 70 - the latter only escaped serious punishment owing to 
the arrival of the German cruiser Ebling on the scene: more important, however, was the fact the Ebling broke wireless silence to alert 
the German high seas fleet, and her report was heard and her position plotted by the listening and wireless-compass stations on the 
British coast. 
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Cameron was mentioned in despatches and was appointed an Officer of the French Legion of Honour ( London Gazette 15 September 
1916 refers). 

In August 1917, the Phateon was converted for use on minelaying operations, and duly undertook five trips with a total lay of 358 
mines, many of them in the Kattegat, while in March 1918, she was transferred to the 7th Light Cruiser Squadron. Cameron was 
awarded the C.B. 

S.N.O. Baltic and Yangtse 

Remaining in command of the Phaeton after the War, he was next actively engaged in the Baltic operations, and, for a month or two in 
early 1919, in Admiral Cowan's absence, served as S.N.O. at Libau. It was a difficult period of command, not least in dealing with the 
Germans, who, in contravention of the Armistice terms ordered its troops to live off the land, thereby causing starvation among the 
local populace. 

In genuine fear of local riots, Cameron felt compelled to contact Lord Curzon, who was acting as Foreign Secretary in London, to warn 
him that in the absence of further food supplies being embarked for the region, bloodshed was a real possibility, and he was supported 
in his case by the British Diplomatic Representaive at Libau, though certain senior naval officers felt he should have come down harder 
on the Germans - but Cameron, and Lord Curzon agreed, felt that it was wiser not to add fuel to the fire. In the event, Admiral Cowan 
was ordered back to the Baltic in April 1919, thereby freeing Cameron from the poisoned chalice of Allied politics and diplomacy. But 
his escape from such tribulations was short-lived. 

Appointed A.D.C. to the King in August 1923 and advanced to Rear-Admiral in July 1924, Cameron was next ordered to the Far East as 
S.N.O. Yangtse, and remained similarly employed until the end of 1927, spending much of that time in his flagship Bee, and it was a 
period that witnessed much hostility with the Chinese, not least the famous "Wanhsien incident" - see Dix Noonan Webb, 13 
September 2012 (Lot 1013) for further details; so, too, A. Cecil Hampshire's Armed with Stings , The Saga of a Gunboat Flotilla. 

Following the incident, described by one observer as 'Zeebrugge on a small scale, a manifestation of the same splendid spirit that 
animated the greater deed', Cameron, perhaps still mindful of the criticism he had faced for not having taken direct action against the 
Germans in the Baltic, slammed down his fist at the negotiating table, telling his adversaries there would be no more talks and no 
quarter shown by the Royal Navy. It worked, and better relationships prevailed until trouble broke out at Hankow in September 1927, 
when Cameron refused to open fire on rioters - as with his similar decision in the Baltic, he was criticised for not having taken a 
tougher stance. 

Returning to an appointment as C.O. Coast of Scotland in 1928, Cameron was placed on the Retired List in the rank of Vice-Admiral in 
1929 and died in Northumberland in July 1939. 
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An inter-war C.B.E. group of six awarded to Engineer Rear-Admiral S. R. Dight, Royal Navy, who, having witnessed 
active service in the hunt for the German raiders Emden and Konigsberg in 1914-15, went on to attain flag rank as C. 
O. of the Admiralty's Fuel Experimental Station in the 1930s

Sydney Rupert Dight, who was born in October 1885, was appointed an Engineer Sub. Lieutenant in July 1905, shortly before taking up 
further studies at the R.N.C. Greenwich. 

An Engineer Lieutenant serving in the Mediterranean in the light cruiser H.M.S. Weymouth by the outbreak of hostilities in August 
1914, he was quickly advanced to Lieutenant-Commander, and participated in the search for the enemy raider Emden in the Indian 
Ocean before the year's end. Then in February 1915, Weymouth was ordered to hunt for another enemy raider, the Konigsberg , 
eventually trapping her in the Rufiji delta in East Africa - a story best retold in Rebel Chatterton's Konigsberg Adventure. 

Dight next saw action at the first battle of Durazzo in the Adriatic that December, prior to removing to Victory as additional for Rapid in 
January 1916, and to Sandhurst as additional for Rapid in September of the same year. He next served - albeit briefly - as Assistant 
Secretary of the Board of Invention and Research, prior to taking up an appointment in the Engineer-in-Chief's Department at the 
Admiralty in December 1916, in which latter capacity he remained employed until the War's end. 

Post-war, he was advanced to Engineer Commander in June 1920 and to Engineer Captain in December 1929, the latter following a 
lengthy appointment in the carrier Furious. But it was as C.O. of the Admiralty's Fuel Experimental Station that he was awarded his C.B. 
E., which insignia he received at Buckingham Palace on 9 July 1935. And he remained similarly employed until being placed on the 
Retired List as an Engineer Rear-Admiral in April 1939 - though intriguingly his service record states that he travelled to Germany in 
June 1939. 

Quickly recalled on the renewal of hostilities, Dight initially served at the Admiralty, but by early 1940 he was appointed Director of 
Development in the Petroleum Warfare Department (Local Defence Division). Then in May 1943, he was embarked for the U.S.A. in 
the Queen Elizabeth , where he served in Washington D.C. - an accompanying extract from the Fulton Patriot refers to the Admiral 
singing 'popular American airs with gust and enthusiasm for half an hour' before a large crowd of U.S. military and naval personnel at 
the National Press Club, his sporting antics being rewarded with a rousing rendition of 'He's A Jolly Good Fellow'. 

Dight reverted to the Retired List in November 1945 and died in January 1948; sold with copied research. 
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A rare Baltic 1919 operations O.B.E. group of four awarded to Paymaster Captain G. T. Smyth, Royal Navy, who had 
earlier served off Gallipoli and won a "mention" for his leadership of the coding staff aboard H.M.S. Calliope at 
Jutland

In recognition of valuable services rendered in the Baltic in 1919/ 

Geoffrey Thomas Smyth was born in March 1885 and entered the Royal Navy as an Assistant Clerk in January 1903. Qualifying as a 
Paymaster in March 1906, he was serving as secretary and clerk to Rear-Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly in the battleship H.M.S. Marlborough 
on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

Removing to the Admiral's next flagship, the battleship Lord Nelson , that December, he saw action in the Dardanelles, where he was 
present at the bombardment of the inner forts and in support of the initial landings in early March 1915 - the forts engaged her heavily 
on 7 March and hit her several times. After swift repairs at Malta the Lord Nelson returned to take part in the main attack on the 
Narrows' forts on 18 March, in the landings on 25-26 April, and in the bombardment of the Ottoman field batteries on 6 May, prior to 
the second battle of Krithia. 

Joining Commodore Le Mesurier's staff in the light cruiser Calliope in mid-May 1915, Smyth went on to witness further action, most 
notably at the battle of Jutland, when, as the flagship of the 4th Light Cruiser Squadron, his ship was heavily engaged throughout the 
battle. But it was not until the evening that she started to take her first casualties, the result of a duel with two Kaiser class battleships. 
The Fighting at Jutland takes up the story: 

' ... only our speed and zigzagging saved us from annihilation. As it was, we seemed to be in the middle of splashes, and the noise of 
the bursting shell and flying fragments was absolutely deafening. We were hit five times in all, three of which did serious damage to 
personnel. One shell, bursting against the breech of the port after 4-inch gun, smashed the fittings and gun shield and killed practically 
all the gun's crew, the notable exception being the sight-setter, a Corporal of Marines, who had the gun between him and the burst and 
only suffered a slight scalp wound. 

The second hit on us burst near No. 3 4-inch gun under the bridge, disabled the gun, killing and wounding some of the crew, and 
fragments of this shell penetrated the deck of the lower bridge and wounded a signalman and a bugler. 

The third shell penetrated the upper deck, and burst in the boys' mess deck, almost in the middle of the after dressing station, killing 
some and wounding many others, including the Staff Surgeon. 

For the last five minutes that we were under fire we were in sight of our own ships, although the two battle fleets were invisible to each 
other, and we were told afterwards that at times we were hidden in spray from the splashes. Altogether, we had 10 killed and 23 
wounded, some seriously. We were ordered to take station on the port beam of the battle fleet for the night, and in the morning 
resumed our cruising station ahead during the search for disabled enemy ships. 

On reaching Scapa afterwards, we were ordered in first, instead of waiting for the battle fleet to enter, to land our wounded. Our dead 
we buried at sea the morning after the action, the Commodore leaving the bridge for a few minutes to read the burial service, the one 
time he was ever known to leave the bridge at sea.' 

Smyth was mentioned in despatches and noted for early promotion by the Commodore, who stated he was 'in charge of coding staff 
during the action, and has been of great assistance to me in every way as my secretary' ( London Gazette 15 September 1916 refers). 

Duly advanced to Lieutenant-Commander, Smyth remained actively employed in the Calliope until removing to the Dominion in 
October 1917 and thence, in February 1918, to a shore appointment. But he returned to sea as secretary to Commodore A. A. M. Duff 
in the Caledon in May 1919, when he was embarked for the Baltic, which chapter of active service resulted in the award of his O.B.E. 

Smyth was placed on the Retired List as a Paymaster Captain in March 1935. 
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A fine Great War anti-U-boat operations D.S.O. group of six awarded to Commander S. A. G. Hill, Royal Navy, who 
was also among a handful of British officers to receive the American Navy Cross 

Distinguished Service Order, G.V.R., silver-gilt and enamel; China 1900, no clasp (Midsn. S. A. G. Hill, R.N., H.M.S. Dido); 
1914-15 Star (Lt. Commr. S. A. G. Hill, R.N.); British War and Victory Medals (Commr. S. A. G. Hill, R.N.); United States of 
America, Navy Cross, very fine and better ( 6 ) £ 2500-3000 


D.S.O. London Gazette 7 June 1918. 

Sidney Arthur Geary Hill was born in London in August 1881, the son of a Colonel in the Royal Engineers, and entered the Royal Navy 
as a Cadet in Britannia in January 1896. 

Appointed a Midshipman in January 1898, he witnessed active service off China in H.M.S. Dido during the Boxer Rebellion in 1900 
and, in the period leading up to the Great War, was regularly employed on survey duties, including work undertaken off New Zealand 
and Borneo. 

A Lieutenant-Commander by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he joined the armed merchant cruiser Armadale Castle and 
thereafter, until February 191 7, was actively employed on the Cape of Good Hope Station, latterly as her C.O. 

Next appointed to the command of the sloop Jessamine in March 1917, he remained similarly employed until the War's end, and was 
awarded the D.S.O. for the destruction of the enemy submarine U-104 in April 1918, when the C.-in-C. Queenstown noted that 'the 
conduct of all concerned on this occasion deserves much praise, and showed that the ship was well organised and disciplined and 
ready to act as soon as an opportunity occurred.' 

Keble Chatterton's Beating the U-Boats takes up the story: 

'It was between 1 and 2 a.m. of 25 April 1918, that U-104 motored along the surface, using both engines, and charging her batteries 
simultaneously. Smooth sea, a bright moon illuminating the water, visibility moderate, speed about 10 knots. But, admittedly, a poor 
lookout was being kept. The old story - a well-built vessel with an indifferent crew. For by that date Germany's naval discipline had 
rapidly begun to get worse, no longer were volunteers easily persuaded into her U-boat service. Mass production at the shipyards did 
not synchronise with the supply of well-trained soldiers. 

Now in the neighbourhood patrolling, but keeping an eager vigil, steamed H.M.S. Jessamine , technically designated a sloop. Actually 
these single-screw ships - all named after flowers - were small, light cruisers, built originally for minesweeping, though employed for a 
dozen purposes. Her captain, Commander S. A. Geary-Hill, R.N., had always maintained his crew on the 'top line' and a sort of 
affectionate awe existed between the Commander-in-Chief at Queenstown (Admiral Sir Lewis Bayley) and his ships. Officers and men 
would rather have perished than be found wanting in an emergency. 

Suddenly about half a mile off the port bow Jessamine's Officer-of-the-Watch, Lieutenant Marshall Reay, R.N.R., spotted the 
submarine's shape, wasted no moment, rang down the engine-room telegraph to 'Full Ahead,' pressed the bell for action stations, 
altered course to ram the enemy with a knock-out blow. 

Obviously Bernis' craft ought to have been on the alert and see what was coming, but not till only 500 yards separated the rivals did 
the Germans realize their peril and next sound the alarm inside. Then everybody woke up with a start. Altering direction eight points 
(90 degrees) to starboard, she began diving to 98 feet before this could be accomplished; whilst her periscope was just submerging, the 
sloop gained the U-boat's starboard side and dropped four depth charges in quick succession. 

The first exploded near the enemy's stern, forcing her up aft. The second detonation drove the stern down and down, so that the gauge 
indicated 164 feet, and things looked ugly. Into the motor room the sea poured, short-circuiting motors, putting them out of action, 
forcing the air forward as if by an hydraulic ram, terribly accentuating the pressure till the Germans could scarce breathe. 

That second depth-charge had closed the watertight door at the after end of the bow torpedo-room, but the air pressure continued to 
rise, being forced through voice-pipes and leads in the bulkhead. When the third explosion burst, an attempt was made to blow all 
ballast tanks. But because the after tanks had become damaged, only the forward ones could be emptied and thus the stern was 
depressed further. 

So the bows rose to a depth of 32 feet, and the steep inclination made life on board one slippery slope. Discipline vanished, men 
crowded round the torpedo hatch, it was everyone-for-himself, and get away if he possibly could. 

Now, after dropping her last depth-charge, Jessamine swung to port and by this time the submarine had created in the water a large 
disturbance some 200 yards away. To make additionally sure, the sloop therefore fired her foremost gun at this eddying; then began 
circling around at high speed in readiness for the U-boat's return to surface, but cries for help rose instead, followed by large quantities 
of oil welling up. After a while the Englishmen sighted a German, rescued him still alive, and found him to be Engine-room Petty 
Officer Karl Eschenberg, aged 22, and he had a thrilling story to relate. 
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Whilst his shipmates were crowding round the torpedo-hatch, Eschenberg succeeded in opening it, then came the inrush of water 
which swept the former aside whilst the power of escaping air forced him up and up through the hatch on to the sea's surface. At first 
the Jessamine could not descry him, but he had the sense to remove his clothing before commencing to swim. Dazed, but still 
conscious, he was at last picked up and hauled aboard the sloop where every attention of food, warmth and medical skill restored him 
to full health. 

Until daylight the Jessamine cruised about searching the region for any more survivors, but Eschenberg alone had come up out of the 
39 who left Wilhelmshaven. To Commander Geary-Hill the King gave a D.S.O., and to Lieutenant Marshall Reay, a D.S.C. Such was 
the rewarding of constant vigilance. Lack of this sent Kapitan-Leutnant Bernis with his officers to their doom.' 

Hill, who had been advanced to Commander in December 1917, was also awarded the American Navy Cross (London Gazette 16 
September 1919 refers), for he often operated out of Queenstown alongside U.S.N. destroyers. 

Placed on the Retired List in the rank of Captain in December 1927, after undertaking further survey work in the Endeavour off Africa in 
the interim, he became a Naval Assistant in the Hydrographic Department and was re-employed in that capacity on the renewal of 
hostilities. The Captain died in March 1953. 
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A rare and interesting Russia operations D.S.O. group of seven awarded to Engineer Rear-Admiral G. W. Le Page, 
Royal Navy, who, in his capacity of Assistant Naval Attache to Captain F. N. A. Cromie at the British Embassy at 
Petrograd in 1918, undoubtedly had dealings with the likes of Sidney Reilly "Ace of Spies" - and was fortunate indeed 
to be absent from the embassy when it was raided by the Cheka Secret Police and Cromie gunned down in cold blood: 
for his own part, and under imminent threat of execution, he endured 13 weeks as a captive of the Bolsheviks

D.S.O. London Gazette 5 October 1918: 

In recognition of the valuable services rendered by him to the Allied cause in 
Russia since 1914/ 

George Wilfred Le Page was born in Guernsey in 1883 and was educated at the 
Royal Navy Engineers College, Devonport. 

Advanced to Engineer Lieutenant in February 1907, he joined the British Naval 
Mission to Turkey in April 1911 and remained similarly employed until the 
outbreak of hostilities with Germany, a period in which he wore an elaborate 
Turkish uniform with the traditional Fez, and was awarded the 3rd Class of Order 
of Medjidie, accorded the title of Bey and granted the rank of Corvette Captain. 

Russia 1914-18 

In September 1914, Le Page was appointed for duty with the C.-in-C. of the 
Russian Black Sea Fleet, and joined the cruiser Almaz that October, the 
commencement of a long chapter of active service in this theatre of war: 

'He assisted at the following operations in the Black Sea: 13 March 1915 - 
bombardment of Zunguldak in light cruiser Almaz; 26 March 1915 - 
bombardment of the Turkish batteries off the Bosphorus in cruiser Kagul; 5 April 
1915 - in Almaz during action between Russian and Turkish fleets off the 
Bosphorus; 25 October 1915 - bombardment of Varna in Almaz; 14 April 1916- 
in Rostilav during bombardment of Rize near Trebizond resulting in fall of 
latter' (his service record refers). 
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Le Page was also present in the Bosphorus action of 25 April 1915, when the Russian Black Sea Fleet carried out a bombardment to 
distract the Turks from the Allied landings at Gallipoli, services which gained him the 2nd Class of the Order of St. Stanislaus. 

Having been advanced to Lieutenant-Commander back in February 1915, it was proposed that he be granted the acting rank of 
Commander to 'enjoy the greater confidence of the Russians', a proposal that was approved in October 1916, the same year in which 
he was awarded the 3rd Class of the Order of St. Anne 'for distinguished and useful service in time of war and in active operations 
against the enemy.' And to which distinction, in March 191 7, he added the 4th Class of the Order of St. Vladimir. 

Attache - Arrest 

Latterly burdened 'with the arduous task of maintaining relations with the Russian Fleet in the Black Sea' following the abduction of the 
Czar - the words of our man in Moscow, Bruce Lockhart - Le Page was scheduled to depart Russia for the U.K. with charge of a group 
of British refugees in April 1918, but the order was rescinded, his experience and fluent Russian being too valuable to lose. 

Instead, he was appointed Assistant to the Naval Attache at Petrograd, Captain F. N. A. Cromie, D.S.O., R.N., who described Le Page 
as a 'large, self-possessed man with a typical navy beard.' And the pair of them were quickly embarked on a programme of anti¬ 
revolutionary initiatives and in espionage - one of their visitors being "Ace of Spies" Sidney Reilly. 

Clearly, too, Le Page's services were much appreciated by our man in Moscow, Bruce Lockhart, as well as by Cromie, who, in May 
1918, pushed for his charge to be confirmed in his acting rank: 

'17 May 1918. Naval Attache Petrograd brings to notice the valuable services rendered by Acting Engineer Commander Le Page. Our 
view of his abilities in his present situation does not hesitate to recommend him for confirmation in his rank, notwithstanding that he is 
unable to express an opinion on Commander Le Page's abilities as an Engineer' (his service record refers). 

And the Admiralty's response: 

'28 August 1918. T.Ls are unable to approve of this officer being specially confirmed in the rank of Engineer Commander, but that H.M. 
the King has approved of Acting Lieutenant-Commander Le Page being appointed a companion of the D.S.O. in recognition of his 
services in Russia.' 

Two days following this entry on his service record, Le Page was staying at a friend's house in Petrograd, and was apprehended by the 
Cheka Secret Police on his way back to the embassy, the beginning of 13 weeks of primitive and squalid confinement in the Peter and 
Paul Fortress, the whole under constant threat of imminent execution. In the event, in common with other British hostages, he was 
released and given 48 hours to leave the country. 

Had he been present at the embassy that fateful day in August 1918, it may have been a very different story, for the gallant Cromie was 
gunned down in cold-blood by the Cheka Secret Police - though he did manage to take one or two of his assailants with him, using Le 
Page's revolver which he retrieved from the latter's office. Cromie was awarded a posthumous C.B., the announcement for which 
appeared in the London Gazette one week before Le Page's D.S.O. 

Naval Intelligence Department and beyond 

Assigned to the Naval Intelligence Department on his return to the U.K., Le Page remained similarly employed until early 1924, in 
which period he finally gained advancement to Engineer Commander and was awarded the 4th Class of the Roumanian Order of the 
Star - most probably employed on Russian matters in the period 1919-20, he was latterly assigned to Coastal defence Intelligence 
duties. 

Having then attended a refresher course in engineering, Cromie returned to normal duties, gaining advancement to Engineer Captain in 
December 1929 and serving as Squadron Engineer Officer to the 1st Battle Squadron 1931-33. Appointed an A.D.C. to the King in 
1935, he was placed on the Retired List in May 1936 and died in January 1940. 
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/ Dickey was a little button of a chap >, but what he lacked in size he made up in bloodthirstiness. He was one of the best 
second pilots it is possible for any first pilot to desire. He was a good shot , a capable navigator , a fine observer , and 
always keen on going forward and ever loath to turn back. He always gave his first pilot the comfortable feeling of being 
absolutely trusted .'

Only 10 officers were awarded a Second Award Bar to the D.S.C. in the Great 
War, seven of them members of the Royal Naval Air Service. 

D.S.C. London Gazette 20 July 191 7. 

No citation was published on account of secrecy, but an immediate award for 
the destruction of the Zeppelin L. 43. 

Bar to D.S.C. London Gazette 11 August 191 7: 

Tor services in action with enemy submarines.' 

Second Bar to D.S.C. London Gazette 30 November 191 7: 

Tor services in action with enemy submarines.' 

Robert Frederick Lea Dickey was born in July 1895, the son of Professor Dickie of 
M'Crea Magee College, Derry, and was educated at Foyle College, where he 
excelled on the river and was afterwards 'the brilliant cox of the famous Derry 
Eight who won the King's Cup at the Cork Regatta in 1912'. 

Enlisting in the Royal Naval Air Service in April 1915, he quickly gained 
appointment as a Petty Officer Mechanic, no doubt on account of his time at 
Foyle, where 'his interest was always in things scientific and mechanical and he 
spent much of his spare time in experimenting' (a letter of recommendation 
refers). 

Selected for pilot training in the summer of 1916, Dickey was appointed to the 
probationary rank of Flight Sub. Lieutenant and took his aviator's certificate (No. 
3950) at R.N.A.S. Chingford in December 1916. 

Posted to R.N.A.S. Felixstowe in early 1917, hub of the famous "Spider's Web", 
he teamed up as a second pilot to the Canadian Flight Sub. Lieutenant B. D. 
"Billiken" Hobbs in Curtiss HI2 flying boats (a.k.a. large American Seaplanes) 
and commenced his operational tour with a number of anti-submarine patrols 
that May. 
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The destruction of Zeppelin L. 43 

However, as it transpired, his first successful encounter was in an air-to-air combat fought south-west of Terschi 11 ing on 14 June - a 
spectacular encounter for which he was given full credit as a result of his work on Lewis gun in the front cockpit. W. G. Carr's Good 
Hunting takes up the story: 

'Here course was altered, and at half-past seven they were off the Island of Ameland. Now, sweeping in a 20-mile circle, they headed 
back down the coast homeward bound. The mist was lifting in patches. At half-past eight they were off Vlieland again. 

Dickey suddenly saw a Zeppelin. 

It was five miles on the starboard beam, at a height of only 1500 feet. "Billiken" [Hobbs] swung the bow of '77 towards the airship. He 
opened out his engines. He climbed straight for the Zeppelin. 

Dickey was at the bow gun, the wireless operator was at the midships gun, and the engineer was at the sternguns. The Zeppelin was 
barely moving. Her propellers were merely ticking over. 

They were now at 2000 feet, 1000 yards away from the airship and above her. The look-out on the Zeppelin saw the flying-boat. The 
propellers vanished as the engines were speeding up. She moved forward and swung away on a new course. Two men raced to the gun 
on the tail and the gun amidships on top. 

"Billiken" dived on the Zeppelin's tail at a screaming 140 miles an hour. He passed diagonally across her from starboard to port. When 
100 feet above and 200 feet away Dickey got in two bursts from his machine-gun. He used only fifteen cartridges [of Brock and 
Pomeroy ammunition]. 

As he cleared the Zeppelin "Billiken" made a sharp right-hand turn and found himself slightly below and heading straight for the 
enemy. He read her number, L. 43. Her immense size staggered him. 

Then he saw that she was on fire. 

Little spurts of flame stabbed out where the explosive bullets had torn the fabric, and the incendiary bullets had set alight the escaping 
hydrogen. 

Pulling back his controls, he lifted the boat over the airship, and just in time. With a tremendous burst of flame, so hot that all aboard 
the flying-boat felt the heat, the millions of cubic feet of hydrogen were set off. She broke in half. Each part, burning furiously, fell 
towards the water. 

The top gunner rolled into the flames and vanished. 

Three men fell out of the gondalas. Turning over and over they struck the water in advance of the wreckage. The remnants of the 
Zeppelin fell into the sea, and a heavy pillar of black smoke reared itself to the sky. 

The crew of the flying-boat fell on each other's necks. They were delirious with joy. Everybody crowded into the control cockpit. 
During the demonstration "Billiken" got the heavy boat into extraordinary positions. Then "Hell bent for election" he beat it for home.' 

News of their great achievement was initially kept secret, but both pilots were duly decorated, Hobbs with the D.S.O. 

Another Zeppelin encounter - and several enemy submarines 

A day or two later, on 1 7 June, Hobbs and Dickey won Their Lordships approbation for engaging with 'great skill and dash' an enemy 
seaplane (T.N.A. ADM 171/85 refers), while on the 28th they carried out their first submarine attack: 

'While preceding convoy and 10 miles S.W. of N. Hinder, sighted enemy submarine. Fired recognition signal and getting no reply we 
dropped three 1001b. bombs which were observed to fall in line 10 feet apart about 10 feet in front of the periscope' (his flying log 
book refers). 

Dickey was awarded a Bar to his D.S.C. (T.N.A. ADM 171/85 refers). 

In the following month, on the 12th, Hobbs and Dickey attacked another zeppelin, this time without success: 

'Zeppelin patrol to Texel, north to Terschillng, then east to Borkum. At 10.10 a.m. sighted Zepp. escorting 12 enemy destroyers. 
Opened out and climbed to 10,000 feet. Zepp. then at 13,000 feet throwing out sand ballast. We climbed to 11,000 but as we had no 
air controls were unable to get higher. Chased Zepp. at this height till we had to return owing to petrol. 16.20 Had engine trouble and 
landed at 12.45. Completed repairs and got off, landing at Felixstowe at 2.25 p.m.' (his flying log book refers). 

Dickey was mentioned in despatches (T.N.A. ADM 171/85 and London Gazette 11 August 191 7 refer). 

Having then completed around 20 further sorties, Hobbs and Dickey had their next run-in with an enemy submarine on 3 September: 

'Patrol around N. Hinder when sighted a hostile submarine which we attacked with one 2301b. bomb. Bomb dropped and exploded 
within five feet of starboard tail. Second machine then passed over and dropped one 2301b. bomb which fell by port bow. We then 
passed over again as conning tower was just showing and dropped our second 2301b. which fell in place where conning tower 
disappeared. When submarine sank we could clearly see two men on top, but though we searched spot for 15 minutes we could not 
see them. The three bombs fell within a circle of 20 yards diameter. Submarine believed to have been destroyed' (his flying log book 
refers). 

He was mentioned in despatches (T.N.A. ADM 171/85 and London Gazette 19 December 191 7 refer). 

Followed by yet another encounter ten days later: 

'When at N. Hinder sighted conning tower of hostile submarine which was just rising. Submarine saw us at once and started to dive but 
we fired recognition signal and dropped two 2301b. bombs from a height of 1000 feet. One bomb hit submarine aside conning tower 
on front side and exploded. Submarine commenced to sink and we circled about and in about two minutes saw a large upheaval in 
water when air came up in great quantities with oil and wreckage which spread all over vicinity' (his flying log book refers). 

Finally, and whatever the outcome of their previous actions, Hobbs and Dickey were officially credited with the destruction of the UC 
-6 on 28 September: 

'Before we left we were told hostile submarine was 25-30 miles S. of North Hinder. We went to N. Hinder and set a course S. and 
when on this course after 20 minutes, the W./T. operator received (indications of) a hostile wireless. These signals got stronger and at 
8.30 we sighted a hostile submarine in full buoyancy. We attacked and dropped one 2301b. bomb which got a direct hit on tail. Before 
bomb hit he fired one shell at us which went 25 feet in front of us and burst above us. We turned to drop the other bomb and saw three 
more hostile submarines and three destroyers, escorted by two seaplanes. Destroyers and subs all opened fire on us with shrapnel but 
we managed to drop our second bomb which fell 15 feet in front of the same submarine. Submarine sank with a large hole in tail and 
made a large upheaval in water. We got a photograph' (his flying log book refers). 

Dickey was awarded a Second Bar to his D.S.C. 
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As verified by his flying log books, he was grounded and placed on the Sick List between October 1917 to March 1918, but he quickly 
got back into his stride on returning to operations in the latter month - in fact, on 30 April, he shot down an enemy aircraft in flames. 
But while employed in an operation off Holland in early June 1918, he was forced down and interned: 

'When on course north-east from Ameland petrol pipes on starboard engine broke in two at carburettor. Landed 2.12 p.m. Started 
repairs. Thirteen enemy aircraft from Borkum came to the attack. Three shot down by other four machines. At. 4.45 our machine had to 
return and as we could not get off in such heavy sea taxied towards Terschelling fishing boats. Enemy destroyer came out and opened 
fire on us, shooting off part of wing float, starboard. Enemy aircraft kept diving and firing but Lieutenant Hodgson and A.M. Russell shot 
one down in flames and another by killing pilot. Enemy destroyer got too close and forced us into Dutch waters. Once there he would 
not let us out. Arrested on Terschelling at 9.42 p.m. All safe. Destroyed machine.' 

Carr's Good Hunting reveals an entertaining tale from Dickey's time in Holland: 

'While walking in a quiet street of a Dutch town at dusk a huge German elbowed him into the roadway. He seized the coat-tails of the 
Hun and demanded an apology. The Hun swore in German, not a pretty exhibition. Dickey was small, but he carried a big stick, and 
when the stick came in contact with the skull of the German the latter fell senseless. Informing the police that a man had been found 
unconscious in the roadway, the little fire-eater obtained an ambulance and tenderly removed his fallen foe to hospital. Such was 
Dickey.' 

Dickey managed to obtain a passport to the U.K. in August 1918, on account of sickness, and was granted a permanent commission as 
a Flight Lieutenant in the Royal Air Force in August 1919. He subsequently served at Hinaidi, Iraq, from February 1923 until being 
placed on half-pay back in the U.K. in January 1924. 

Among other posts held between the Wars, Dickey was employed by Sir Sefton Branker and by the Marquis of Londonderry, the latter 
while serving as Manager of the Municipal Airport at Speke. Called-up on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, Dickey was 
appointed a Lieutenant in the R.N.V.R. and posted to Gosport for Boom Defence duties, but of his subsequent services little is known, 
although he attained the rank of Lieutenant-Commander on the Retired List in March 1941.

D. Loughlin, Royal Navy, who was decorated for his gallantry in the river gunboat Comet on the night of 18 
September 1915, when he tended the wounded under a heavy fire - among them his C.O., Lieutenant-Commander E. 
C. Cookson, who was awarded a posthumous V.C. 

Distinguished Service Cross, G.V.R., hallmarks for London 1915; 1914-15 Star (Surg. D. Loughlin, M.B., R.N.); British War 
and Victory Medals (Surg. Lt. Cr. D. Loughlin, R.N.), mounted as worn, good very fine (4) £3000-3500 



V.C. action - "Comet" under fire 


D.S.C. London Gazette 21 January 1916: 

In recognition of their services during the advance on Kut-el-Amara on 27-28 September 1915 ... Surgeon Loughlin attended the 
wounded on board Comet under a heavy fire at close quarters on the night of 28 September.' 

Dermot Loughlin was serving in the sloop Clio on the China Station on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, but by early 1915 she 
was operating in defence of the Suez Canal, where she engaged Turkish positions on 27 January and 1-3 February. Shortly thereafter, 
with her consort Espiegle, she was ordered to Basra to reinforce the Navy's flotillas operating on the Euphrates and Tigris, a remarkable 
'gallimaufry of vessels' best described by Colonel Sir Mark Sykes: 

'There are paddle steamers which once plied with passengers and now waddle along with a barge on either side, one perhaps 
containing a portable wireless station and the other bullocks for heavy guns ashore; there are once respectable tugs which stagger along 
under the weight of boiler plating - to protect them from the enemy's fire - and are armed with guns of varying calibre; there is a launch 
which pants indignantly between batteries of 4.7s, looking like a sardine between two cigarette-boxes; there is a steamer with a 
Christmas-tree growing amidships, in the branches of which its officers fondly imagine they are invisible to friend or foe. There is also a 
ship which is said to have started life as an aeroplane in Singapore, but shed its wings, kept its propeller, took to water, and became a 
hospital. And this great fleet is the cavalry screen, advance guard, rear guard, flank guard, railway, general headquarters, heavy 
artillery, line of communication, supply depot, police force, field ambulance, aerial hangar and base of supply of the Mesopotamian 
Expedition.' 

Among other personnel to be transferred from the Clio for river duties in April 1915 was Lieutenant-Commander E. C. Cookson, R.N., 
and, given Loughlin's part in that officer's final action, it would be not be unreasonable to assume he joined him in his first command, 
the stern-wheel launch Shushan - if so, he would have been present on the occasion Shushan was ambushed by Arabs on the Euphrates 
in the following month, when Cookson was wounded and won a D.S.O. 
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Be that as it may, Loughlin was very much present in Cookson's next engagement, this time in the gunboat Comet at Es Sinn on the 
Tigris, where, on 28 September 1915, with two steam launches in support, a daring attempt was made to clear a river obstruction. The 
Naval V.Cs, by Stephen Snelling, take up the story: 

'At midnight, under cover of darkness, the majority of his force on the right bank slipped across a hastily constructed pontoon bridge 
and launched an enveloping attack. Fighting, intense in places, continued through a broiling day in which strong winds fanned clouds 
of dust that enveloped the battlefield. At one point Cookson's flotilla of riverboats halted a Turkish attempt to forestall Townshend's 
plan with close-range fire. Then they turned their guns on the redoubts that the British and Indian units were striving to outflank. That 
they did not have everything their own way, however, is clear from an account written by one of the Comet's ratings which appeared 
in the British press under the by line of a 'West Country R.N.R.': 

'The Turks were ready for us, for they had quite as many guns as we had and four of them were a little bigger. We had a very lively 
time for a few hours, but, as usual our gunboats kept creeping up closer and closer until it got too warm for them. Then they ran away 
and left their guns. But they had stuck out well ... as it was dinner time before we shifted them. Our ship had several hits but very little 
damage - one of their shells went through our funnel, and that was the most damage they did to us. We silenced all their guns but one 
big one, but the gunners had us weighed off, and as soon as we attempted to get round ... we had to drop back under cover again ... ' 

Half-swallowed by the dust-storm, the two armies slugged it out until sunset. A final bayonet charge eventually sent the Turks reeling, 
but the victorious troops were in no condition to follow up. Exhausted and parched with thirst, many were on the brink of collapse. But 
the gateway to Kut had been prised open. 'Now,' wrote the Official Historian, 'was the time for the flotilla to make the success 
decisive.' 

At around 7 p.m., an R.N.A.S. seaplane plopped down alongside Cookson's flagship. According to Comet's seaman correspondent, it 
brought news that the Turks were on the run and orders from Townshend to clear the river block below the fast-dissolving front-line 
and give chase to Kut's routed defenders. The idea was simple enough: a waterborne cavalry charge against a disorganised enemy. As 
soon as it was dark, the Comet , captained by Lieutenant W. V. H. Harris, supported by the launches R.N1 and RN2, under the overall 
command of Cookson, crept upstream. All lights were extinguished, but it made no difference. Surprise was impossible and they were 
soon sighted by Turks who, contrary to Townshend's report, were resolved to fight and fight hard. As the boats neared the obstruction 
they came under a hot fire that signalled what Comet's 'West Country R.N.R.' called the 'liveliest time I had had since we have been 
fighting.' 

He wrote: 'It was very dark. We took the lead, being the biggest boat. When we got round the headland the Turks opened fire with 
rifles, but we steamed right up to the obstruction. The Turks were then close enough to us to throw hand bombs, but luckily none 
reached the deck of our ship ...' Unfortunately the same good fortune did not extend to the rifle and machine-gun fire that poured at 
them from both banks. The lightly armoured craft were peppered with bullets from less than 100 yards range. Comet bore the brunt of 
the fusillade. One man described the bullets as "pattering" on the vessel's steel plating "like raindrops on a window-pane". Cookson, 
however, held his course and charged the centre of the obstruction, hoping to punch a hole through the block. The dhow buckled 
under the impact, but the hawsers held. Amid an inferno of fire, Comet drew away with the intention of using her guns to destroy the 
block. 

As the sounds of battle reverberated across desert and marsh, the exposed paddle-yacht was lashed by fire. Despite being a sitting target 
for every Turk in the vicinity, Comet's crew stuck to their task. But it was useless. The obstruction remained defiantly in place. Cookson 
might have considered withdrawing, but if he did the notion was quickly rejected in favour of a daring gamble which, if successful, was 
liable to turn the Turkish retreat into a rout. His plan was to lay the Comet alongside the central maheilah [dhow] and cut the steel 
moorings holding her in place. 

Having issued his orders, Cookson set the paddle-yacht thrashing upstream into a hurricane of fire that not even her steel cladding 
could withstand. Comet shuddered under the welter of blows. One shell blew away the 6-pounder's gun shield, leaving Private Arthur 
May, a marine gunner, to fight on without a shred of cover. There were many other acts of bravery. Gilbert Wallis, a signaller, was 
wounded and unable to stand, but propped himself up and carried on, while Leading Seaman Ernest Sparks somehow managed to keep 
his gun in action despite the bolts that held it to the deck working loose. But for sheer cold-blooded courage none could match Edgar 
Cookson. 

As the bullet-riddled Comet came up against the obstruction, he was heard by Lieutenant Harris to shout for an axe. Ignoring a hail of 
close-range fire, Cookson made his way along the deck towards the bow. The crew of the fo'c'stle gun were among the eyewitnesses to 
what followed and their account was later recorded by Cyril Cox, a Paymaster Lieutenant-Commander in the Tigris Flotilla: 

'They saw the S.N.O., axe in hand, leaning over the Comet's steel plating in an endeavour to reach the wire hawser. Then they saw 
him get over the plating and step on to the maheilah itself. Immediately afterwards they saw him fall between the ship and the 
maheilah, and they hastened to extricate him and bring him back to the ship ... ' 

According to Cox, 'there were more bullet holes in him than they cared to count'. Cookson, though, was still conscious. Comet's 'West 
Country R.N.R.' reported: 'Our S.N.O. was shot in seven places, and when we dragged him in his last words were "I am done. It is a 
failure. Return at full speed." Ten minutes later he was dead.' 

And in those ten minutes, the Comet still under a galling fire as she withdrew, Loughlin fought frantically tried to save his commander's 
life - so, too, those of Comet's other casualties. He was awarded the D.S.C. 

Removing to the cruiser Calypso in June 1917, Loughlin's medical skills were once more to the fore on 17 November 1917, when, in 
the second battle of Heligoland Bight, Calypso's bridge took a direct hit, killing or wounding many of her personnel. 
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A rare and poignant Great War Gallipoli operations D.S.C. group of four awarded to Australian-born Lieutenant- 
Commander F. S. "Cleg" Kelly, Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, an accomplished composer and Olympic gold 
medallist, who was decorated for his gallantry as a Company Commander in Hood Battalion, R.N.D.: a friend of 
Arthur Asquith and Rupert Brooke - he acted as a pallbearer at the latter's funeral and wrote an acclaimed Elegy to his 
memory - he was himself killed in action leading a charge on the Ancre in November 1916

D.S.C. London Gazette 6 September 191 6: 

In recognition of services with the Royal Naval Division in the Gallipoli 
Peninsula.' 

Frederick Septimus "Cleg" Kelly was born in Sydney in May 1881, the seventh 
child of Irish-born woolbroker Thomas Flussey Kelly of Glenyarrah, and quickly 
displayed a remarkable talent for pianoforte, playing Mozart and Beethoven with 
great passion 'before his hands could stretch an octave.' 


Sculler and Scholar 

No surprises then that he went up to Balliol College, Oxford, as a Nettleship Musical Scholar in 1900, having in the interim attended 
Sydney Grammar School and Eton. 

And while attending the latter establishment he developed yet another marked talent - that of a skilled oarsman who stroked the Eton 
eight to victory in the Ladies' Plate at Flenley in the previous year. This was in fact, the commencement of a remarkable array of 
honours won on the river - thus Balliol's victory in the university Fours in 1900 and 1903 and sensational wins in the Diamond 
Challenge Sculls at Flenley in 1902, 1903 and 1905. And, as a member of Leander Club crews, he also won the Grand Challenge Cup 
at Henley without break 1903-05, followed by the Stewards' Challenge Cup in 1906. He then answered a call to row for the English 
(Veterans) Olympic Eight in the London Games of 1908 - another resounding victory, the crew taking Gold ahead of the Belgians and 
Canadians, one observer concluding 'his style cannot ever be surpassed.' 

Meanwhile, on the music front, in addition to his duties as President of the University Musical Club: 

'In composition as in playing, Kelly was freeing himself, finding himself - throwing off in his playing some hampering restrictions that 
had clung to him through long routine and habit of practice, and gaining for his composition not only a greater vigour and freshness in 
the ideas but a new judgment and discrimination in the use of all resources, particularly those of form. Certain of the "Mongraphs" (a 
late Opus) and two Organ Preludes may be termed masterpieces of small genre.' 

And he became even more absorbed in his music after leaving Oxford, spending much time studying at the Hoch Conservatory in 
Frankfurt, and playing a series of concerts back in Sydney in 1911, when he no doubt caught up on family news with his elder brother 
William, who held the seat of Wentworth in the Australian House of Representatives. 

Otherwise he resided at Bisham Grange, near Marlow in Buckinghamshire, where, with his sister, Mary, he led a happy life occupied 
with books, endless discussions, tennis and the river and, above all, with strict musical practice. But this idyllic existence came to an 
abrupt end in August 1914, when, with the onset of hostilities, he stepped up to the mark, and quickly found himself commissioned as 
a Sub. Lieutenant in Drake Battalion, Royal Naval Division. 
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Rupert Brooke's death 

In early 1915, on learning that his own Battalion might not be embarked for the forthcoming Gallipoli operations, Kelly arranged for a 
transfer to Hood Battalion, where he found himself in the company of a number of equally talented officers, otherwise known as the 
"Latin Club" and among them Rupert Brooke, Arthur Asquith and Lord Ribblesdale's son, Charles Lister. And, as described in the 
published version of his diaries, Race Against Time , Kelly quickly befriended the famous poet: 

'After the Hood Battalion left England, the friendship between Kelly and Brooke had deepened. There are frequent references to their 
being together on group outings on leave, nights spent together at the dinner table, of W. Denis Browne [the critic and composer] and 
Kelly entertaining their fellow officers with Brooke to the fore and, towards the end, accounts of Brooke coming alone to Kelly's cabin 
to read his poems and discuss literature. Brooke's death was a personal loss. Kelly is said to have begun composing his Elegy dedicated 
to Brooke as the poet lay dying nearby.' 

Brooke died of sepsis aboard a French hospital ship on 23 April, on the eve of the Battalion's part in the Gallipoli operations and, with 
the assistance of W. Denis Browne, Kelly ensured the late poet's personal effects were recovered from the ship - he even copied the 
contents of Brooke's notebook against loss in transit back to his family. And, in a now well-described and highly moving ceremony, 
acted as a pall bearer at the poet's burial atop a hill on the island of Skyros - fellow mourners comprising Denis Browne, Arthur 
Asquith, Charles Lister, Patrick Shaw-Stewart and Bernard Freyberg. 

Following the ceremony, Kelly wrote in his diary: 

'When the last of the five of us his friends had covered his grave with stones and took a last look in silence - then the scene of the 
tragedy gave place to a sense of passionless beauty engendered both by the poet and the place.' 

Gallipoli - twice wounded and a D.S.C. 

Landing at Cape Helles at the end of April, Kelly was present in the attack of 2 May, when the ferocity of the Turks' retaliatory 

bombardment on the following night left his batman 'quite unhinged ... and completely out of his senses'. 

Nonetheless, a few days later he participated in the R.N.D's next offensive, and remained equally active until being wounded by 

shrapnel in his right heel on 4 June. Evacuated to Alexandria, he made a rapid recovery and was back in the trenches before the 

month's end, where he collected a second wound - to his head - on the 29th. But, as is apparent from the following extract from a letter 
written by Charles Lister in late July, he very much remained on active service: 

'Our digging operations, carried out at night within about two hundred yards of the enemy's trenches and under a certain amount of 
rifle fire, have not only made our own position quite secure but rendered untenable for the Turks a small portion of our sector which 
they still held in between our extreme right and our right centre. They have also given us a point of vantage from which we can 
enfilade Turks retiring before the French on our extreme right. Oc [Asquith] has been extraordinarily dogged, and is practically 
responsible for all this corner, which will be known as Asquith triangle. He hadn't a wink of sleep all the four days, and Patrick and 
Kelly also distinguished themselves and in one night dug a long trench connecting Asquith triangle with our main support. Six men of 
this company were killed and wounded, and I think the company of another battalion working with them lost about as many. Patrick 
and Kelly remained above the ground the whole time, and it was a wonder they were not hit. Their Petty Officer who was doing the 
same got killed.' 

On the Battalion's final evacuation from the peninsula, Kelly remained with the rear guard to cover the withdrawal, staying with 
Freyberg and Asquith. 

He was mentioned in despatches for gallant and distinguished services by Sir Ian Hamilton (London Gazette 1 November 1916 refers), 
and was awarded the D.S.C. 

France - killed in action 

On arrival in France in early 1916, Kelly was appointed second-in-command of the 2nd Hood Battalion, under Asquith. And a glimpse 
of him at this time may be found in an account of a visit to Rouen by a fellow officer, Sub. Lieutenant Bentham: 

'The war still seemed a long way off, and Lieutenant Kelly, Sub. Lieutenant Chapman and myself with 12 Petty Officers and Leading 
Seamen were sent to Rouen for a bombing course. There was a stir when we arrived at the camp, which contained 5,000 to 6,000 
men, and nobody knew who or what we were. We still maintained our naval ranks and Kelly had a full moustache and beard. Kelly 
stipulated that the navy took precedence on parade, much to the army's annoyance, and we lined up behind the band and led the 
parade off the parade ground. 

What a time I had in Rouen: the fortnight went very quickly. It was whilst we were there that I first heard Kelly play the piano. He was a 
master, and had given recitals at Queen's Hall before the war. He had also won the Diamond Sculls two years running (sic). But he was 
very eccentric: he washed his teeth at least 12 times a day, and loathed getting his hands dirty, so he was never without gloves.' 

A few days later, the Battalion was sent to the Vimy sector, the commencement of a long chapter of sustained fighting, bravery and loss. 
And it was in the assault on Beaumont-sur-Ancre on 13 November that Kelly was killed in action, when in clearing up the dug-outs in 
the enemy's third line, he fell leading a gallant and successful attack on a machine-gun emplacement which threatened to enfilade the 
whole advance. Earlier that morning, he had met Bernard Freyberg, who was to win a V.C. for the same operations: 

'At 5.30 a.m., with 15 minutes to go, I went across quickly to see that everything was in order. The patrol in front was in trouble, some 
bombs were thrown, and it retaliated as it withdrew. On the extreme right I stopped to talk to Kelly, who commanded B Company. We 
had been daily companions for the last two years, and he, Asquith, Egerton and I were the sole survivors of the Battalion who left 
Avonmouth for Gallipoli in February 1915. I wanted to take both his hands and wish him "God Speed', but somehow it seemed too 
theatrical; instead we talked rather awkwardly, and synchronized our watches. I walked back along our sector, speaking to the men I 
recognized. The old hands, whom I called by name, answered with a "Yes sir, I'm here again," which recalled similar meetings on dark 
nights, and made me wonder which of them would answer the call at the next attack ... ' 

Sadly, not Kelly, who was buried in Martinsart Cemetery on the Somme. 

Posthumous acclaim 

At a memorial concert held at Wigmore Hall, London, in May 1920, some of Kelly's piano compositions were played by Leonard 
Borwick, and some of his songs sung by Murial Foster. But it was his Elegy for String Orchestra, in memory of Rupert Brooke, and a 
work of profound feeling, that left a lasting impression - at a special concert held to mark the 125th anniversary of Brooke's birth in 
June of this year, the Cambridge University Chamber Orchestra played the work alongside recitals from the actor Mark Payton and 
Lady Mary Archer. 

Thus to an appropriate obituary that said of Kelly's moving Elegy: 

'No record, however slight, of his [Kelly's] musical life may leave unnoticed the Elegy for String Orchestra written in 1915 and 
dedicated to the memory of his friend Rupert Brooke. Here he is the poet of deep imagining, finding an utterance in music which, 
linked by its modal inflections to the Past, is no mere expression of personal grief or loss, but, a symbol, rather, of the continuity of life, 
giving thoughts of Eternity - and as such, for all who knew or loved "Cleg" Kelly, his own most fitting and perfect memorial.' 
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A fine Great War D.S.C. group of eleven awarded to Captain M. C. Despard, Royal Navy, who was decorated for his 
gallantry as Gunnery Officer of H.M.S. Broke during her spectacular encounter with enemy destroyers on the night of 
20-21 April 1917 - ramming one of her adversary's at 27 knots, the impact hurled the German destroyer practically 
over on her beam-ends: but retaliatory fire eventually reduced the Broke to a 'smoking shambles', her decks in places 
'literally running in blood'

Lieutenant M. C. Despard, First and Gunnery Lieutenant of H.M.S. Broke. He controlled gun fire and gave the orders which resulted in 
an enemy destroyer being torpedoed.' 

Maximilian Carden Despard was born in March 1892, the son of Captain H. J. Despard, afterwards the Chief Constable of Lanarkshire 
and a C.B.E., and entered the Royal Navy as a cadet in May 1905. 

A Sub. Lieutenant serving in the battle cruiser H.M.S, Indefatigable on the lead up to the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was 
present in the pursuit of the Goeben and Breslau under Admiral Sir Archibald "Arky-Barky" Milne - a wild goose chase around the 
Mediterranean which culminated in the German ships reaching Turkish waters, after violating neutral Italian waters. Be that as it may, 
young Despard was advanced to Lieutenant in the following month. 
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Night action - "Swift" and "Broke" 

Having then briefly attended the gunnery establishment Excellent, he removed to the cruiser Penelope in November 1914 and 
remained similarly employed until March 1916, when he transferred to destroyers, and gained experience in the Hope and Nonsuch 
before finally joining the Broke as Gunnery Officer in March 1917. And of subsequent events on the night of 20-21 April, TaffraiIs' 
Endless Story states: 

The vessels on both sides were now a blaze of gun-flashes, which made it very difficult to see what was happening, and Peck, in the 
Swift, was temporarily blinded by the flame of the 6-inch gun on the forecastle. Losing sight of the enemy for several seconds, and now 
travelling at full speed, he passed astern of the German line, though not before firing a torpedo at the fifth ship in the opposing line, 
which probably took effect. 

Altering course out of the wake of the Swift, Evans, in the Broke, held his fire for a moment to bring the sights of the torpedo director on 
the bridge on their target. Despard, the First Lieutenant, actually fired it, and after an interval it, or the Swift's torpedo, fired at much the 
same time, struck the fifth ship in the enemy line full amidships, to explode in an upheaval of smoke and whitened spray which glowed 
redly in the blaze of gun-flashes. 

Both sides were steaming fast. Things were happening in seconds, and once more the Broke's foremost guns had opened fire. Evans 
had been steering to ram; but, seeing the ship he was aiming for - C. 85 - struck by the torpedo, realised it was now unnecessary, put 
his helm to port, and swung outwards for a few seconds to give himself room to swing back again and ram the destroyer astern of C. 
85. 

"If you put the helm over now, sir, you'll get this next one all right, sir," said Hickman, the Broke's navigator, to his captain, who 
himself was conning the ship. 

Under heavy fire, and in a coruscation of gun-flashes and the sparkle and smoke of exploding shells, Evans put his helm over and drove 
straight for his enemy at 27 knots. There was hardly time to breathe, let alone to think coherently. 

The German, C. 42, increased speed, smoke and showers of sparks pouring from her funnels as she strove to escape. But it was too 
late. With a grinding thud, and the screech of tearing steel, the Broke's bow crashed into her opponent's port side abreast the after 
funnel. The terrific impact hurled the German practically over on her beam-ends as the Broke's ram pushed her bodily through the 
water. 

It is impossible to describe the sensations of those on board both these ships as the collision occurred - the Broke's grimly triumphant; 
the Germans filled with terror-stricken amazement and horror. It was a dreadful moment; but worse was yet to come. 

Man were screaming and shouting for help as the Broke's guns, at their maximum depression, pumped shell after shell at a few yards' 
range into the mass of men huddled on the deck of her stricken enemy. One of the German's torpedo-tubes had stuck into the Broke's 
side and was torn off its mounting. The anti-aircraft 2-pounders added to the din with their stuttering uproar, while the British seamen 
that remained alive in the forepart of the ship, with rifles and fixed bayonets, and revolvers and naked cutlasses, headed by Mr. 
Midshipman Donald Gyles, R.N.R., already wounded by a shell splinter in the eye, swarmed forward on to the Broke's forecastle to 
repel boarders. They were taking no chances. No quarter was given. Every German who clambered over the bows was shot or 
bayoneted. A deadly small-arm fire was poured from the forecastle into the terrified men on C. 42's deck. Even the officers on the 
Broke's bridge used their automatic pistols. Few of their enemies survived the storm of lead and nickel. 

But the Broke did not escape unpunished. When things were happening every second, it is impossible to describe events in their strict 
chronological sequence; but early in the action, which cannot have lasted more than a few minutes, a shell explosion on the forecastle 
had hurled a box of 4-inch cartridges into the air to scatter them round about the bridge, where they burnt with the fierce red glow and 
leaping flames of consuming cordite. She was also blazing amidships. Illuminated like a beacon, she made a conspicuous target. A 
hostile destroyer slammed in salvo after salvo until she disappeared into the night. It was nearly impossible to miss at so short a range. 
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In the space of a few moments the Broke was converted into a smoking shambles. In places, her decks were literally running in blood. 
She sustained 57 casualties, of whom 21 were killed outright, and no part of the ship was immune. Two shells had hit the bridge 
structure, to kill a signalman, and seriously to wound the helmsman and a man at the engine-room telegraphs. But the former, Able 
Seaman William George Rawles, who afterwards received the Conspicuous Gallantry Medal for his bravery, continued to steer the ship 
until C. 42 had been rammed. Then he collapsed from loss of blood. 

Many casualties had occurred among the guns' crews of the forecastle through two enemy shells, one of which had detonated 
projectiles in a ready rack. All the electric cables and voice-pipes from the bridge had been shot away, while the after compass, after 
wireless-room, and searchlight were demolished. The foremost funnel was pierced through and through by splinters until it resembled a 
huge nutmeg-grater. A shell passing in through the side above the waterline had penetrated a coal-bunker, to explode in the boiler- 
room beyond, killing or wounding every man in the compartment and severing the main steam-pipe, from which the steam escaped 
with a deafening roar. And, besides the damage from enemy shell, the British flotilla-leader had a badly bent and crumpled bow, and 
two huge gashes forward above the waterline. Dead and wounded lay everywhere. 

With her bows locked in C. 42, she still steamed ahead, her speed gradually diminishing. Every man in sight on the German's deck had 
been killed or wounded. Her stern portion was gradually sinking. Finally it disappeared altogether as the Broke ground her way clear. 
For a time Evans and his officers thought their ship was about to sink; but, once clear of G. 42, they set about trying to inflict further 
damage upon the flying enemy. Two were still in sight, one ahead and one to starboard, with the Swift in chase, long flames pouring 
from the funnels of all three as they steamed at full speed. 

But the Broke's speed was dropping fast, and presently an engineer-officer arrived on the bridge with the sad news that the loss of feed- 
water was so great that she could not steam more than half-speed. He also pointed out that the ship must eventually come to a 
standstill. Evans accordingly turned and steamed slowly back towards the two sinking destroyers. 

About a mile from the spot, they passed through a number of German seamen in the water, who cried "Save! Save!" But at any 
moment the enemy might return to continue the fight. The Broke could not afford to stop to lower her boats. 

A little later they saw the phosphorescent wake of an approaching destroyer, which flashed the usual challenge. The Broke, hit in thirty- 
two places on the bridge by shell, splinters, and bullets, had had all her electric circuits shot away and could not reply. For a moment it 
seemed as thought the stranger might open fire, until the yeoman of signals produced an electric torch and spelt out the name of the 
ship. The other vessel was the Swift, which had pursued the flying Germans until, badly damaged by shell fire, she could pursue no 
more. Hit many times, her wireless was out of action, and she had four feet of water on the lower mess-deck. The two British ships 
cheered each other in the darkness. 

The Broke then closed one of the sinking Germans, C. 85, which was badly holed forward and was ablaze amidships. Men on her 
battered forecastle shouted "Kamerad! Kamerad!" and Evans replied through a megaphone, "All right. We will pick you up!" 

But other Germans in the stern of G. 85 thought otherwise, and opened fire with the after 4.1-inch gun, a shell from which passed 
through the Broke's bridge. She instantly retaliated with four rounds of 4-inch shell, while Acting-Sub-Lieutenant L. W. Peppe fired a 
torpedo from aft at a range of 200 yards. Set to run at six feet, it struck C. 85 near the stern. 

The Broke was then compelled to stop through the damage to her boilers. She was gradually drifting nearer C. 85, which was still 
blazing. It was a matter of uncertainty whether the German would sink before the flames reached her magazine. If she blew up with the 
Broke close alongside, the latter might also be sunk by the explosion. By the efforts of those in the engine-room, however, she was able 
to go astern sufficiently to prevent collision. It was 1.20 a.m., thirty-five minutes from the time when the enemy had first been sighted, 
and a few moments later the destroyer Mentor, Lieutenant-Commander A. J. Landon, came alongside, and managed by good 
seamanship to take her in tow.' 

Awarded the D.S.C., Despard removed to the flotilla leader Spenser in November 191 7 and thence, in April 1918, to the staff of the S. 
N.O. Ostend, in which capacity he gained a brace of honours from our Allies, namely his appointment to the Portuguese Order of the 
Tower and Sword, 4th Class ( London Gazette 15 February 1919 refers), and Chevalier of the Belgian Order of Crown ( London Gazette 
14 May 1920 refers). 

Between the wars and beyond 

Between the Wars, he served as a representative of the International Danube Commission and was advanced to Lieutenant-Commander 
in September 1922, but in June 1928, on account of a gunnery accident which resulted in a compound fracture of his left thigh, 
Despard was placed on the Retired List. 

However, he was quickly re-employed as a Naval Adviser to the Finnish Government, in which capacity he was granted the acting 
rank of Captain and appointed a Commander of the Finnish Order of the White Rose in November 1934. And, according to his service 
record, also served on the staff of the S.B.N.O. Suez Canal Area in the mid-1930s. 

Mobilised in March 1938, and having attended the Naval Intelligence Department, he was appointed a Captain and Naval Attache to 
H.M. Legations at Bucharest, Belgrade and Budapest, with his headquarters in the latter city, in early 1940, though his services in that 
respect must have ended in November of the same year, when the Hungarian Prime Minister, under pressure from Germany, was 
compelled to sign the Tripartite Pact. 

Among subsequent wartime appointments, Despard served as Chief of Staff to Admiral Sir Rudolf Burmester, K.B.E., C.B., C.M.G., the 
Flag Officer in Charge, Cardiff, and it was in this same capacity, in connection with "Operation Neptune", that he was the recipient of 
an Admiralty Letter of Praise.

Tor services in action with enemy submarines.' 

Francis Graham John Manning, who was born at Holyhead, Anglesey, in September 1892, was appointed a Sub. Lieutenant in the 
Royal Naval Reserve in August 1915, and, having joined the battleship H.M.S. Vengeance in the interim, was embarked for East Africa 
that December. 

East Africa - "Mention" 

Shortly thereafter, having arrived on the East Africa Station, Manning was transferred to the cruiser Talbot , as a consequence of which, 
he found himself navigating one of her steam pinnace's in the landings at Simba Urange on 5 May 1916, when he disembarked a party 
of Royal Marines and Askaris who occupied a gun emplacement that had once housed one of the Konigsberg's 4.1 -inch guns. 

And it was in a similar operation against enemy positions at Bagamoyo on 15 August 1916 that he won a mention in despatches 
(,London Gazette 15 June 1917 refers). On this occasion, however, he came ashore in charge of a machine-gun section with orders to 
storm another Konigsberg land-mounted gun emplacement, in which task, described by Admiral Charlton as 'a most remarkable piece 
of work', he succeeded. The operation is summarised thus in Conrad Cato's The Navy Everywhere : 

'As soon as our men landed, Sub. Lieutenant Manning was sent in charge of a machine-gun section to rush the hill and capture the 4.1. 
This he did very skilfully, taking cover as soon as he reached the top of the rise, and peppering the Germans relentlessly, until they 
abandoned their gun and took to their heels. In addition to the gun, over 80 rounds of ammunition were found in the magazine near 
by, and a few days later both gun and ammunition were shipped to Zanzibar, where they were on view to admiring crowds of natives.' 

In fact, in due course, the gun found its way home and was exhibited in the Mall near the north door of the Admiralty. 

Q-ships - D.S.C. 

As verified by contemporary Navy Lists , Manning was transferred to 'special service' in the summer of 191 7, when he joined the Q-ship 
Acton [a.k.a. Q-34 ] under Lieutenant-Commander C. N. Rolfe, D.S.O., R.N., and it was in the same capacity that he won his D.S.C. for 
the destruction of the UC-72 off the French coast on 20 August 191 7. Rolfe's subsequent report states: 

'I have the honour to report on an action which took place between H.M.S. Acton and a submarine yesterday, 20 August 191 7. 

Acton was steaming at S.42 W. at 10 knots, in position 46 00 N. 8 48 W., when at 6.25 p.m. a submarine was sighted on the port 
quarter. 

Acton maintained approximately the same course and reduced speed to eight knots, orders being at the same time given to make more 
smoke and to avoid blowing off steam. 

The submarine commenced firing at 6.25 p.m. and continued at ranges varying from 8300 to 6000 yards until 8.00 p.m. During this 
time between 50 and 60 rounds were fired, eight of which were time-fused. The submarine ceased fire as boats were lowered. 

At 8 p.m. the ship was stopped, and "panic abandon ship stations" were carried out; smoke boxes were fired in the well deck and 
steam leakage turned on. 

At about this time the submarine submerged and carried out a close periscope inspection of the ship which lasted until 8.35 p.m.: the 
submarine was so close that at one time it actually collided with the ship, shaking Acton fore and aft. It then came to the surface about 
1000 yards away and hailed the boats to come alongside; but as it was getting dark, the submarine was not seen through the spy-holes 
on the bridge. 

The next seen of the submarine, it was circling close round the ship on the surface, and at a range of between 200 and 300 yards, fire 
was opened on him just before the port beam. Six rounds were fired, at least four of which hit the submarine, the certain hits being two 
abaft and below the conning tower and two on the conning tower. 

Loud shouts came up from the submarine when Acton opened fire. The submarine then submerged stern first and most of her conning 
tower was shot away. 

The telegraph was put to full ahead, when the open fire bell was pushed and an attempt was made to ram the submarine as she 
submerged, a depth charge being dropped when over the spot where she submerged at 9.10 p.m. This exploded 10 to 15 seconds after 
being let go and sent up a column of black or dark brown water 25 to 30 feet high. 
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It was now very dark, so the boats were found and hoisted. The foremost fall of the port life boat had been shot away and caused a little 
delay in hoisting. When the boats were clear of the water, Acton commenced steering in a square, in the hope of finding wreckage on 
which to drop another depth charge or for picking up survivors; but unfortunately at about 10.20 p.m. a light, then considered 
suspicious, but since only believed to be the reflection of a star, was seen and followed up. 

Nothing further was seen of the submarine, and I consider it was sunk; but the darkness prevented small objects being seen on the 
water: though after the depth charge had exploded the only man who was looking over the side aft said that the water had the 
appearance it would have 'after the ship had been throwing overboard ashes'. The depth charge used seems to have gone into the 
submarine's swirl. The weather was fine and the sea calm.' 

Manning was awarded the D.S.C. and received a £40 share of the Admiralty's resultant prize money. 

In March 1918, he removed to the Silene, a convoy sloop, but a sloop with a difference - in common with her consorts she had been 
designed to have the appearance of a merchantman, while her armament of two 4-inch guns, a 12-pounder and depth-charge throwers 
were all concealed, though whether she had any encounters of the U-boat kind remains unknown - certainly she landed three cases for 
hospital treatment at Buncrana in early October. 

Manning was demobilised in June 1919.

Alfred John Chatwin was born in Dover, Kent, in April 1875 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in July 1890. Advanced to 
Chief Yeoman of the Signals in December 1906, and awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in April 1908, he was serving in the cruiser H.M. 
S. Bacchante on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

Having then removed to battleship the Cornwallis at the end of the same year, he was embarked for Gallipoli, where, on the morning of 
25 April 1915, he distinguished himself during the landing of the 2nd Battalion, South Wales Borderers on 'S' Beach or, more precisely, 
at a point near the almost sheer bluff known as De Totts Battery. The latter was quickly scaled by the combined military and naval force 
and, after a sharp fight, the crest of the position was taken, along with two lines of Turkish trenches, but, as the assault force paused 
before striking inland, it came under an extremely hot and accurate fire from Turkish batteries on the Asiatic and European sides of the 
Strait. 

Here, then, the moment Chatwin, the senior signal warrant officer, at once leapt to an exposed position on the front of the captured 
battery and signalled, for a long period, the various positions of the Turkish artillery. Although he was under heavy shrapnel and sniper 
fire all the while he was exposed, he never paused in his determination to get messages through. Captain Davidson, the commanding 
officer of Cornwallis , who accompanied the landing, attributed Chatwin's gallantry to the saving of many lives, and he was mentioned 
in his despatch and awarded the D.S.M. 

Chatwin was still serving in the Cornwallis at the time of her loss in January 191 7, when she was hit by three torpedoes from the U-32, 
a few miles off Malta - most of the crew, including Chatwin, were rescued by the destroyer Beagle. He returned home to an 
appointment in Pembroke I and remained ashore until being demobilised in April 1919.

D.S.M. London Gazette 19 November 1915. 

Thomas William Collis was born in Limehouse, London, in April 1882 and entered the Royal Navy as an Acting Engine Room Artificer 
4th Class. 

Transferring to the fledgling submarine service in September 1912, he was serving as an E.R.A. 2nd Class borne on the books of the 
depot ship Maidstone at the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, but in all probability already as a member of E. 9's crew - if so, he 
was present in her, under Max Horton, at the destruction of the German light cruiser Hela in the Heligoland Bight on 23 September, 
when a brace of well-delivered torpedoes sent the enemy ship to the bottom in 15 minutes. Moreover, three weeks later, the E. 9 
accounted for the German destroyer S. 116 off the mouth of the Ems, fine work that won Horton the D.S.O. 

Still under Horton's command, the E. 9 was ordered to the Baltic in mid-October 1914, and in common with other submarines called 
upon to make the same journey, she was pursued over many hours by enemy destroyers, but she got through and joined the Russian 
naval forces at Lapvik, where she came under the overall command of Admiral von Essen, the Russian naval C.-in-C. And the latter was 
quickly impressed by Horton's determination to get to grips with the enemy, however icy and perilous the conditions: thus, in January 
1915, a masterful attack from 600 yards against a German destroyer, when E. 9 was shaken by the resultant explosion and the former 
went down in three minutes. 
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"E. 9" in port in the Baltic 


And E. 9's successes continued apace. We Dive at Dawn takes up the story: 

'On 5 May 1915, both E. 7 and E. 9 left their base for a real offensive operation against the Germans, who were known to have been 
concentrating a naval force at Danzig. E. 9 was to operate to the south of the entrance to the Gulf of Finland, whilst E. 7 went farther 
south to the neighbourhood of Bornholm. Five days later, after the Germans had captured Libau, E. 9 moved south to work on the line 
of communication between Danzig and Libau. 

Almost immediately E. 9 fell in with the enemy. She sighted a convoy of three large transports, escorted by three cruisers. Both the 
convoy and the escorting cruisers were strongly screened by destroyers. Horton attacked at once. He dived under the destroyer screen 
on the port bow of the cruisers and fired both his bow torpedoes at one of the cruisers. Both torpedoes ran deep and missed. By this 
time E. 9 was right in the middle of the enemy ships. With the helm hard over, Horton brought his port-beam tube to bear on the 
leading transport and fired. The range was only 200 yards, and again the torpedo passed under its target. Still turning at high speed, and 
by this time under heavy fire from the warships, Horton fired his stern torpedo at the second transport. At last a hit! A column of water 
and smoke shot up just before the funnel. But she did not sink at once, and Horton was in no mind to leave her to be towed to safety. 
From the moment he had fired his bow torpedoes his crew had been straining to reload. The tube was reloaded and ready. Horton 
turned E. 9 and, in spite of the storm of shells falling round his periscope making it very difficult to see, fired the bow tube at the 
crippled transport. That finished her. 

E. 9 dived deep and set about evading the hunt, which was now up with a vengeance. Destroyers seemed to be dashing about in all 
directions above E. 9. What was worse, some of the destroyers were using explosive sweeps to search for the submarine, and one of 
these was exploded uncomfortably close to E. 9. But she got safely away to Reval, where she embarked more torpedoes. 

Both E. 7 and E. 9 continued their patrols until 1 June, but neither made further contact with the enemy. On that day E. 7 developed a 
serious defect in one of her main motors, and had to go back to Reval to refit, leaving E. 9 to carry on alone. 

E. 9 had an eventful time. On 4 June she was told that a German submarine had sunk the Russian minelayer Yenisei south of the 
entrance to the Gulf of Finland. She dashed off, and actually sighted the U-boat, but the latter dived just as E. 9 dived to attack, and she 
was not seen again. During the afternoon of the same day Horton found German naval forces coaling. There were two destroyers 
coaling and two destroyers waiting to go alongside the collier. A light cruiser was standing by. E. 9 was ambitious. Horton manoeuvred 
her so as to attack the cruiser and the collier simultaneously. There was nothing wrong with E. 9's attack, but the torpedo fired from the 
beam tube missed the light cruiser. At the same moment, however, both bow torpedoes got home on the collier, sinking both her and 
one of the destroyers that was coaling alongside. E. 9 had a narrow escape from being rammed by one of the destroyers which were 
standing by, but avoided her; and the enemy soon cleared off, fearing further torpedo attacks. E. 9 thereupon surfaced and picked up a 
few survivors from the sunken collier and destroyer. 

But bigger game was to follow. Edwards' We Dive at Dawn continues: 

It was not until 2 July that E. 9 again made contact with the German naval forces. At this time there was operating in the Baltic a 
Russian cruiser patrol. This patrol ran into a German cruiser patrol in a fog. Nothing very decisive occurred, and the Russian force, 
although superior, made off in face of the offensive action of the German squadron. E. 9 found herself right in the path of the Germans. 
Norton was momentarily at a loss, owing to lack of information and the low visibility. He got in an attack, however, and fired both bow 
torpedo-tubes at the leading German ship. Both torpedoes hit, but Horton had no time to watch their effect, for it was only by a rapid 
crash dive that E. 9 avoided being rammed by a destroyer, which hunted her for an hour afterwards. It was subsequently established 
that E. 9's torpedoes had hit the Pommern , which ship had to be escorted back to harbour in a badly damaged condition. That same 
afternoon Horton sighted the German cruiser Roon and two light cruisers but was too far off to get in an attack. That was the end of 
E.9' s exploits for the time being, for she had developed defects which necessitated lying up at Reval.' 

Col I is was awarded the D.S.M. for the period leading up to 4 July 1915 (his recommendation refers), and was twice decorated by the 
Russians, the latter distinctions being verified on his Certificate of Service. 

In August 1916, he removed to the E. 19, in which capacity he remained actively employed in the Baltic until June 1917. 
Commissioned as an Artificer Engineer, he next joined the battleship New Zealand in October 1917, but quickly removed to the cruiser 
Devonshire in the following month, and is believed to have remained similarly employed until the War's end. 

Post-war, Col I is returned to the submarine branch, and served variously in the M. 1, L 3, L. 6 and L. 16, including time in the Far East, 
between 1920 and his retirement as a Lieutenant-Commander (E.) in 1932. Recalled on the renewal of hostilities, he served on boom 
defence duties at Devonport 1939-45; sold with the recipient's original Certificate of Service, which includes confirmation of his two 
Russian decorations. 
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A rare Great War Baltic operations D.S.M. group of four awarded to Chief Petty Officer G. D. Thomas, Royal Navy, 
who was decorated for gallant services in the submarine E. 8 in October 1915, when she torpedoed and sunk the 
cruiser Prinz Adalbert

George David Thomas was born at St. Pancras in London in May 1877 and entered the Royal Navy as Boy 2nd Class in July 1893. 
Advanced to Petty Officer 1st Class in January 1906, he transferred to the fledgling submarine service in August 1912, and was serving 
in the E. 8 by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

Commanded by Lieutenant-Commander Francis Goodhart, R.N., the E. 8 was ordered to the Baltic in August 1915, an epic journey in 
which, among many hair-raising incidents, she was pursued by German patrol vessels - fortunately for posterity's sake, just one chapter 
of the extensive coverage afforded her Baltic exploits in Edwards' We Dive at Dawn. 

In any event, having arrived at Revel, Goodhart and his crew were quickly in action, sending the iron-ore carrying German steamer 
Margarethe to the bottom by gunfire on 5 October 1915. A little over a fortnight later, on the 22nd, E. 8 achieved much greater fame 
for torpedoing and sinking the German cruiser Prinz Adalbert , 20 or so miles west of Libau: 

'The unusual movement happened on the afternoon of 22 October 1915. An armed trawler came out of Libau, steamed down the 
swept channel to the edge of the minefield, and there stopped. It was clear to Goodhart that some important ship or squadron was 
expected, and that the trawler was on the edge of the minefield to mark it and the end of the swept channel. He watched all night, but 
nothing happened. Soon after 8.30 next morning, however, he sighted smoke to the eastward. Some vessel was leaving Libau. 

E. 8 at once made to head her off. As the ship approached, Goodhart, watching through the periscope, saw that she was a large cruiser 
with three funnels and two very tall masts. She was steaming fairly fast, and was screened by two destroyers, one on either bow. All the 
ships were zigzagging to avoid submarine attack. Goodhart now had a very difficult attack to carry out. He had to hurry E. 8 along at 
her full submerged speed in order to get within torpedo range, for the ship had not turned to the south-west, as he had expected. 
Moreover, the weather was very calm. The wash of a submarine diving along at high speed might easily be seen, for the surface of the 
water was ruffled only by a light breeze from the south-south-east. Moreover it was bright sunlight, and the sun might glint off the top 
glass of his periscope, and give him away while still well out of range. But Goodhart turned both the sun and breeze to his advantage, 
attacking from the southward, so that the sun would be in the enemy's eyes, while the breeze would tend to lessen the effect of his 
wake. 

E. 8 ran in towards the enemy - who was steaming at 15 knots - at 77 2 knots, until within 3000 yards. Then the submarine's speed was 
reduced to 5 knots, to lessen the wake. As the range grew less, E. 8's speed was further reduced. Finally, at 9.28 a.m. the submarine 
succeeded in dodging the port screening destroyer, which passed ahead. At 9.32 Goodhart fired his torpedo at the enemy cruiser. The 
range was 1300 yards, and it took a whole interminable and anxious minute for the torpedo to run this distance. But the shot went true. 
Through the periscope Goodhart saw a vivid flash on the water-line of the big cruiser, just below the bridge. Then there came a very 
heavy explosion. The whole ship was almost instantly hidden in a huge column of thick grey smoke. A few seconds later debris began 
to rain down close to E. 8 - "Many portions of the ship were observed to be falling in the water all round," as Goodhart put it in his 
report. 

Goodhart took E. 8 down to 50 feet to be out of the way of the falling wreckage. He was wise; for one of the weirdest tales of the Great 
War is that of a German U-boat which was sunk by a lorry. The U-boat torpedoed a merchant ship, which, in addition to its other 
cargo, was carrying lorries on the upper deck. The ship blew up, and one of the lorries, after turning over and over in the air, came 
down on the U-boat just as she was rising to the surface, and sank her. The lorry-driver was not, of course, in his cab. Had he been, 
and had he survived, one wonders whether he would have been given the D.S.O., which was the reward for sinking a German 
submarine. 

To return to E. 8. After ten minutes at 50 feet, Goodhart considered that all the wreckage must have come down, so he took E. 8 up to 
periscope depth to see what was happening. There was no sign of the big ship, and the destroyers were lying stopped close to where 
she had disappeared. Goodhart left them alone. They were undoubtedly picking up survivors, and the fact that they were doing so 
instead of hunting E. 8 showed that they did not know that a submarine was in the vicinity. If this was so, the loss of the cruiser might 
be put down to a mine and the submarines given more chances. 

The ship which E. 8 had sunk was the Prinz Adalbert , the 9000-ton cruiser which Horton in E. 9 had been disappointed not to find still 
on a sandbank in January. The Prinz Adalbert was the second flagship of the German Baltic squadron to be sunk.' 

Thomas, who was awarded the D.S.M., removed to the E. 19 in August 1916, and remained actively employed in the Baltic until 
returning home in January 1918. He was demobilised in March 1919, having also been awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal back in 
February 1915 - the whereabouts of which is unknown.

The original recommendation states: 

'Great credit is due to Lieutenant Michell for the promptitude and good judgement with which he acted on 19 April 1917, when he 
rammed and sank a German submarine/ 

Bar to D.S.C. London Gazette 8 January 1942: 

'For outstanding gallantry, fortitude and resolution during the battle of Crete.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'In addition to his duties as Senior Sea Transport Officer (S.S.T.O.) and in charge of all caiques, Commander Michell showed a 
complete disregard of personal danger and took immediate action to put out fires, board damaged ships and organise fire and salvage 
parties. Commander Michell was an example to every officer at Suda Bay.' 


Kenneth Michell, who was born in Steyning, Sussex in March 1887, entered the R.N.C. Britannia as a cadet in September 1902 and 
was advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in March 1907. 

Pioneer submariner 

In January 1909, Michell joined the fledgling submarine service and, on qualifying, was appointed to the C. 37, in which he served as 
No. 1 during a record voyage to Flong Kong in February-April 1911 - a remarkable feat retold in Keble Chatterton's Amazing 
Adventure, from which the following extract has been taken: 

'During this memorable voyage every one felt most trying the cramped space, lack of exercise, and being battened down for hour after 
hour with little air and excessive heat. On a number of occasions it became necessary to stop cooking, and in fine weather an electric 
boiler was rigged up abaft the conning-tower. For most of the journey C. 37 carried only two officers, which meant watch-and-watch, 
four hours on and four hours off by day, but at night three hours on and off. The seamen were in four watches at the wheel, and the 
engine-room staff worked in four watches likewise. In a surface ship, during almost any weather, you can at least walk about, but here 
in these boats no space was available, so that personnel used to suffer a good deal of cramp.' 

Honorary Venetian submariner - a brace of Italian gongs 

By the outbreak of hostilities, Michell was serving as a Lieutenant and C.O. of the C. 28, but it was not until his transfer to Venice in 
1916 that he gained his first accolades, namely the Al Valore Militare ( London Gazette 1 7 November 191 7 refers), and the Order of St. 
Maurice and St. Lazarus ( London Gazette 7 August 1918 refers), the former distinction in recognition of his 'bravery and seaman like 
skill displayed in the execution of an operational cruise in B. 10 between 2-4 July 1916 in the Adriatic' (his service record refers). 
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Indeed Michell carried out a number of successful war patrols in the B. 10, up until the submarine's destruction at the hands of an 
Austro-Hungarian seaplane in a raid on Venice on 9 August 1916 - a fine operational record which receives due coverage in We Dive 
at Dawn, by Kenneth Edwards. Here, by way of example, a hair-raising encounter with a mine: 

The first line of defence on the Straits of Otranto were the submarines. North of the "barrage" of surface patrols was a large area, 
extending well to the north of Cattaro, in which Allied submarines maintained diving patrols in the hope of catching the enemy 
submarines on their way to and from their advanced base at Cattaro. The submarines, and particularly those capable of laying mines, 
often went on more extended patrols to the immediate approaches to Pola and Fiume. 

This was particularly exciting work, for the numerous islands were fortified and the channels heavily mined. B. 10 (Lieutenant Michell) 
was on one of these expeditions when she had a curious experience with a mine. She had been ordered to search the Istrian Islands, 
south of Fiume, and had on board an Istrian pilot. She was diving at a depth of 50 feet through a strongly fortified and mined channel, 
and the water was so clear that it was possible to keep an under-water look-out through the periscope, although the range of vision was 
of course limited. Michell was at the periscope when he saw a large cylindrical mine right head, about 6 feet above B. 10's bows. The 
submarine's helm was put over in an attempt to avoid it. But the mine swung with the submarine's bows, and came gently to rest on B. 
10's port forward hydroplane. Michell let the Istrian pilot have a look at it through the periscope, and the poor man nearly fainted. 

Michell was thinking quickly. To try to rise would probably mean touching one of the mine-horns and being blown to pieces. 
Moreover, it would have been certain destruction to come to the surface in that strongly fortified and narrow channel. He put B. 10's 
hydroplane hard to dive and increased to full speed. In his own words, "In about a couple of minutes I had the joy of seeing the 
mooring severed and the mine shoot up past the tip of my periscope, which gave me rather a shock for the moment." One can imagine 
that it would. Things look queer under water, and periscopes sometimes play odd tricks. Long after the War a certain submarine 
captain was very worried for several minutes by a baleful eye which kept looking into his at the periscope. The other periscope 
revealed that it was a curious seagull, perched on the top of the periscope and leaning over to stare into the top glass. 

B. 10 did not survive for long after her encounter with the mine. A few weeks later Michell was in the wardroom of the depot ship 
when the air alarm sounded. Thirty seconds afterwards there was a crash. B. 10, lying alongside, had been hit by a bomb, and had 
disappeared when her captain looked over the side of the depot ship.' 

Home waters - "sub-on-sub" D.S.C. 

On returning home at the end of 1916, Michell was given command of the E. 50, in which capacity he won his D.S.C. for ramming and 
crushing an enemy submarine below the surface in the North Sea on 21 April 191 7. We Dive at Dawn takes up the story: 

'E. 50 (Lieutenant-Commander Michell) was the submarine which had the temerity to ram a German submarine when both boats were 
submerged. Like so many other submarine encounters, this happened near the North Hinder Lightship. The collision was, in the first 
place, accidental, Michell's account of the incident is characteristically brief and simple. British submarine officers will never "spread" 
themselves, even about the most amazing experiences. It did not apparently occur to Michell that there was anything brave or unusual 
in trying to carry a U-boat down to the bottom of the sea in a death-grip and there crush her against the sea-bed. Michell's account 
reads: 

'I was diving with my periscope awash at about 2 knots on patrol, when there was a crash forward, and on looking through the 
periscope, I perceived the tail and bridge of a German submarine slowly emerging on my port bow. I saw at once that she was under 
me and must be severely damaged, so I decided to endeavour to take her down with me, and if possible crush her on the bottom. So I 
flooded my amidship tanks and went down to 80 feet with her, when she sounded as if she had scraped clear. I then had a rather 
difficult task in regaining stability, and slowly rose to periscope depth. 

I observed a lot of oil on the surface, but no submarine, so considered it not unlikely that the manoeuvre had been successful. I 
remained diving until dark with some difficulty, as I found out afterwards that the 9-inch shaft of my port forward hydroplane had been 
snapped off just outside the hull. In addition, some of my port tanks were leaking. I returned to Harwich that night for repairs, and 
believe that later on the U-boat was able to regain the surface and return to her base.' 

The U-boat did get back, but she was badly damaged, and the morale of her crew had suffered from their experience of submarine "all- 
in" wrestling in the depths. Not so Michell and his crew. To them a dead U-boat was the primary consideration, and overrode the 
natural inclination to come to the surface as soon as possible when damaged.' 

As if Michell had not already experienced enough adventures as a submariner, he next played an important role in rescuing survivors 
from the K. 13 following her disappearance on her final acceptance trials off Gareloch on 29 January 1917. Commanded by 
Lieutenant-Commander G. Herbert, R.N., K. 13's normal complement of 53 officers and men had swollen to 80 due to the addition of 
civilian contractors and assorted naval staff, and of these passengers 30 were killed when the submarine hit the bottom and partially 
flooded. Fortuitously for the survivors, Michell was on hand in the E. 50, and suspecting something untoward had occurred, sent word 
to the Clyde for salvage gear. And, in the fullness of time, divers managed to connect a high-pressure airline to the stricken submarine's 
hull, thereby saving those aboard - all of whom were evacuated through a hole burned in the hull by oxy-acetylene equipment; see 
Don Everitt's The K Boats for a full account of the incident. 

Appointed to the command of a Motor Launch Hydrophone Flotilla at Newlyn in July 1917, Michell was advanced to Lieutenant- 
Commander that October and was next borne on the books of the Landrail in early 1918, in which capacity he ended the War as 
Senior Officer of a Norwegian Convoy Destroyer Escort Flotilla. 

North Russia 1919 - monitors and a "mention" 

In April 1919, he was appointed to the command of the monitor M. 33, and shortly thereafter ordered to North Russia - with her 
shallow draught and a pair of 6-inch guns, M. 33 was ideal for carrying out bombardments in support of the Anglo-Russian 
Expeditionary Force. 

Michell first went into action on the Dvina River 19 June, when the M. 33 and her consorts bombarded Bolshevik troops and shipping 
during an offensive to capture the high ground between Topsa and Troitsa. A passage having then been cleared through an enemy 
minefield, the M. 33 made her way - under a heavy fire - to Troitsa, where, on 9 July, the Bolsheviks launched a fierce attack. Of 
subsequent events, an officer of the gunboat Cricket stated: 

The enemy gunboats, however, soon began to take a hand in the business and we therefore advanced, in company with M. 33, to 
engage them, and a pretty hot action followed. We took up position close under the cliffs on the right bank, where continuous 
machine-gun fire still resounded through the woods, but at a good distance inland. The enemy seemed to have got our position well 
marked off, and was getting unpleasantly close. We therefore shifted our position and closed the range. Just as we passed under the 
stern of M. 33, a cloud of black smoke shot up from amidships and it was evident she was hit. She was not badly damaged, the shot 
having only destroyed the ward-room, sparing the wine store, as the Captain [Michell] cheerfully informed us as we passed. Together 
we continued the action for another half-hour or so, shifting place to place, and the enemy, according to his usual tactics, ceased fire 
and retired behind his river bank.' 

Relative peace having intervened, events took a turn for the worse at noon, when, to complicate matters, a White Russian battalion 
mutinied: 
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'Without the slightest warning, a perfect storm of machine-gun and rifle fire broke out from the woods on the bank, at a range of about 
50 yards. The few on deck scuttled for cover, or froze like rabbits behind anything handy. For what seemed like a very long time, but 
was probably only a few minutes, the enemy had it all his own way, the bullets beating on the side and upper works with a deafening 
clatter, like the noise of an automatic riveter, sweeping across the deck and lashing the water into foam ... ' 

Then in preparation for an Allied offensive on 9 August, M. 33 took two more hits from enemy batteries at Selmenga Road. 
Notwithstanding damage caused on that occasion, she was back in action for the main event the following day: 

'When trouble was announced at Borok, the Navy soon set to work and banged shell after shell into the village. The result of that shoot 
was exceedingly beneficial to the infantry, who were not having too pleasant a time in front of Borok. All through the afternoon the 
guns of the Navy dropped shells on to points selected for special treatment. They enjoyed the hurricane bombardment of Seltso 
amazingly ... as one Naval officer described it, 'A pleasing sight was to see Seltso on fire, the whole sky glowing a beautiful red. I 
suppose this was an everyday sight for the Army, but I must confess it impressed us vastly, as it seemed such a fitting climax/ ' 

The offensive was a complete success, the enemy suffering some 3,700 casualties in addition to the loss of considerable quantities of 
military supplies. But in the subsequent evacuation of the Naval flotilla, the river level became so low that M. 25 and M. 27 ran 
aground, could not be refloated, and had to be destroyed. For her own part, the M. 33 safely reached Archangel at the month's end: 
and today may be seen in a dry-dock at Portsmouth harbour. 

Michell was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 17 October 1919 refers), and recommended for early promotion, but the latter 
distinction was denied him. 

Between the Wars - M.V.O. and Royal Humane Society's Medal 

Having then served as Senior Officer of the Danube Motor Launch Flotilla from November 1919 until September 1920, and been 
employed as senior Lieutenant-Commander in the battleship Revenge, Michell was appointed C.O. of the minesweeper Truro, in which 
capacity he was awarded the M.V.O. for escorting the royal yacht during King George V's visit to Cowes in 1925. While in the 
following year, as mentioned above, he added the Royal Humane Society's Bronze Medal to his accolades, the Society's records 
stating: 

'At 21.00 hours on 18 November 1926, attempting suicide, a woman threw herself into the river, 30 feet from the side, at a depth of 
eight feet. Michell jumped in from a dinghy, caught her and they were picked up by a boat from a ship.' 

Michell, who was serving as an instructor at the London Division, R.N.V.R. training establishment President at the time of the above 
incident, was placed on the Retired List as a Commander in April 1931, following a period of attachment to the Royal Australian Navy. 

Greece and Crete - D.S.O. and another D.S.C. 

Recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, he was appointed Sea Transport Officer (S.T.O.) at Dieppe, but returned to 
take up an appointment at Portsmouth in April 1940. Then in the following year he joined the Staff of the Senior Naval Officer in 
Athens, which appointment led to his subsequent awards of the D.S.O. and second D.S.C. 

In the closing days of April 1941, in what was code-named "Operation Demon", the Royal Navy plucked over 50,000 troops to safety 
from assorted Greek beaches and harbours at Kalamata, Kithera, Megara, Milo, Monemyasia, Nauplia, Raphina and Tolon. And in his 
capacity as Sea Transport Officer (S.T.O.), with command of a flotilla of caiques and local craft, Michell performed a pivotal role in the 
operation's success. 

And glimpses of the gallant Michell's at work are to be found in Heckstall-Smith's Greek Tragedy, initially as S.T.O. at Piraeus: 

'Helped by the Greek Navy, Michell and his party, braving the hazard of mines, moved other transports under steam or by tow to the 
small ports of Volos and to the roadsteads of Eleusis, Scaramanga and Keratsini. They performed astonishing feats of seamanship and 
were repeatedly dive-bombed. Often, the vessels they had struggled so hard to save were sunk under them or blown to pieces before 
their precious cargoes could be off-loaded. But in spite of their courage and determination, from that fateful night Piraeus virtually 
ceased to exist as a port. The hours that members of the German Legation in Athens had spent watching our troops and supplies 
landing at Piraeus had paid a handsome dividend.' 

With Piraeus all but closed to traffic, Michell was next ordered to form a flotilla of caiques and other local craft, in order to assist in the 
imminent evacuation of our troops. Rear-Admiral H. T. Baillie-Grohman, the Flag Officer attached Middle East, refers to this directive 
in his relevant despatch - see the London Gazette of 19 May 1948 for all the relevant despatches, as received by Admiral "ABC" 
Cunningham, the C.-in-C. Mediterranean: 

1 could appreciate at once that the bottle-neck of any evacuation would be the small craft required for ferrying troops to H.M. Ships 
and transports from the beaches. It would have been a bad risk to use what quays were, left available at Piraeus, and Kalamai in the S. 
W. Morea was the only other port with quays. A "Caique and Local Craft Flotilla" was formed this day [17 April 1941] under the 
direction of Commander K. Michell (of the Divisional Sea Transport Officer's Staff) with military and Greek representatives, its purpose 
being to charter and fit out as many caiques, motor boats and local craft as possible. As it turned out hundreds of soldiers owe their 
escape to caiques and small craft taken up in this manner.' 

But the caiques came at a cost. Greek Tragedy takes up the story: 

'So far as small craft were concerned, it was lucky that at the time they were most needed, Commander Kenneth Michell, then working 
on the D.S.T.O's staff, had already been ordered to charter as many caiques as he could to be used as minesweepers in Egypt and on 
the supply run to Tobruk. For this purpose he had drawn ten million drachma from the Legation funds. But with the Germans on their 
doorsteps, the Greek ship owners had not only asked extortionate charter rates, but had demanded payment in gold on arrival in 
Alexandria. However, by offering a month's payment in advance, Michell had managed to collect together about a dozen caiques.' 

Greek Tragedy also refers to Michell's final operation: 

Kenneth Michell and Lieutenant Trevor in the Thalia made for Aegena when the evacuation ended at Megara at three o'clock in the 
morning of 26 April. At dawn, as they neared the port, they were dive-bombed, but escaped damage. 

At Aegena, they were refused entry by the harbour-master on the grounds that their presence would attract the enemy bombers. Michell 
then proceeded to another small port five miles farther south, but there again he was turned away. 

By then, it was after six o'clock and broad daylight, and Michell knew that his chances of survival were slight unless he found shelter. 
But, at seven o'clock, as she was heading for the entrance of the harbour at Metharia, Thalia was once more dive-bombed and 
machine-gunned. During these attacks, while Michell was dodging the bombs, one of his Greek crew jumped overboard. 

At Metharia, the Thalia was coldly told to go away. But Michell insisted on being allowed ashore, where he demanded a motor-boat to 
search for the missing man. After an hour's search, it was discovered that he had been rescued by a fishing boat. However, by the time 
Michell returned to the Thalia , he found that her Greek crew had deserted her. 

'This,' as he wrote in his report, 'made things rather difficult, as I did not want to spend the rest of the war in Metharia. Also, I had 
about seven million drachmas on board which I did not want to fall into the hands of the Germans or anyone else. So I got hold of a 
policeman and a doctor, who said they would find me another crew.'

By sunset, when he had taken on three volunteers to form a skeleton crew, and was preparing to leave, the original crew returned and 
said they were now willing to sail. 

Throughout the next day, Thalia was repeatedly bombed off the eastern coast of the Peloponnesus. But, by a miracle, she came through 
unharmed to reach Kythera and anchor south of Port Makri before daylight on 28 April. 

There were several caiques in the harbour that were waiting to sail for Crete that night. And ashore hundreds of soldiers were hiding, 
and Michell and his crew joined them, for he was confident that none of his men would elect to desert in an island from which 
everyone was trying to escape. 

At ten o'clock, he re-embarked his crew together with some 100 soldiers, and set off at full speed for Crete.' 

He was awarded the D.S.O. 

As is well-known, Crete quickly went the same way as Greece, Michell this time serving as the Senior Sea Transport Officer (S.S.T.O.) 
at Suda Bay, in which capacity, as cited above, he displayed 'complete disregard of personal danger and took immediate action to put 
out fires, board damaged ships and organise fire and salvage parties.' 

Awarded a Bar to his D.S.C., he attended an investiture at Buckingham Palace on 8 December 1942, when he also received his earlier 
award of the D.S.O. - a memorable day indeed, for his son Richard was also present to receive the D.S.C. for his gallantry in the 
Bismarck action. 

Journey's end 

Following his gallant exploits in Greece and Crete, Michell returned to the U.K. to take command of Northney II, the Landing Craft 
Base at Hayling Island, and he remained similarly employed until being appointed to the Naval Intelligence Department at the 
Admiralty in May 1943. In the following year he joined the Staff of the Operations Division (North Africa and the Adriatic), while in the 
closing weeks of the War he joined the Director of Personnel's Staff at the Admiralty. 

The Commander, whose post-war appointments included time as Master of the M.V. Sir Edward P. Wills II of the R.N. Mission to Deep 
Sea Fishermen and as Superintendent of the Training Ship Foudroyant, died at Amberley, near Arundel in December 1967. 

Lieutenant Richard Burgess Michell, the son of Kenneth Michell, entered the Royal Navy as a Midshipman in May 1936 and was 
serving as a Sub. Lieutenant in the destroyer Maori on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939. Under Commander Noel Brewer, 
R.N., Maori quickly saw action off Norway, not least during the evacuation of Nasmos in April 1940, when two near misses from 
enemy aircraft caused extensive damage and wounded 20 of her crew, five of them mortally. 

Commander H. T. "Beaky" Armstrong, D.S.C., R.N. (afterwards D.S.O.* and D.S.C.*), then having been appointed C.O., Maori went on 
to lend valuable service with Cossack, Sikh and Zulu during the Bismarck action in May 1941 - after creeping up at 25 knots on the 
enemy's port quarter, under fire, and delivering a torpedo attack, she and her destroyer consorts clung to their quarry to await the 
arrival of Tovey's big guns. One of Maori's crew later described the moment Bismarck's shells started to find their range: 

'Armour piercing shells, each weighing a ton, splashed on all sides sending up large plumes of water. One passed under the wireless 
aerials between the funnels, and, as Maori gathered speed Bismarck changed to shrapnel, shells exploding in the air, fragments passing 
through the superstructure ... ' 

Maori was subsequently present at the Bismarck's demise, and picked up 24 survivors, and Michell, by now a Lieutenant, was awarded 
the D.S.C. 'for mastery, determination and skill in action against the German battleship Bismarck' ( London Gazette 14 October 1941 
refers). As stated above, he received his decoration at Buckingham Place on the same day that his father collected a D.S.O. and a Bar to 
his D.S.C. 

Removing to the (ex-U.S.S.) destroyer Ramsey in June 1941, Michell appears to have remained employed in her on the Atlantic run for 
a year or two, following which he joined the minesweeper Sidmouth in early 1944, and gained a brace of "mentions" ( London 
Gazettes 8 June 1944 and 28 November 1944 refer), the latter in respect of services off Normandy on 5-6 June 1944: 

'The 9th Flotilla, commanded by Commander R. W. B. Thomson in H.M.S. Sidmouth, was responsible for clearing Channel No. 7 [on 
the approaches to the assault area]. Not only did this flotilla find and cut moored mines, but one or two of the ships found that mines 
had become foul of their sweeps. This is always an awkward predicament, but far more so when sweeping an all-important channel in 
which there must be no risk whatever of mines being left. There was only one thing to be done. The ships steamed out of the channel 
into unswept water although they knew they were in a minefield. Then they cut away their sweeps clear of the channel, streamed new 
sweeps, and resumed their positions in the sweeping order. It sounds courageous and simple, but it was by no means simple, for steps 
had to be taken to ensure that not one square yard of the water in the channel was left unswept as a result of these manoeuvres. A little 
later one of the motor launches sweeping ahead of H.M.S. Sidmouth - it was M.L. 185 - "put up" a mine right ahead of the Sidmouth 
which would otherwise certainly have claimed her as a casualty' ( Operation Neptune, by Commander Kenneth Edwards, R.N., refers). 

Michell ended the War employed at the signalling establishment Mercury II, attained the rank of Lieutenant-Commander in March 
1948 and was placed on the Retired List in the mid-1950s; sold with a file of research. 
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A fine Second World War anti-U-boat operations D.S.C. group of seven awarded to Commander A. H. L. Harvey, 
Royal Navy, a long-served destroyer officer who first went into action in H.M.S. Punjabi at Narvik in 1940, but who 
was decorated and twice mentioned in despatches for his subsequent services in the Croome 1941-44 - in which 
period she rammed and sunk an Italian submarine and shared in the destruction of two U-boats: post-war he added a 
third "mention" to his accolades for his command of a Landing Craft (Tank) in the Suez crisis - and wrote a hitherto 
unpublished account of his 1939-45 War experiences

D.S.C. London Gazette 28 October 1941. The original recommendation states: 

'For skill and alertness as A./S. control officer resulting in the destruction of an 
enemy submarine.' 

Arthur Herbert Lane Harvey was born in Totnes, Devon, in May 1921, the son of 
Engineer Commander Harold Harvey, afterwards a Rear-Admiral and C.B. 

Entering the Royal Navy as a Cadet at the R.N.C. Dartmouth in September 1938, 
young Arthur was appointed a Midshipman in May 1939 and was serving aboard 
the battleship H.M.S. Rodney on the outbreak of hostilities. Removing to the 
patrol escort Lunar Bow that November, he remained similarly employed until 
joining the destroyer Punjabi in February 1940, and it was in this latter capacity 
that he first went into action. 

Baptism of Fire - Narvik 1940 

And a hot action it was - namely the second battle of Narvik on 13 April 1940 - 
when the Germans lost eight destroyers, but not without cost to our own forces, 
as illustrated by the following account of damage sustained by the Punjabi , taken 
from Captain Donal MacIntyre's Narvik : 

The British destroyers had not escaped unscathed. On the Punjabi had fallen a 
fierce and accurate rain of 5-inch shells. The first, plunging into her hull below 
the bridge, had burst between decks, splinters killing one man and wounding 
three others in the Transmitting Station whence the guns were controlled. While 
two of these were having their wounds dressed on the mess deck nearby they 
were more seriously injured by a second shell which had burst on the upper deck 
at the foot of a steel locker containing ready-use cordite charges for the guns. 
Tearing a hole in the deck, it had showered splinters between the decks killing 
two of the ammunition supply party and wounding others. Cordite charges from 
the locker blazed up, starting a fierce fire. 

Almost simultaneously, the ship shook to another hit right forward which shattered a watertight bulkhead and caused flooding. A fire 
then broke out between the funnels from a bursting shell. Right aft another shell had plunged into a storeroom starting a blaze which 
threatened a magazine which had to be flooded. Fire and repair parties were thus all fully occupied when a fifth hit, bursting on the 
starboard motorboat and setting it alight, sent a jagged fragment through the upper deck, smashing a steam pipe and engulfing the 
engine room in a roaring cloud of steam. Other splinters had swept across the decks, killing two of the pom-pom crew and wounding 
two others as well as three of the torpedo-tubes' crew. 

A message from the engine room had just reached Commander H. T. Lean, Punjabi's captain, that the engines would shortly have to be 
stopped owing to the burst pipe, when torpedoes were seen approaching, running to the surface. With imperturbable skill, Lean 
swerved his ship out of their path, but the time had come to consider what best to do for his ship in its precarious situation. The 
engineer had been sent for to report on the situation below. With fires blazing forward, amidships and aft, all fire hoses slashed and 
useless, extinguishers exhausted, the guns' crews were urgently needed to help the parties fighting the flames by means of buckets of 
water. The guns were, in any case, in local control and largely ineffective owing to the damage to the Transmitting Station. 

As the engineer officer arrived, oil-streaked, grimy and wild-eyed, a sixth shell burst on the upper deck below, savagely wounding him 
in the back and arms. He was just able to confirm his diagnosis of the damage to the steam system before collapsing. The chief stoker 
in charge of the party fighting the fire amidships was instantly killed and several more men wounded. 
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There was an urgent need for a respite in which to get the situation under control. Lean put his wheel over and retired, signalling his 
predicament to the Admiral. Heroic efforts were then made to master the fires. The steam system was repaired and the magazine 
pumped out. Within an hour Punjabi was steaming into action again, though her speed was restricted to 15 knots by the jagged hole in 
her bows ... ' 

As Harvey concluded in his Midshipman's Journal, had the enemy employed H.E. rather than S.P.D. shells, Punjabi would have surely 
been sunk. Lean was awarded the D.S.O., while fellow officers and ratings received a brace of D.S.Cs, six D.S.Ms and eight 
"mentions", four of the latter posthumously. Harvey, too, would shortly find his name appear in the London Gazette , though for 
services aboard the destroyer Croome, which ship he joined as an Acting Sub. Lieutenant in the summer of 1941, after further seagoing 
appointments in the cruisers Berwick and Norfolk. 

D.S.C. and a brace of "mentions" - Mediterranean 1941-44 

Following a period of working-up at Scapa, Croome joined the Sixth Escort Group on the Atlantic run but, before long, found herself 
operating out of Gibraltar and Alexandria. Nor was it to be long before she gained her first confirmed U-boat-kiII, namely the Italian 
Submarine Maggiore Francesco Baracca, 270 miles S.E. of the Azores on 8 September 1941. Harvey takes up the story, moments after 
he had masterminded two accurate depth-charge attacks: 

'Now the target was fully visible on the surface, right ahead and broadside on. The order was "Stand by to ram!" With the dome 
housed, the A./S. team now had nothing more to do, so I sent my yeoman, who had come up on the bridge, to fetch my cine camera, 
and filmed the ensuing action. 

The range closed rapidly but we had to take off some speed before ramming to reduce the damage to ourselves to a minimum. The U- 
boat's crew were tumbling out of the conning tower hatch and whilst some leaped overboard, others under the orders of an officer 
trained their gun on us and opened fire. 

'A' gun could no longer depress sufficiently to bear on the target but the port Oerlikon was scoring hits on the conning tower and along 
the casement. At this stage, to prevent unnecessary bloodshed, the Captain ordered the Oerlikon gunner to fire only between the 
conning tower and the U-boat's gun mounting to prevent them from supplying ammunition. Abaft the conning tower a man lay on the 
casing with blood pouring from a groin wound, reddening the sea which continually washed over him as the U-boat wallowed in the 
swell. Then we struck her just forward of the conning tower. 

The impact threw all the U-boat's crew on deck into the sea and they began swimming towards the nets lowered over our port side 
where the First Lieutenant, armed with a pistol, was preparing to rescue survivors and take prisoners. 

The captain sent me to the iron deck to assist, but the First Lieutenant and Gunner's Mate were calmly subduing the Italians with drawn 
pistols, separating the wounded from the others and directing them either to the Sick Bay or forward mess deck. 

Two men, clinging to a piece of wreckage that was barely supporting them in the water, beat off a third who was wounded and 
desperately trying to gain a hold for support. He soon gave up and sank, exhausted. 

The ship by now was drawn clear by going astern, and two survivors, breaking free from the small guard on the iron deck, ran up the 
break ladder to the forecastle shouting with anguish as the U-boat lifted her stern and slid under, carrying with her the less fortunate of 
their shipmates. 

I returned to the bridge where everyone was keeping a shocked silence ... The Captain acknowledged my report of the last survivor and 
said he would pick him up when we were able to go ahead, so I kept my binoculars trained on him as he was difficult to spot. The 
chief made his report on the damage and repairs and the Captain manoeuvred the ship ahead in accordance with reports from the paint 
shop on the stress on the foremost watertight bulkhead. 

Only 30 yards from the ship the last survivor became exhausted and sank. I reported this to the Captain who looked at me with 
concern, I think, for my emotional state, but I was more hardened to war than he realised.' 

Lieutenant-Commander J. D. Hayes, R.N., the captain, was awarded the D.S.O., while Harvey received the D.S.C. 

Croome was next busily engaged on the Malta run, where Harvey noted the 'Union Club threw its doors open to all officers but the 
'gin' was only fit for use as lighter fuel'; meanwhile, he had celebrated his 21 st birthday: 

'My 21 st birthday was celebrated ashore with Mac and the Doc, but there was not much to do until we discovered the local dance hall. 
There was the usual shortage of women, but one Adeni Indian girl, who was there with her two brothers, was coping well with a stream 
of would-be-partners, with great charm and poise. I launched a cutting-out expedition and she told me it was her 18th birthday. Only 
because it was my 21st birthday did she, with a slight reproof, give me a second dance, and then we returned onboard. It had made my 
day.' 

Such diversions were welcome, for by now Harvey was feeling the strain caused by months of active service, particularly following a 
period of operations in the Dodecanese, where enemy aircraft were ever present: 

'One Stuka, selecting us as a target, began to dive and all of us on the bridge instinctively crouched beneath the parapet for the 
illusionary protection it gave. I could only get my head and shoulders under and, feeling like an ostrich, decided to stand up and 
watch, and die, if I must, in the open. Looking up I could see the pilot's visored face and blue eyes as he roared down towards us 
pulling up above our heads and leaving the bomb to travel on. It seemed to be coming straight for me, growing larger by the second, 
and I prayed for a quick death; then it passed out of my line of vision and I waited for the explosion and the inevitable hot splinters in 
my back. It fell on the sea, a few feet from the ship's side, and split an oil fuel tank.' 

Notwithstanding such dangers, Croome notched up further successes on the anti-U-boat front, sharing in the destruction of the U-581 
with the Westcott on 2 February 1942, south-west of the Azores - she picked up some of the 41 survivors, among them Kapitain- 
Leutnant Werner Pfeifer, who was in a rage, claiming to have been attacked in neutral waters, but Croome's crew were having none of 
it and locked him in the Captain's sea cabin with paper, pen and ink. 

Then on 4 August 1942, in company with Sikh, Zulu and Tetcott , the Croome shared in the destruction of the U-372, herself delivering 
an accurate ten-pattern depth-charge attack and picking up 23 of the 48 survivors. Harvey was mentioned in despatches ( London 
Gazette 20 October 1942 refers), the recommendation again citing his efficiency as the A./S. control officer. 

In mid-September 1942, the Croome was ordered to lend support to "Operation Agreement", the ill-fated attack on Tobruk. Stukas 
were everywhere, sinking her consorts Sikh and Zulu , in addition to the cruiser Coventry, some of whose survivors were recovered by 
Croome. The flotilla's officers and men were furious: 

'That the enemy had obviously had foreknowledge of the attack led to some ugly rumours spreading concerning the lax security of the 
shore staff, who were by no means held in high regard after their precipitant retreat from Alexandria some weeks earlier. There was also 
ill-feeling between the R.A.F. and the Navy who considered they were not getting adequate fighter protection at sea. In fact it became 
necessary for a station memorandum to be issued forbidding Naval personnel from making derogatory remarks when they met R.A.F. 
personnel ashore. But the fighter protection of units at sea did improve and escorts were fitted with V.H.F. radio to enable them to 
communicate with, and direct fighters when available.' 
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Command of the Croome having devolved to Lieutenant H. D. M. Salter, R.N., in January 1943, Harvey was advanced to Lieutenant in 
the same month, and he went on to participate in the Sicily and Italy landings, in addition to further operations in the Aegean in the 
period September-November 1943, which latter activity resulted in the award of his second "mention" ( London Gazette 4 April 1944 
refers). 

Harvey finally left the Croome in June 1944 when, much to his disappointment, he was ordered home to take up an appointment at the 
training establishment St George , at Douglas on the Isle of Man. 

Post-war - Palestine > Malaya and Suez 

Harvey gained his first command, the destroyer Charity , in 1947, and witnessed active service off Palestine in the same year, his ship 
being present at the interception of illegal refugee ships on several occasions. And by far the most controversial of these incidents was 
the seizure of S.S. Exodus in July 1947, a vessel carrying some 4500 passengers, including 1300 women and 1700 children and 
teenagers, many of them ex-Holocaust refugees. 

Commanded by a Haganah military wing skipper, the Exodus departed Marseilles on 11 July, the Royal Navy shadowing her 
throughout her subsequent voyage. Finally, on 18 July, when the Exodus was approximately 20 miles off the Palestinian coast, Charity 
and other destroyers moved in with boarding parties, Harvey managing to get Lieutenant G. Pearse and a few of his ratings aboard 
before his ship was damaged. What followed quickly seized the headlines, namely strong resistance from the refugees which resulted 
in three of the British boarders being wounded - more controversially, however, one crew member of the Exodus and two of her 
passengers were shot dead. 

Having then been advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in January 1951, and given command of the Algerine-class minesweeper Jaseur, 
Harvey witnessed further active service off Malaya, prior to returning to a shore appointment in the U.K. in early 1953. 

In April 1955, he was given command of the Landing Craft, Tank (L.C.T.) Bastion , and it was in this latter capacity that he added a third 
"mention" to his accolades for the Suez crisis ( London Gazette 13 June 1957 refers). 

Harvey was finally placed on the Retired List as a Commander in July 1961 and died in Chelsea, London in June 1985.

Alexander Hepburne Macklin, physician, polar explorer and soldier, was born in Melrose in 1 889, the son of a doctor, but later moved 
south to the Scilly Isles, where he accompanied his father during his visits to patients around the islands in small boats. Hence an early 
affiliation with the sea, which he broadened by serving as a deck hand on a boat in the Mediterranean during his year out between 
leaving Plymouth College and going up to Manchester University to study medicine - as a student at the latter establishment, he 
discovered Nansen's Furthest North, thereby igniting his interest in polar exploration. 
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The Weddell Sea Party , Macklin circled 


Surgeon explorer - Shackleton's ill-fated Trans-Antarctic Expedition 1914-16 

Duly qualified, he was alerted to Shackleton's call for volunteers for his Trans-Antarctic Expedition, and managed to gain an interview 
with the great man at his New Burlington Street office. Presenting himself early one morning to meet what he later described as a 'living 
avalanche' coming down the stairs, he was compelled to wait until the afternoon before the explorer returned. Macklin later wrote in 
his diary: 

'The interview was brief: 

"Why do you want to go?" 

"I don't know, I just want to." 

"You look fit enough; are you perfectly healthy?" 

"Perfectly fit." 

"What is wrong with your eyes?" 

"Nothing" [Macklin was short-sighted] 

At this I could have kicked myself for not removing my spectacles before going in to see him. I scarcely knew what to say, but replied 
almost without thinking. 

"Many a wise face would look foolish without specs." 

At this he laughed, then seemed to be thinking of something else for he remained silent for several minutes. 

"All right, I'll take you," he said, and with that pushed me out of his office.' 

Of subsequent events in Antarctica, little requires elaboration here, the Endurance famously becoming trapped in pack ice in the 
Weddell Sea in January 1915, before Shackleton's six-man trans-continental party could even reach it starting point, though it is worth 
noting for the record that he had already decided upon Macklin as one of those team members. 

Indeed it is clear from his frequent mention of the young doctor in his account of the expedition that Shackleton held him in high 
esteem - whether for setting off on risky sledge trips to collect abandoned gear or taking on the role of 'honorary vet' for the care of the 
dog teams, one of which he led; so, too, for his successful forays with rifle and gun, from which he returned with valuable rations, 
including 'a huge Weddell seal weighing about 800lbs and two emperor penguins' (Shackleton refers). 

Such activities aside, Macklin, and his medical colleague, Mcllroy, were charged with the overall well-being of their colleagues, no 
mean feat given the momentous events that followed the eventual demise of the Endurance in November 1915. Left with three lifeboats 
and meagre rations, Shackleton and his men undertook a remarkable journey to 'escape the ice', camping out on floes that eventually 
took them 1600 miles north. Then, at last, in early April 1916, the ice began to break up, thereby allowing them to launch their 
lifeboats in a bid to reach Elephant Island, 60 miles distant. It was an epic open boat voyage that took six days, Macklin acting as a 

stroke-oar in the Dudley Docker under Frank Worsely and, by the time landfall was reached many of the men were suffering from 

frostbite and dehydration. 

And it was on account of this state of affairs that Shackleton mounted what was to become one of the great open-boat voyages of all 
time, namely his remarkable journey in the James Caird to South Georgia, 800 miles distant, from whence a successful rescue mission 
was mounted to collect the 22 men who had been left on Elephant Island under Frank Wild. Both Macklin and Mcllroy had 
volunteered to go in the James Caird, but as Shackleton later noted, they 'realised that their duty lay on the island with the sick men'. 
And so it was, the two doctors having to attend to their starving and frostbitten team members for three months, before Shackleton 
returned, in certain cases having to undertake emergency operations. Shackleton, the master of understatement, takes up the story: 
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The Elephant Island Party , Macklin circled 


'Once they settled in their hut, the health of the party was quite good. Of course, they were all a bit weak, some were light-headed, all 
were frostbitten, and others, later, had attacks of heart failure. Blackborrow, whose toes were so badly frostbitten in the boats, had to 
have all five amputated while on the island. With insufficient instruments and no proper means of sterilising them, the operation, 
carried out as it was in a dark, grimy hut, with only a blubber-stove to keep up the temperature and with the outside temperature well 
below freezing, speaks volumes for the skill and initiative of the surgeons [Macklin and Mcllroy]. I am glad to be able to say that the 
operation was successful, and after a little treatment ashore, very kindly given by the Chilean doctors at Punta Arenas, he has now 
completely recovered and walks with only a slight limp.' 

When, at length, Shackleton hove into view aboard his rescue ship on 30 August 1916, Frank Wild paced up Penguin Hill with a petrol 
can to ignite a pile of old clothes, while Macklin made a rush for the flagstaff which was placed on a prominent position on an ice- 
slope - the running gear and flag were frozen solid, so by way of compensation he tied his jersey to the top of the pole. And their 
combined efforts to signal "The Boss" - the whole supported by the men screaming themselves hoarse - were but a few of the 
memorable incidents that passed on what became known as the 'day of wonders'. 

Soldier surgeon - France / Italy and North Russia 1917-19 

Commissioned in the Royal Army Medical Corps on his return from Antarctica, via South America, Macklin served on attachment to 
the Tank Corps in France, but it was for his subsequent deeds on attachment to the 11th Battalion, West Yorkshire Regiment, in Italy, in 
1918, that he was awarded his M.C. for treating wounded under fire - the Battalion was heavily engaged in the fighting on Asiago 
Plateau, at Vittorio Veneto and at the passage of the Piave and the Monticano. 

Macklin next volunteered for service in North Russia, where, among other events, he was re-united with Shackleton at Murmansk, the 
pair last having seen each other in Buenos Aires after the Endurance expedition. And he was able to impart some useful intelligence to 
his old chief, having overheard Major-General Maynard exclaim, "I've heard about this man Shackleton. He's an impossible person. 
He likes to run everything in his own way ... I'm not going to have him." As it transpired, "The Boss" dealt with Maynard admirably, so 
much so that his senior later described him as 'a cheerful and amusing companion', who did much to dispel moments of gloom and 
depression. 

Politics aside, Macklin busied himself in the treatment of extensive outbreaks of scurvy, in addition to smallpox, typhus and typhoid, 
and was instrumental in establishing new methods of transport for the evacuation of the wounded from the front - valuable work that 
formed the basis for his M.D. thesis on his return. 

He was awarded the O.B.E. and the Russian Order of St. Stanislaus, 2nd Class, with swords, in addition to being mentioned in 
despatches. 

The "Quest" Expedition 1921-22 

In 1921, Macklin was recruited by "The Boss" to join his Shackleton-Rowett expedition but, before the project begun, he died of a 
heart attack on the Quest at South Georgia on 5 January 1922. He had asked for Macklin in the early morning hours, suffering from 
back pains and other discomfort and, according to Macklin's own account, he told "The Boss" he had been overdoing things and 
should 'try to lead a more regular life', to which Shackleton replied, "You are always wanting me to give up things, so what is it I ought 
to give up?". Macklin having responded, "Chiefly alcohol, Boss," a few moments later, at 2.50 a.m., the great explorer suffered a fatal 
heart attack. 

Macklin's subsequent post-mortem attributed Shackleton's death to atheroma of the coronary arteries hastened by 'overstrain during a 
period of debility'. At his widow's request, he was buried in the cemetery at Grytviken, where his faithful physician noted in his diary: 

'I think this is as "The Boss" would have had it himself, standing lonely in a island far from civilisation, surrounded by stormy 
tempestuous seas and in the vicinity of one of his greatest exploits.' 

And he subsequently wrote the appendix on the medical work of the Quest expedition in Frank Wild's Shackleton's Last Voyage 
(London, 1923), a practical guide to the recognition, prevention and cure of ailments likely to be met in the Polar regions, together with 
a section on the care of dogs. 
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Physician and Territorial 

On returning home, Macklin settled in general practice in Dundee, where he joined the staff of the Royal Infirmary as a chloroformist, 
and later became Head of the Electrocardiogram Department. 

But he also retained his links with the military by way of retaining his commission in the Territorial Army and, on the renewal of 
hostilities in September 1939, was called-up as a Lieutenant Colonel, initially with an appointment as C.O. of a Field Ambulance in the 
51st Highland Division, but latterly he served as a Medical Officer in East Africa. 

Finding his previous records and research at the Royal Infirmary in Dundee in disarray on his return at the end of hostilities, Macklin 
took up an appointment as Physician in Charge of the Student Health Service at Aberdeen University in 1947, which post also included 
an honorary appointment as a physician on the staff of Aberdeen Royal Infirmary. And over the coming years he contributed much 
valuable work towards the development of student health services throughout the U.K. Retiring from his university practice in 1960, 
aged 70 years, he nonetheless remained employed full-time as an orthopaedic house officer in a busy ward at the Royal Infirmary, and 
he was still working in that capacity at the time of his death in March 1967. 

Macklin, whose favourite maxim was 'always accept a chance or a challenge', was a modest man, refusing to speak about his assorted 
honours and distinctions with his wife, a nursing sister, following their marriage at the end of the 1939-45 War - which probably 
accounts for the fact that his O.B.E., M.C. and T.D. remained firmly in their respective cases of issue and, indeed, for the absence of his 
British War Medal. 

Be that as it may, he couldn't avoid a permanent memorial in the form of the twin-peaked Mount Macklin in the Salvesen Range on 
South Georgia. 
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/ During all the working hours of this day I was on duty with Green, the cook, an enterprising man who thoroughly 
revelled in his job. His ability to contrive and make shift was remarkable; and there were those aboard the "Quest" who 
solemnly vowed their belief that, given an ancient pair of sea-boots, Green could serve up a dinner that would leave the 
Ritz or the Carlton amongst the "also rans" '

Charles John Green was born in Richmond, Surrey, in November 1888, the son of a master baker, in which trade he was himself 
proficient by the time he went to sea aged 21 years. 

Shackleton's expedition 1914-16 

And he was serving as a baker aboard the P. & O's Andes on the South America run when Shackleton's Endurance called in at Buenos 
Aires in October 1914: 

'One member of the expedition with his own special importance joined after the list was full and the ship on her way south. At Buenos 
Aires the cook engaged for the Weddell Sea party was discharged and Shackleton instructed Worsley to look out for another. Charles 
Green, a baker and pastry cook, was on a ship in Buenos Aires when he learned from the butcher that the expedition was looking for a 
cook. Getting leave, he went on board the Endurance , and was interviewed. Green had explained in the interview that his experience 
in cable ships had been hard: he was to cook under the most appalling conditions before his work for the expedition was over, and of 
all the men who learned endurance with Shackleton, none learned the lesson better or under harder circumstances than Charles 
Green.'

And it is clear from a number of published sources that Green quickly established himself as a popular shipmate and one who was 
always ready to lend assistance - thus references to Green hurrying through his bread-making duties to join his shipmates trying to saw 
the Endurance clear of ice, no mean feat given that some men worked only three hours a day, while he was busy in the galley from 
early morning until long after supper at night. 

Imagine, too, the challenges that faced him when Endurance finally succumbed to the ice, the expedition's subsequent trek by ice floe 
and boat leading to all manner of ingenuity on his part - and a rare occasion for a more permanent ice-hut-kitchen at "Patience Camp": 

In fact, Charles Green, who did nearly all the cooking for the Weddell Sea party, was entirely equal to inventing new dishes and to 
exploiting the tinned food available at that time, and his fricassees, his "cotelettes a la Weddell" and his curries continued even after he 
was cooking under conditions which the most imaginative chef could hardly ever conceive.' 

Later still, on Elephant Island being reached, conditions were little better: 

'In this hut, measuring ten by eighteen feet, twenty-two men were to live for four months. Twelve of them found spaces to sleep on the 
floor, the remainder took up quarters in the boats, on boards and hammocks stretched over the thwarts. The cook had done his work 
outside at first, but it proved impossible to contrive enough shelter for him, so the cooking stove was rigged inside the hut. Everyone felt 
it as fortunate that the cooking was done in twilight gloom, for the hooshes often had strange ingredients in them, fallen from above.' 

Following Shackleton's celebrated open-boat voyage to South Georgia in the James Caird , Green and his comrades were rescued, and 
he returned to the U.K. in August 1916. 

The "Quest" expedition 1921-22 

Having then signed up as a Cook's Mate in the Royal Navy and witnessed active service aboard the destroyer H.M.S. Wakeful in April- 
September 1918, he was demobilised in February 1919 and returned to sea in the Merchant Navy. Shortly, thereafter, however, he was 
back in business with Shackleton: 

'There were others who wanted to repeat the experience of being led by Shackleton. Green, the cook, had never lost his ambition to go 
again. He remembers a day in 1915, when the company had left the Endurance and were camped on the ice, and he was cooking on 
his improvised stove, snow and ice melting all round him and a high wind bringing tears to his eyes. 'Well, the Boss turned up, and 
asked me how I was getting on. "All right," I said. He said, "What are you gong to do with all the money when you get home?" I said, 
"I'm coming on another expedition with you if I can." He turned to Worsley and said, "Would you believe it!" Green's ambition, when 
he heard of the Arctic plan, was to be the only cook who had been across both the Arctic and Antarctic Circles; when Shackleton 
invited him to go he accepted at once, and needed no persuasion to stay with the expedition as it was reconstituted.' 

And judging by events of Christmas 1921, he was quickly reintroduced to the challenges of cookery aboard a rolling ship - for which 
the Quest was infamous. J. W. S. Marr takes up the story: 

'But what she gained in seaworthiness she atoned for in her liveliness. By breakfast time she was heaving herself about in an 
unimaginable fashion, so much so that it was impossible to to keep anything on the table. Everything was thrown about and the fiddles 
proved worthless as a safeguard; and, for this reason, the actual ceremonial of Christmas was wisely postponed. To cook a satisfactory 
meal was a problem beyond even the cook's skill and resourcefulness, though there is no doubt that Green was the hero of the day. He 
did his best; but when the kettle hits a man in the eye, and the soup-pot empties itself into a waistcoat, and the stove thoughtfully 
discharges its hissing embers on his feet, and every now and then a wave slaps in and extinguishes the newly kindled fire, and the floor 
is swimming knee-deep in greasy brine, what can a man do?' 

But Green's desire for further adventure was to be famously curtailed in January 1922, when "The Boss" collapsed aboard the Quest 
with a fatal heart attack - on reaching Cape Town, Green and his comrades had to sell most of their stores and equipment in order to 
pay for the coal to get the Quest home. 

The latter years 

One gift Green did bring away from the Quest was a set of 120 glass lantern-slides that had been used to illustrate Shackleton's talks 
and lectures and, over his remaining years in the Merchant Navy, he used them to give his own lectures, as far afield as America, 
Australia, Canada, Egypt, New Zealand and South Africa; so, too, after coming ashore in the early 1930s and settling in Hull, presenting 
several hundred such talks to assorted clubs, schools and societies - even prisons - in the period leading up to his death in September 
1974. 

In the interim, he had served as a fire-watcher in Hull during the 1939-45 War, 'being bombed out nine times, losing everything and 
living in an air raid shelter for a fortnight' (accompanying research refers), and had attended the Antarctic Club's 50th Anniversary 
celebrations to mark the sailing of Endurance , when he was reunited with six fellow survivors, including the surgeons Macklin and 
Mcllroy. 
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When I look back at those days I have no doubt that Providence guided us, not only across those snowfields, but across 
the storm-white sea that separated Elephant Island from our landing place on South Georgia. I know that during that 
long and racking march for thirty-six hours over the unnamed mountains and glaciers of South Georgia it seemed to me 
that we were four; not three. I said nothing to my companions at this point; but afterwards Worsley said to me, "Boss, I 
had a curious feeling on the march that there was another person with us ." Crean confessed to the same idea. One feels 
"the dearth of human words, the roughness of mortal speech" in trying to describe things intangible, but a record of our 
journeys would be incomplete without a reference to a subject very near to our hearts.' 

Shackleton's South refers. 

The important Polar Medal awarded to Chief Petty Officer Tom Crean, A.M., Royal Navy, a veteran of both of Scott's 
Antarctic expeditions and Shackleton's 1914-16 expedition, in all of which the gallant Irishman played a prominent 
role - one of the last to see Scott alive, and first to discover his body, he afterwards endured all the trials and 
tribulations of Shackleton's open-boat voyage in the Thomas Caird to South Georgia, where he accompanied his 
leader via mountain tops and glaciers to the island's whaling station: according to one of his daughters, 'he was a 
fiercely modest man who never said a word about the Navy after he left' but Mount Crean in Antarctica today stands 
as testament to his remarkable contribution to "The Heroic Age of Exploration"

At the request of Commander E. R. G. R. Evans, R.N., senior surviving officer of Scott's last expedition, a duplicate Polar Medal, with a 
second clasp for Antarctic 1910-13, was approved and afterwards presented to Crean at Buckingham Palace on 26 July 1913, when he 
also received his Albert Medal. This duplicate Medal is today on display at the Kerry County Museum, together with Crean's A.M., 
Great War service, L.S. & G.C. and Royal Geographical Society awards, and bears a third clasp for Shackleton's 1914-16 expedition. 
The medal offered above is Crean's original Polar award. 
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The Weddell Sea party - Crean circled 


Tom Crean was born near Anascaul on the Dingle Peninsula in Co. Kerry in July 1877, one often children in an Irish farming family 
and, according to certain sources, ran away to sea after a bitter argument with his father in the summer of 1893. 

Be that as it may, he was indeed enrolled in the Royal Navy in the training ship Impregnable at Devonport later that year and, by 1900, 
was serving as a Petty Officer 2nd Class in H.M.S. Ringarooma in the Australia and New Zealand Squadron. Here, then, the opening 
chapter in his remarkable career of polar exploration for, in December 1901, Captain Rich of the Ringarooma was asked to lend 
support to Captain Scott's expedition, then gathering at Christchurch, New Zealand, and Crean, on learning that a Discovery seaman 
had deserted ship after striking a Petty Officer, immediately volunteered to replace him - and was duly accepted. 

Scott's first expedition 1902-04 

The Discovery departed New Zealand on Christmas Eve 1901 and, on her arrival in Antarctica, Crean participated in the expedition's 
first sledging trip on 3 February, in which he quickly established himself as a likeable and dependable character. In fact, as a physically 
powerful man with an innate resistance to the the extreme cold, he became the perfect sledge-hauler, spending the equivalent of five 
months in a harness over the remainder of the expedition, all the while flying a distinctive Irish flag from his sledge. And his 
achievements included participation in the "Furthest South" journey in November 1902 - so, too, his very survival. Scott's Voyage of 
the Discovery takes up the story: 

'Whilst we have been away there seems to have been a cold snap throughout the region. Barne with his party got the worst of it, as 
they were away out on the barrier, where conditions are always most severe. He was absent for eight days, and succeeded in laying out 
a depot to the S.E. of White Island. His party consisted of Mulock, Quartley, Smythe, Crean and Joyce; all have tales to tell of their 
adventures, and agree that it was pretty "parky." The temperature was well below -40 when they left the ship; it dropped to -50 as they 
reached the corner of White Island, and a little way beyond to -60; but even at this it did not stop, but continued to fall until it had 
reached and passed -65. At -67.7 the spirit-column of the thermometer broke, and they found it impossible to get it to unite again; we 
shall never know exactly, therefore, what degree of cold the party actually faced, but Barne, allowing for broken column, is sure that it 
was below -70.' 

And Scott again on a close call for Crean in February 1904: 

The ice about Hut Point is now so thin as to be dangerous for a long way out. Crean fell in yesterday, and had a very narrow shave, as 
he could not attempt to swim amongst the sodden brash-ice. Luckily he kept his head, and remained still until others were able to run 
for a rope and haul him out.' 

Universally popular, Crean would receive due recognition in the flurry of publications that followed the conclusion of the expedition, 
Lieutenant A. B. Armitage, R.N., Scott's second-in-command, describing him as 'an Irishman with a fund of wit and an even temper 
which nothing disturbed.' Sir Clements Markham, the elderly and somewhat eccentric "father" of the expedition, observed that Crean 
was 'an excellent man, tall and a profile like the Duke of Wellington'. Indeed Scott was sufficiently impressed to recommend the hardy 
Irishman for advancement to Petty Officer 1st Class 'for continuous good conduct and meritorious service throughout the Antarctic 
Expedition 1901-04.' Furthermore, he chose Crean as his Coxswain when given command of the battleship H.M.S. Victorious in 1906. 

Scott's last expedition 1910-13 

Once again it is apparent from a proliferation of publications and diaries that Crean performed gallant and outstanding work during 
Scott's final expedition, not least as a member of the final supporting party to the Polar Team - Crean was in the final eight on the South 
Pole run, reaching a point 150 miles from the expedition's goal, when, on 3 January 1912, Scott made his decision to continue with 
Bowers, Oates, Wilson and Petty Officer Evans, while Crean and Chief Stoker Wiliam Lashly returned to Hut Point with Lieutenant 
Edward R. G. R. Evans. 

By this stage they had trekked 1500 miles and faced a desperate race against time and the appalling weather, conditions that would 
famously hasten the end of the Polar Team a few weeks later. When some 240 miles from Hut Point, Evans was found to be suffering 
from scurvy and when 150 miles from base he was unable to stand without support on his ski sticks. Then, after struggling onward on 
skis in great pain for four days, during which Crean and Lashly dragged their sledge 53 miles, he was unable to proceed further. 
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At this point Evans requested his two companions to leave him, urging that unless they left him three lives would be lost instead of one. 
This, however, they refused to do, and insisted on carrying him forward on the sledge. Crean and Lashly dragged Evans on the sledge 
for four days, pulling 13 hours a day, until, on the evening of 17 February 1912, a point was reached 34 miles from the refuge hut, 
where it was thought possible that assistance might be obtained. During the following 12 hours, however, snow fell incessantly, and in 
the morning it was found impossible to proceed farther with the sledge. 

As the party now had only sufficient food for three more meals, and both Crean and Lashly were becoming weaker daily, it was 
decided that they would separate, and that Crean should endeavour to walk to the refuge hut, while Lashly stayed to nurse Evans. 

After a march of 18 hours in soft snow Crean made his way to the hut, arriving completely exhausted. Fortunately, Surgeon Edward L. 
Atkinson, R.N., was at the hut with two dog teams and the dog attendant. His party, on 20 February, effected the rescue of Evans and 
Lashly. But for the gallant conduct throughout of his two companions Evans would have undoubtedly lost his life. Both were awarded 
the Albert Medal, 2nd Class.

Shackleton's expedition 1914-16 

Just as Scott had had no hesitation in selecting Crean for his 1910-13 expedition, Sir Ernest Shackleton was like-minded with the advent 
of his own adventure in early 1914 - they had of course served together in Antarctica in 1902-04. And given future events, 'The Boss" 
must have been mighty relieved he did so: from the loss of the Endurance to his safe arrival at the whaling station in South Georgia in 
May 1916, via that quite extraordinary open-boat journey in the James Caird from Elephant Island, the ever reliable Crean was by his 
side throughout. 

Nor was Crean's latest chapter of polar exploration devoid of personal close shaves, Shackleton writing of one incident that occurred in 
late January 1915: 

'Later in the day Crean and two other men were over the side [of the Endurance] on a stage chipping at a large piece of ice that had got 
under the ship and appeared to be impeding her movement. The ice broke away suddenly, shot upward and overturned, pinning Crean 
between the stage and the haft of the heavy 11 -ft. iron pincher. He was in danger for a few moments, but we got him clear, suffering 
merely from a few bad bruises. The thick iron bar had been bent against him at an angle of 45 degrees.' 

Once the Endurance had been lost to the ice, Crean took command of one of ship's boats in the epic boat-hauling journey that finally 
brought them to open water - hence the team's eventual arrival on Elephant Island. However, as a consequence of failing health and 
numerous cases of frostbite, it quickly became apparent that a bid would have to be made in one of the boats to reach South Georgia 
and raise the alarm. 

Shackleton later wrote: 

'Crean I proposed to leave on the island as a right-hand man for Wild, but he begged so hard to come in the boat that, after 
consultation with Wild, I promised to take him ... I finally selected McNeish, McCarthy, and Vincent in addition to Worsley and Crean. 
The crew seemed a strong one and as I looked at the men I felt confidence increasing.' 

And on that extraordinary voyage in the James Caird , one of the greatest - if not the greatest - survival stories in the annals of Polar 
exploration, Crean once more excelled himself, but not just by way of seamanship. Shackleton later wrote: 

'One of the memories that comes to me from those days is of Crean singing at the tiller. He always sang while he was steering, and 
nobody ever discovered what the song was. It was devoid of tune and as monotonous as the chanting of a Buddhist monk at his 
prayers; yet somehow it was cheerful'. 
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Hauling the "James Caird" ashore on South Georgia 


On arrival at South Georgia in May 1916, the three weakest crew members were left with the James Caird, while Shackleton, Worsely 
and Crean undertook a momentous 36 hour trek, via mountain tops and glaciers, to reach the safety of the whaling station on the other 
side of the island - a journey never undertaken before. And after collecting their fellow crew members from the James Caird, as well as 
the boat itself, Shackleton, Worsley and Crean succeeded, after frustrating delays, in rescuing all 22 castaways on Elephant Island. 


The latter years 

Crean returned to Naval service in the Great War and married Nell Herlihy, whom he had known since childhood, while on leave in 
1917. And, having been discharged ashore in 1920, ran the "South Pole Inn" with Nell, in their home village of Anascaul, County 
Kerry, where he died in 1938; see Michael Smith's acclaimed biography, An Unsung Hero: Tom Crean - Antarctic Survivor, for full 
details.

William Henry Bell Kingsley was born on 28 August 1835, and gazetted Ensign in the 67th Regiment on 1 June 1855. Promoted to 
Lieutenant in October 1857, he served with the regiment throughout the China war of 1860, including the action at Sinho, taking of 
Tangku, and was severely wounded in the leg at the storming of the inner Taku Fort; also present at the surrender of Pekin (Medal with 
2 clasps). He raised and commanded a regiment of 600 Chinese at Shanghai and was in action during the Taiping Rebellion of 1862 
-63. 

Promoted to Captain in May 1863, he served as A.D.C. to the Governor of the Cape of Good Hope in 1866, and was further promoted 
to Major in August 1872. He served with the 67th Regiment throughout the Afghan war of 1878-80 and was present in the engagement 
at Charasia on 6 October 1879, and in the operations around Cabul in December 1879, including the investment of Sherpore (twice 
mentioned in despatches, Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel, Medal with 2 clasps). 

Kingsley commanded the 2nd Battalion, Hampshire Regiment, from August 1882 until 1886, including its service in the Burmese 
Expedition 1885-86, until after the capture of Mandalay (mentioned in despatches, 22 June 1886 and 2 September 1887, Medal and 
clasp, and created C.B. London Gazette 25 November 1887). He was placed on Half Pay in August 1886, and commanded the Derby 
Regimental District, 1887-90. He was granted a Distinguishes Service Pension on 3 April 1898, for general service. Colonel Kingsley 
died on 3 October 1901.

'Lieutenant Colonel Sawyer has commanded the 4th Bn The Royal Hampshire 
Regiment (TA) with considerable distinction for over two years. In spite of his 
heavy civilian commitments he has devoted an exceptional amount of time and 
effort to his battalion. 

Largely due to his personal effort his battalion has maintained a high standard of 
administration in addition to an excellent record of active and valuable training. 
Moreover the keenness and success of the 4th Battalion in competition shooting 
has been marked. 

Lieutenant Colonel Sawyer takes a most active interest in recruiting and has 
maintained, especially in quality, a praiseworthy standard having regard to the 
possibilities of his territorial area.'

The following is extracted from the original recommendation, which was 
originally for the award of a D.S.O.: 

'After the landing at Salerno on 9 September 43, Major Sawyer, who was 
commanding "A" coy was responsible in a large measure for reforming the Bn 
successfully after a very confused fighting in the beach area. At one time on 9 
Sept: when all officers and many O.Rs of Bn HQ had become casualties. He 
reorganised the headquarters under heavy fire from enemy tanks and by his 
example and energy, restored confidence in the Bn area. 


During the R.Volturno operations between 13-22 Oct '43, Major Sawyer again led his coy successfully and showed remarkable 
coolness and efficiency as a leader in close contact with the enemy. 

During the Ornito-Cerasola operations between 4-13 February 1944 the Bn was ordered to advance over the mountains at night and 
relieve another unit which had suffered heavy casualties and was being counter attacked on Mt Ornito. The situation was most 
indefinite, the conditions very difficult and the men tired. Major Sawyer led the leading coy forward under shell fire with great skill 
over un-reconnoitred ground and without guides and took over successfully in close contact with the enemy. 
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During the next few days his coy bore the brunt of the enemy counter attacks and almost continuous shelling. Throughout the 
operations in which the Bn took part in Italy, Major Sawyer was in the forefront leading his men in every action. 

Previously he served continuously with the Bn from Jan 1943 to the end of the N. Africa campaign and took a leading part in the well 
known actions at Sidi N'Sir, Pichon and Bou Arada/ 

M.I.D. London Gazette 24 August 1944 / ... for gallant and distinguished services in Italy.' 

The following is extracted from a contemporary newspaper obituary: 

"Echo" Staff Reporter Col. Peter Ross Sawyer OBE, MC. TD, JP, FRIBA, DL, well known throughout Hampshire as an architect and for 
his distinguished record as a Territorial fighting soldier has died aged 60. 

He was deputy lieutenant for Hampshire in 1972 and was honoured in 1962 by his appointment as Aide-de-Camp TA to the Queen. 
He was awarded the OBE (military division) in 1958. 

His Army career began when he was commissioned to the 4 th Territorial Battalion of the Hampshire Regiment in 1933. 

For most of the war he served with the 5 th Battalion The Royal Hampshire Regiment. Out of 167 officers of the battalion he alone 
remained with them throughout their many actions in North Africa, Italy and Greece. He was awarded the MC while company 
commander of the battalion at the Battle of Salerno in south Italy in September 1943. 

He became commander of the 4 th battalion TA from 1955 until 1959 when he was made deputy commander of the 128 Hampshire 
Infantry Brigade, a position he held until 1963. 

Col. Sawyer combined his civilian career as a chartered architect and his close links with the Army when he designed the Royal 
Hampshire Regiment memorial in Southgate Street, Winchester.'

The following is extracted from the original recommendation: 

'Capt Blake is the Quartermaster of this battalion and has held this position since it embarked for active service in January 1943. By his 
outstanding devotion to duty in the most trying, arduous and often difficult and dangerous circumstances, he has maintained the 
highest standard of administrative efficiency. At the beginning of September 1944, this battalion moved up from Central Italy, after a 
period of rest and reorganisation, to take its part in the final assault on the Gothic Line. The bulk of the work of reorganisation and re¬ 
equipment had fallen to Capt Blake, who certainly laid the foundation of subsequent successes in battle. 
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In a major action between 15 Sep 44 and 1 7 Sep 44 - the capture of Bagli and Cerasola - the battalion underwent a severe test of its 
administration in the field. Although our lines of communication were under observed shellfire, the coys never lacked supplies. This 
officer's unswerving devotion to duty in face of some of the worst shellfire the battalion has experienced was directly responsible for 
this. Casualties were numerous at it was due to Capt Blake's efforts and initiative that reinforcements were speedily equipped and sent 
forward. 

Many subsequent actions were fought in the most difficult circumstances up to the crossing of the Costna River in November and 
throughout all this time the administration and supply were of the highest order, and this is to be directly attributed to the personal 
courage and leadership of the Quartermaster. 

At the beginning of November, the Battalion was ordered at extremely short notice to proceed to Taranto, from where they eventually 
embarked for Greece. Once again there were many problems concerning both the handing-over and taking-over of stores and 
equipment in the two countries, which were solved by him in record time.'

The following is extracted from the original recommendation: 

'After a long and meritorious career in the regular army Lieutenant Colonel V.A. Blake became a Cadet Staff Officer in 1956. He was 
commissioned for service as an Army Cadet Forces officer and has performed his duties in an exemplary manner over a period of 
twelve years. Although the way in which he has carried out his normal duties is worthy of recognition, it is what he has done for the 
Army Cadet Force in his own time which singles him out as worthy of an award. 

In his own time he has regularly visited the forty-eight detachments spread over Hampshire and the Isle of Wight and encouraged and 
stimulated all ranks by his keen interest in all activities. He has supervised and assisted in a wide range of activities such as Range 
Days and competitions between the Combined Cadet Force and the Army Cadet Force, and his officers have been solely responsible 
for the worthwhile results obtained in the county as a whole. He has taken a particular interest in games and athletics and has helped 
to organise the Athletic meetings of the County, District and Command. He is most active in his role of Deputy Commandant and his 
knowledge, advice and co-operation have been invaluable to five County Cadet Commanders over a period of twelve years. 

After his long period of services in the regular army Lieutenant Colonel Blake could have been expected to relax and enjoy his 
retirement, and it is greatly to his credit that he chose instead to continue in the service of his country. Lieutenant Colonel Blake is 67 
years of age and his time for retirement cannot be long delayed. When the time comes the Army Cadet Force in Hampshire and the 
Isle of Wight will lose a valuable and much loved supporter. His complete dedication to duty, his exceptional loyalty and devotion is 
an example and inspiration to all with whom he comes in contact. He has the proud record of over fifty years in uniform, and is 
specially deserving of recognition for service above and beyond the normal call of duty.'

Posted to the 12th Battalion, he entered the France/Flanders theatre 
of war on 1 September 1915. He served in France until 30 January 1917. Returning to England he was discharged to a temporary 
commission in the Hampshire Regiment on 26 June 1917. Commissioned into the 15th Battalion Hampshire Regiment he returned to 
France. Soon in action, Green was awarded the M.C. for his gallantry in the attack on the Kemmel sector on 9 August and in the same 
month was wounded.

'On 25 June 1944 the Battalion was ordered to capture the high ground astride the road just south of La Villa 3589. At about 1830 
hours the left forward company was held up by heavy Spandau fire and snipers from pt. 379350892B company were ordered to form 
up behind this coy and take the objective which was pt. 379. 

Major Blaker led his coy across under fire, directed the forming up personally and passed them over the S.L. in very quick time. The 
assault was uphill and subjected to heavy cross fire from M.Gs. and snipers, who were hidden in the corn. By his cool and fearless 
example this officer led his coy forward to the objective in spite of many casualties, with great dash and determination. 

Having captured his objective and put the Boche to flight with only himself and 23 others, he swept over the hill and cleared the 
village of La Villa where he accounted for even more of the enemy in hand to hand fighting in the houses.' 

Major Geoffrey Brook Blaker was killed in action in Italy on 1 July 1944 whilst serving with the 2nd Battalion, Hampshire Regiment. He 
was 25 years of age and is buried at Assisi War Cemetery, Italy.

'Near here [Nagalo on the Kabul river] on November 10th, Captain Poole's company, out escorting foragers, met fierce opposition. The 
party was approaching a village, Doaba, some miles up-stream of Nagalo, expecting to obtain supplies but met the inhabitants retiring 
in confusion and alarm. Pushing on nevertheless, Captain Poole ran into several hundreds of tribesmen. Sending half his party back 
with his baggage animals, he and the rest took post to cover them and by effective shooting kept the Afghans at bay for over an hour. 
By then the enemy, taking advantage of good cover, were getting round his flanks and threatening his retreat. He therefore fell back 
through a narrow defile along the river, so closely pressed that he had to leave his dead behind and had much difficulty getting his 
wounded away. He was hit himself, but Lt. Carnegy took over and carried on, Corporal Woolley, whose marksmanship was notable, 
making a gallant but unsuccessful attempt to rescue a wounded man who fell into the river. Meanwhile a sowar had carried the news 
back to camp and Major Baker was hurrying to the rescue with two companies of the Sixty-Seventh, four guns and other troops. These 
arrived in the nick of time, the guns opening fire and checking an outflanking movement on the verge of success. Lt. Atkinson's 
company of the Sixty-Seventh now pushed forward up the defile, the other troops advancing parallel to its right. The pursuing 
tribesmen now found the tables turned; crowded in the defile they gave the guns and the Sixty-Seventh's Martinis good targets and 
were pressed back beyond Doaba, suffering severely, but the Sixty-Seventh had four killed and several wounded.' 

William Heath was born at Freshwater, Isle of Wight, and enlisted into the 67th Foot at Portsmouth on 30 November 1869, aged 18 
years. During his period of service he was 128 days in British Burmah and 6 years 57 days in the East Indies. He was discharged at 
Netley on 10 August 1880, in consequence of 'Gun Shot wound right leg (Leg amputated) in action 10th November 1879 
(Afghanistan)'.

1913 : 

'Ex-Colour Sergeant C. Brooks, whose photograph we reproduce in this number, 
joined the Service in 1871, being attested for the 67th at Hythe on Dec. 30th of 
that year. After serving for eighteen years he was transferred as a Colour-Sergeant 
to the P.S. of the Notts and Derby Regiment (Militia), becoming discharged to 
pension on April 30th, 1895, with a total service of 23 years 4 months, out of 
which 15 years and 1 month were spent abroad. Mr. Brooks is the proud 
possessor of the medal for distinguished conduct in the field, gained whilst 
engaged in the Burmah Campaign of 1886. It was on July 31st of that year, 
during the engagement at the relief of Silay-Myo, when the officer in command of 
the column, the late Major Atkinson, was killed, that Col.-Sergt. Brooks took 
charge of the mixed detachment of Europeans and native troops and carried out 
the engagement successfully, inflicting a severe reverse upon the enemy, and 
being subsequently rewarded with this decoration. As is most generally known 
by all interested, the D.C. medal has a pecuniary addition of 6d. per diem to the 
recipient's pension, but through some mischance or other this was overlooked 
upon assessment of Mr. Brooks's pension, and until 1911 was not issued to him. 
In that year he attended at the sergeants' annual for the first time, when the 
conversation led to the subject of pensions, and he found that for a period of over 
15 years he had been minus this 6d. per diem. Representations were at once 
made to the Army Council by the Secretary of the Military Aid Fund, with the 
result that the amount was at once added to his daily rate of pension. We are 
given to understand that influential representations are promised towards getting 
the sum which elapsed through this error, which we hope will be successful.'

Martin Rooney was born in the Parish of Cloastoke, Loughsea, County Galway, and enlisted there into the Connaught Rangers on 18

discharge on 8 July 1891, on payment of £18. On 18 November 1893 he re-enlisted into the Hampshire Regiment at Portsmouth. He 
served as a Sergeant in South Africa with the 2nd Battalion from 4 January 1900 to 25 June 1902. He returned to Malta again in 
September 1903, and in January 1905 transferred to the Military Provost Staff Corps, serving at H.M. Military Prison, Malta, until 
October 1908, and again, after a period at Home, from September 1910. He returned Home in September 1912 and was discharged 
from the 2nd Battalion, Hampshire Regiment, on 4 December 1912. His L.S. & G.C. medal and gratuity was granted at the same time, 
per Army Order 104 of 1912.

When it became dark, he went 
forward with Sjt Fry to make a recce so as to find an approach and a position from which to rush the enemy. In doing this he was 
wounded by a grenade but after attention from a stretcher bearer he returned to his command and again tried to capture the hill. 

This Warrant Officer displayed a very high standard of personal courage and leadership throughout. He later withdrew under orders 
with "B" and "D" Coys, refusing further medical attention until the withdrawal had been effected. The attack began at 1430hrs and the 
Coys withdrew at about 0200hrs.'

'At St. Pierre la Vieille on Aug 11th Pte. Ellis was acting as D.R. to the Bn. Command Post. The fwd rifle coys were separated from the 
comd post by a ravine which was under continual enemy small arms and heavy mortar fire to the extent that it was impossible to get 
any track vehicles up to the Coys. Throughout the day Pte. Ellis acted as D.R. between the Command Post and these fwd troops, and at 
frequent intervals when WAT comn failed he was the only link. He also accompanied the Commanding Officer on all his recces, and 
whilst doing so showed complete disregard for his own personal safety. Pte. Ellis's coolness, bravery and fine example under fire 
throughout a long and trying day were outstanding.'

'On 4 th September 1944, at Catselleale (886854), the company, in which Pte Soles was serving as a mortar man, was engaged in a 
heavy advanced guard action. On three separate occasions, when other means of communication had broken down, Pte Soles 
volunteered to carry back messages to Coy HQ over a route which was subjected to constant sniping and continuous and accurate 
shell and mortar fire. On each occasion Pte Soles delivered his message and at once undertook the hazardous return journey carrying 
further orders. By unhesitatingly risking his life to carry out this mission Pte Soles enabled control to be retained and contributed 
immeasurably to his company's success in the action. 

On 16 th September the coy to which Pte Soles belonged was committed to an attack on the village of Montescudo where the enemy 
was putting up a savage resistance. Again Pte Soles was indefatigable in carrying messages under the heaviest of fire, often at 
practically point blank range. On one occasion a grenade burst almost at his feet but this in no way affected his will to carry on and he 
delivered promptly the message entrusted to him. 

After this action Pte Soles was promoted and the actions at San Lorenzo, San Martino in Strada and the crossing of the rivers Lamone 
and Monone he displayed the same gallantry and proved himself to be an outstanding leader, invariably accomplishing the task which 
was allotted to his section no matter how tenacious the opposition. CpI Soles's gallantry, determination and high standard of leadership 
could not fail to be an inspiration to all with whom he came in contact.'

'On 12th December 1955 a composite Company located a communist terrorist camp on a steep hillside in very thick jungle. After 4 
hours of movement carried out in complete silence a cordon was placed in position round the camp using two and a half platoons. The 
camp was then assaulted by the remaining half platoon. 

CpI Wheeler owing to a shortage of NCOs in his platoon was commanding two sections. He and his two sections crowded into 
position within sight of the camp down a very steep spur and he personally placed each man in position moving silently and with 
infinite care. He and his men then remained in position without movement for rather over two hours until the camp was assaulted from 
the opposite side. As soon as the assault party opened fire the terrorists in the camp fled firing as they ran. Six of them endeavoured to 
escape through CpI Wheeler's party and all were shot dead. CpI Wheeler himself killing at least one. As a result of this most successful 
engagement twelve terrorists were killed or captured out of a total of thirteen or fourteen in the camp. 

CpI Wheeler's leadership, steadiness under fire and devotion to duty was not only an inspiration to his men but played an 
indispensable part in the success of this most successful operation.'

Thomas Edmond Knox was born in London on 16 March 1820, son of Admiral 
Hon. Edmund Sexton Pery Knox, R.N. He was first commissioned as Ensign in the 
98th Foot on 26 January 1838, removing to the 85th Foot the following month; 
Lieutenant, June 1842; Adjutant, October 1843; Captain, July 1846; Major, 3rd 
West India Regiment, by purchase, August 1852; Major, 67th Regiment, by 
exchange, February 1853; Lieutenant-Colonel, September 1858. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Knox commanded the 67th Regiment throughout the 
campaign of 1860 in China, including the action of Sinho, taking of Tongho, and 
led the storming party across the main ditch at the taking of the inner Taku Fort 
when 77 officers and men of the 67th were killed or wounded. He was also 
present at the surrender of Pekin. 

He was mentioned in Lieutenant-General Sir J. Hope Grant's despatch of 24th 
August 1860, 'for passing the main ditch of the Taku Fort on the 21st August 
1860 with the Storming party, partly by the French Bridge and partly by 
swimming over and forcing their way in by single file in the most gallant 
manner.' 

For these services he was rewarded with the C.B. (London Gazette 1 March 
1861) and received the China medal with 2 clasps. He was made Brevet Colonel 
in January 1863, and transferred to the 9th Regiment in October 1864, 
commanding the 2nd Battalion in Japan 1865-74, when it was guarding the 
British Legation. In November 1888 he transferred to the 2nd Hampshire 
Regiment, who were then serving in Burma, before transferring to the Colonelcy 
of the 9th Regiment once more in December 1893. He retired in the rank of 
General and died on 27 May 1898.

The outstanding Boer War night action V.C. group of four awarded to Sergeant W. B. Traynor, West Yorkshire 
Regiment, who was decorated for saving a comrade under murderous fire during Botha's daring attack against Smith- 
Dorrien's column at Bothwell on 6 February 1901, when, as Conan Doyle put it, 'The West Yorkshires were no more 
flurried at three in the morning than at three in the afternoon': nonetheless casualties were heavy, among them 
Traynor, who later treasured a War Office telegram received by his wife announcing his death in action - he did in 
fact survive his serious wounds and was still around to receive the Coronation Medal in 1953

V.C. London Gazette 1 7 September 1901: 

'During the night attack on Bothwell camp, on 6 February 1901, Sergeant Traynor jumped out of a trench and ran out under an 
extremely heavy fire to the assistance of a wounded man. While running out he was severely wounded, and being unable to carry the 
man himself, he called for assistance. Lance-Corporal Lintott at once came to him, and between them they carried the wounded soldier 
into shelter. After this, although severely wounded, Sergeant Traynor remained in command of his section, and was most cheerful in 
encouraging his men till the attack failed.' 

William Barnard Traynor was born at 29 Moxon Street, Hull, in December 1870, the son of Francis Traynor, a flax dresser from Co. 
Monaghan, Ireland, and Rebecca Traynor. Educated locally at the Pryme Street (Roman Catholic) School, he enlisted in the West 
Yorkshire Regiment at Beverely on 14 November 1888 and served for several years in India, including postings to the garrisons at 
Mooltan, Lahore and Lucknow. 

Embarked with the 2nd Battalion for South Africa on the outbreak of hostilities, Traynor, by now a Sergeant, was present in the actions 
at Willow Grange in November 1899, at Colenso, Spion Kop and Vaal Krantz, and thence, in the following year, in the operations in 
Northern Natal and Orange River Colony, including the action at Laing's Nek. 
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/ Their forlorn hope then rushed between two trenches held by the West Yorkshires, driving in front of 
them a troop of loose horses' (From After Pretoria: The Guerilla War) 


Victoria Cross 

But it was for his gallantry at Bothwell on 6 February 1901, that he was awarded his V.C., an action best summarised in H. W. Wilson's 
After Pretoria: The Guerilla War: 

'On 5 February, General Smith-Dorrien, on the British left, reached Bothwell Farm, in the neighbourhood of Lake Chrissie, which is 
famous as being one of the very few sheets of fresh water in South Africa. Here he halted for the night and, with the studious attention 
to all reasonable precautions, which had won him so good a reputation in this protracted war, entrenched his camp strongly. The night 
was intensely dark, and the obscurity was increased by a heavy mist which hung over these uplands, rendering it impossible for the 
sentries and outposts to see anyone at a few yards' distance. It was fortunate that so much care was shown on the British side, as Louis 
Botha during the day had reinforced Lukas Meyer, who was conducting the Boer retreat in this quarter, and had determined upon a 
night attack with 2,000 men, to cover the withdrawal northwards of the great bulk of his force, now menaced with the danger of being 
driven into Natal or penned in upon the Swazi frontier. At 3 a.m. on the 6th the assault was delivered. 

The Boers were able to crawl close in to the British outposts before they were seen and challenged. Their forlorn hope then rushed 
between two trenches held by the West Yorkshires, driving in front of them a troop of loose horses, so as to confuse the British troops 
and lead them to think they were being charged by mounted men. They did cause momentary confusion, but the men of G and H 
Companies of the West Yorkshires were good soldiers, tried by months of war, and they held fast, while the supports coming up caught 
the Boer stormers and fought them hand-to-hand, speedily hurling them back in wild disorder. The enemy left on the ground 
Commandant Spruyt and some twenty burghers dead, close to or inside the British lines. Spruyt was a man of exceptional bravery. He 
had previously been taken prisoner, and had escaped, without any taint of treachery of unfairness, by leaping from a train in motion. 

While the main attack was going forward, the Boers had opened a heavy rifle fire upon the camp and had also feinted its eastern 
corner. The crackle of the fusillade, the hail of bullets and the stampeding of the horses caused a great confusion. Many men were 
killed or wounded as they lay asleep. But order was swiftly restored; the tired troops as they awoke collected their wits, snatched up 
their rifles, and dashed forth to repel their assailants. They had no mark at which to fire except the fitful flashes of the Martinis and 
Mausers, yet there is evidence that many of the British bullets found billets in the enemy's ranks. Long before day broke, seeing that 
their onset had failed, the Boers withdrew, well knowing that the British were too ignorant of the ground to attempt pursuit until day 
came. They seem to have made off to the north, sending a detachment eastwards to make the British think that they were retiring in that 
direction. At daybreak Smith-Dorrien despatched his mounted infantry to follow them up, but they had already got so far that touch 
could not be recovered. 

The British casualties in this affair were heavy, and the large proportion of killed in the figures points to desperate hand-to-hand 
fighting. Twenty-four officers and men were killed and fifty-three wounded. The West Yorkshires were hardest hit. Their conduct in the 
face of surprise attack, with the odds heavily against them, was admirable. Among the Boer killed, besides Commandant Spruyt, were 
two Field Cornets, and Commandant Raademeyer was severely wounded.' 

And among our wounded was Traynor, who had won himself a V.C. for the above cited deeds at the height of the action. As stated, 
however, his wife Jane, whom he had married in June 1897, was the recipient of a War Office telegram stating her husband had been 
killed, only to learn shortly afterwards that he was in fact alive - with a splinter and bullet wounds to his chest and a thigh.

Owing to these wounds, Traynor was discharged from the Army in the same month that his V.C. was gazetted, and, for similar reasons, 
was unable to travel to London to receive his decoration from King Edward VII. Instead, as described in the following extract from the 
Daily Mail , he was invested with his Cross at York by Colonel Edward Browne, himself a V.C. winner from the Zulu War, in July 1902: 

'A brief but interesting ceremony took place at a full-dress parade of the troops of the York garrison at the infantry barracks this 
morning, when Sergeant W. B. Traynor, 2nd Battalion, West Yorkshire Regiment, was presented with the Victoria Cross gained during 
the South African War ... The officer making the presentation of the trophy, Colonel E. S. Browne, Assistant Adjutant-General, North 
Eastern District, is himself a Victoria Cross man. 

Having referred to the circumstances under which Sergeant Traynor risked his life to help one under his command, Colonel Browne, V. 
C., said one could not conceive a brighter example of true devotion to duty in a commander. 

Colonel Browne then called Sergeant Traynor, who was in mufti, forward and pinned the Cross to his breast, and also the South African 
Medal & clasps (6). 

Colonel Browne addressed the troops, remarking that owing to the state of Sergeant Traynor's health, it had not been possible for him 
to journey to London to receive the Cross, in the way he otherwise would, but that circumstances had its compensating advantage for it 
enabled Sergeant Traynor to receive it in the very cradle and home of the distinguished regiment to which he had belonged and earned 
honour for (cheers) ... At the conclusion of the ceremony, Sergeant Traynor received numerous personal congratulations.' 


The latter years 

In September 1902, after brief employment as an Orderly Room Clerk with the Royal Artillery, Traynor was given the post of Barrack 
Warden at Dover, in which capacity he was mentioned for valuable services in the the Great War in September 1918. 

Following a dinner for holders of the V.C. in the Royal Gallery of the House of Lords in 1929, at which the Prince of Wales was 
present, Traynor joined the Dover Branch of British Legion, and became one of its staunchest supporters, as well as, at times, one of its 
most outspoken critics, and onetime served as the branch's Vice-Chairman. 

He retired from his post as Barrack Warden in 1935, but remained a resident of Dover up until his death in October 1954, aged 83 
years, residing at the aptly named Ca Ira - the regimental march of the West Yorkshires - and latterly having been honoured as a non- 
Freemen of the Borough by an invitation to the Coronation lunch held in Dover Town Hall. Throughout his post military career, he also 
remained a loyal friend of his old regiment, travelling north to attend reunions at York on a regular basis. 

Traynor's funeral was attended by his extended family, including his son Major V. C. Traynor, R.E., and his grand-daughter 2nd 
Lieutenant Joy Traynor, W.R.A.C., in addition to the Mayor of Dover and numerous representatives of the West Yorkshire Regiment. He 
was buried in Charlton Cemetery.

'On 5 August 1936, when engaged in recovering am armoured car which had broken down on the Irish Bridge over the flooded river 
Indrayani, near Moshi, No. 7560229 Lance-Corporal S. J. Temple and No. 7884545 Private R. A. S. Campbell were swept off the bridge 
into the water below, where there were very swift and dangerous currents. Private Naughton (who was fully clothed, except for his 
boots) with an entire disregard of the grave risk of death to himself, immediately dived off the Irish Bridge, where the two men had been 
swept off into the water, to render assistance. He was drawn under the water several times, and it was only with the utmost difficulty 
that he was able to overcome the strong cross and under currents. He regained shallow water and was almost exhausted. Despite his 
personal fatigue, immediately he saw the body of one of the soldiers appear on the surface about 40 yards distant, he again heroically 
entered the water, and swimming with utmost difficulty, succeeded in bringing Lance-Corporal Temple, who was by this time 
unconscious, into shallow water, where both were assisted ashore, at a point about 100 yards downstream from the bridge. By his 
courageous action and absolute disregard of all danger, Private Naughton saved the life of Lance-Corporal Temple.' 
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Investiture Day , Poona , 9 June 1937 


Frank Naughton was born at Burton-on-Trent, Staffordshire, in March 1915, the son of Charles, a Boer War veteran who was then on 
active service, and Sophie. Both of his parents had been orphans and as a result of his father dying young, Naughton determined to 
make his way in the Army on completing his education at the Guild Street Central School. 

Duly enlisting in the Royal Tank Corps in late 1931, he was serving in the 10th Light Tank Company at Kirkee, Poona, at the time of his 
gallant lifesaving exploits in August 1936, when ordered to recover one of his unit's Crossley armoured cars. Invested with his E.G.M. 
by the Governor of Bombay, the 5th Lord Bradbourne, at an investiture held at Poona racecourse on 9 June 1937, he returned to the U. 
K. at the end of the year, where he joined the Plymouth City Police in March 1938. 

Called-up on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, shortly after having married Doreen Banks, he served as an instructor 
before being embarked for India in 1942, where he was appointed a Sergeant in the 26th Hussars. Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Royal Armoured Corps (R.A.C.) in March 1943, he served in the 150th R.A.C. Regiment as a Technical Adjutant during the 
Burma campaign 1944-45, and was present in the battles of Kohima and Imphal, and in General Slim's drive south to relieve Rangoon, 
and was a shadow of his former self on returning to the U.K. as a Captain at the War's end, when he appeared to his wife no more than 
'a yellow skeleton'. 

On recovering his health, Naughton rejoined the Plymouth City Police, the first nine years of his second period of service being spent 
on the beat at Greenbank, followed by eight years as a warrant officer responsible for the issuing of warrants and organising court 
appearances. 

Having then retired from the Devon and Cornwall Constabulary in March 1968, he worked as a supervisor for the English China Clay 
Company in Plymouth until his final retirement in 1979, following which he kept himself busy as President the South-West Burma Star 
Association and as President of the Royal Tank Regiment Association until 1995. 

Naughton, who had been re-invested with the G.C. at Buckingham Palace on 29 July 1947, died in June 2004, aged 89 years.

Frederick George Edward Lumb was born in January 1877 and was educated at Bedford School and the R.M.C. Sandhurst. 

Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in August 1897, he joined the Indian Staff Corps in the following year and was advanced to 
Lieutenant in November 1899. Having then witnessed active service with the 3rd Madras Light Infantry in the Boxer Rebellion (Medal), 
he joined the 1 /39th Garhwal Rifles in September 1901. 

Quickly embarked for France on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 18 
February 1915 refers) and awarded the M.C., the latter distinction for bravery at Festubert that November. Merewether's and Smith's 
Indian Staff Corps in France takes up the story: 

'The left flank of the German trench was selected for the operation, and Major Wardell led with his company from the point where the 
trench of the 57th Rifles commenced. The attack was preceded by a bombing party, headed by Lieutenant Robson and Captain 
Acworth of the 55th Rifles, who was attached to the 57th. With them were eight Afridis of the 57th. 

Moving forward along the trench, the little party first hurled bombs into a house on the left flank, which was occupied by German 
snipers, and then bombed the Germans, to their utter dismay, out of traverse, covering the ground with dead and wounded. Many of 
the enemy at once threw up their hands and surrendered, thirty or forty being captured in this way in the first two traverses. Major 
Wardell and his men followed up, bayoneting all who resisted. Captain Lumb, not to be outdone, and finding himself blocked by Major 
Wardell's men, jumped with a section and a half into the trench ahead of Major Wardell and proceeded to rush the traverses, 
bayoneting many of the enemy and taking some prisoners. In this work Lance-Naik Sankaru Gusain and Rifleman Kalamu Bisht showed 
great courage, and earned the 2nd Class, Indian order of Merit. 

Affairs then began to look a little awkward, as Major Wardell's party had been much weakened by casualties during this operation, and 
could do no more than hold the portion of the trench already taken. A gap was thus fast arising between him and Captain Lumb. 
Luckily, at this moment, Lieutenant Welchman brought up the remainder of Captain Lumb's men, and together they pushed on along 
the trench. 
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Conspicuous among them, ever in the van, was Naik Darwan Sing Negi. This non-commissioned officer, from the beginning to the end, 
was either the first, or among the first, to push round each successive traverse, facing a hail of bombs and grenades. Although twice 
wounded in the head and once in the arm, he refused to give in, and continued fighting without even reporting that he was wounded. 
When the fight was over and the company fell in, his company commander saw that he was streaming with blood from head to foot. 
For this most conspicuous bravery Naik Darwan Sing was awarded the Victoria Cross, being the second Indian soldier to receive this 
honour... For his determined leadership, Captain Lumb of the Garhwalis was awarded the Military Cross/ 

Advanced to Major in August 1915, Lumb went on to witness further action in the Egypt operations of 1916 and in Mesopotamia 191 7 
-18, adding the D.S.O. and French Legion of Honour (London Gazette 24 January 1920 refers) to his accolades, in addition to a brace 
of further "mentions" (London Gazettes 21 February and 5 June 1919 refer). 

Lumb next witnessed active service in the Kurdistan operations of May-December 1919 (Medal & clasp), for which he was given the 
Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel and again mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 12 February 1920 refers), and in Iraq in 54 Brigade 
in the following year (clasp), and he was advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1921. 

Latterly C.O. of Rangoon Brigade Area 1925-26 and Assistant Adjutant and Quarter-Master General Rawal Pindi District 1927-29, he 
was placed on the Retired List in the latter year. 

The Colonel, who settled in Tangier in North Africa, died in March 1958; sold with research, including a reference to a portrait 
photograph held by the National Portrait Gallery. 
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'We in Secunderabad were lucky to have some of the best men in the Indian Medical Service as the head of this 
hospitaland Colonel MacGregor was one of the finest type. Loved and respected by all, rich and poop he was 
extremely kind to the poor patients, and sometimes would help them with money from his own pocket. He would go 
round the hospital every day except on Sundays and see every patient , even though it was a 250-bedded hospital. He 
was lovingly called "The Padre" by very many poor patients. Britain taught many noble things to India: among them 
were punctuality , discipline , sincerity in one's work , sympathy , kindness and courteousness. If men like Colonel 
MacGregor succeeded in teaching such principles as these they should feel happy.'

Robert Forrester Douglas MacGregor, who was born in Edinburgh in January 
1885, was educated at George Watson's College and Merchiston Castle School, 
prior to entering Edinburgh University as a medical student. Qualifying in 1908, 
he served as Assistant Medical Officer at Stirling District Asylum before entering 
the Indian Medical Service as a Surgeon Lieutenant in January 1910. 

A Captain by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he arrived in France in 
late October and served in No. 128 Indian Field Ambulance in the Meerut 
Division until February 1915, more often than not at Advanced Dressing Stations 
and regularly under fire - a chapter of active service vividly recorded in his 
detailed diary (see below). 

Next embarked for Mesopotamia, he went on to win the M.C. and gain four 
"mentions", namely in Lieutenant-General Sir Percy Lake's despatch, dated 24 
August 1916, Lieutenant-General Sir F. S. Maude's despatch, dated 2 November 
1917, Lieutenant-General W. R. Marshall's despatch, dated 18 April 1918 and 
General Sir E. H. H. Allenby's despatch dated 5 March 1919, the latter, of 
course, for services in Palestine. 
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Post-war, he was advanced to Major in July 1921 and to Lieutenant-Colonel in July 1929, in which latter year he was also appointed 
Chief Medical Officer in Baluchistan, while in 1931-33 he held the corresponding post in Central India. But, as illustrated by the above 
testimonial, his happiest appointment would appear to have been his time as Residency Surgeon ay Hyderabad in 1933-39, work that 
resulted in his award of the C.I.E. 

MacGregor, whose final appointment was as Deputy Director-General of the Indian Medical Service in the 1939-45 War, died in 
Edinburgh in June 1960.

Cameron Macdonald Nicol was born in New Deer, Aberdeenshire on 20 July 1891. Having previously taken a M.A. degree, he 
graduated in medicine at Aberdeen in 1915. During the Great War he served in Salonika with the R.A.M.C. (T.F.) from August 1916. In 
1919 he became an M.D. He then took a regular commission in the Indian Medical Service, subsequently becoming the Assistant 
Director of Army Health of the Northern Command. He transferred to civil employment in 1934 and was later Director of Public 
Health for the Punjab. His activities following the Quetta earthquake and at the Hissar famine brought him to the notice of the 
authorities and in 1941 he was awarded the C.I.E. During the Second World War Nicol was recalled to the Army for special duty and 
was promoted to Brigadier on the staff of the quartermaster general with a mandate to create and run a directorate for food inspection. 
After the war Nicol returned to the Punjab as Director of Public Health. He returned to England in 1947. He died at Welwyn on 19 
February 1965.

'Lieutenant Nutting joined No. 1 Wing at Dunkirk in April 1915. During the past 
year he has been continually employed in coastal reconnaissances and as an 
aerial Observer for gun fire. 

Owing to his technical knowledge of wireless telegraphy, he has largely 
developed this branch of aerial science. He successfully installed the first 
receiving W./T. apparatus in aeroplanes with rotary engines, and with Flight 
Lieutenant G. H. Beard, successfully carried out night spotting by moonlight with 
General Wolfe on Westende. 

He has been continually employed in aerial spotting for Monitors' gun fire and 
has been largely responsible for the successful results obtained.' 

Charles William Nutting, who was born in April 1889, was appointed a 
Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve in March 1915. 
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Shortly afterwards he joined No. 1 Wing at Dunkirk as an Observer and W./T. Officer, in which capacity he flew many missions by day 
and night, and was responsible for greatly improving wireless telegraphy. Indeed Nutting's expertise was later employed aboard the 
seaplane carrier H.M.S. Riviera , important work that prompted Admiral Sir Reginald Bacon to give him due credit in his definitive 
history of the Dover Patrol: 

'Exceptionally good progress was made in wireless telegraphy under the guidance of Lieutenant Nutting. A new type of sending and 
receiving set was supplied, and this was successfully fitted to various types of machines and thoroughly tested' (Dover Patrol , refers). 

As noted by his service record, he also distinguished himself for gallant spotting work, when he was 'deserving of much credit for flying 
on 26 January 1916, and other dates, almost continuously under A.A. fire and successfully spotting the fire of the monitors.' 

Transferring to the newly established Royal Air Force in April 1918, Nutting quickly gained advancement to Squadron Leader and was 
awarded the O.B.E. for his work as a Communications Officer on the Technical Staff during the Iraq operations of December 1919 to 
November 1920 (London Gazette 28 October 1921 refers). 

Advanced to Wing Commander in January 1926, while serving on the Staff of the Signals Branch, and to Group Captain in January 
1933, he became Director of Signals at the Air Ministry in April 1937, in which capacity he was serving on the renewal of hostilities in 
September 1939 - he was a member of the committee that met delegates to discuss supplying British fighters in defence of Poland (C.B. 
E.). 

In April 1940, Nutting transferred to the Technical Branch, and in January 1941, on being advanced to Air-Vice-Marshal, he reached 
the pinnacle of his chosen profession - namely as Director-General of Signals. But in he was placed on the Retired List in the following 
year, when he took up appointment as Telecommunications Adviser to the Minister Resident in the Middle East. He retired to 
Galmpton, near Kingsbridge, Devon, after the War and died in February 1964; sold with original identity cards for travel in the Middle 
East in 1944 (2), and a large portrait photograph.

Albert William Hazel, who entered the Egyptian Civil Service on graduating from Hertford College, Oxford, was a long-served 
Inspector of the Interior who was awarded the 3rd Class of the Turkish Order of Medjidie sometime prior to the Great War. 

Granted the local rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the latter conflict, he was awarded the 3rd Class of the Egyptian Order of the Nile for 
his Valuable services' (London Gazette 29 December 1916 refers), a civil O.B.E. (London Gazette 7 January 1918 refers), a mention in 
despatches by General Allenby (London Gazette 16 January 1918 refers), and, finally, in June 1919, the C.B.E., this latter most probably 
in connection with his services as an Inspector of Recruiting. 

Be that as it may, Hazel was no longer around to enjoy the latter appointment, having been murdered near Deirut on 24 March 1919, 
just a few days after several Europeans met a similar fate at the local railway station - the whole as a result of a violent uprising that 
resulted in death or injury to some 75 British citizens in the Spring and Summer of that year. He is believed to have been shot. 

The Colonel, who was aged 42 years, left a widow, Marie Sophia of Oaken, Wolverhampton. He is buried in the Cairo War Memorial 
Cemetery.

Allan Heriot Pollock was born in July 1891, the son of Major J. H. Pollock of Coulsdon, Surrey, and was educated at Dover College. 

Commissioned in the 8th Battalion, King's Own (Royal Lancaster Regiment), in December 1914, he served out in France from 
September 1915 until October 1918, was twice wounded, awarded the M.C. and mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 18 
December 191 7 refers). 

Transferring to the Indian Army with an appointment as a Lieutenant in the 2/26th Punjabis in November 1918, he was advanced to 
Captain in August of the following year and quickly witnessed active service in the Third Afghan War (Medal & clasp); so, too, in the 
North-West Persia operations of August-December 1920 (Medal & clasp). 

In January 1922, his regiment was re-titled the 15th Punjabis, and he was present in the Waziristan operations (clasp), while in July 
1932, following active service in the Burma operations (clasp), he was given the Brevet of Major. And he was subsequently present in 
operations on the North-West Frontier in 1935 (clasp). 

Advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1940 - and to Acting Colonel before the year's end - he is believed to have commanded 
the 3/1 5th Punjabis in Somaliland and North Africa 1940-41, gaining a mention in despatches (London Gazette 11 February 1941 
refers), in addition to the O.B.E. - quite possibly for the famous action at Tug Argan. 

Pollock was advanced to Temporary Brigadier in March 1942, which rank he was permitted to retain on being placed on the Retired 
List at the War's end; sold with research.

(William) Kyrle (Percy) Ffrench was born at Netley Abbey, Hampshire, in March 
1879, and was educated at Marlborough and Pembroke College, Cambridge. 

A teacher by profession, he was an Assistant Master at Uppingham 1901-6, a 
Professor of Arts at the Muir Central College in Allahabad, India, 1906-8, and a 
Member of the Educational Department in Agra and Oudh; so, too, onetime an 
Assistant Master at the City of London School. 

Mobilised from the Special Reserve on the outbreak of hostilities, he arrived in 
Gallipoli as a reinforcement for the 2nd Battalion, South Wales Borderers, on 26 
May 1915, and was wounded in the battle of Gully Ravine on 28 June, when his 
unit's war diary noted that the men 'advanced through a perfect hail of 
shrapnel ... the whole place was littered with dead and the stench was almost 
unbearable'. British casualties were assessed conservatively at the 2,000 mark, 
owing in large to a shortage of supporting howitzer fire; also see The History of 
the South Wales Borderers, by C. T. Atkinson, for further details. 

Evacuated from the Peninsula in September, Ffrench was mentioned in 
despatches by Sir Ian Hamilton ( London Gazette 22 September 1915 refers), and 
was awarded the M.C. 

On recovering from his wounds, he returned to duty with an appointment at the 
War Office in March 1916, and, after further service as a Staff Captain, Home 
Forces, in which period he gained another "mention" ( London Gazette 5 May 
1916 refers), he was employed as a G.S.O. 3 in Northern Command from 
November 1916 until August 191 7. 

Going out to France at the end of the same year, he was subsequently employed as a Deputy and Assistant Adjutant-General until the 
end of hostilities, latterly in the temporary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and won a third mention in despatches ( London Gazette 5 July 
1919 refers). 

Between the Wars, Ffrench was given the Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1924 and served as Deputy Assistant Adjutant and 
Quarter-Master General in the 55th (West Lancashire) Division from April 1926 until being placed on the Reserve of Officers as a 
Colonel. 

Having then settled at Greystone House in Winforton, Herefordshire, for which county he was a Deputy Lieutenant, he added the O.B.

Miss Maureen Mary Jones received her O.B.E. as a Senior Principal at G.C.H.Q., the "code-breakers", and Britain's most secret 
intelligence agency - the only such award for the Falklands conflict. 

According to the Gloucestershire Echo 11 October 1982, which headlined her Falklands award above those to the Old Cheltonians 
Major-General Sir Jeremy Moore and Colonel Mike Rose: 

'The vital role played by the top secret Government Communication Headquarters in Cheltenham during the Falklands conflict is 
shrouded in mystery. But staff at G.C.H.Q. did work closely with the Ministry of Defence in providing communications support to the 
Armed Forces, it has been revealed. And a Cheltenham woman, Miss Maureen Jones who is a senior principal at G.C.H.Q. has been 
made an O.B.E. in the Falklands honours list. Miss Jones was born in Crewe, Cheshire and educated at Nantwich and Acton Grammar 
School. She joined the Civil Service as a temporary clerk in 1943 and transferred to G.C.H.Q. on its inception ... Miss Jones' O.B.E. is 
just one of 833 Falklands awards to servicemen and civilians whose actions were crucial to victory.' 

According to that day's Daily Telegraph just 26 of the 833 gallantry and distinguished service Honours & Awards for the Falklands War 
were awarded to women. 

Government Communications Headquarters is the top-secret successor to the famous wartime code-breaking organisation, the 
Government Code and Cypher School (G.C. & C.S.) at Bletchley Park (Station X). The G.C. & C.S. was officially renamed G.C.H.Q. in 
1948 (a cover name it had used during the War) but its existence and that of Bletchley was not acknowledged until the 1970s. It is 
Britain's largest but most elusive intelligence service. Officially a part of the Foreign and Commonwealth Office, it commands more 
staff than the Security Service (M.1.5) and the Secret Intelligence Service (M.1.6) combined. 

Miss Maureen Jones served with G.C. & C.S. and G.C.H.Q. for over 41 years, from the Second World War through the Cold War to the 
Falklands War, retiring in 1984. She died in Cheltenham in May 2012, aged 87 years. Her closest relative, her unmarried sister who 
accompanied her to the investiture at Buckingham Palace, was already deceased. 
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Falklands War 1982 and the sinking of the "Belgrano" 

The exact nature and extent of G.C.H.Q.'s successes in interception and code breaking during the Falklands War has never been 
officially revealed. Richard J. Aldrich gives some indication in his recently published but unauthorised GCHQ - The Uncensored Story 
of Britain's Most Secret Intelligence Agency. Following a security gaffe by an M.P. in the House of Commons during the April 1982 
Falklands debate the Argentinians Improved their cipher security, their material became harder to break ... They improved their 
procedures, changed their codes more frequently and in some cases double enciphered, but to little avail, since their actual machines 
were compromised. Commander Robert Denton Green, who was the Intelligence Officer at Fleet Headquarters in Northwood, offers 
the best assessment: 

'But amid all this difficulty, G.C.H.Q. managed to break the Argentine codes. They were not terribly sophisticated, but we got a lot of 
very high quality political and battle-planning intelligence. It took us between twelve and twenty-four hours to decipher and translate 
the messages, so we were always trying to extrapolate forward to see what they meant for us now/ 

Denton Green concludes that although the material was sometimes ambiguous, G.C.H.Q. intercepts gave it a reasonable picture of 
what was going on inside the minds of the main Argentine commanders. 

One example is the vital role that G.C.H.Q. played in protecting the vulnerable Task Force through the sinking of the Argentine cruiser 
General Belgrano by the submarine H.M.S. Conqueror on 2 May 1982, as related by Aldrich: 

'Events largely turned upon a sequence of Argentine Navy signals that were intercepted and read by G.C.H.Q. On 1 May 1982 the 
Argentine Navy was told to locate the British Task Force around the Falklands and launch a 'massive attack' as soon as possible. The 
Belgrano was ordered south and into the Exclusion Zone. This alarming signal was intercepted by G.C.H.Q., and strongly informed the 
government's deliberations. Shortly afterwards, the War Cabinet met at the Prime Minister's country residence, Chequers, and 
authorised an attack on the Belgrano. Sigint showed that, although at this moment she still lay outside the Exclusion Zone, her orders 
were clear, and she constituted a serious threat.'

'As Regimental Technical Adjutant, Captain Farncombe has proved a tower of strength throughout the campaign in N.W. Europe. Not 
only has he performed his own duties of repair and recovery, frequently under fire, with the greatest courage and efficiency; but he has 
also been responsible for the technical stores department, which is handled by the Quarter-Master in most regiments. For a 
considerable period the Regiment was without an E.M.E., when he controlled the work of the L.A.D. in addition. Furthermore, in the 
last few months, the Regiment has twice been converted from tanks to Buffaloes and once back to tanks, which has given him a 
tremendous amount of extra work, yet he has always been cheerful, hard-working, helpful and efficient. 

During the Ardennes offensive he had a number of particularly difficult tasks of recovery and repair under arctic conditions and on ice¬ 
bound roads, yet he never let himself be defeated. Again, during Operation "Plunder" at the time of the crossing of the Rhine, he went 
from Squadron to Squadron quite oblivious of the intermittent enemy harassing fire and was in fact hit on the head and knocked 
momentarily unconscious. On recovering consciousness he continued to work as though nothing had happened. I cannot speak too 
highly of his conduct throughout this period. He has been mainly responsible for the mechanical efficiency of the Regiment, without 
which its tactical successes would have been impossible.' 

Philip Venables Francombe, who was born in October 1908, was a pre-war Gunner in 252 (City of Oxford) Anti-Aircraft Battery, Royal 
Artillery (Territorial Army), and was called-up in early August 1939. 

Subsequently commissioned in the Royal Armoured Corps (R.A.C.), he served in the 1st Northamptonshire Yeomanry from its arrival in 
France in June 1944 up until the German surrender in May 1945, a period that witnessed heavy fighting in Normandy, including Caen, 
and afterwards at the capture of Le Havre. Moving thence to Holland, the regiment was involved in the yet further bitter fighting during 
the Ardennes offensive, followed by the crossing of the Rhine in March 1945, when, re-equipped with Buffalo amphibious tanks, it 
helped carry the assault wave across the river. For his own part, Farncombe was twice wounded, firstly on 29 October 1944, when he 
sustained a perforated eardrum, and again on 22 March 1945, when he was hit in the scalp and knocked out - but on both occasions 
he remained on active duty - a fine record that resulted in a "mention" (London Gazette 22 March 1945 refers) and the award of his O. 
B.E. He was demobilised in September 1945.

Harold Parrott was born in Gibraltar on 3 September 1 892, the son of Patrick and Martha Parrott. A Weaver by occupation, he enlisted 
into the 4th Battalion East Lancashire (T.F.) on 17 February 1909 and thence attested for the 1st Battalion Liverpool Regiment on 15 
November 1909. He transferred to the 1st Battalion Somerset Light Infantry in March 1910. In September 1911 he was transferred to 
the 2nd Battalion and was posted to Tientsin on peace keeping duties during the Chinese Revolution, 1911-12. In October 1913 he 
was posted to India, subsequently serving in the operations on the N.W. Frontier during 1919. Promoted to Sub-Conductor in August 
1923; he was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in 1928 and Jubilee Medal in 1935. On 7 November 1935 he was advanced to 
Conductor and on 12 April 1939 he was commissioned a Lieutenant and Assistant Commissary. On 15 June 1938 he married Dorothy

Gavin Buchanan Purves Smith was born on 17 June 1914. He was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the K.O.S.B. from the 
Supplementary Reserve of Officers on the 1 7 June 1937. On 15 October 1937 he was living at 21 Calverley Park, Tunbridge Wells and 
officially changed his name by adding his Christian name Purves to his surname becoming Gavin Buchanan Purves-Smith. 

In 1944-45 while serving as a War Substantive Captain/Temporary Major he was recommended for an MBE by Lieutenant-General 
Frank Mersservy commanding 4th Corps, which was approved by General Bill Slim. His recommendation reads: 

'Throughout the crossing of the IRRAWADDY at NYAUNGU by 4 Corps, the subsequent capture of Meiktila and the advance down the 
main RANGOON road to within 28 miles of RANGOON this officer held the post of G2(la) at HQ 4 Corps. He applied himself 
unsparingly to the task of supplying to the formations of 4 Corps all the operational intelligence they required, while at the same time 
handling the sometimes almost overwhelming volume of intelligence being received at Corps HQ as the result of our advance. In 
discharging these duties successfully he was called upon to work long hours at high pressure over a period of months.' 

Gavin Buchanan Purves Smith was twice made a Lieutenant-Colonel in the period between 26 June 1945 and 31 December 1947 and 
was promoted substantive Major on 17 June 1950. He retired from the K.O.S.B. as an Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel on the 31 May

Charles Futcher Smith was born in Battersea, London, in February 1876, and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in March 
1891. Joining H.M.S. Philomel in October 1893, aboard which ship he would gain advancement to Ordinary Seaman and to Able 
Seaman, he was present in operations with the Naval Brigade landed at the time of the Benin River Expedition of 1894 (Medal & clasp). 
Shortly thereafter, however, his seagoing career came to an end when he was invalided ashore to Chatham Hospital in May 1895. 

Having then worked for a company in Lambeth, London, he was made redundant in August 1897 and decided to seek his fortune in 
South Africa. And, by the time of the outbreak of hostilities in October 1899, was working as a Station Master for the Cape Government 
Railways at Dordrecht. 

The Boer War - 'He won the V.C. dozens of times' 

Fortunately for posterity's sake, a wonderful statement of services submitted by Smith as a part of a future petition survives, recounting 
in detail his assorted actions and promotions, and it is therefore possible to submit the following outline of his experiences in Boer War, 
experiences that encompassed operations in Cape Colony and the Transvaal, including the defence of Wepener and the action at 
Wittebergen (Queen's Medal & 4 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). 

Quickly presenting himself for military service, he was enrolled as a Trooper in the Frontier Mounted Rifles, and served as a scout to 
Captain Hon. Raymond de Montmorency, V.C., late 21st Lancers. After the reversal at Stormberg, Smith was one of a party of 37 men 
surrounded at Labuschagnes Nek, near Dordrecht, but the party held out until relieved by the Cape Mounted Rifles, although the senior 
officer present was mortally wounded and all of their horses shot dead. Smith received the thanks of General Sir W. F. Gatacre and was 
advanced to Corporal, with charge of a Maxim gun, and was back in action at the capture of Dordrecht, Jamestown and Aliwal North. 
At the latter place, in March 1900, most of the Frontier Mounted Rifles refused to cross into the Orange Free State, but Smith was one of 
60 volunteers to do so, under Captain D. P. Driscoll, thereby forming the nucleus of Driscoll's Scouts. 

Advanced to Sergeant, he was next present at the capture of Rouxville, Zastron, Smithfield and Ladybrand, having in the interim served 
at the defence of Wepener in April 1900. Appointed Sergeant-Major in October of the same year, Driscoll and 15 men, Smith among 
them, captured Fouriesburg, thereby enabling the release of some 300 British prisoners, while in December he was promoted to 
Regimental Sergeant-Major and acted as a "runner" for General Sir Hector MacDonald. Smith was commissioned as a Lieutenant, 
gained advancement to Captain in July 1901 and was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 29 July 1902 refers). 

And the injury that would lead to the loss of his left foot occurred in May 1902, when he was returning from the successful raid on 
Schweizer Renecke in the Transvaal and his horse took a tumble - thrown from his mount, the foot remained trapped in the stirrup iron, 
causing a serious internal injury: hence Smith's petition to the Rt. Hon. R. B. Haldane, M.P., Principal Secretary of State for War. Smith 
takes up the story after he was unable to run a new business in Bloemfontein on demobilisation, on account of the ongoing agony 
caused by his injury: 

The treatment your Petitioner underwent was ineffectual, owing to the development of disease in the bone occasioned by the injury, 
until eventually the Petitioner was compelled to abandon his business and return to this country a helpless invalid for expert treatment. 
The Petitioner then attended St. Thomas's Hospital in London and it was found necessary to amputate the injured foot in order to 
remove the diseased bone and the amputation was ordered by Mr. Battle, Consultant Surgeon to the Hospital, on 21 October 1909. 
The wound from the operation up to the present time has not healed, notwithstanding that your Petitioner is still in attendance at the 
Hospital for treatment. 

Your Petitioner's commanding officer at the time of the injury was Lieutenant-Colonel D. P. Driscoll, D.S.O., who is in London 
commanding the Legion of Frontiersmen. He will be pleased to place at your disposal all particulars and information in support of this 
Petition.' 

Which leads neatly to Driscoll's glowing testimonial - and probable confirmation that Smith's D.S.O. was awarded in respect of 
rescuing a colleague at Doom Kloof: 

'Dear Captain Smith, 

You have asked me to back your petition regarding the obtaining from Government compensation of some sort for the loss of your foot. 

I have to say, that I am honestly and conscientiously of the opinion that if you had retired from Active Service at the time of your 
accident you would now have been in perfect health and with your body intact. 

Your sense of duty at a time when you were most needed by the regiment and your Country also coupled with my earnest request that 
you should stay with me, as I could not spare you, has caused you to be a permanent cripple. 

You started at the first period of War under me as a Trooper, you went right through with me earning each step up to Squadron Leader 
with the rank of Captain; and in the end you were awarded the D.S.O. 
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Evergreen in my memory will live your splendid gallantry all through the War. 

You won the V.C. dozens of times but as you know our law in the regiment was never to recommend any man for one. 

I don't think it will be out of place here to recall how on one occasion between Lindley and Kroonstad, at a place called Doom Kloof, 
when you with 16 men were caught in a trap, three or four were captured straight away and you with the remainder were fighting your 
way and carrying little Harper, shot through the stomach on a blanket: you saw one of our men, that huge American called Franks, 
lying behind a low wall: you rushed back alone under a heavy fire 50 yards range to assist him, and finding he was simply paralysed 
with fright, you kicked and punched and cursed him till he jumped up and ran from you towards your comrades, whom you both 
reached in safety. You saved him from being captured. 

I can state hundreds of such instances where you proved yourself a Hero and a worthy descendant of the Boys of the Bull dog breed. 

I hope earnestly that the Government will do something for you. It is your just due. You are young in years, and I know quite well that 
you will be one of the first to go forth again in the hour of your country's need, prepared to give your life for the honour of the Old 
Flag.

The Great War - 7 wouldn't be at all surprised if he gets the V.C. to add to his D.S.O.' 

The outcome to Smith's petition remains unknown, but, as predicted by Driscoll, he did indeed 'go forth again' in the hour of his 
country's need, and where better a place to start than his old C.O.'s new unit, the colourful 25th (Frontiersmen's) Battalion, Royal 
Fusiliers? Quickly appointed a Lieutenant, he was disembarked for active service at Mombasa in April 1915 - and with him were some 
some equally fascinating characters: 

'With the Fusiliers, however, Tighe did have the consolation, if that is the word, of claiming what may have been the most picaresque 
body of men to fight in East Africa or any other theatre of the war. Known quasi -off i c i a 11 y as the Frontiersmen, they had also acquired 
the sobriquet of "The Old and the Bold." Although the majority of the volunteers were in fact young men, quite a few whose khaki 
blouses sparkled with the ribbons of long-forgotten colonial campaigns would never see forty again - or pass any standard army 
physical examination. Captain William Northrup Macmillan, an American who owned a farm in British East Africa, wore a sixty-four- 
inch belt to encircle his 336-pound frame. Other Fusiliers included ex-bartenders, veteran big game hunters and arctic explorers, a 
number of Russians escaped from exile in Siberia, several circus clowns and acrobats, retired bandsmen, a few Texas cowpunchers, an 
opera singer, a Buckingham Palace footman, a lighthouse keeper and a general in the Honduras army (He held the rank of sergeant). 
But regardless of background, military experience or fitness, all had in common a schoolboy zest for adventure.' 

And Smith and his fellow "Frontiersmen" went on to see extensive action, including the attack and capture of Bukoba on the western 
shore of the Victoria Nyanza. Most memorable of all, however, was his subsequent stint in command of an armoured train. A letter to 
Smith's uncle, Colonel W. B. Smith, C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., from Captain Hazzledine, takes up the story: 

'You will I think be pleased to know that one of your fire-eating Nephews has had another of the times of his life. 

With your experience of evidence you will not expect everything I tell you to be accurate for I am over thirty miles away from the place 
and have to reply on rumour. 

It seems that he was with his Armoured Train at a station on the Uganda Railway and had a warning that a party of over sixty enemy 
were heading for him across the Bush Desert, separated from the line by a range of hills. Rumour has it that lest they should be 
frightened off, he disguised his train by mixing it up with some innocent looking empty goods vans. It was arranged nicely that the 
picquets were to retire to the train and that the train was to be the surprise packet when the attack opened out on the Station. It was a 
night attack. However things turned out more sudden than expected as things generally do, perhaps a little too openly perhaps and a 
little too precipitately, and the enemy numbering a 100 perhaps - 12 whites and 90 native trained troops - followed into the Station hot 
on their heels. 

Then the blood ran thick through the back of Captain Smith's neck. He opened fire with his revolver from the Station steps and shouted 
and looked fierce, and he held the enemy up alone until everyone was in the train when he got in himself and opened out at them with 
a Maxim at 15 yards range. They found four white men dead outside and white men are what we want to bury, for they are the brains 
of these raids on the line. They say the natives were afraid of Captain Smith - I shouldn't wonder, for he can look fierce. Fancy him 
limping up and down blazing away like Captain Kettle. Of course you know he has a wooden leg - this the censor should wipe out, or 
it may get to Germany, that we have to force the halt and lame into the field, and encourage them. Not much of a cripple is Smith 
though he has worn out three patent false limbs in this campaign. They say by the way that his language was awful. Also that he 
shouted poor Miss Cavell's name in the company of such strange oaths and anathemas that the poor Lady would turn in her grave. 
Anyhow I wouldn't be at all surprised if he gets the V.C. to add to his D.S.O. over it. 

Following this exploit Captain Smith next morning located the spot in the hills where the enemy were camping and gathering their 
shattered nerves, and either from the line or perhaps by taking H.M.A.T. Undaunted up the ricks, opened fire on them again and drove 
them off so that they left their food and scattered. 

Let me hope that things are going well with you. This is a very trying climate for typewriters amongst other things.' 

Smith relinquished his commission on account of 'ill-health contracted on active service' - in fact malaria - in August 1918, when he 
was permitted to retain his rank of Captain (London Gazette 11 August 1920 refers). And he died at Whitstable, Kent in August 1925, 
aged 49 years.

orders for same, dated 23 April 1916, and an old typescript of the above quoted letter from Captain G. Hazzledine; an old official 
copy of his death certificate, dated 18 November 1925, and a good selection of career photographs (approximately 25 images), 
including seven card-mounted studio portraits.

James Thomas Walker, who was commissioned in the Royal Garrison Artillery in January 1915, appears to have won his M.C for 
services in France, following which he was embarked for Italy, where, as an Acting Major, he served as C.O. of No. 31 7 Siege Battery, 
R.G.A. in 1917-18 and was thrice mentioned in despatches (London Gazettes 22 November 1917, 30 May 1918 and 6 January 1919 
refer), in addition to gaining the D.S.O. 

An old hand written copy of Italian Ministry of War Order No. 33078, dated 30 November 1917, describes the circumstances behind 
his award of Al Valore Militare in silver (London Gazette 23 March 1918 refers): 

'An officer distinguished for courage and pluck, decorated with the M.C., contemptuous of all danger, risking his life without hesitation, 
while hostile artillery fiercely concentrated on his battery, and buried four of his men, to whom he immediately brought help and bore 
them to safety.' 

An old hand written copy of Italian Ministry of War Order No. 42932, dated 23 February 1919, also describes the circumstances 
behind the award of his Al Valore Militare in bronze (London Gazette 8 March 1920 refers): 

'The C.O.of the Battery, under violent enemy fire, executed important and difficult work in the front line, bringing his men into action 
within a very short time of reaching the position.' 

Walker was demobilised in June 1920, when he was placed on the Reserve of Officers.

Of approximately 1330 honorary awards of the D.S.O made in the Great War, 40 were awarded to Greek recipients. 

Neokosmos Gregoriades was honoured for his services as C.O. of the 2nd Infantry Regiment, 13th Hellenic Division, on 8 December 
1919 - accompanying original warrant, signed by Churchill, refers. 

The 13th Hellenic Division was actively engaged against the Bulgarians on the Macedonian front 1917-18 and afterwards, under 
Major-General Konstantinos Nider, in operations against the Bolsheviks in the Crimea and Ukraine during the Allied intervention of 
1919. Here, then, the most probable grounds for Gregoriades' honorary D.S.O. 
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A rare Great War D.S.C. group of six awarded to Squadron Leader E. R. Barker, Royal Air Force, late Royal Naval Air 
Service, who was decorated for his part in a daring Handley Page 0/100 bomber raid against Zeebrugge in July 1917 - 
subsequently posted missing, believed drowned, he turned up in an internment camp in Holland

D.S.C. London Gazette 11 August 191 7: 

In recognition of his services on the occasion of an air raid on Solway Works at Zeebrugge on the night of 15-16 July 1917 when 
bombs were dropped on the objective with good results.' 

Edward Robert Barker, who was born in April 1898, joined the Royal Naval Air Service as a Temporary Flight Sub. Lieutenant direct 
from Shrewsbury School in July 1916. 

His preliminary pilot training complete, he was posted to Manston in November 1916 where, among fellow pilots, was Charles Bartlett, 
whose wartime diary was later published under the title Bomber Pilot 1916-18, in which Barker receives due mention: 

'4 March 1917: The first Handley Page arrived from Manston at 3.30 p.m., piloted by our C.O., Spenser Grey, with St. John, Barker, 
Polly and a gun-layer as passengers. Weight three and a half tons empty, powered by two 250 h.p. Rolls Eagle VI engines. Armament 
three Lewis guns and 14 x 112lb. bombs. Speed 75 knots. Later models are to be fitted with 300 h.p. Sunbeams.' 

'15 March 1917: Feeling very rotten so cut breakfast and stayed in bed, lunching only on milk. Weather improving so took up N5222 
for 55 minutes with Barker as passenger. Did some verticals, several steep spirals and steep stalls, so much so that poor Barker felt quite 
ill in the back seat. He would sit backwards and watch the tail most of the time, which he said vibrated like mad on steep turns and 
quite put the wind up him!' 

And Bartlett shortly had occasion to experience combat conditions in a newly arrived "Bloody Paralyser", for in the following month he 
joined No. 7 Squadron, No. 5 (R.N.A.S.) Wing at Dunkirk, where he would remain actively employed until November 1917. Going 
operational on the last day of May, with Petty Officer Dixon and Air Mechanic 1st Class Carter as his gun-layers, he attacked Ostend, 
where he noted the 'searchlights were very active but could not hold me and the A.A. fire was very wild'. 

And over the coming weeks and months, as confirmed by squadron records, he flew similar missions against the St. Denis Westrem 
Aerodrome (3 June - 'One direct hit at least was made on one of the hangars'); Ghistelles Aerodrome (3 July - 'Got caught by two very 
powerful searchlights and was shelled heavily by A.A. fire, which was very accurate'); a return visit to St. Denis Westrem (6 July - 
'Caught by searchlights when over objective but soon got out of them'); Ostend (11 July - 'Searchlights at Ostend were very numerous 
and held the machine for several minutes'); his D.S.C.-winning exploits against the Solway Works at Zeebrugge (15 July - 'Several hits 
were observed on the Mole and a fire was started which lasted three to four minutes'); the Brugeoise Works at Bruges (29 July); a return 
visit to Ghistelles Aerodrome (10 August); Bruges Docks (19 August); a return visit to the Brugeoise Works at Bruges (20 August); a 
return visit to Zeebrugge (22 August); Thourout Railway Junction (17 August), and another trip to St. Denis Westrem Aerodrome (26 
August). 

Advanced to Acting Flight Commander in February 1918, Barker next joined No. 214 Squadron and was posted missing, believed 
drowned, in another attack on Zeebrugge on 11 April 1918 - in fact his aircraft H.P. 0/100 3119 had crashed soon after take-off and he 
and his crew, Lieutenants H. H. Hudson and D. C. Kimmond. were interned in Holland. 

Transferred to the Unemployed List in the rank of Captain in July 1919, Barker was recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 
1939, when he was appointed a Flying Officer. Advanced to Squadron Leader in March 1942, he was demobilised in October 1945, 
having recently participated in the North-West Europe operations - his single entitlement to the France and Germany Star being 
indicative of a short period of employment in that theatre of war.

Ernest Horace Lamb was born at Adelaide, Australia in May 1878, the eldest son of Sir Horace Lamb, a professor of mathematics. 
Educated back in the U.K. at Manchester Grammar School and Owen's College, young Ernest gained a first class honours degree in 
engineering and was working as a Professor of Civil and Mechanical Engineering at London University by the outbreak of hostilities in 
August 1914. 

Commissioned into Royal Marines Divisional Engineers in September 1914, Lamb was embarked for Gallipoli with the Royal Naval 
Division in March 1915, where he distinguished himself in the landings at Anzac and Cape Helles and was awarded the D.S.C. in 
addition to twice being mentioned in despatches (London Gazettes 22 September 1915 and 11 December 1915 refer). Evacuated home 
in January 1916, as a result of dysentery, he transferred to the R.N.V.R. for special duties at Vernon that March, and in the following 
year had charge of work on special designs for naval mining appliances at Gunwharf. 

Lamb was finally demobilised in 1919 and went on to enjoy a long and distinguished career at London University, where he was Vice- 
Principal of Queen Mary College until his retirement in 1945. He died on 12 October 1946. 

With copied research.

'For daring and resource in the conduct of hazardous and successful operations by the Fleet Air Arm against the enemy, especially on 
the coast of Norway.' 

Thomas Anthony "Tony" McKee, was born in June 1920, a native of Minehead, Somerset, and was studying Norwegian at the Institute 
of Linguists at the time of being called-up by the Royal Navy in May 1939. 

Sinking of the Konigsberg - D.S.C. 

Appointed a Midshipman (A.), he commenced aircrew training with the Fleet Air Arm at Lee-on-Solent, and qualified as an Observer in 
Shark aircraft that October. Posted to No. 803 (F.A.A.) Squadron at Wick in November 1939, he qualified in Skuas and flew many 
operational sorties in the period leading up to the unit's transfer to Hatston in the Orkneys in early April 1940. Here, then, the opening 
chapter of his part in the Norwegian campaign. 

At 5.10 a.m. on 10 April 1940, McKee, with Lieutenant H. R. E. Torin as his pilot, took-off with nine other 803 Skuas, the whole bound 
for a dawn attack on the German cruiser Konigsberg in Bergen harbour. Making their final approach from the south-east, the Skuas took 
advantage of the dawn sun and, not withstanding heavy flak from Kritiansholme Island, delivered a devastating attack, their 5001b. 
bombs being dropped from heights varying from 3000 to 1500 feet - and several of them found their mark. Ablaze and badly flooded, 
the Konigsberg finally turned over and sank some two hours and 45 minutes after the departure of the Fleet Air Arm, taking 18 of her 
crew with her. 

Two days later, McKee and Torin were back over Bergen on another anti-shipping strike and, after an encounter with a U-Boat on the 
14th, had a run-in with a Dornier on the 1 7th, McKee noting in his flying log book - 'Own aircraft badly damaged. Dornier shot down.' 
Events in Norway were now moving rapidly and, on the last day of May, the aircrew and aircraft of 803 Squadron were embarked in 
the Ark Royal , in readiness to assist at the evacuation of Narvik - indeed McKee, with Lieutenant C. H. Filmer as his pilot, flew several 
fighter patrols over the next two weeks. 
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Massacre of the Skuas 

But on 13 June 1940, in what became a pivotal action in terms of the Admiralty's future use of Skuas, Mckee's operational career came 
to a dramatic end. Fledgling Eagles, by Christopher Shores, takes up the story: 

Two minutes after midnight Ark Royal began launching 15 Skuas from 800 and 803 Squadrons, all weighed down with the unusually 
heavy load represented by a 5001b semi-armour piercing bomb beneath their bellies. R.A.F. support was still anticipated, the Blenheim 
fighters having made radio contact with the carrier as early as 2257, but in the event they were too late to escort the dive-bombers in to 
the target zone. Now things really began to go wrong. It had been intended that the Beauforts should bomb Vaernes airfield just ahead 
of the arrival of the Skuas, thereby keeping the German fighters on the ground. Unfortunately, the bombers lost formation in bad 
visibility, three returning to base while only four attacked at about 0150. On the ground five men were killed and 27 wounded, but 
material damage was slight, and the Bf 109Es of 4/JG 77 and Bf 110s of 3/ZG 76 were scrambled after them. The Beauforts could not 
be caught, but the result was that when the unescorted Skuas arrived over Trondheimsfjorden at 0200 on 13 June it was to find a 
considerable force of fighters already in the air and waiting for them. Within about ten minutes it was all over. Scarcely a match for the 
fighters opposing them when not trammelled with bomb loads, in their laden condition the Skuas were almost helpless. Gallantly they 
pressed on, those that survived making their dives on Scharnhorst. The results failed to reward the effort; only one bomb struck the 
warship and by a cruel quirk of fate this failed to explode. The sacrifice had been in vain, and the cost was desperately high. Only 
seven Skuas - less than half the force despatched - returned to the carrier. Amongst those lost were several of the splendid crews who 
had played such an effective part in the earlier fighting over the Trondheim area and Narvik. At last at about 0210 the Blenheim fighters 
of 254 Squadron arrived, but could do nothing to help, and were able only to escort the seven survivors back to their ship. The two 
German units involved each claimed four victories. Oberleutnant Gordon Gollob of 3/ZG 76, later to become the first pilot to claim 
150 victories, shot down one Skua at 0200 ... ' 

The Skua flown by Filmer with McKee as his Observer. 

Shores concludes: 

'It was the end of the dive-bomber as far as the Royal Navy was concerned. The lesson learned on this disastrous morning, coupled 
with the evidence so soon to come of the vulnerability of the Luftwaffe's Stuka to fighter attack, turned the face of the Admiralty 
resolutely against this class of aircraft.' 

P.O.W. 

As stated above, and verified in McKee's own M.l. 9 debrief in May 1945 (copy included), he was despicably treated by a German 
officer at Trondheim Hospital, the latter several times digging a scalpel into one of his open wounds when he refused to answer certain 
questions under interrogation. 

Moved to Stalag Luft I at Barth in July 1940 - and following a brief interlude at another camp at Thorn - he ended up in Spangenberg 
Castle in May-October 1941, following which he was incarcerated in Oflag VI B at Warburg until September 1942, in which period, 
with Lieutenant H. Hearn, R.N., he made a failed attempt to escape via a tunnel. Having then been held in Oflag XX B at Schubib from 
September 1942 to April 1943, he was moved to Stulag Luft III at Sagan, scene of the famous "Great Escape". Finally, between January 
1945 and his liberation that April, he was held in Milag Nord at Tarmstedt. 

Invested with his D.S.C. at Buckingham Palace in November 1945, McKee remained in the Fleet Air Arm after the War and finally 
retired as a Lieutenant in December 1954. 

Postscript 

McKee's downed Skua from the Scharnhorst raid of June 1940 - L. 2963 - was salvaged by the Germans and may today be seen at the 
Norwegian Aviation Museum at Bodo.

D.S.C. London Gazette 3 April 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Lieutenant-Commander Bennett was Flotilla Officer, 20th M.L. Flotilla, attached 
to the Support Squadron Eastern Flank, throughout the build-up period in Sword 
Area off Normandy from 24 June 1944 until the fall of Le Havre in September. 
During this time the enemy subjected the Squadron to every form of attack, 
including more or less, constant shelling, and the waters were heavily mined. A 
defence line on the Eastern Flank was manned nightly by the Squadron as a 
protection against shipping in the anchorages. This imposed considerable 
physical and mental strain on the officers and men concerned. Lieutenant- 
Commander Bennett had much to do with the co-operation which existed 
between his Coastal Forces' craft and the Combined Operations vessels, and it 
was largely due to this efficient co-operation that not a single explosive motor 
boat was able to penetrate the defence line. 

At Walcheren, Lieutenant-Commander Bennett was the Commanding Officer of 
M.L. 146, which early on came under fire from the enemy batteries. Though 
wounded in the neck, Lieutenant-Commander Bennett completed his function 
and continued to command his M.L. 

Throughout the time I have known him, this officer has constantly displayed 
cheerful courage and confidence under all conditions of enemy action and bad 
weather. His example has been of the greatest value to other young officers.' 

Arthur Scrivener Bennett was a pre-war member of the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Supplementary Reserve and was called-up in September 1939 when, in common 
with many other officers of the "Wavy Navy", he undertook his training at H.M.S. 
King Alfred in Hove. Appointed to the command of a drifter on his graduation, he 
spent several months patrolling off the east coast of Scotland, but, in the fullness 
of time, was delighted to receive a summons from the Captain M.L's Staff, 
Portsmouth, the beginning of a distinguished career in Coastal Forces. 

Subsequent commands included M.Ls 1031, 269 and 485 but, much to his 
frustration, he was for a long time employed on "working-up" new crews at St. 
Christopher at Fort William. In early 1944, however, Bennett was advanced to 
Lieutenant-Commander and assumed command of the 20th Motor Launch 
Flotilla in M.L. 594 , under the auspices of Combined Operations - for the 
Normandy Landings were now high on Coastal Forces' agenda. 
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Normandy 

Of events on D-Day and beyond, Bennett modestly states: 

The craft that packed the Solent began to put to sea. It was dark when we sailed out through the Needles Channel, still dancing 
attendance on Bulolo and the L.S.I.-landing ships infantry-carrying our assault craft in davits. Planes droned overhead. All through the 
night we were overtaking slower craft, and some of the smaller ones were making heavy weather of it. Then just before dawn the L.S.Is 
brought up and lowered away. We stood off and hoisted a dim blue light. The L.C.As formed up astern, and we moved off at a steady 
four knots, creeping in towards the shore. 

We were keyed up-tense-silent. It was beginning to come light. Presently the First Lieutenant emerged from the wheelhouse, where he 
and the navigator had been busy on the charts. He gazed around, then grinned and made to drop below. 

"What's bitten you, Number One?" 

"I was just thinking, sir, of old Jerry ashore there coming out for a stretch and a yawn, then suddenly catching sight of all us lot. "Christ!" 
"Hundreds an 1 thousands of 'em!" added the cockney Signalman. 

"Bet his old eyes don't half pop out," said the Coxswain. 

We began to chuckle. Then we roared with laughter, prolonging that blessed sense of relief until we clung helpless to the wings of the 
bridge. In some mysterious fashion the joke spread to the gun's crews; steel helmets met in conclave, then tilted back in a burst of 
guffaws. 

Soon we were taking station in the L.C.Ts with A.V.R.Es aboard-tanks fitted with every device for easing the path of our assault forces. 
The air bombardment was on. Then came broadsides from the battleships. It was light now, and the coast loomed up. Self-propelled 
guns in L.C.Ts opened up as they came in. L.C.Fs and L.C.Gs (flakboats and gunboats) joined in with close-support fire. We started a 
programme of music over the loud-hailer. Then up went the rockets from the rocketeers on either bow, obliterating the quiet, 
unpretentious beach of Le Hamel. Shortly afterwards the L.C.Rs on the flanks fired. Their rockets soared lazily into the sky, and it 
seemed they could never reach the beach. Yet they did, and up went more smoke and dust. The uplift to morale was tremendous, for 
nothing could possibly survive on the beaches, so it seemed to us. 

Our L.C.As deployed. 

"Ten feet," sung out the navigating officer as he watched the echo-sounder. "Shoaling all the time, sir." 

Shells dropped close ahead. 

We made it to the flotilla officers; All yours. Good luck. The L.C.As revved up. We stopped and they came on past, the troops in good 
heart, squatting on their haunches, with netting over their steel helmets. 

"Aren't you coming in with us?" one of them shouted. 

We grinned and gave them a cheer. The L.C.As scurried for the shore, with white wakes showing up for all the world like rabbits' scuts. 
We watched them beach with a curious mixture of elation and anti-climax. The next L.C.As came in, followed by a wave of landing 
craft. The Baie de la Seine at least was ours. 

During the days that followed we maintained ourselves as best we could, scrounging stores, chasing mail, picking up cases of 
American K rations out of the water, maintaining A./S. patrol by day, making smoke by night during each inevitable air attack, taking in 
landing craft to the beaches, salvaging derelicts, passing orders, escorting craft halfway across the Channel, dodging the weather as best 
we could, dragging our anchor in the poor holding ground, and all the time growing more and more weary and unkempt... ' 

Bennett continues: 

'One night we lay astern of an L.C.G. The nightly flap was over. For an hour or more we stood around on the bridge. 

At last I broke the silence. "Go on, Number One. Turn in for a couple of hours." 

The First Lieutenant bestirred himself. "I'm all right, sir. Why don't you take a spell?" 

Another ten minutes passed. All was quiet. Against my better judgement I allowed myself to be persuaded and went aft to the 
wardroom and lay down on the settee. 

Suddenly I woke to a terrific clatter from the twin Oerlikons directly overhead, and found myself on the deck entangled in the dark with 
the tablecloth. I groped my way to the doorway, and, still completely bewildered, fought with the double blackout curtains, finally to 
emerge in the flat with the night turned to day. I grabbed my steel helmet and crept on deck. Strings of flares hung in the sky; I felt as 
naked as the day I was born. 

A string of bombs came whistling down. Ducking and crawling past the Oerlikons, I made my way to the bridge, my knees as weak as 
water, and there I propped myself in my corner, while the First Lieutenant carried on with his job of fire control. One by one the flares 
went out. The racket died down. Then he turned to me with a rueful smile. 

"Sorry, sir, but I didn't have a chance to call you out. Jerry properly caught us on the hop." 

It was fully half an hour before I recovered my wits. Thereafter on Trout Line, I never left the bridge; one experience was enough of that 
terrifying, unnerving, paralytic fear that saps all strength from the body and stifles initiative and thought. 

Those patrols were seldom dull/ 

Bennett was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 13 March 1945 refers), the recommendation stating: 

'As Senior Officer of a Flotilla of M.Ls on the Eastern Flank for some time Lieutenant-Commander Bennett has shown a consistently 
high standard of cheerful leadership under trying conditions. During an attack by Human Torpedoes on 8 July, M.L. 594 under 
Bennett's command sighted, engaged and sank a Human Torpedo.'

Of events off Walcheren, by which stage Bennett had removed his command to M.L. 147 , he writes in similarly modest terms: 

'Ours was the job of marking the route through the minefields. The night was uneventful, dark and quiet. M.Ls anchored in 
predetermined positions and hung out dimmed blue lights. Then we turned inwards towards West Kapelle. Morning came, with hardly 
a ripple on the water; sand dunes and tower and houses stood out with incredible clarity. 

The first of the assault craft began to turn in as we prepared to take up our own position about five miles off shore. We dropped anchor. 
Almost immediately came flashes from West Kapelle, followed by the whine of shells. The Domburg batteries opened up too, and we 
lay there like a sitting duck, for we could do nothing but watch for the flashes and keep our fingers crossed. We were straddled time 
and again until orders came to withdraw. 

It was then I got hit. A near miss off the port bow peppered us with shell fragments, and I found myself lying on deck looking at my 
toes, unable to move. There was no pain; I remember no sensation at all-just complete paralysis. At last, to my unutterable joy, after 
what seemed an eternity, I found I could wriggle my toes ... and fingers ... and then life came surging back. I scrambled up. Only my 
neck felt dead. 

By this time the shore batteries had our range. It could only be a matter of minutes before we were hit. Weighing by hand was too slow, 
and we decided to slip. As we went astern and the cable ran out, I thought of Cul Bay. 

"How's it fastened to the clench, Number One?" 

"With a lashing, sir, I think." 

We never saw the end go. Had there been a shackle it would still have gone. 

The story of the assault on Walcheren is well known; how the Support Squadron engaged the batteries, drew their fire, and was cut to 
pieces; how the attack was pressed home and the Commandos landed; how the Scheldt was swept and the port of Antwerp opened to 
Allied shipping. All this is history, but I saw little of it, for I took passage back to Ostend aboard M.L 146 , whose bridge had been 
smashed and Chris Cookson, the commanding officer, killed with three of his crew in a gallant attempt to mark the shoals off West 
Kapelle. I woke in hospital at Ostend ... After a few days at Ostend, and three weeks at Haslar, where an abortive attempt was made to 
get the fragment of the shell out of my neck, I went back to the Flotilla in command of M.L. 146 , now just completing refit at Portland. 
She was a first-class ship in every way. The Coxswain was highly efficient; so, too, was the hefty young First Lieutenant, who had 
distinguished himself at Walcheren, and who still retained an inordinate schoolboy appetite for jam tarts. The mess deck was crowded 
but the spirit among the crew was magnificent. M.L. 146 was a happy ship/ 

Bennett was awarded the D.S.C., which insignia he received at a Buckingham Palace investiture held on 11 December 1945, when his 
wife and young daughter Elizabeth were in attendance.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty as second in command of a raiding party. Fie led forward at a critical moment a party 
of men who had missed their objective. Later though dazed by a shell, he organised a rescue party and succeeded in getting back two 
wounded men who were lying in the enemy's lines.' 

Howard Howells Davenport was appointed 2nd Lieutenant on 6 July 1915, and served in France with the 10th South Wales Borderers 
from 5 December 1915. He was wounded on the Somme in the attack on Mametz Wood, 11 July 1916, and again at Pilckem in August 
191 7. He won his M.C. at Lys in November 191 7 during the 3rd battle of Ypres, as described in the regimental history: 

The main event of the autumn months was the lOth's great raid. This, carried out on the night of November 7th/8th, was quite a big 
affair, ten officers and 270 men, virtually all available from A, B and C Companies, being employed under Captain W. T. Cobb with 
Captain Davenport as his second in command. Incandescent Trench, the frontage attacked, had been systematically bombarded for 
some days and the wire effectively cut out a frontage of 300 yards. It presented no obstacle and the raiders penetrated to the support 
line 200 yards farther back. One detachment missed its way but Captain Davenport went back and guided it to the right spot and so 
enabled it to carry out its tasks. The party remained in the German trenches over an hour, during which time it blew up three concrete 
dug-outs, accounted for at least 50 Germans and brought back 15 more as prisoners. An admirably accurate box barrage round the 
section attacked contributed greatly to the success of the raid, and though the casualties amounted to nearly fifty, most of these were 
but lightly wounded and only five men were killed. Captain Davenport again did excellent work organizing the removal of the 
wounded and himself returned to the enemy's lines to fetch in two men who had been left behind. It was easily one of the Division's 
most successful raids and reflected great credit in Captain Cobb's organization and training of the raiding party.' Captains Cobb and 
Davenport received the M.C. for this raid. 

Captain Davenport served during the Second World War as an Assistant Embarkation Staff Officer.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. On five separate occasions during raids on points beyond the enemy lines he has 
found his objectives although on more than one occasion he was badly hampered by adverse conditions. He drove down an enemy 
plane out of control and engaged two others with indecisive results owing to the cloud. He has taken part in many bombing raids and 
his example of energy and determination had been of the utmost value to his squadron.' 

Harry Augustus Smith originally enlisted in the Coldstream Guards and first went out to France in late January 1915. Subsequently 
selected for a commission, he was gazetted as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 10th Battalion, Middlesex Regiment in September 1915, but later 
transferred to the Royal Flying Corps and qualified as a pilot. Seeing action out in France during the course of 191 7, initially as a Flying 
Officer but from October of that year as an Acting Captain and Flight Commander, he was awarded the M.C. for the above cited deeds 
in early 1918. 

Remaining in the Royal Air Force after the War, Smith was present as a Flight Lieutenant in the Southern Desert, Iraq operations in 
January-June 1929 (Medal & clasp), gained advancement to Wing Commander in July 1935 and was awarded the Coronation Medal in 
1937 (the official roll refers). Tragically, however, he was killed in a flying accident while C.O. of No. 9 Squadron at Stradishall in 
November 1938, his aircraft undershooting the flare path, hitting a tree top and crashing into a field just outside the aerodrome.

Owing to casualties among British officers there was a danger 
of the attack becoming disconnected and it was entirely due to his gallant leading that this danger was obviated.' 

K.P.M. London Gazette 1 January 1923. The original recommendation states: 

'This Officer has been in command of the Northern Shan States Battalion of the Burma Military Police since 1 October 1919, and 
throughout the intervening period there have been current on the Chinese border rumours of raids from across the Frontier. In 
December 1919, some raiders actually attacked the Tunhong post in the Bhamo District, which was followed by a raid on Eing Da into 
the Shan State of Hsenvi in 1920. Major Tilly never relaxed his watchfulness, and his preparedness for any eventuality was fully 
displayed when, on the 19 March 1922, he received news that Muse had been attacked and some houses burnt. Major Tilly 
immediately ordered out his available Mounted Infantry from both Kutkai and Lashio to the scene of the trouble. Despite the fact that 
helio communication between Lashio and Kutkai failed, Major Tilly and the Kutkai Mounted Infantry arrived at the Nampaw crossing at 
20.30 hours on the 21 March after covering 57 miles in 21 hours with Sowars and ponies all fit, and joined Dr. Harper's party from 
Pangkham. During the 22nd Major Tilly kept his men well concealed awaiting the arrival of further reinforcements from Bhamo and of 
Captain Caiger's party - the Headquarters Mounted Infantry. At daylight on the 23 March the raiders attacked. Major Tilly behaved with 
great coolness and gallantry, withholding his fire and himself leading a small Military Police party across the river, whence he could 
enfilade the embankment, behind which the enemy were concealed. His fire was most effective and in a very short time, the enemy 
bolted, leaving seventeen dead amongst whom was the Kyemmong of Tawngma, the leader of the raiders. The main party of the enemy 
had retired into a previously prepared fort, and from this, after a personal reconnaissance of the position, Major Tilly determined to 
drive them, inflicting as much punishment on the enemy as possible and with as little risk as possible to his own men. At 15.10 hours, a 
converging attack was launched, a large number of the enemy were killed with a loss on our side of only three killed and seven 
wounded. This successful action was entirely due to the gallantry, leadership and coolness under fire of Major Tilly, qualities which by 
his example, he succeeded in instilling into the Military Police parties which had assembled at the scene of disturbance from long 
distances, and after rapid and arduous marches.' 

Robert Tilly, who was born in June 1884, was commissioned in the Indian Army in August 1904, and first went into action as a Captain 
in with the 123rd Outram's Rifles in Mesopotamia in the Great War, where he was awarded the M.C. for the above cited deeds in 
November 1917. Post-war, his regiment was re-titled the 4th Battalion (Outram's), 6th Rajputana Rifles, and it was in this capacity that 
he was present in the Waziristan operations of 1919-21 as a recently promoted Major (Medal & clasp). He was appointed an 
Officiating Commandant in July 1928 but appears to have been placed on the Retired List in the 1930s.

At about 12.30 p.m. on 17 November 1917, the hospital ship Anglia struck a mine while crossing the Channel from France, carrying a 
large number of wounded - namely 13 officers and 372 other ranks, in addition to the accompanying medical staff, such as Hodgson. 
Although rescue vessels arrived on the scene quickly, four officers and 129 soldiers were lost when the ship went down by her bow.

D.F.C. London Gazette 21 September 1918: 

This officer has taken part in 35 successful operations and his work throughout has been distinguished by clearness, accuracy of 
observation and disregard of danger, notably on one occasion when he was Observer to the leader of our first formation which was 
vigorously attacked by four hostile machines. In spite of this the formation was led over the target, which was effectively bombed. 
Subsequently the formation was attacked by five hostile machines but owing to skilful leadership the fire of our Observers was so well 
controlled and directed that the enemy were kept at a distance and the formation returned in safety.' 

Cyril Lancelot "Pip" Rayment, who was from Ewell, Surrey, was bom in March 1895, and was employed by the Prudential Assurance 
Company in the City of London prior to the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

It may well be that he was also a member of the Prudential's pre-war Special Constabulary contingent, for although granted a 
commission as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Land Forces in December 1914, his R.A.F. service record suggests that appointment was not 
taken up until September 1917, when he was described as a Temporary 2nd Lieutenant on probation on the General List'. And 
certainly it was in the very same month that he joined the Royal Flying Corps and commenced training as an Observer at Reading. 

Duly qualified, he joined No. 55 Squadron out in France as an Armourer and Observer in December 1917, and was appointed a Flying 
Officer (O.) in March 191 8 - this then the commencement of his operational career, for given the 35 sorties cited above, he must have 
completed around 20 of them before he commenced his time with the newly established Independent Air Force in June, when in 
common with other attached squadrons, No. 55 was charged with carrying out raids on targets deep behind enemy lines. Thus 
Rayment's first such sortie in a D.H. 4 on 29 June, as Observer to Lieutenant P. E. Welchman, when their target was a powder works at 
Ludwigshaven, west of Mannheim - although intercepted by some Albatross DVs, the target was reached and attacked. 
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Having then flown three photographic reconnaissance sorties in the first half of July, Rayment teamed-up with Lieutenant D. J. 
Waterous as his pilot, and the pair of them would go on to complete numerous sorties. First up was an attack on the powder factory at 
Rottweil on 22 July, an attack carried out in the face of heavy anti-aircraft fire, followed by a protracted combat with four or five 
Albatross DVs - Rayment fired 100 rounds at one of them from close range and it appeared to turn over out of control, though it later 
righted itself and glided down at a steep angle. 

During an attack on the railway sidings at Offenburg in the middle of the following month, the Squadron's D.H. 4s were once more 
intercepted by numerous Albatross DVs and Rayment claimed another one as out of control - watching the enemy aircraft approach 
from 45 degrees, he opened fire with his twin Lewis guns and watched it turn on its wing tip and spin away. The remainder of the 
month witnessed a brace of long-distance reconnaissances and attacks on Coblenz, Treves, Luxembourg and Conflans - on returning 
from Luxembourg on the 25th, the Squadron was intercepted by six Pfalz Scouts, and the concentrated fire Rayment and two other 
Observers sent one of them down in a steep dive and out of control. 

Finally, on the last day of the month, and on this occasion with Captain J. R. Bell as his pilot, Rayment participated in a costly attack 
against the railway sidings at Thiornville - of their section, which was jumped by Red Fokker DVIls, only their aircraft made it back to 
base. Rayment, moreover, claimed another down out of control. 

Back with Waterous in early September, he participated in two strikes against the enemy airfield at Buhl on the 2nd, while on the 7th 
they were assigned to a solo photographic-reconnaissance mission. Independent Force , by Keith Rennies, takes up the story: 

'Crossed the lines at Balmont at 19,000 feet, exposed plates over Buhl and two aerodromes near Sarrebourg. Waterous and Rayment 
were taking photographs of an aerodrome between Phalsbourg and Sarrebourg when they noticed three aircraft 300 ft. below them. All 
three attacked and were joined by four more from 500 ft. below. Six of the enemy aircraft were Fokker DVIls which were able to fire 
while literally hanging on their propellers: the other aircraft was described as a Hannover. Rayment fired at one scout which went 
down out of control. Trying to distance themselves from their attackers, one enemy scout stayed with them for speed and climb, and 
when Rayment ran out of ammunition the scout closed and shot up the D.H. 4 badly. Waterous only had one option which was to stuff 
the nose down and hope the machine stayed together and in fact he managed to cross the lines at 6,000 ft. D.H. 4 A7942 was patched 
up and flew again.' 

But not with Rayment at the guns - he was ordered home and awarded the D.F.C. 

Transferred to the Unemployed List in early 1919, Rayment returned to life in the City of London, and was among members of the 
Prudential Assurance Company's Special Constabulary contingent to be presented to Edward, Prince of Wales, at Olympia in January 
1921, an accompanying newspaper feature noting that there were 'four M.Cs, two D.F.Cs, four D.C.Ms, two M.Ms and two M.S.Ms, as 
well as 21 men wearing the Mons Medal' among the Prudential's men alone. 

Rayment was recalled in the 1939-45 War and served as a Squadron Leader in the R.A.F.V.R., latterly with an appointment in No. 92 
Group.

'Pilot Officer Pearse has carried out 12 operational sorties since joining this squadron, all Special Operations between 16 May 1943 to 
24 July 1943. He has carried out a total of 38 operational sorties, and has attacked targets in Germany, France and the Western Desert. 
He has at all times shown great keenness and efficiency and has set a very good example to other members of the Squadron.' 

Cyril George Pearse, a native of Ipswich, commenced his aircrew training at R.A.F. Manby in June 1941, qualified as an Air Gunner 
and was posted to No. 101 Squadron, a Wellington unit operating out of Oakington in the following month. 

Completing his first sortie - against Dunkirk - on 27 July, and another against Cherbourg in early August, he was ordered to the Middle 
East, where he joined No. 38 Squadron. Having then completed six more sorties and emerged from a brace of crash-landings on 
returning from Tripoli, he transferred to No. 37 Squadron, another Wellington unit, with whom he flew numerous sorties against such 
targets as Benghazi, Derna and El Adem. Tour-expired in early 1942, he returned to the U.K., where, having been enlisted to 
participate in the 1,000 bomber raid on Bremen on 25-26 June, he settled down to his duties as an instructor at R.A.F. Honeybourne. 

But in May 1943, he returned to an operational footing with No. 161 Squadron at Tempsford, at this time commanded by R.A.F. 
legend, Group Captain "Pick" Pickard, D.S.O., where he teamed-up as a Rear-Gunner in Flying Officer O. A. Cussens' Halifax crew. 
And between then and the end of August, he completed at least 15 clandestine operations - thus trips to the Nestor, Physician, 
Sacristan, Scientist and Stationer circuits in France where, as verified by relevant O.R.B. entries, his aircraft dropped several "packages" 
(i.e. agents), in addition to numerous supply containers. 

Having then joined Flight Lieutenant Gray's crew in October, he flew four more sorties that month, but his operational career came to a 
sudden end on the night of 5 November 1943, when their Halifax crashed on take-off - Pearse sustained a fractured spine. He was 
awarded the D.F.C., while his old pilot, Olaf Cussen was awarded a Bar to his D.F.C. in the following month. 

He saw no further action and ended the War as Assistant Adjutant at R.A.F. Stradishall, Suffolk.

Thomas Carbis was born in Bradford, Yorkshire in July 1919, the son of a Great 
War veteran (see below), and was educated at Bradford Grammar School. 

Enlisting in the Royal Air Force as a Flalton Apprentice in August 1935, he was 
serving as a Corporal (Fitter) with No. 78 Squadron at Dishforth on the outbreak 
of hostilities in September 1939, but transferred to No. 53 Squadron, a Blenheim 
unit, out in France in January 1940, where, after taking heavy casualties, the 
Squadron was withdrawn from Crecy in mid-May. Having then remained 
similarly employed until June 1941, by which stage No. 53 was operating out of 
St. Eval in Ansons of Coastal Command, Carbis was embarked for South Africa, 
where he undertook pilot training and served for the remainder of the War. 

Selected for an Officer Cadet Training Unit in January 1952, after attending a 
string of Flying Training Schools, Carbis was duly appointed a Pilot Officer in 
March 1952, and among other duties that year, was posted to the Air Ministry on 
attachment to the Battle of Britain Display Team. 

Then in the summer of 1954, he commenced his helicopter pilot training with 
Westland Aircraft Co. at Yeovil and, on qualifying at the end of the same year, 
was posted to No. 194 Squadron out in Malaya, where he was advanced to Flight 
Lieutenant in September 1955 and flew operationally in Sycamore helicopters 
until returning to the U.K. in August 1957. 

As illustrated by an accompanying newspaper article, it was a protracted period of active service in which 194 Squadron was 
responsible for evacuating 1500 casualties from the jungle, 'ranging from sick Aborigine children to wounded and captured terrorists' - 
so, too, the more gruesome task of transporting the bodies of terrorists killed by the security forces. It was also a period in which Carbis 
devised a new method of carrying supplies, namely by suspending a metal drum outside the helicopter and lowering it from just above 
the jungle canopy. 

As it transpired, and after qualifying on Dragonfly helicopters, Carbis undertook a second tour in the Far East from January 1960 to July 
1962, when he served as a helicopter flying instructor at Kai Tak, and while serving with 225 Squadron at R.A.F. Odiham he also 
qualified on Whirlwinds. His final appointment was in No. 202 Squadron and he was placed on the Retired List in July 1969.

Thomas Carbis, father of the above, enlisted in the 1 /4th Battalion, South Lancashire Regiment in August 1914 and first went out to 
France in mid-February 1915, when he saw action at Kemmel. But he was seriously wounded at St. Eloi that May, an incident recalled 
by his sister in her memoir Nellie Carbis Looks Back , which was published in 1978: 

'I was still at St. Peter's School and on an afternoon in May 1915, I was called to the Headmaster's desk and he broke the news to me 
that Tom had been wounded in action. I couldn't take it in at first, and it was not until half an hour later that I put my head down and 
sobbed bitterly. Ben [their sibling] wrote and told us how he heard the news over the trench telephone - he was a Signaller - and was 
allowed to go to the dressing station where Tom lay, a strip of copper-banding from a shell embedded in the side of his thigh. He was 
given morphia and had dropped off into a doze when an officer of the H.A.C. stepping over the stretcher to look at the photographs of 
some actresses on the wall, lost his balance and sat down heavily on Tom's leg. Probably that aggravated the injury and the nerve of 
the leg was severed. Tom rejected all attempts to persuade him to have the leg off and he spent the rest of the war in progress from one 
hospital to another. However, at 85 he still has two legs.' 

Tom, who was awarded the Silver War Badge, was discharged in March 191 7; his letters home from the Front, and those of his brother 
Ben, are held in the collection of the Lancashire Record Office.

Geoffrey Arthur Mackworth Praed was born on 31 December 1878, and attested for the Buffs in the name of Curtis Pauli in January 
1899. At the time of his attestation he was serving in the Kent Artillery Militia. He served in the ranks of the Buffs for 2 years 167 days, 
in the South African War with the 2nd Battalion and was wounded at Driefontein on 10 March 1900. In recognition of his good work 
he was granted a commission in the South Wales Borderers on 26 June 1901. He subsequently transferred to the Indian Army, 
becoming attached to the 5th Light Infantry. During the Natal Rebellion he served with the Natal Mounted Rifles, one of a small 
handful of Imperial officers to take a part in this campaign. He was promoted Major on 26 June 1916, having been appointed a 
Company Commander in the 5th Light Infantry the previous July. From April 191 7 he was attached to the 95th (Russell's) Infantry.

He at once went out to him, dressed him, and carried him safely back 
to Behagnies under very heavy machine-gun barrage. Pte. Holliday rejoined the team again through heavy fire. Pte. Holliday's team 
fought the gun, doing great execution from two positions and finally withdrew under orders from higher authority when the Germans 
were on three sides. Pte. Holliday showed magnificent courage and great coolness throughout 11 hours continuous action.' 

Private William Holliday died of wounds on 13 April 1918, and is buried in Etaples Military Cemetery.

Henry Ewart Gladstone Allen Shuker was born in Wolverhampton in February 1894 but used the alias 'Henry Allen' on enlisting in the 
Worcestershire Regiment at Birmingham - quite possibly on account of his surname being mistaken for one of German origin. Be that 
as it may, he was posted to the 4th Battalion and was present at the Gallipoli landings on 24 April 1915, when his unit suffered heavy 
casualties. 

A few days later, on the 28th, he won the D.C.M. for the above cited deeds in the first battle of Krithia, for bringing up ammunition 
under what regimental records describe as 'a rain of bullets', this at a vital time when casualties were occurring 'left and right' and most 
of the officers had been struck down - hence the D.C.M. awarded to Regimental Sergeant-Major Felix on the same occasion, for 
rallying otherwise leaderless troops. 

Allen was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton's despatch dated 5 May 1915. 

Meanwhile, the 4th Battalion, now less 300 men on account of the action on the 28th, remained actively engaged in the peninsula, 
participating in the second battle of Krithia a week later, and it was probably on this occasion that Allen was mortally wounded - his 
official date of death being listed as 10 May. He was 21 years of age and is buried in Port Said War Memorial Cemetery, Egypt.

'When a large force of enemy aeroplanes dropped H.E. and incendiary bombs on London Docks many fires were started endangering a 
naval ammunition magazine. Inspector McHugh and Constables Turner, Barr, Odell and Fletcher reached the magazine by a fairway, 
10 feet wide, between the flames and a corrugated iron shed. Having gained access the party were met with intense heat from the 
interior walls. They removed the ammunition by the use of a docker's truck and manhandled the cases to a place of safety. The 
operation occupied about half-an-hour and, besides preserving the ammunition, probably saved the lives of many families since large 
blocks of tenements were within 100 yards of the magazine which might have exploded at any moment. The action of these men was 
carried out in circumstances of extreme danger and without regard for their own safety.' 

James Ellis Fletcher was also awarded a Gallantry Certificate, presented to him at a special ceremony by Mrs. Winston Churchill at the 
Port of London Authority Police's H.Q. on 22 July 1941. 

"Black Saturday" 

Events of 7 September 1940 are well-recorded in print and by photographic coverage, heralding as they did the commencement of 
Goring's great bomber offensive and the Blitz - as famously portrayed in the film Battle of Britain, the porcine Luftwaffe commander 
really did stand atop the cliffs in the Pas de Calais to wave on his young pilots. And throughout the day and night they delivered a 
devastating attack on the capital, a mass of H.E, and incendiaries falling on the East End and on London Docks, the scene of Fletcher's 
great gallantry. An excellent account of the appalling damage and loss appears in F. K. Mason's Battle over Britain , but by way of 
summary Webb's and Duncan's Blitz over Britain states: 

The day Goring described as 'the historic hour when our air force for the first time delivered its stroke into the enemy's heart' was a 
fine Saturday afternoon. Suddenly, about 5 p.m., a 'great black rash', in the words of one Fire Officer, was seen against the clear, sunlit 
sky. What he saw was a V-formation of Heinkels and Dorniers sweeping up the Thames estuary from the east. Then came the crump of 
bombs dropping, the dull roar of distant explosions, and columns of black smoke spiralling over the docks area. Soon a strange orange 
glow, which had nothing to to do with the evening sun, was to be seen over the whole of London's East End. 
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7 September 1940 - the "firestorm " in the docks 


Offices and warehouses were ablaze in the docks at Limehouse, Milwall, Rotherhithe and by Tower Bridge, as well as in Surrey Docks. 
Woolwich Arsenal, West Ham Power Station and Beckton Gasworks were all hit, and countless little terraced houses and shops were 
reduced to rubble. As the waves of raiders moved westward on this, London's biggest daytime attack, they dropped their bombs over a 
wide area, causing destruction in the City, Westminster and Kensington. By 6 p.m. they had gone - all 375 of them. 

But two hours later the Luftwaffe's night-raiders arrived. The still-blazing fires by the river guided some 250 bombers to their target. 
Until 4.30 a.m. next morning they fed the fires with high explosive bombs. Three of London's main line stations were put out of action, 
many small factories were hit, and thousands of homes were destroyed by bomb or fire. In the docks and the Thames basin some 60 
vessels were sunk and many more fire-damaged. The human cost was heavy: 430 people were killed and 1600 seriously injured.'

He brought the robbers to 
bay and seized one of them single-handed. Although a crowd was collecting, Nawab Ali at this time received no help from the 
onlookers, and the second robber came to his companion's assistance and attempted to fire his revolver twice at Nawab Ali at very 
close range but twice the revolver missed fire. Nawab Ali then attempted to seize both the robbers. One of them broke loose and made 
a third attempt to shoot the head constable at point-blank range, but again the revolver missed fire. The crowd then rushed in, and the 
two robbers were secured. It was entirely due to Nawab Ali's bravery and endurance that the robbers were captured.'

Recommendation reads: 'On 15th March 1931, Head Constable Lalkhan received information that two convicts, who had escaped 
from the Sabarmati Central Jail about a month previously, had planned to commit a robbery. No superior officer being present in 
Anand at the time, the Head Constable accompanied by a constable set out for the Police outpost at Bhalej where he organized a party 
composed of one Head Constable, and three Constables and three village police. According to his information, the two escaped 
prisoners would pass through a narrow bye-lane within the limits of a village named Dagjipura. The Head Constable Lalkhan made his 
dispositions accordingly. As expected, the two prisoners duly came, one being armed with a muzzle-loading gun and the other carrying 
a spear. Head Constable Lalkhan and his companion immediately rushed on the prisoners and succeeded in arresting them both, 
despite the fact that one of them fired on the constable. Head Constable Lalkhan showed outstanding initiative in organizing this 
capture and displayed courage in attacking the two prisoners who were known to be dangerous dacoits and to be armed.'

Richard Tozer was born in Co. Sligo in July 1881 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in March 1897. 

Advanced to Petty Officer 1st Class in May 1911, he was serving in the training ship Defiance on the outbreak of hostilities in August 
1914 and, with the exception of time in Vivid I in the period March-May 1915, remained similarly employed until removing to the 
destroyer Acorn in August of the latter year. And it was for his services on the occasion of Acorn's encounter with a U-boat off Malta on 
28 January 1916 that he was awarded the D.S.M. His captain, Lieutenant-Commander A. G. Peace, R.N., who was awarded the D.S.O. 
on the same occasion, submitted the following report: 

'Acorn immediately proceeded to position specified at full speed arriving within signalling distance of S.S. Malta at 12.35 p.m. 

On receiving report as to where submarine was last seen, Acorn carried out search in vicinity. 

At about 1 p.m. periscope was sighted about 600 yards ahead and though attempt was made to ram submarine Acorn passed over her - 
a depth grenade was dropped but with no apparent result. 

At about 1.20 p.m. a periscope was again sighted from 200-300 yards 2 points on port bow, submarine apparently steering an almost 
opposite course but crossing slightly to starboard. 

Acorn passed right over submarine and a depth charge - Type E - was dropped practically on top of her. 

Directly depth charge had exploded, the helm was put hard over (ship turning to starboard) and when ship had turned about 20 points 
periscope was seen on starboard bow about 100 yards off, the submarine obviously trying to rise. 

Submarine fired immediately and as Acorn passed over her a second depth grenade was dropped right on top of her. 

Nothing else was seen of submarine. 

Wreckage (broken spars) was observed immediately large charge had exploded and also shortly afterwards a small amount of black oil. 

Acorn carried out systematic search from this position (clearly marked by fish float that had been attached to depth charge) for four 
hours and on passing over spot marked by fish float a considerable quantity of black oil was seen about two hours after the explosion. 

I consider that undoubtedly depth charge Type E was dropped within a few feet of submarine if not on top of her and on her trying to 
come to the surface the second grenade was dropped on top of her and that she then sank.' 

Tozer, who was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in February 1917, remained actively employed in the Malta Auxiliary Patrol in the 
Acorn until the end of hostilities, and was advanced to Chief Petty Officer in May 1919. Pensioned ashore in August 1921, he enrolled 
in the Royal Fleet Reserve and, according to his service record re-entered the Royal Navy as a P.O. (Pensioner) in June 1926; sold with 
copied service record. 
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7 found a sea-boot containing a torn-off leg, which I threw into the river , lying between the pom-pom and the forward 
ready-use locker. I looked around for the limb's former owner and found him lying on the deck near the site of my first 
action station. The leg had been ripped off obliquely downward from the inner side of the groin , leaving so short a 
stump that it was not possible to apply a tourniquet. To try and stop the bleeding I bound a field dressing on it as high 
and as tightly as I was able, then covered the rest of the wound with more field dressings. Except for injecting a syrette of 
morphine, there was nothing more I could do for him so I continued on my round '

D.S.M. London Gazette 16 August 1940: 

'For good services in the withdrawal of the Allied Armies from the beaches of 
Dunkirk.' 

Mention in Despatches (Posthumous) London Gazette 21 May 1942: 

'For great skill and dauntless devotion to duty as Second Coxswain of a Motor 
Gun Boat. He was mortally wounded while helping at the pom-pom.' 

Albert Richard Carver Stephens, who was from Himbleton, Worcestershire, 
where his mother ran the Post Office, entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class 
in the training ship Ganges , aged 16 years. Having then served for three years in 
the battleship Lord Nelson, in the destroyer Dainty on the China Station, and in 
the cruiser Norfolk in the West Indies, he was early recruit to Coastal Forces 
following the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939. 

Dunkirk - D.S.M. 

By the time of the Navy's part in the evacuation of Dunkirk in May 1940 (a.k.a. Operation "Dynamo"), Stephens was serving as a 
gunner in Motor Torpedo Boat 102, commanded by Lieutenant Christopher Dreyer, R.N., one of the great Coastal Forces' leaders to 
emerge from the conflict and who ended the War with a D.S.O. and two D.S.Cs to his credit. 

And of particular interest to readers will be the fact that M.T.B. 102 survives to this day and recently led the armada of vessels to take 
place in the Diamond Jubilee Pageant on the Thames. She is cared for by The M.T.B. 102 Trust and wartime and present day 
photographs of her may be found on the Trust's website. According to the Trust, 102 crossed the Channel eight times in May-June 1940 
and, 'when the destroyer H.M.S. Keith was disabled by a bomb from a Stuka, Rear-Admiral Wake-Walker transferred to M.T.B. 102, 
using her as his flagship for the last two nights of the operation, directing the incoming and outgoing vessels at Dunkirk from the bridge. 
As she carried no Rear-Admirals flag, one was created with an Admiralty dishcloth and some red paint, allowing her to fly the 
appropriate flag. M.T.B. 102 was the third to last vessel to leave Dunkirk, ending her crucial and distinguished service during the 
evacuation under the command of Lieutenant Christopher Dreyer.' 

This hastily created Rear-Admiral's pennant also survives to this day. 

Meanwhile, a glimpse of Stephens in action in "Dynamo" may be found in the words of Christopher Dreyer, who later recalled he was 
'a dearly loved character': 

'Every time we left Dover, Stephens clambered into his turret and sat there, behind his .303 machine guns, until we got back; nothing 
would budge him. On one occasion he was looking up at the Stukas, his guns aimed and ready, waiting for them to come into range, 
the inevitable cigarette drooping from his mouth. I noticed his mouth moving and leant back to hear what he was saying. Over and 
over again, he was droning "Come on, yer bastards," just to himself, longing to have a crack at them.' 

And by way of reminder of the dangers faced by 102 and her consorts - in this case on 1 June 1940: 

'Rear-Admiral Wake-Walker, hurrying to Dunkirk itself in the M.T.B. which had picked him up, was dive-bombed, but not hit. All up 
and down the long, narrow channel of the roadstead there was havoc and the thunder of bombs. All up and down the roadstead were 
long and lamentable pools of oil which marked the new ship graves; and, with them, floating on the tide, was the pitiful wreckage of 
smashed boats and empty rafts, of battered furnishings and splintered planks. Within little more than an hour we had lost three 
destroyers, a Fleet minesweeper and a gunboat, and four destroyers had been damaged ... ' ( Dunkirk , by A. D. Divine, refers). 
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M.T.B. 102 


Stephens was awarded the D.S.M., Dreyer writing to him in the following terms: 

'My warmest congratulations on your very well deserved decoration. The way you cared for your guns and your complete confidence 
in them, and the way you stuck to it in that uncomfortable little turret all those times, were a great help to me and gave me confidence 
that when any Jerry came too close he would get all he deserved - so that I was perfectly happy from that point of view on those trips. 

I hope the Jerries have not hit your pub. The best of luck to you.'

St. Nazaire - Posthumous "Mention" 

On 26 February 1942, Commander R. E. D. Ryder, R.N., was mysteriously summoned to a meeting in London chaired by the dynamic 
new Director of Combined Operations, Lord Louis Mountbatten. Glancing around at the assembled V.I.Ps, Ryder took a seat at the 
back of the room and listened intently as Mountbatten unveiled an outlandish plan, involving Commando troops of the Special Service 
Brigade, to destroy an unspecified enemy port with a destroyer packed with explosives. Without preamble Mountbatten went on to 
announce that Commander R. E. D. Ryder, R.N., would command the operation's naval forces. Having coolly confirmed his 
acceptance, Ryder was introduced to his army opposite number, Lieutenant-Colonel A. C. Newman. Immediately after the meeting, 
Newman proceeded to bombard him with all manner of questions regarding the naval side of the operation. Still ignorant of the target's 
location, an exasperated Ryder demanded to know the name of the port they were supposed to strike. "Haven't they told you?", asked 
the astonished Newman, "it's St. Nazaire." Thus Operation "Chariot" was born. The strategic value of St. Nazaire was paramount to the 
Kriegsmarine, as it contained the only dry dock on the Nazi-occupied Atlantic seaboard capable of berthing the mighty battleship, 
Tirpitz. This vast facility, known as the 'Normandie' Dock after the French transatlantic liner, measured 1148 feet in length and 164 feet 
across, and formed a passageway between Europe's largest wet dock, the Bassin de Penhoet, and the Loire estuary. At either end it was 
sealed by sliding lock gates, or 'caissons', strong enough to withstand the tremendous outside water pressure and accidental collision 
by ships. 

After the London meeting Ryder and Newman had just one month to organize the raid down to the last detail. In no time they had set 
up their headquarters in the conservatory of a sea-front hotel, complete with eye-pleasing Wrens, at Falmouth. The chosen destroyer, 
launched in 1919 as the Buchanan , and now renamed H.M.S. Campbeltown , was sent to Devonport for the necessary conversions. 
Captain W.H. Pritchard, M.C., R.E., who had long studied the caisson demolition problem, and Lieutenant N. Tibbits, D.S.C., a naval 
explosives expert, arranged for a four and half ton high explosive charge to be installed in Campbeltown just behind the forward gun 
supporting pillar. This ensemble was then enclosed in a specially constructed steel tank and encased in concrete to prevent the 
Germans dismantling the charges after ramming. 

Meanwhile, work commenced on gathering a suitable armada of Naval craft, chiefly M.Ls to carry the Commandos but, owing to her 
being equipped with a radar set and echo sounder, Ryder chose to take M.G.B. 314 as his headquarters ship, to lead the assault force 
over the Loire estuary mudflats and thence to battle. 
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A scene of great courage and sacrifice -

A 'C' class boat of mahogany hard-chine construction, built by the Fairmile Company, M.G.B. 314 was commanded by Lieutenant D. 
M. C. Curtis, R.N.V.R. Powered by three 850 h.p. supercharged engines, producing speeds of up to 26 knots, she was heavily armed 
with a Rolls semi-automatic 2-pounder aft, two twin Y2 inch heavy machine guns amidships and a 2-pounder Vickers pom-pom 
forward, at which Able Seaman W. A. "Bill" Savage was to win his V.C. and Stephens his posthumous mention in despatches. 

As it happened, Stephens joined M.G.B. 314 as a replacement gunner for Savage just a few days before the raid. James G. Dorrian's 
Storming St. Nazaire takes up the story: 

'As he [Bill Savage] was unable to carry out his duties, Curtis brought on board, as a replacement for Bill, the extremely competent 
'regular 1 gunnery rating, Able Seaman "Lofty" Stephens. Although he had been relieved by Stephens, Bill remained on board and, when 
he was sufficiently recovered, returned to his post on the pom-pom, in his turn displacing Stephens. The new man should, by rights, 
have left at this point; however with "Chariot" coming up Curtis was loathe to part with such a valuable rating and so Stephens 
remained with the crew. Ironically, and each man having had legitimate excuses to be elsewhere, it was these two who were destined 
to die within feet of one another, right at the fag end of the action and with the gunboat almost within sight of the open sea and home/ 

On 18 March, M.G.B. 314 joined the attacking force at Falmouth, which comprised Campbeltown, M.T.B. 74 and sixteen M.Ls, 
carrying Commando squads divided into small demolition, protection and assault parties detailed to specific dock side tasks. Two 
Hunt-class destroyers, H.M.S. Atherstone and H.M.S. Tynedale were assigned to escort the expedition on its outward journey. All told, 
the strength of the raiding force was 345 Naval officers and ratings, 257 Commandos, a four-man Medical Team, three Liaison Officers 
and two members of the Press - nearly 1 70 of whom would be killed in the coming enterprise. 

At 1400 hours on Thursday 26 March 1942, the raiding force set sail from Falmouth in anti-submarine formation under a protective 
umbrella of R.A.F. Spitfires. To conserve fuel, M.G.B. 314 sailed on tow of H.M.S. Atherstone. At dawn the following morning Gordon 
Holman, a Fleet Street man aboard M.G.B. 314, heard the Gun Boat's engines roar into life. On the bridge he discovered that a U-boat 
had been sighted and that Tynedale was already steaming off in pursuit, with Atherstone following two miles astern. After dropping a 
pattern of depth charges, Tynedale's Captain felt sure he had achieved a kill. However it was later discovered that the U-boat had 
feigned death by lying motionless on the sea bed for over five hours, in which time its Commander had reported three British destroyers 
sailing on a westerly bearing. Fortunately, he made no mention of the M.Ls and this misleading intelligence drew out five Mowe-class 
destroyers from St. Nazaire, which otherwise posed a serious threat to the whole operation. Shortly afterwards two French trawlers had 
to be boarded and sunk by gunfire. It was not uncommon for the Kriegsmarine to station observers with transmitters aboard these 
vessels, besides which Ryder could not afford to chance the possibility of betrayal by one of the trawlermen. Accordingly Tynedale and 
M.G.B. 314 were assigned to policing roles, and took the fishermen aboard. In due course, however, they were transferred to 
Atherstone and returned to England, where many of them joined the Free French. 

At 1830 hours Lieutenant Briault's M.L. developed engine trouble and his boat was forced to retire. His Commandos, however, were 
transferred to Lieutenant Falconar's Torpedo M.L. The rest of the voyage passed without incident and the ratings and Commandos 
settled down to last minute checks of their equipment. At 2000 hours, 75 miles off St. Nazaire, M.T.B. 74 and M.G.B. 314 discarded 
their tows. The Gun Boat drew alongside Atherstone to take Ryder, Green (the navigator), Newman and his staff aboard. The escorting 
destroyers broke off and the convoy assumed attack formation with M.G.B. 314 leading Campbeltown and two columns of M.Ls. The 
rear was brought up by Lieutenant Nock's Torpedo M.L. and Micky Wynn's temperamental M.T.B. 74. As arranged H.M. Submarine 
Sturgeon was sighted at the mouth of the Loire at 2200 hours. Force Chariot was on course and on time. 

Everything now depended on Lieutenant Green's calculations. Working away in the M.G.B.'s small chartroom, he skilfully plotted a 
course over the mudlflats. In Campbeltown, Lieutenant Tibbits sealed the old destroyer's fate by activating the eight hour explosives 
package. Towards midnight, as the ships cruised on between the closing banks of the Loire estuary, the drone of Bomber Command's 
aircraft engaged in a diversionary raid could be heard overhead. At 0122 hours, Force Chariot's luck began to run out. Two shore 
searchlights swept the river and settled on Campbeltown. Other lights were switched on and soon the whole force was illuminated in a 
blaze of light. A German Aldis lamp winked out an identification demand. Standing on the bridge of M.G.B. 314, Leading Seaman Pike 
signalled back in German temporarily baffling the defenders. Still Force Chariot was pushing on to its target. Eventually the Germans, 
unable to identify the ships in mid-river, opened fire. Pike continued to signal, and Ryder attempted to fire a Verey light of similar 
colour to the one currently being used by German shipping. But the game was up: about this time Lieutenant Tom "Lizard" Boyd, R.N. 
V.R., C.O. of one of the M.Ls, casually commented to his Coxswain, "This is a queer do," to which he received the prompt rejoinder, 
"It'll soon be a bloody sight queerer, sir." And so it proved. 

Aboard Campbeltown Lieutenant Commander Beattie rang the ship's bell to signal 'open fire'. The Iron Cross was struck and the White 
Ensign run up in its place. Klaxons sounded throughout the fleet and the night became alive with the sight and sound of battle. The 
biggest problem for Savage, who had already started his epic night's work, was identifying the enemy positions against the blinding 
glare of searchlights - but we may be sure he was ably assisted by his loader Stephens. 
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Steaming in at 18 knots and with the port column only 100 yards from the bank, Ryder began to wonder how long his vessels could 
withstand the awesome rifle and machine-gun fire from the left bank, not to mention the 75 mm., 150 mm., 170 mm. and 6 in. 
howitzers of the coastal batteries. Yet incredibly every ship sailed through it all, but Campbeltown was suffering badly. Two of her 
Oerlikon Crews were hit, the Quartermaster and Coxswain were killed in the wheelhouse, and her 12-pounder high angle gun was 
blown into the sea along with the crew of a 3-inch mortar. Bullets and shells, and red, white and green tracer were hitting the ships 
from all angles. Blinded by searchlights, Beattie steadfastly followed in the wake of M.G.B. 314 , as they passed the East Jetty of the 
Avantporte. Here the Gun Boat came under the gunwhales of an anchored Sperrbrecher (Barrage Breaker), which opened fire. Savage 
and his pom-pom team spraying Sperrbrecher 137 from end to end silenced every weapon on board, including its powerful 88 mm. 
gun. It was indeed a remarkable feat of gunnery bearing in mind they were firing from a pitching and moving platform. Closing fast on 
the Normandie Dock's massive southern caisson, Curtis swung the Gun Boat to starboard allowing Campbeltown to increase speed in 
the final yards. He turned through 360 degrees giving those on board a perfect view of Campbeltown as she cut through the anti¬ 
torpedo boom. At the last moment Beattie ordered a slight change in direction to ensure hitting his target square on, leaving the nearby 
opening to the Old Entrance clear for the M.Ls. At 0134 hours Campbeltown smashed into the caisson tearing back forty feet of her 
bows. 

Her main mission accomplished, 314 now dropped off Newman and his staff at the Old Entrance, while Ryder also came ashore to 
ascertain how effectively the Campbeltown had been placed. But while he was away disaster befell most of the M.Ls, one after the 
other falling victim to the horrendous point-blank fire - in fact four M.Ls were destroyed within a matter of minutes. Meanwhile, too, 
314's decks were getting crowded with survivors from the Campeltown , so that by the time Ryder returned, it was time to head for 
open water - but not before witnessing the fate of two more M.Ls at the Old Mole, where the Gun Boat also came under heavy fire. 
And at this moment, perhaps above all, Savage, his No. 2, Able Seaman F. A. Smith, and Stephens, his loader, put on a magnificent 
display of courage and were a true inspiration to all - for as Curtis brought his exposed pom-pom team to within 250 yards of the Old 
Mole, they fought a savage duel with the all-powerful Gun 63 it its concrete emplacement, all the while regardless of the web of tracer 
around them: Gun 63 was silenced, several rounds finding their way through the emplacement's embrasure. 

Continuing on her journey, but her decks now a shambles, 314 came under coastal artillery fire while passing the Les Morees Tower at 
24 knots, yet the Gun Boat's luck continued to hold. In fact, as referred to above, it was at the 'fag end of the action' that disaster struck 
the gallant pom-pom team, when 314 had the misfortune to run into a heavily armed enemy trawler. Dorrian's Storming St. Nazaire 
takes up the story: 

'Quickly working up to her full speed, the gunboat raced away, on this occasion sorely missing the firepower of her after pom-pom and 
powered machine guns. Up on the fo'c'sle gunners Savage and Smith had only seconds in which to train and fire their gun before the 
German ship drifted behind the shelter of the gunboat's stubby superstructure [so, too, Stephens, as their loader]. 'It raked us from stem 
to stern, 1 recalls Frank Smith, 'with small-arms fire, bullets and shrapnel flying around, pinging off guard rails and metal fittings, and 
dull thudding sounds as the bullets hit the splinter mats which were secured to the sides of the bridge. The action was sudden and 
unexpected; we were no more than a hundred yards away when she opened up on us. We only had time to fire a few rounds off before 
she was abaft the bridge, and the pom-pom couldn't bear.' 

And then, almost as suddenly as it had begun, the brief but violent encounter was over. A small fire was visible on the enemy's deck, 
while the gunboat, sporting a new collection of holes, appeared to have got away with a clumsy encounter which could have spelled 
the end for all of them. The engines were all right, there was no vital damage to the structure, nor was there any evidence of fatal 
casualties. It was only when Frank Smith attempted to train the pom-pom fore and found it would not budge that it was discovered that 
Bill Savage, deserted as ever by 'lady luck', lay slumped across the elevating wheel. Thinking at first that Bill had merely fainted, Frank 
was greatly distressed to learn that his fellow gunner, with whom every danger of the night had been shared in equal lots, was in fact 
dead. Hit by a small shell or by chunks of shrapnel, Bill had died instantly from a massive, open chest wound, during the very last 
throes of an action whose enviable list of honours would include a Victoria Cross in his name, in recognition of the courage displayed 
by so many of the ratings. Ordinary Seaman Bill Whittle fetched a blanket and covered Bill's body with it. Later Peter Ellingham and 
Ordinary Telegraphist Reynolds would be detailed to prepare the remains for an eventual transfer to a destroyer. With Bill dead and the 
loading number, Able Seaman Stephens, dying nearby, Frank was left alone on the gun until such time as Curtis could detail a relief... ' 

Before too long, the destroyers Atherstone and Brocklesby hove into view and, it being decided to scuttle 314, her survivors were 
transferred to the latter destroyer - among them the mortally wounded Stephens, who died in the ship's sick bay that night. His body 
was returned to his home village and interred in St. Mary Magdelene Church's cemetery. 

Savage's body was retrieved from 314 and buried at Falmouth, the award of his posthumous V.C. being announced in the London

Samuel William Edward Rice was born in Portsea, Hampshire in January 1889 and entered the Royal Navy as Stoker 2nd Class in 
August 1907. A Stoker Petty Officer aboard the cruiser H.M.S. Attentive by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he served with 
the Dover Patrol and was present in operations off the Belgian coast, including the action off Ostend in September 1915, when the 
Attentive was bombed by enemy aircraft and suffered several casualties. 

Having then come ashore to an appointment in Victory in January 1917, he returned to sea in the cruiser Cardiff in the period June- 
November 1917 and was present in the action in Heligoland Bight in the latter month. And, following further time ashore, he was 
embarked for Archangel in July 1918, where he was borne on the books of Glory IV and the monitor M. 25 from March 1919, in which 
latter capacity he witnessed extensive action in the Dwina river operations. He returned home in the M. 26 in October 1919 and was 
demobilised at the year's end. 

Between the Wars Rice most likely served as a trawler man, for, in October 1940, he joined the Royal Naval Patrol Service, and it was 
in this capacity that he won his D.S.M. in respect of his services aboard H.M. Trawler Belton , a Strath-class trawler armed with a 3-inch 
gun and crewed by 18 men. Most probably operating out of Grimsby, the Belton would have been employed on hazardous 
minesweeping operations off the East Coast.

The following is extracted from the original recommendation for an immediate M.M. which was made by Lieutenant Colonel David 
Stirling. The recommendation is additionally endorsed 'Most Secret - Not to be Published': 

'Lance Sergeant Ernest Thomas Lilley, 'L' Det S.A.S. Bde (Coldstream Guards). This NCO was cut off and captured by the enemy when 
returning from a raid on Berka Aerodrome, in May 1942. Although completely unarmed he subsequently managed to surprise and 
strangle his guard and to return by himself to the RV. He has distinguished himself by great coolness and calmness in other raids.' 

B.E.M. London Gazette 1 January 1952. 

The following is extracted from the original recommendation which was made by Lieutenant Colonel A. C. Newman, V.C., 
Commanding 21 st S.A.S. Regiment: 

'RSM Lilley was appointed RSM of this unit in September 1950 and for some considerable time before his appointment was carrying 
out the duties of acting RSM under difficult circumstances in connection with his taking over the appointment. He weathered this 
period in an extremely resourceful manner. 

RSM Lilley has served with SAS troops since they were first formed in 1941. He has a very distinguished war record and was awarded 
the Military Medal for outstanding bravery in the field, by this outstanding example he has contributed to a very great extent to the 
reputation earned by SAS troops during the war. 

His name is legendary throughout the Regiment and since taking over RSM of 21st SAS Regiment, his qualities of tact, understanding 
and unswervable loyalty combined with firmness, have been invaluable in a unit combining the SAS role with the previous traditions of 
the Artists Rifles and containing ranks representative not only of all corps of the Army but of other services and other countries and 
including a high proportion of ex officers. 

He has carried out the difficult job of RSM to a TA unit magnificently and continues to be an example to all ranks. I strongly 
recommend that he be awarded the BEM for his outstanding services to the Regiment 

M.I.D. London Gazette 13 January 1944 'In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in the Middle East.' 

Ernest Thomas Lilley was born at Wolverhampton in February 1914. During the Second World War he enlisted into the Coldstream 
Guards in September 1940 and was one of the founding members of 'L' Detachment, having joined from No. 8 Commando in 
September 1941, as one of the Tobruk four (the others being Pat Riley, DCM, Jim Almonds, MM & Bar & Jim Blakeney) under 
Lieutenant Jock Lewes, who was killed in December the same year and of whom David Stirling later wrote: 'Jock could far more 
genuinely claim to be the founder of the S.A.S. than I'. Post War Lilley continued to serve with the S.A.S., including at least two 
operational tours in Malaya, his parent unit changing to the South Staffordshire Regiment. Prior to taking his discharge in 1958 he 
served seven years with 21 Special Air Service Regiment and died in August 1981.

The following is extracted from the book, Daggers Drawn: Second World War Heroes of The SAS and SBS, by Mike Morgan: 

'Former Commando, Sgt Bob Lilley was one of the toughest original members of L Detachment. He possessed an instinctive mastery of 
the deadly skills of unarmed combat - and was well prepared to use them. He had lightning speed of thought and reactions and the 
determination and ability to fight harder than any opponent he was likely to meet. As a fully trained Commando, Lilley was intensively 
schooled in a variety of lethal martial arts, silent killing with the knife and a host of 'dirty tricks' moves designed to get a hard pressed 
SAS raider out of a tight corner. He and his superbly trained fellow SAS original NCOs from the Commandos, including Bennett, 
Cooper, Rose and Seekings, were among the first volunteers when Sterling formed L Detachment of the SAS. All subsequently won 
decorations and became experienced veterans who helped train and guide the new recruits in later vital areas of SAS operations. 

During a spectacularly successful series of raids along the Axis-dominated coast of North Africa under Jock Lewes and later David 
Stirling and Paddy Mayne, Lilley helped set the desert ablaze with consistent deeds of bravery, particularly evident during raids at El 
Agheila, Nofilia, Berka, Tripoli, Fuka and the big Benghazi raid, which was held in conjunction with the major, disastrous raid on 
Tobruk. The tough and unyielding Commando training that had been so much a part of Li I ley's early Army life was to come to his aid 
and save his life on one memorably brutal one-to-one occasion, when courage alone was not enough and instinctive fighting skills 
were all that stood between his return to safety and oblivion. 

In June 1942, Stirling was summoned to headquarters in Cairo and ordered to step up his SAS raids and destroy as many enemy 
warplanes as possible, as the pressure on the key Mediterranean island of Malta was mounting to such an extent that convoy supplies 
were reaching a critically low level. A further series of co-ordinated raids were planned and unleashed on the Benghazi area, Derna 
and Barce.

A mainly French SAS party was nearly wiped out by a full German company after being betrayed, despite putting up a fierce resistance, 
but Stirling's group wreaked havoc at Benghazi, blowing up numerous aircraft and spare engines in hangars and workshops. Other SAS 
groups of raiders destroyed more aircraft and stores and inflicted casualties in savage firefights, but were soon hotly pursued by large 
enemy forces intent on tracking down the British phantoms and annihilating them. A brief passage in Philip Warner's superb history 
The Special Air Service makes it abundantly clear that the raiders could not always use their weapons to fight their way out to freedom 
and that sometimes more sinister, silent methods had to be employed. These unconventional methods were often frowned upon in 
regular Army circles where a code of chivalry still existed, even in the heat of battle. But behind-the-lines raiders were often forced to 
live, or die, by different rules. The iron-hard Lilley was one of the prime exponents of this deadly art of self-defence: 

In making their exit, the SAS ran into different problems, but one of the most interesting escapes was that of Sergeant Lilley. Looking for 
a way back, he wandered inside the perimeter of a large German camp. After a short time, he realised that it would be impossible for 
him to slip unnoticed through the German lines, so he stood up and walked for two miles. He was dirty and no one noticed he was not 
a German until he met an Italian outside the perimeter; the latter unwisely tried to arrest him but had his neck broken for his trouble. 
Lilley kept on walking. A dozen miles later, he ran into other members of the expedition and soon after linked up with the LRDG at the 
appointed rendezvous. 

It does not take much imagination to conjure up the primeval, life-or-death struggle that must have taken place in the midst of the 
enemy encampment, as both men grappled violently for supremacy, the enemy soldier desperately trying to bring his weapons to bear, 
or shout to his comrades to come quickly to his aid and kill the intruder. Lilley had been surprised literally in the midst of the enemy 
lion's den, surrounded by numerous foes. Any alarm raised by the guard would almost certainly have spelt his sudden death, preceded 
probably by some very unpleasant treatment at the hands of his captors. However, his quick reflexes and deadly Commando training 
gave him a swift, decisive victory. 

As Lilley made his way back to the main SAS group, the reunited raiders should have, at this point, returned to base. However, Stirling 
and Mayne could not resist going to have a look at the extent of the damage done by their men's deadly bombing attacks. A truck was 
borrowed from the LRDG's Capt Robin Gurdon, as their own transport had been destroyed, and off they sped for a recce. However, the 
raiders were quickly thwarted in their scheme to view the destruction at close hand as they approached Bernina airfield, near Benghazi, 
which they had earlier devastated. They were halted abruptly by enemy troops at a road block within a few hundred yards of their goal. 
They were all in British uniform and the heavily armed guards were turned out, headed by a German NCO brandishing a grenade 
menacingly in one hand and a pistol in the other. He appeared to become suspicious, even though one of the SAS, a German-speaker, 
was shouting in German that it was OK to let them through. An impatient Paddy Mayne menacingly cocked his pistol as the guard 
approached to look into the truck. Immediately, the rest of the SAS in the back readied Tommy guns and grenades for what seemed like 
a desperate shoot-out. But the startled German NCO abruptly changed his mind and quickly withdrew, deciding correctly that, as he 
was nearest, he would be the first to die and that his life would be preserved longer if he waved the truck on its way. 

The SAS men shot up and bombed a few opportunist targets before they headed back into the desert pursued by what appeared to be a 
German patrol of trucks or armoured cars. To Mayne, always a fast and at times reckless driver, it was like a red rag to a bull and he 
floored the accelerator as the LRDG truck attained a speed over rough ground that it had never reached before. At a breakneck rate of 
knots, the SAS band lost their pursuers and luckily found the wadi they were aiming for, or they could have been helplessly stranded, 
away from their intended route. Then suddenly, Lilley shouted a desperate warning for everyone to jump out of the truck. 

Lilley had detected the distinctive smell and heard the click as acid started to eat through one of their time pencils - not a 
recommended occurrence as they were still carrying upwards of 40 lb of high explosive. All the raiders jumped out and ran frantically 
to reach a safe distance away from the truck when, just seconds later, the bomb went up, setting off a tremendous explosion and 
blowing the borrowed LRDG truck to smithereens. The rest of the journey back to base had to be covered on foot until they met some 
Senussi Arabs who sent a message to the LRDG, who motored out to collect the dishevelled SAS party, minus, unfortunately, their shiny 
LRDG truck. 

The SAS men returned via the Siwa oasis, with Stirling planning to make amends for the loss of the precious LRDG transport by 
ordering a gigantic round of drinks for his fellow desert raiders in the bar at the famous Shepheards Hotel in Cairo!'

'We had great assistance from our Troop Sergeant - Sergeant Eric Morrall, or "Mush" as he was better known - who was 
a tower of strength in every respect. A big tough forceful personality with a great sense of humour and a huge laugh to 
match his size. He looked every inch a regular soldier but in fact he was only a "duration slogger" like so many of us. 
He had long experience with the Squadron and always commanded respect from both officers and men for his 
capability and courage.' 

The Shiny Tourth, by Captain Robert Warren, M.C., refers. 

A particularly fine and well-documented Second World War Desert Rat's M.M., post-war B.E.M. group of seven 
awarded to Troop Sergeant E. A. Morrall, Royal Engineers, who was decorated for his gallant deeds with "The Shiny 
Fourth" Field Squadron in Belgium and Germany in 1944-45, just one chapter in a period of protracted active service 
that also encompassed evasion and work behind enemy lines in "Jock Campbell Columns" in the Western Desert - a 
story vividly described in his hitherto unpublished wartime memoirs

'Sergeant Morrall has served throughout the campaign in North-West Europe as a Troop Sergeant and has done outstanding and gallant 
service. Steady and resourceful in Troop administration, for which he has been responsible, he has in addition given an example of 
cheerfulness, gallantry and steadfast leadership under fire which has been an inspiration to all. 

At Wetteren on 6 September 1944, his troop bore the brunt of an attack by heavy enemy forces on a bridge which the Squadron was 
defending. He carried up ammunition and rallied a section disorganised by the enemy, himself leading it with a Bren gun and 
throughout contributed more than any other individual to the successful repulse of the attack with comparatively very heavy casualties 
to the enemy. 

At Gebroek on 12 January 1945, he led the sapper party laying a scissors bridge in the preliminary phase of the attack on Bakenhoven. 
The next night an attempt was made to bull dose a crossing nearer to Bakenhoven but the party was prevented by enemy S.A. and 
artillery fire. The danger of this had not passed, and made silent work essential when Sergeant Morrall later led out a small party. He 
worked up to his waist in icy water for as long as this could be endured and almost completed the crossing, constantly directing relays 
of men. 

On 16 April 1945, his troop was in support of 8th Hussars in the vigorous advance to Doremark, by passing Fallingbostel. This involved 
many minor sapper tasks and an exposed centre line through country still occupied by bands of enemy troops. Twice during the night 
Sergeant Morrall made this journey in his jeep, once with rations and at first light to take up an assault bridge. On each occasion 
enemy troops were encountered. Once, when engaged by a party of five men with small arm s, he, the driver, and one other sapper 
returned their fire and killed two. 

This N.C.O. stands out from all others in the Squadron for sound judgement, skill in the many sapper tasks with which he has been 
concerned and steadiness under fire. He is held in respect and affection alike by officers and men.'

Eric Aylmore "Mush" Morrall was born in Cowes, on the Isle of Wight, in February 1920, where he was working as an apprentice fitter 
on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939. Enlisting in the Royal Engineers in the following month, he was posted to a training 
unit at Napier Barracks, Shorncliffe and thence, in early 1940, to Chatham, where he joined I Troop, 4th Field Squadron, R.E., before 
long to be nicknamed "The Shiny Fourth" on account of the number of decorations won by its personnel. 

North Africa and Italy 

And it was in this capacity that he was embarked for the Middle East in October of the same year, where he was quickly advanced to 
Lance-Corporal and joined the 7th Armoured Division. Going into action in Libya in early 1941. And, as verified by accompanying 
documentation, he served behind enemy lines in "Jock Campbell Columns" in addition to other daring reconnaissance work and 
membership of "Duke Force", a fast and mobile sapper unit that went into action with forward tank units, destroying captured enemy 
guns and armour; so, too, making safe countless mines. 

Whether engaged at Sidi Rezegh or El Alamein, or in the final advance on Tunis - where 'I was hit in the neck by a sniper's bullet' - 
Morrall was indeed the 'big tough forceful personality' described by Captain Robert Warren. M.C., and, as described below, won his 
first "mention" for evading capture early in the campaign: 

'Whilst operating in No-Man's Land, between the 8th Army at El Agheila and the enemy at Marble Arch in April 1941, our section 
leader, Corporal Bill Noyce, was attacked and wounded by a German patrol, losing his right arm and being taken prisoner with his 
armoured car driver. 

With my half section of five Sappers in our 15 cwt. truck, we made for the sand dunes and there we hid from the enemy during 
daylight. Later, that night, I blew up and destroyed the vital water well, as per my instructions, then with the cover of darkness and the 
aid of the stars for navigation, we eventually reached our own lines. There we were told to head for Fort Mechili, where we could 
rejoin our unit, the 4th Field Squadron, after some 200 miles of open desert to the north-east. 

At Mechili, we found remnants of our unit with our H.Q. in a mass of disarray with other units, only to be informed that the Senior 
Officer has surrendered to the enemy. Then to our delight we heard over the radio that the Port of Tobruk, about 80 miles to the north 
east, was now under siege and holding out. 

This time several dozen vehicles, of all types, mostly from the 4th, joined in the dash for Tobruk. Many were hit by enemy tank and 
small arms fire and didn't make it. A few Sappers - this was our second escape in just over a week - made it. But on reaching Tobruk 
we soon found out we were not on holiday ... I understand that an officer of the unit who was taken P.O.W. during this adventure 
submitted a report for my mention in despatches on being released from captivity.' 

"The Shiny Fourth" next went into action in the Italian campaign, landing at Salerno in September 1943, and took part in the capture of 
Naples in addition to carrying out valuable Bailey bridge work over the river Volturno. The, on reaching the river Garigliano, the unit 
was withdrawn to the U.K., arriving in Scotland in early 1944. 

North-West Europe 

By now a Troop Sergeant, Morrall landed in Normandy in June 1944, the commencement of another chapter of heavy fighting, the 
salient points of which are cited in the above recommendation - though his own extensive account of the action at Wetteren, which 
appears in Desert Rats at War , by George Forty, is a particularly good one; so, too, his account of how he re-visited Wetteren in the 
1970s, the first of many annual pilgrimages. 

But returning to his time in North-West Europe, and by way of illustrating the multitude of sources available, the following extract from 
the memoirs of an officer of "The Shiny Fourth" is not without interest: 

'Whilst we were in Hademarschen, another incident occurred that further cultivated our dislike for Germans. There had been some sort 
of concentration camp nearby and in a shed in the village we found the bodies of a few Russians who had died in this camp. I suppose 
there were only seven or eight here, one of them being a woman, but their bodies were shrunken through famine and I believe had 
onlu just died - or possibly been exterminated. 

One of the Sappers found them and a quite spontaneous anger arose. A few of the N.C.Os got together and with the O.C's permission, 
they made all the inhabitants of the village turn out and see for themselves the horrors that their kinsmen had done. All the people were 
made to pass slowly in front of the bodies and Corporal Milligan, who could speak fluent German, told them that this was just a sample 
of the savagery and horror that the German nation had caused. The truth slowly dawned on these simple country folk and they were 
truly disturbed - but many of them must have known what had been going on. We also brought several German officers who were in 
the town to view the bodies - one of them had his mistress with him, but she never moved a muscle or showed any sign of remorse. 

Sergeant Morrall made these officers line up afterwards and salute the Ensign which flew outside Squadron H.Q. - kicking one 
particularly stubborn German until he saluted. No doubt this was strictly against the rules of the Geneva Convention, but as officers we 
looked the other way. We had the civilians provide a proper burial for the Russians and ordered the whole village to attend the 
funeral.' 
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In addition to his M.M., Morrall was twice mentioned in despatches, the latter appearing in the same Gazette and one of them in 
respect of his earlier gallantry in North Africa - based on evidence of a returning P.O.W. officer ( London Gazette 8 November 1945). 
He was demobilised in early 1946. 

Post-war, Morrall was employed by the Forestry Commission on the Isle of Wight and as an M.O.D. civilian the Military Engineering 
Experimental Establishment (M.E.X.E.) at Christchurch, which latter appointment gained him his B.E.M., a distinction he received from 
the Lord Lieutenant of Hampshire at a ceremony held in May 1966. He died in 2001, aged 81 years.

The enemy 
immediately brought an M.G. into action and under the cover of its fire, attempted to withdraw. Realising this, Naik Manawar Khan, 
without the slightest hesitation and regardless of the enemy fire, dashed forward and with a great shout assaulted the patrol. Single- 
handed he disabled both the machine gunners, silenced the gun and completely demoralised the remainder of the patrol who took to 
their heels. Those he drove into the fire of his PI by whom they were taken prisoner. 

The initiative, courage and determined action of this N.C.O. in effecting the capture of the whole patol did much to ensure the success 
of the remainder of his Coy.'

The party came under heavy shell fire on the way to the German wire, 
and 7 out of 10 were killed or wounded by the time the wire was reached. Sgt Russell and one man whom he called to follow him, cut 
the wire between two trestles, pulled the trestles out and cut a way through the trip wire. It was at this time that 2 Lt Granger (?) decided 
to give up the raid owing to losses. Sgt Russell was of great assistance in collecting wounded and in helping to organise parties for 
carrying them off, and he also did a lot of good work searching the shell craters along the front of the German wire. All this was done 
under fire alone in front of the [?] trenches and while the party was fully exposed under the continuous Very lights which were fired 
from the German lines. Sgt Russell showed great courage and dash in the way he advanced through the shell fire to the German wire.

George Russell enlisted into the Royal Sussex Regiment on a Short Service Engagement on 26 September 1898, seeing service at Malta 
and in South Africa during the Boer War.

August 1914, and went with the 2nd Battalion to Gallipoli, 1 September 1915, and subsequently to France. He was discharged from 
the 3rd Battalion on 20 May 191 7, and is entitled to the Silver War Badge.

Albert Williams was an early "Kitchener recruit" who was embarked with the 5th Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment, for Gallipoli in June 
1915. Landing at Cape Helles in mid-July, the Battalion was all but wiped-out in an action Chunuk Bair on 10 August, when an 
overwhelming Turkish counter-attack, led by Mustapha Kemal in person, left it with losses of 135 dead and many more wounded - 
according to one regimental record, 'more than half the officers and men were never seen again.' 

It seems likely that Williams was among the wounded, for he did not accompany the Battalion to Mesopotamia following the 
withdrawal from Gallipoli. And he next went into action out in France with the 6th Battalion, where he was awarded the M.M., most 
probably for the fighting on Messines Ridge in June 191 7, or possibly in subsequent battles on Passchendaele Ridge. 

However, as recorded in regimental records, he was taken P.O.W. sometime after February 1918 - almost certainly in the German 
Spring Offensive, when the Battalion was decimated in the face of the onslaught at Bapaume and lost 20 officers and 500 other ranks, 
either killed, wounded, or taken P.O.W. Williams was discharged to the Reserve in June 1919; sold with research.

Thomas Parry was born born at Salford, Lancashire, in November 1887, and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in April 1903, 
aged 15 years. 

In the period leading up to the outbreak of hostilities, he served in the submarine depot ships Rosario and Dolphin , but in July 1914 he 
was transferred to the fledgling Royal Naval Air Service as a Leading Mechanic, and it was in this capacity that he went out to Dunkirk 
as a member of the Balloon Observation Detachment in October 1914. 

His subsequent wartime appointments included time at Hendon Naval Air Station in April-May 1915 and at Aberdeen from June of the 
latter year until July 1917, in which period he was advanced to Petty Officer Mechanic and qualified as an Airship Coxswain. Having 
then gained appointment as Chief Petty Officer Mechanic, he served at Barrow, Howden and Pulham and Airship Stations in the latter 
half of 191 7 and was transferred to the newly established Royal Air Force in April 1918, as a Chief Mechanic. His subsequent award of

Recommendation read: 'Constable Dost Mohamed was sent to Mahomedabagh village on 22nd November 1939 shortly after rioting 
had spread from Sukkur town to Sukkur District - in order to escort Hindu refugees from that village to the larger village of Rustom. He 
was returning with a bus full of Hindu men and women at about 7.30 p.m. when suddenly a crowd of 200 or 300 Muslims armed with 
guns and axes opened fire on the bus and tried to stop it. Constable Dost Mahomed was himself wounded but nevertheless he returned 
the attacker's fire and dispersed them for long enough to enable the bus to get past the danger point. 

Constable Dost Mahomed showed great presence of mind and devotion to duty in returning the mob's fire though himself wounded, as, 
if the bus had been stopped, he and all the Hindu passengers would certainly have been killed.' 

A note with the citation states that the award was made for gallantry and carried with it a special allowance.

'When the "alert" was sounded on the night of 16-17 March 1941, Mr. O'Connell was on duty at the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
Headquarters. He received a call from the A.R.P. authorities to go to Fishponds and there found a woman injured by debris while 
explosive bombs were falling a short distance away. Driver O'Connell dressed the patient and proceeded to hospital, a journey 
undertaken with great difficulty during which time many incendiary and explosive bombs were falling. 

From the hospital, Mr. O'Connell proceeded to one of the severely bombed areas. From here he collected four patients and on being 
requested by the Wardens to return as soon as possible, he reported back after his visit to the hospital, again collecting patients. 
Loading his ambulance with great skill and consideration for those of his patients who were still alive, Driver O'Connell showed 
complete disregard for his own safety and undertook, with a splinter wound in his right knee, journeys through the worst parts of the 
city, until instructed to return to headquarters and standby. 

Mr. O'Connell treats the whole incident calmly and modestly, but it is obvious that on this night he rendered invaluable assistance both 
to his fellow men and to the Bristol Casualty Services.

George O'Connell, who was born in January 1890 and employed as a motor driver pre-hostilities, originally enlisted in the Royal 
Engineers in June 1916, but transferred to the Royal Flying Corps as an Air Mechanic 2nd Class in December 1917. Embarked for 
France in the latter month, he was admitted to No. 3 Canadian Stationary Hospital in Doullens in January 1918 and was evacuated to 
the U.K., where he was discharged as medically unfit that April. 

Of events in Bristol on the night of Sunday 16-1 7 March 1941, the following summary is taken from Blitz over Britain, by Edwin Webb 
and John Duncan: 

The next major attack upon Bristol was scheduled for the night of 16 March. It was to prove Bristol's worst raid of all - 'a night of 
horror and murder,' as one account expressed the consequences of this raid in which 257 were killed and 391 injured. 

Targets for this raid were marked by the Luftwaffe as being the west central and south-west portions of the city, together with the docks 
and installations at Avonmouth. In the event, bombs hit every part of Bristol, and residential and shopping areas were badly affected. 
Though fires were started in the docks, no major damage was inflicted. 

Over 100 bombers attacked Bristol itself, another 50 plus concentrated upon Avonmouth. Railways and roads were mauled, factories 
were damaged, as was Bristol General Hospital. Two public shelters received direct hits, in one of which 25 people were killed. Three 
hundred people sheltering in the crypt of St. Michael's escaped although the church itself was set on fire. In the crypt of St. Barnabas's 
church 25 people perished. Damage from more than 100 tons of high-explosive - between 600 and 700 individual bombs - was 
widespread, the centre of the city suffering the greatest destruction. Water mains and electricity cable were cut and about 100 gas 
mains hit. About 6000 houses were damaged in this raid, the most disastrous to date.'
